Drove Him to Suicide.

committed suicide yesterday on the grave 
of his friend, Mme. Bonnemain, General 
Boulanger bad been gloomy and nervous 
recently, but he did not betray his inten- 
tentions to his 
friends, Yesterday 
he did not receive 
any viSitors and,at 
about 11 o’clock, 
drove with his 
niece and his sec- 
retary in an open 
carriage to the 
cemetery at Ixel- 
les. Upon arriving 
there the general 
m entered the ceme- 
A\tery alone; his 
companions, accus- 
tomed to his visits 
to that spot, re- 
mained in the car- 
The re- 
sult was that they did not hear the shot 
which caused Boulanger’s death. They 
were first notified of what had occurred by 
the cemetery keeper, who was the first to 
reach the grave of Mme. de Bonnemain 
and who turned over aad recognized the 
body lying beside it as being that of Gen- 
eral Boulanger. The latter’s neice fainted 
when she heard of his death. 

The body was then placed in the carriage 
which brought the party to the cemetery 
and was from theredriven to police head- 
quarters. There, when the necessary 
depositions had been made, the body was 
taken to the general’s late residence. Sub- 
sequently the French minister here was 
informed of the general’s death and he 
promptly telephoned the news to Paris. 
Crowds of people, attracted by the spread 
of the news regarding this tragic event, 
athered outside the house where the 
dead man recently resided. There is no 
doubt that the general’s death has caused 
a sensation here. 

Some of Boulanger’s friends say that re- 
cently he had openly 

Avowed a Desire for Death, 

and it is even added that the general had 
several times of late made attempts to 
take his own life. In consequence he had 
been watched as closely as possible by his 
friends, They appear to have finally 
grown tired of their task. With this ob- 
j ct in mind, his friends in this city re- 
cently warned the general’s niece and the 
latter’s husband that the ex-minister of 
war was so despondent as to be appar- 
ently determined to commit suicide. This 
niece and her husband arrived some days 
ago at the yeneral’s hotel, and so im- 
pressed were they with hisdemeanor that 
one of the first things that they did was to 
cause all the weapons found in his apart- 
ments to be taken away and hidden where 
he conld not get at them. 

General Boulanger must have noticed 
the precantions, and unknown to his niece 
aud her husband, he must have managed 
to secure and hide from them the pistol 
with which he eventually shot himself. 
Even the general’s valet, who had been in- 
8 ructed to use his utmost endeavors to 
tind and obtain possession of any weapon 
the general might have about him, seems 
to have been cleverly deceived in this fatal 
instance. 

General Boulanger made no secret of his 
weuriness of life since the collapse of his 
party, and particularly so since the death 
of Mme. de Bonnemain. 

Every day at about 4 o’clock in the after- 
noon it has now become known that Gen- 
eral Boulanger, since Mme. de Bonne- 
main’s death, has gone to the cemetery at 
Ixelles and has deposited some handsome 
floral emblem upon her grave. He would 
stay by 

The Grave of His Beloved Friend 
sometimes foran hour. Over the grave 
itself the zeveral had caused a pretty, white 
toinbstone to be erected, and at its head 
stood a broken column inscribed: ‘‘Mar- 
guerite, 1855—1891.” 

Contrary to the first reports received of 
the affair, the general must have walked 
about the cemetery for nearly an hour and 
a half before he returned to Mme. de Bon- 
nemain’s tomb, All reports agree in the 
statement that as soon as the general 
reached the tomb the second time he im- 
mediately placed the pistol to his head and 
shot himself. The body now liesin the 
general’s bedroom in the Rue Monteyer. 
it has been prepared for burial, butis only 
being viewed by the intimate friends of 
the family. The latter desire that the fu- 
neral should be of the most simple order. 
Some of the general’s political friends are 
in favor of a public demonstration. 

The corpse reposes upon a table draped 
with black cloth. The remains are clad in 
ablack frock coat, upon the breast of 
which are several decorations, notably the 
cross of the Legion of Honor, conferred 
upon the general after he had _ been 
wounded in 1853 at Turbigo, in Algeria,

over his papers and election funds. Be- 
yond needless extravagance the general 
never tried to feather his own nest, as did 
many of his pretended adherents. 

A large photograph of Mme. de Borne- 
main was found under the clothing, next 
to his heart. The photograph was stained 
with blood from the wound. There were 
no Cozuments on the body. In addition to 
the photograph of Mme. de Bonnemain a 
lock of white hair, woven into the shape 
of a heart, was found next to Boulanger’s 
heart.

Great Sensation in Paris. 

Panis. Oct. 1.—The suicide of General] 
Boulanger caused an intense sensation in 
Paris. Allthe papers contain obituary 
articles, but none, with the exception of 
Le Jour, reflect upon the political as- 
pects of the general’s life. Le Jour says: 
“Boulanger knew the intoxication of the 
wildest and noisiest popularity. It was 
he who said to politicians that the weak- 
ness of one too often influenced the deci- 
sion of another. His own end fully justi- 
fies that dictum. He had not the courage 
to survive her who sacrificed herself for 
him.” 

Le Jour’s article concludes with a scath- 
ing comparison between the manner of his 
death and his imperialistic pretences. The 
news of the suicide of General Boulanger 
was a bombshell in the Boulangist camp. 
The absent leaders were forthwith re- 
quested by telegraph to return to Paris 
for a party meeting to decide upon the is- 
sue of a manifesto to the public. 

Rome Stirred Up. 

Rome, Oct. 1.—The news of the suicide 
of General Boulanger caused considerable 
excitement in Italy,where he was regarded 
asa national enemy. Sig. Crispi treated 
him with contempt, but military men 
looked upon him as aforerunner of war 
between Italy and France. When Cardinal 
Ram polla, the papal secretary of stave, in- 
formed the pope of the general’s suicide 
the pope uttered an exclamation of sad- 
ness and prayed silently. The general’s 
private life placed him on the black books 
of the Vatican, yet his career was watched 
with feverish vigilance there.

COULDN’T MEET CALLS. 


Big Banking House of C. H. Venner & 
Co. Financially Embarrassed. 


Boston, Oct. 1.—The financial worlds in 
Boston and New York were startled yes- 
terday by the announcement of the failure 
of the well-known banking house of C. H. 
Venner & Co. The report of the failure, 
however, was at once contradicted by a 
member of the firm in Boston, who 
claimed that the embarrassment was only 
temporary, and that the house had sus- 
pended payments for a short time on ac- 
count of heavy calls on the New York 
house. Mr. Mills, of the firm, made the 
statement that he could not tell the 
amount of the liabilities, but it was 
rumored on the street that they are be- 
tween $3,000,000 and $5,000,000. 

The firm of C. H. Venner & Co. was or- 
ganized in Boston about twelve years ago, 
aud has quite aremarkable, if not notori- 
ous history. About six years ago Mr. Ven- 
ner was prominent as an opponent of the 
method of extension of the Atchison sys- 
tem. He had then 500 shares of stock in 
the road, the par value of which was $500,- 
000, and he claimed that the extensions, if 
continued, would ruin the corporation. 
The main line of the company was used as 
a basis from which to start branch lines, 
and on all the material used in the con- 
struction of these lines, which was carried 
over the main line, the regular freight 
tariff was charged, 

Payment was made in the bonds of these 
branch railroads, and naturally the earn- 
ings of the company increased materially, 
but when the roads were completed the 
Atchison road owned a large proportion 
of the bonds, and there being no more 
material to transport, the earnings in- 
creased and the crash came. Mr. Venner 
forsaw this event and before the smash he 
disposed of his interests and stood on the 
outside and smilingly watched the result 
of the failure to accept his advice. 


CIVIL SERVICE REFORMERS 


Re-Elect Mr. Curtis for President—Pro- 
ceedings of the Second Day’s Session. 


BUFFALO, Oct. 1.—The lecture room of 
the Buffalo library was the scene yester- 
day of a fine gathering of the members of 
the National and local Civil Service Re- 
form leagues and of the public interested. 
President George William Curtis called 
the meeting to order and announced the 
first business of the meeting as ‘jhe choice 
of his successor in the presidency. On mo- 
tion of Sherman S. Rogers the secretary 
cast the ballot of the league for Mr. Cur- 
tis.

The next paper was by Moorfield Story 
of Boston on “Divorce of Municipal Busi- 
ness from Politics.” It was a plea for 
young men to interest themselves thor 
oughly in municipal elections. 

Sherman F. Rogers of Buffalo spoke on 
the question, “Ought the Classified Serv- 
ice to be Extended?” He took the affirma- 
tive ground, and hoped that the president 
would voluntarily extend it.

Closing of a Bank Creates a Big Sensa- 
tion in a Mining Town.

A Profitable Industry Slipping from the 
Hands of Irish Fishermen. 


DUBLIN, Oct. 1.—Reports received here 
from Pere Haven and from other fishing 
stations in the soutnwest of Ireland indi- 
cate a complete breakdown of the mack- 
erel curing industry, which furnishes a 
supply to the American markets. This 
industry was established only a few years 
ago, and promised a great future for the 
fishermen. It added, in round figures, 
about $50 a year to the earnings of about 
3000 fishermen, and this wasa Godsend 
to those poor fellows. The failure of the 
industry isdue to bad packing and to 
equally bad curing which, The Freeman’s 
Journal declares, is owing to a lack of 
technical instruction. The Freeman’s 
Journal urges the government to take 
steps to save this industry before it is too 
late.

A REAL NEW SOUTH. 


Editor Cohen’s Views as to 
What It Should Be. 


THE GREAT RACE PROBLEM 


Would Be Solved by Giving the Negro 


Equal Educational Advantages with 


Whites—A Prominent Factor in the 
General Development of the South, 


RALEIGH, Oct. 1.—In an address at the 
opening of the southern exposition here at 
noon today, Octavus Cohen, editor of the 
Charleston World said: 

Nature has done much for the south; man 
has done but little. Instead of employing our 
remarkable advantages of soil and climate as 
steps to lead tothe pinnacle of material pro- 
gress, we have,I regret to say, simply made 
use of them to a sufficientextent to enable us 
to exist in scant comfort. 

Right here in North Carolina, and next door, 
in my native state, South Carolina, to say 
nothing of the others, which are also greatly 
blessed, do you not know, and are you not 
willing to admit, that if New Englanders, with 
their fever push and keen financial instinct, 
possessed half our advantages, they would 
have two of the most thriving, bustling and 
wealthy states in the Union? 

We have lived too much within ourselves, 
and we must stop it immediately. Inter- 
course almost always involves education on 
some point, and it must, therefore, be of bene- 
fit. 

You all know as well as Ido that the argu- 
ment advancedin nearly every southern state 

gainst the School Tax 
is that you will be helping to educate the 
negro’s children. 

Of course you will; and why should you not, 
pray? The correct theory jis that property 
shouid provide educational facilities, inas- 
much as property finds its greatest protection 
in, and derives its principal value from, an en- 
lightened populace. 

Give all of your people in this state reasona- 
bly good educations, and the appreciation in 
the value of property before the close of this 
exposition would be almost startling. I think 
every one willadmit the correctness of this 
statement. 

Now, if it be true, why should we desire to 
keep any portion of our population in igno- 
rance? 

I say to you now, my friends, in all earnest- 
ness and with a full appreciation of the im- 
portance of the statement, that the negro is 
with us to stay, and the sooner we come to a 
realization of the fact, the better. 

Andfurther, I wish to express it as my 
honest conviction that if this were not so, the 
future of the south at large, especially for the 
next thirty or forty years, would appear to me 
to be very gloomy. Any great negro exodus 
means untold loss to our people. 

‘ The Negro is Docile 
and gives a better grade of field labor for a 
given smount of money than any other nation- 
ality. In many portions of the south, even in 
my own state, agriculture is next to impossi- 
ble without the negro. He wants to live with 
us and continue to ride along with us to wealth 
and prosperity, and we must make it possible 
for him todoso. Climatically, this is his only 
home in North America, but we are fast ap- 
proaching the twentieth century,and we must 
not shut our eyes to the fact that no sentient 
being is now willing to have his children grow 
up without some education. Therefore, let 
the negro have it as wellas your ownchildren. 
Give lots of it to both of them, and you will 
merit the well done of the civilized world, and 
your own offspring will receive the direct ben- 
efit of this liberal policy. : 

On the otherhand, the negro must bear in 
mind that his place in the political economy 
of the south is clearly defined. 

Hemust nothopeto rule here. He isin- 
competent todoso. He has once tried the ex- 
periment, and will himself admit that it was 
a terrible disastrous one for the south,coming, 
too, as it did, close upon the devastation and 
desolation of the greatest civil war the world 
has ever known. 

At the same time, as I have already said, we

lam nota farmer, but I take the greatest 
interest in all measures suggested for the 
amelioration of the condition of the agricul- 
tural classes, and my observation leads me to 
the conclusion that the two remedies for the 
farmers’ ills are—diversity of crops and plant- 
ing “ten acres tothe mule.”

wealthiest, as it is today the fairest,most chiv- 
alric and God-blessel land on the face of the 
earth.

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RAILROAD WRECK AND FIRE. 


Passenger and Freight Trains Collide in 
a Fog—Ffour Lives Lost. 


AKRON, O., Oct. 1.—Yesterday morning 
a coll.sion occurred one mile east of Kent 
onthe New York, Pennsylvania and Ohio 
railroad between a freight and a passenger 
train. Three persons were killed outri ht 
and twenty-four injured, several fatally. 
The passenger train was the Michigan sec- 
tion of the Olin family excursion, the 
members of which were going to the na- 
tional reunion of their kindred at Ben- 
nington, Vt. Many other Michigan peo- 
ple took advantage of the low rates to 
visit friends in the east. It was a fogey 
night and the collision occurred on a long 
hill thirty feet high in the middle of which 
was a bridge forty feet long over the Pitts- 
burg aud Western tracks. Partof the pus- 
Senger train was onthe bridge when t! e 
crash came. The engives plowed into ea h 
other and reared high into the air and the 
cars on each side crashed together like 
eardboard. 

Many passengers were buried in the 
promiscuous pile of the seats and timbers. 
A stove was overturned and the timbers 
took fire, the flames bursting out in an in- 
stant. The shrieks of the women and 
children who were wedged in close to the 
burning timber summoned) the workers, 
aud a score of men were soon cutting a 
way through the debris. 

Special instructions were issued to the 
livision superintendents cautioning them 
to take extra care in handling these excur- 
sion trains to insure absolute safety and 
to block all trains in both directions to 
avoid possibility of accident. The crew of 
the freight train were instructed not tu 
eave Ruvena till they had received orders. 
Notwithstanding this, and in violation of 
these instructions, they pulled out of Ra- 
vena against the last section of the excur- 
sion train. 


A DISASTROUS ENGAGEMENT. 


Casualties Reported from the Scene of a 
Sham Military Battle. 

DANVERS, Mass.. Oct. 1—The Eighth 
regiment’s sham battle was fought at 
Danvers yesterday. Thousands of people 
assembled on Folly hill to witness the en- 
gagement. The skirmish “lines were 
irawn and the first gun was fired at 10:10 
a. m. Everything progressed smoothly 
until about 11:20, when company M and 
part of con.pany E assaulted the battery 
manned by the Danvers Grand Army 
men. The battery was stationed behind a 
breastwork of bricks just on the crest of 
the bill. 

The men charged with fixed bayonets, 
and when they came into close quarters 
became excited and begun firing. For a 
moment it looked as though there would 
be serious trouble. Asit was, Private 
Chamberlain, company M, was shot in the 
forehead and his face terribly lacerated by 
powder. Private McCue was also shot in 
the face, Coporal Thomas, company G, 
Gloucester, received a bad wound in the 
hand. 

Many men were injured by bayonets 
and explosions of powder. Noneof them 
are seriously hurt, although Chamberlain 
and McCue will be disfigured for life. 


A SENSATION PROMISED 


In the Forthcoming Report of Ameri- 
cans Upon Russian Emigration. 


BERLIN, Oct. 1.—Colonel John R. Weber 
and Dr. Walter Kempster, United. States 
commissioners who are enquiring into the 
emigration question in Europe, have ar- 
rived in this city and leave here today for 
Bremen in order to take partin the confer- 
ence of steamship company representa- 
tives which is to take place there. In an 
interview with Colonel Weber and Dr. 
Kempster those two gentlemen said that 
for the past two months or so they had 
been staying in Russia, and that they 
found that the conditions affecting emi- 
gration there were of such a grave and 
peculiar character that they didn’t feel 
warranted in speaking upon them except 
inthe form of an official report, which 
would be accompanied by corroborative 
evidence, without which the statements 
which they had to make might be regarded 
as incredible. 


Good Starter for Yale. 

New HAVEN, Oct. 1.—Yale’s first foot- 
ball game of the season of 1891 resulted 
in a victory over Wesleyan by a score of 
28to0. By the new rules, the score this 
year will be smaller than before. During 
the first balf Yale made 18 points and dur- 
the last half 10.

A Penitentiary Tragedy. 

Boston, Oct 1.—James E. Shepard, who 
was assaulted at the state prison on Mon- 
day last by a fellow prisoner named John 
Phipps, died last night from the effects of 
his injuries, never having regained consci- 
ousness. Phipps will probably be charged 
with manslaughter. He has four ‘Years 
more to serve on a sentence of seven years, 
for breaking and entering. 


Riotous Strikers, 

OTTawaA,Oct. 1.—The lumber strikers at 
Chauddere attempted to prevent other em- 
ployes from working, and were clubbed 
and dispersed by the police. Tio strikers 
were taken to the hospital insensible and 
two arrested. Many hundred strikers left 
for various points in the United States. 


Held for Killing Her Husband. 

SrouGuron, Mass., Oct. 1.—Mrs. Annie 
E. Makepeace of Avon was arraigned in 
the district court, chargedl with shooting 
her husband on Sept. 25, who has since 
died from his injuries. She was held in 
$2500 for the grand jury, and in default of 
bail was taken to the Dedham jail.

Councilman Hammond presented the 
petition of John Wilson setting forth at 
length that there was due him for granite 
furnished in the new Willard $1,935.72, of 
which he was in great need. Referred to 
the Committee on Claims. 


Vote on Sewer Act. 

The Committee on Elections reported 
the result of Monday’s election on the 
“Sewer Act’’ as printed in the Dainy 
LEDGER of Tuesday. The act was rejected 
by 192 plurality. 

Walker Street Extention. 

Councilman Moxon offered an order, 
that the Committee on Streets be instructed 
to consider a plan laying out the extension 
of Walker street to Newbury avenue, and 


report to the Council ali estimate of the 
cost. 


Councilman Moxon championed the 
order at length, claiming it was a necessity. 
Some 100 houses and lots he claimed were 
interested.

FOO: BALL TOMORROW. 
The Quincys to Play the Chelseas—Kules 


of the Game. 


A foot ball game, association rules, will 
be played on the Merry Mount park Satur- 
day, between the Quincy foot ball club and 
Chelsea foot ball club. Kick off at 4 P. M. 
As both teams are well matched a good 
game is expected. 

For those not acquainted with the game, 
some of the important rules are published 
below: 

The winners of the toss shall have the 
option of the kick off or choice of goals. 
The game shall be commenced by a place 
kick from the centre of the ground in the 
direction of the opposite goal line. The 
other side shall not approach within ten 
yards of the ball until it is kicked off, nor 
hall any player on either side pass the 
centre of the ground in the direction of his 
opponent’s goal until the ball is kicked off. 

Ends shall only be changed at half-time. 
Aftera goal is won the losing side shall 
kick off, but after the change of ends at 
half time, the ball shall be kicked off by 
the opposite side from that. which original- 
ly did sv; and always as provided in law 2. 

A goal shall be won when the ball has 
passed between the goal posts under the 
bar, not being thrown, knocked on, nor 
carried by any one of the attacking side. 
The ball hitting the goal, or boundary 
posts, or goal bar, and rebounding into 
play, is considered in play. 

When the ball isin touch a player of the 
opposite side to that which kicked it out, 
shall throw it in from the point on the boun- 
dary line where it left the ground. The 
thrower, facing the field of play, shall hold 
the ball above his head and throw it with 
both hands in any direction,and it shall be 
in play when thrown in. The player throw- 
ing itin shall not play it until it has been 
played by another player. 

When a player kicks the ball, or throws 
it in from touch, any one of the same side | 
who at such moment of kicking or throw-| 
ing is nearer to the opponent’s goal line is 
out of play, and may not touch the ball 
himself, nor inany way whatever prevent | 
any other player from doing so until the} 
ball has been played, unless there are at 
such moment of kicking or throwing, ac} 
least three os hix opponen!s nearer their | 
own goal line; but io player is out of play | 
in the case of a corner kick, or when the 
ball is kicked from the goal line, or when} 
it has been last played by an opponent.

THE EIGHT-HOUR PROBLEM 


————— 


Receives Attentionin an Address by Mr. 
Morley—Work of the Party Regarding 
Irish and Other Important Legislation 
Touched Upon—Gladstone Praised. 


NEWCASTLE, Oct. 2.—The formal open- 
ing of the great National Liberal 
Federation congress occurred here yester- 
day. For days past, in anticipation of this 
mouster Liberal demonstration, crowds of 
people have been pouring into Newcastle 
from all parts of England, Scotland and 
Ireland, As a result, this city is packed 
with visitors and crammed with delegates. 
The most extensive preparations for the 
reception and entertainment of the dele- 
gates have been made, but they are small 
in comparision with the enormous prepar- 
ations made to give the “grand old man,” 
William Ewart Gladstone, a reception 
worthy of that great Liberal leader. 

The town ball of Newcastle, a building 
capable of holding an immense number of 
people, was packed to the doors and almost 
to the roof when the Liberal congress was 
formally opened. Dr. Watson, who pre- 
sided, was re-elected president. Nearly 
aighty members of parliament were pres- 
ent. After the report of the federation’s 
past yeur’s work had been read and 
aiopted, John Morley addressed the fed- 
eration. 

When Mr. Morley began to speak there

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A MILLIONAIRE HERMIT 


— 
Dies at Newport, Leaving Behind Prop- 
E erty to the Amount of $20,000,000. 


Newport, R. L, Oct. 2—Edward H. 
Schermerhorn, one of New York’s rich 
men, diedat his cottage here yesterday 
afternoon, in the 74th yearof hiaage. De- 
ceased was a bachelor and was worth $20,- 
000,080, being one of the largest owners of 
real estate in New York. Mr. Schermer- 
horn bas owned an estate here for twenty 
years, and has resided here witters and 
summers for about eight years. He lived 
the life of a hermit, and was decidedly pe- 
culiar and eccentric. 

Ha was intimately related to many 
prominent families, being a cousin of Mrs. 
William Astor, but for years has held 
aloof from society. He had hid himself 
from the world, and even locked his front 
gates to prevent any one calling upon him, 
He had but one brother, William C. Scher- 
merhorn, also a rich New Yorker, who 
was compelled to enter the grounds, when 
he desired to see his brother, by the back 
gate and back door. The physician who 
attended the deceased also entered by the 
back door. 

The six persons employed by Mr. Scher- 
merhorn speak in high terms of their dead 
master, and they were the only persons 
whosaw him. He wanted no other com- 
pany, and he insisted on being alone. 

In the death of Mr. Schermerhorn there 
is removed from a prominent and wealthy 
family its principal member. The remains 
will be interred in the family grounds at 
Greenwood, N. Y.

Narrow and Broad Gauges. 

How many people remember the fa: | 
mous “battle of the gauges?” The vie | 
tory of what was once known as the | 
“narrow gauge,” but is now the stand- 
ard or national gauge, since narrower | 
ones are not unknown, is so absolute that | 
this is the last year of the existence of | 
Brunel’s measurement for the Great 
Western Railway company’s permanent 
way. For many years on that line the 
broad gauge has been disappearing, and, 
as announced in our report of the com- 
pany’s half yearly meeting, the change 
is tobe complete by the 20th of May | 
next. The disappearing gauge, origi-| 
nally adopted on the Great Western | 
railway on Brunel’s plans, is 7 feet 

The common gauge, now roughly 
called the 4-foot way, is really 4 ft. 8} in. | 
That is the difference between the rails, | 
the fractional measurement being, we | 
believe, explained by the fact that origi- 
nally the width of the rails together 
made upan additional 8} inches, and 
gave a wheel track of exactly 5 feet te 
suit the earlier locomotives and trains. 
The heads of rails are now much broader, 
varying on the different lines from 2} tc 
28 inches, or together from 5 to 5} 
inches,—London News.

21. “Then said Martha ento Jesus, Lord, 
if thoa hadst been here, my brother had 
not died.” 

Some of the facts of the previous part of 
the chapter are that Jesus loved Martha 
and Mary and Lazarus (verse 5); that Laz- 
arus, in the absence of Jesus, sickened and 
died; that Jesus knew he was sick and dy- 
ing, yet hastened not to him (versa 6); and 
that this sickness and temporal death were 
for the glory of God, that the Son of God 
might be glorified thereby (verse 4). When 
Jesus at last came, Lazarus being dead and 
buried, Martha goes out to meet Him, and 
this is her greeting. Some believe that 
Jesus comes to us in death, but Martha be 
lieved that the coming of Jesus would have 
prevented death, and she was right. See 
chapter xxi, 22, 23 

22. “But I know, that even now, whatso- 
ever thou wilt ask of God, God will give it 
thee.” 

23. “Jesus saith unto her, Thy brother 
shall rise again.” 

He did not say “Thy brother has already 
risen,’’ for resurrection and judgment take 
place at death, as some great men teach 
today. He taught the resurrection of the 
body trom the grave (chapter v, 28, 29). Be 
ware of any who like Hymenwus and 
Philetus who would lead you astray by 
teaching that the resurrection is past al- 
ready (il Tim. ii, 17, 18) 

24. “Martha saith unto Him, lknow that 
be shal! rise again in the resurrection at 
the last day.” 

25. ‘Jesus said unto her, 1am the resur 
rection and the life. he that believeth in 
Me, though he were dead, yet shall he 
live.” 

26. “And whosoever liveth and believeth 
in Me shali never die Believest thou 
this?” 

There .is a second death, the lake of fire, 
reserved fur all whose names are uot in the 
Book of Life (Rev xx, 14,15) No true be 
liever shallever come to this As tothe 
separation of soul aud body for a time 
generally cailed death, Jesus taught His 
followers uot to fear stat all (Matt. x, 28 
Jobu xvi, 2). Twomen are now iu ciory 
who never tusted even this death, but 
whose bodies, changed in a moment, went 
with their spirits to heaven Soshail it 
happen to all true believers who shail be 
alive on the earth at the coming of Christ 
in the air (1 Thess. iv, 16-18; I Cor. xv. 51 
52). 

27. “She saith unto Him, Yea, Lord, I 
believe that thou art the Christ, the Son of 
God, which should come into the world.” 

So testified Peter on two different occa 
sions (Math. xvi, 16, John vi, 69) And so 
also testified the eunuch before be was bap- 
tized by Philip (Acts viii, 37). The signifi 
cance of these titles is most comprehensive 
and far reaching. Son of God is one equal 
with God; the Jews so understood it in 
chapter v, 18. The Christ is Israel’s Mes 
siah or King who was to sit on David’s 
throne as son of David, sonof Abraham, 
fulfilling the Abrahamic and Davidic cove- 
nants (Math. xxvii, 42, 43; i, 1; ii, 2, 4). 

28. “And when she had so said, she went 
her way and called Mary, her sister, se 
cretly, saying, The Master is come and 
calleth for thee.” 

29. “As soon as she heard she arose 
quickly and came unto Him.” 

Blessed obedience! She shall find rest 
according to His promise (Math. xi, 28-30), 
Zaccheus made haste and came down and 
received Him joyfully, and he found salva- 
tion (Luke xix, 6, 9). Coming unto Him 
and abiding with Him will meet all the 
need of every human soul. 

30. ‘Now J is was not yet come into 
the town, but was in that place where 
Martha met Him.” 

31. ‘The Jews then which were with her 
in the house, and comforted her, when they 
saw Mary, that she rose up hastily and 
went out, followed her, saying, She goeth 
unto the grave to weep there.” 

We can weep with those who weep, we 
can go to the grave with them, but wecan 
not give real comfort unless we ourselves 
have received the same from God. 

32. ‘Then when Mary was come where 
Jesus was, and saw Him, she fell down at 
His feet, saying unto Him, Lord, if Thou 
badst been here my brother had not died.” 

33. ““When Jesus therefore saw her weep- 
ing, and the Jews also weeping which came 
witb her, He groaned in the spirit and was 
troubled.” 

34. ‘And said, Where have ye laid him? 
They said unto Him, Lord, come and see.” 

He knew as well as they, but He would 
have us tell Him what we have done with 
our sorrows and point them out to Him. 
The time will come when the last enemy, 
death, shall be destroyed (I Cor. xv, 26), 
and He now goes to give a foreshadowing 
of that glad day. 

85. “Jesus wept.” 

The shortest verse in the Bible, but who 
can fathom it. The Son of God in tears. 

36. “Then said the Jews, Behold, how He 
toved him!” 

Love must manifest itself if it is real, 
and we will not need to speak of it. Love 
that consists of words only is not love. 

37. “And some of them said, Could not 
this man, which opened the eyes of the 
blind, bave caused that even this man 
should not have died?” 

Yes, this was even so, thelr reasoning 
was right. If He could open blind eyes 
He could also make sick people well. But 
He could do more than that; He could 
make dead people live, and He had allowed 
Lazarus to die and be buried that His 
greater power might be manifest in him. 

38. “Jesus therefore, again groaning in 
Himself, cometh to the grave [t was a 
cave and a stone lay upon it.” 

39. “Jesus said, ‘ake ye away the stone. 
Martha, the sister of him that was dead, 
saith unto Him, Lord, by this time he 
stinketh, for he hath been dead four days.” 

40. “Jesus said unto her, Said | not unto 
thee that if thou wonldst believe thou 
shouldst see the glory of God?” 

41. “Then they took away the stone from 
the place where the dead was laid. And 
Jesus lifted up His eyes and said, Father, I 
thank thee that thou hast heard Me.” 

In reference to those who are spiritually 
dead there may be some hindrance between 
them and Jesus which we can roll away. 
If so we must see toit. Observe how Jesus 
hides Himself in the Father; His words 
are the Father’s words, and the Father 
doeth the works (chapter xii, 49; xiv, 10). 
He does not speak or act as if He was the 
speaker or doer, but in all things He 
honors the Father (chapter xvii, 4). 

42. “And I knew tbat Thou hearest Me 
altars but because of the people which 
stand by I said it, that they may believe 
that Thou hast sent Me.”

BY PRECIPITATION. 


The Sewage Works at 
Frankfort. 


Sulphate of Alumina and Lime 
Employed. 


Would Not Such a System be Preferable 
to Polluting Quincy Bay? 


The interview of the Engineering Record 
with Mr. Rudolph Hering of New York, 
is continued below. Yesterday's instal- 
ment related to the disposal of sewage by 
irrigation. Today he tells of system of 
chemical! precipitation. 

At Frankfort, Germany, 

Much progress has been made in the last 
decade in the chemical precipitation of 
sewage, and possibly the best of the largest 
works using this process are just below 
Frankfort-on-the-Main in Germany. These 
were designed by Mr. W. H. Lindley, and 
are regarded by Mr. Hering as admirable. 
No similar plant visited had as little odor. 
The masonry was very even, the wetted 
surfaces in particular being smooth and 
frequently cleaned. 

The precipitants employed are chiefly 
sulphate of alumina and lime, about $20,- 
000 being spent for the former and $2,000 
for the latter, annually. Labor coal, etc., 
cost about $5,000 in addition. The man- 
agement is conducted very carefully. The 
sewage is examined every half hour, and 
the proper proportions of the chemicals 
are determined from prepared tables. 
These proportions are communicated to 
the mixing-room, and the charge is pre- 
pared to correspond with the quality of the 
sewage actually passing at thetime. In 
this way it is hoped that the best results 
will be obtained at the least cost. The 
effluent that enters the main is kept 
sufficiently clear and pure to prevent any 
possible objection, The sludge is pumped 
out from the tanks into basins and is al- 
lowed to dry. When dry it is either taken 
away for manure by the neighboring far- 
mers, or is allowed to run into barges, 
which carry it down the river to farms at 
some distance from the city. Mr. Lindley 
expects that in the future the city will de- 
rive a small income from the sale of this 
sludge. It may be an interesting fact to 
all muuicipal engineers to know that about 
one-third of the entire annual budget is 
usually devoted to current engineering 
works,

SEWAGE TREATMENT 


Precipitation Works at 
Wiesbaden. 


Interesting Plants at Dortmund and 
at Essen. 


Mir. Rudolph Hering’s Inspection of the 
Sewerage Systems Abroad 


The LEDGER continues today the pub- 
lication of theinterview of the Engineer- 
ing Record with Mr. Rudolph Hering of 
New York, The different systems below 
afford a solution to the best way of dis- 
posing of sewage without polluting the 
rivers and harbors. 


Precipitation at Wiesbaden. 


Wiesbaden likewise has a very efficient 
method of precipitation for a population of 
about 60,000, increased sometimes by near- 
ly or quite 75,000 visitors during the sum- 
mer. Here Mr. Hering was shown over 
the works by Chief Engineer A. Brix. 
Lime is the precipitant almost exclusively 
used, and the sludge from the tanks is not 
taken away, but is dug into the ground at 
a trifling cost. ‘The screenings of the sew- 
age, before it enters the precipitating works 
are sold for about 45 cents a cubic meter. 
In Frankfort they are worth somewhat less 
about 36 cents on an average. 

The effluent at Wiesbaden was, at the 
time of the visit, better than at Frankfort, 
and the reasonable explanation given was 
to the effect that the small stream into 
which the effluent of the former city was 
discharged necessitated a greater purity 
than the river Main. 


Dortmund and Essen Works. 

Two very interesting plants are to be 
seen at Dortmund and at Essen. In the 
latter place, the Roeckner-Rothe system is 
employed. In this system ihe sewage is 
mixed with suitable precipitants, lime and 
sulphate of alumina in the present instance, 
and then rises in a vertical tank with a 
mean velocity about equal to that with 
which precipitated floculent matter settles 
in tanks, The sewage rises in a large tank 
to an elevation of from 20 to 30 feet above 
the ground level, the flow being maintained 
through a syphon, from which the air is 
pumped daily. The effluent water is re- 
markably clear, considering that the tanks 
are only about 20 feet in diameter. The 
sludge settles to the bottom and slips down 
inclined surfaces to the mouth of a sludge 
pipe, whence it is pumped out for further 
treatment. The advantages claimed for 
these tanks are that the horizontal space 
necessary for precipitating basins is greatly 
diminished, the time of precipitation is in- 
creased on account of the greater vertical 
fall in the upright tanks, and finally, so it 
is claimed by Stadtbaumeister Wiebe, the 
removal of air or gas bubbles attached to 
the suspended matter by the reduced air 
pressure caused by the syphonage, effects a 
more thorough and rapid precipitation. 

At Dortmund the flow of sewage averages 
18,000 cubic meters, or 53,500 cubie feet 
per day. The precipitants employed are 
lime and sulphate of alumina, carefully ad- 
justed, as regards relative proportions, to 
the quality of the sewage that is flowing. 
There are six tanks at Dortmund, some- 
what like those employed in the Roeckner- 
Rothe system, but sunk in the ground, 
and the average time required for the sew- 
age to rise the entire vertical distance is 
about one anda half hours. Since the 
soil in the neighborhood is very sandy, and 
the sludge, which is stored in reservoirs, 
contains considerable lime, it is a market- 
able substance, bringing about six cents 
per cubic meter at the works, The pur- 
chaser is required to dig it up and remove 
it at his own expense. 

At Essen it takes about an hour for the 
vertical passage of the sewage through the 
tanks. The average daily flow is about 
19,500 cubic meters, or 68,800 cubic feet; 
but as the works were designed to treat 
only 18,000 cubic meters, they are crowded 
beyond their proper capacity. The sludge 
is, in great part, removed by the farmers at 
their own expense. 

Mr. Hering observed that there was often 
considerable difficulty in disposing of the 
sludge on the Continent. One city visited 
had tried filter presses, but abandoned 
them later, on the ground that it was 
cheaper, and as satisfactory, according to 
their accounts, todry the sludge in neigh- 
boring pits. On the whole, this part of 
the sewage disposal problem did not ap- 
pear to him to have yet been satisfactorily 
solved where the conditions were not 
simple.

ANOTHER BOSTON FAILURE. 


A. B. Turner & Bro., Brokers, Foreed 
to Close Their Doors. 


Boston, Oct. 8.—The failure of the firm 
of A. B. Turner & Bro. was announced 
yesterday,and naturally it created more or 
less excitement on the street. The firm is 
composed of A. B. Turner, Job A. Turner, 
A. B. Potter and B. R. Clarke, is a mem- 
ber of the Boston stock exchange, and 
makes a specialty of fine investment 
bonds. The firm dealt largely in water 
bonds, and other securities of a like na- 
ture, and transacted a general brokerage 
business, but received no deposits. The 
business in the stock exchange dates back 
nearly two years, though the firm did a 
business previous to its admittance to the 
exchange. The firm closed its office doors 
and yesterday afternoon assigned to Al- 
bert C. Pond and H. Eugene Bolles. 

The firm stated that the failure 
was not due to any speculation of 
the firm or any member of the firm. 
One of the partners said: “It is 
true we were carrying a large amount of 
Atchison and some other active stocks, but 
they were legitimate speculations for our 
customers. Our own capital was largely 
tiea up, as we believe temporarily, in wide 
margins, upon corporation and water com- 
panies’ bonds of undoubted value, but of 
present slow sale. Our capital being thus 
involved we had not the immediate funds 
to meet the demauds which the sharp de- 
cline in the market forced upon us. No 
other house or individual will be involved 

with our suspension so far as we can see.”’ 


FOUND DEAD IN THE STREET. 


Maine Town Stirred Up Over a Tragedy 
Which Savors of Mystery. 


WALDOBORO, Me., Oct. 8.—The murder 
of Edwin E. Moore of Union in this town 
and the finding of the body at tne door of 
the Exchange Hotel isa mystery the au- 
thorities have been trying to clear up. The 
coroner’s examination of the body dis- 
closed bruises and scratches on the face 
and neck, the marks onthe throat indi- 
cating that it had been grasped by a strong 
hand. 't was found that the chest had 
been crushed and all ribs on the right side 
fractured, great violence being denoted. 
On the left leg, below the knee, was a 
severe cut, extending into the bone. This 
may have been caused by a kick or a blow 
with a club. 

Cn opening the throat the tissues were 
fonnd to be broken down, showing that 
great violence had been used. The condi- 
tion of these partsand that of the lungs 
enables the physicians to state positively 
that death was caused by strangulation. 
The liver was ruptured in five places, 
The external marks on the body indicate 
that something of a fight occurred before 
the man was thrown down and the in- 
juries that caused death were inflicted. 

Atleast two men in Waldoboro had 
blackened eyes this week. The most of 
the inmates of the hotel are either held to 
bail or are in custody for appearance at the 
supreme judical court. Other arrests will 
follow. Brackett, the proprietor of the ex- 
change, is under $1000 bonds.

TOPICS OF THE DAY 


Discussed by Gladstone at a 
Meeting at Newcastle. 


FROM THE LIBERALS’ VIEW. 


A Variety of Subjects, Embracing Great 
Britain’s Foreign Policy, Scotch and 
Welsh Church Disestablishment, Aboli- 
tion of Hereditary Peers, Ete. 


NEWCASTLE, Oct. 8.—Over 4000 persons 
were packed in the Tyneside theatre last 
night to hear Mr. Gladstone. The appear- 
ance of Mr. and Mrs. Gladstone was the 
signal for a prolonged ovation. A resolu- 
tion expressiny affection for and undimin- 
ished confidence in Mr. Gladstone was car- 
ried with renewed acclamations, Mr. 
Gladstone expressed profognd gratitude 
for the reception accorded faim. He met 
them, he said, in part as citizens of New- 
castle, but more particularly as repre- 
sentatives of that liberal sentiment which 
he believed dominated powerfully and 
effectually the mind of the country at 
large. Looking back to 1880 they saw 
what was believed to be acrushing defeat. 
But during the years that had since 
elapsed the horizon had brightened. There 
were many precursors of certain victory, 
and that victory they knew could not be 
far distant. 

In making a survey of the public situa- 
Uion he would first allude to arrears in leg- 
islation. He feared that the arrears would 
grow in proportion as the life of the Tory 
government was prolonged. Whatever 
zeal the Liberals mighthave they needed 
much patience before the arrears could be 
overtaken. Ifhe spoke of the readjust- 
ment of taxation, especially between the 
various kinds of property, he would dis- 
miss a subject abounding in complex de- 
tails by referring to speeches and votes al- 
ready given as an assurance that when its 
trrn came the subject would have practi- 
cal and decisive attention. Next, referring 
to 

National Bcoromy, 

Mr. Gladstone said that much had been 
said about the late conversion of the na- 
tional debt. All the saving thereon, and 
more, he declared, had already been ab- 
sorbed and effaced from the public ac- 
counts, not only by enormous increases in 
the charges for supply and necessary civil 
rates of the country, but also by an enor- 
mous increase in the naval and military 
expenditures, 
| petite of those bringing it about had not 
| been satisfied. He should like to have 
spoken on the government’s foreign policy, 
which had many domestic results. 

Appeals to passion and pride were no 
longer sent broadcast over the country. 
Akinder, juster and more genial spirit 
had dictated at least the departmental 
position of Lord Salisbury’s cabinet. “I 
shall indeed rejoice,” continued Mr. Glad- 
stone, “if before the day comes for the 
present administration to give up the 
ghost, it will be possible for Lord Salis- 
bury to make an effort to relieve us of the 
burdensome and embarrassing occupation 
of Egypt, which so long as it lasts must be 
}a cause of weakness. It is a source of em- 
barrassment we owe entirely to engage- 
jments contracted by a former Tory gov- 
jernment and which I fear the present gov- 
/8rnmeut may, if it continues its present 
foreign policy, hand to its Liberal suc- 
cessors to deal with.” 

Looking at the multitude of other topics 
calling for notice, Mr. Gladstone said he 
almost echoed the wish of the father of 
poets for ten mouths and ten tongues 
wherewith tospeak.

The Temperance Question. 

Although the parliamentary proceedings

Church Disestablishment Questions, 
Mr. Gladstone said: “I, a resident of 
Wales, and a Scotch representative, shall 
oot embroil myself in a p'tiless contro- 
versy. I shall simply assure Scotland and 
Wales that they have the unanimous sup- 
portof the Liberals. It does not depend 
upon those conducting Liberal affairs in 
parliament, whether Scotch or Welsh dis- 
establishment takes precedence. Each 
has resolute, able and active champions, 
who have no intention of waiting. It 
would be wrong if they were to wait until 
nome rule had become a law, or until, in 
the due order of succession on the Liberal 
program, their turn came. If the Scotch 
a precedence, their gain will help the 

elsh. Ifthe Welsh precede, their vic- 
wry will help the Scotch.” a3

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FLIGHT OF PRISON BIRDS. 


Incompetent Officials Allow Ten Hard 
Characters to Make Their Escape. 


Sr. Lovis, Oct. 8.—A most daring case 
of jail breaking took place at a few min- 
utes after 5 o’clock last evening at the St. 
Louis jail, one of the strongest prisons in 
thecountry. — 

The jail birds who flew are: Jack Shea, 
murderer of Police Officer John Doran; 
Wat Jones, alias Stetson, and Ed Luebert, 
the daylight sneaks; Henry F. Peep, bur- 
glar; John Orrick, who is sentenced to be 
hanged on Oct. 31, at Ironton, Mo., for the 
murder of Hiram Antiss; John Morgan, 
alias Jimmy Moore, bank robber; Frank 
Murphy, an all-round criminal, and Ed 
Walsh and two others. 

At the supper hour the prisoners were 
loitering around the exercise section with 
Guard John McGinness on duty. Sud- 
denly a number of them were seen to 
hurry acrossthe yard toward the east 
door. In amoment the door flew open 
and the guard quickly drew his revolver 
to intercept them, but, before he could 
shoot,tlie prisoners emerged from the bull 
pen through a second iron door. 

The ten men hurried through a yard 
and made for the kitchen. Six of them 
climbed to the roof and leaped over the 
walls. The other four ran through the 
cookery and made their escape through 
the coroner’s office, which occupies ¢he 
southeastern corner of the jnil. The 
quartet leaped into a buggy and drove 
away. 

None of the men have been recaptured- 
As they wear citizens’ clothes, the detec- 
tion is made more difficult. A detective 
chased one of the supposed fugitives for 
ten blocks, when he disappeared. The 
guards have recently been changed and in- 
competency is the only reason vouchsafed 
for the escape of the criminals.

League Session. 


PARNELL GETS “ROASTED” 


In an OffHand Way in the Platform 
Adopted, Which Repudiates Faction- 


alism in Irish Politics—President Fitz- 
gerald Succeeded by M. V. Gannon. 


CHicaGco, Oct. 8.—Secretary John P. 
Sutton submitted a report to the Irish 
National league yesterday in which he 
says: 

Your present executive accepted office at the 
convention held in Chicacoin August, 1886. 
President John Fitzgerald was elected by 
three-fourths of the assembled delegates. The 
treasurer and secretary were re-elected with- 
out opposition. There was at that convention 
anelement of discord, but overawed by the 
preponderance of men who loved the cause, 
they were powerless to mar the harmony of 
that great body of Irishmen, which would not 
and eould not listen tomen whose stock in 
trade was making charges and failing to prove 
them. President Fitzgerald returned to his 
home in the whole belief that a great organ- 
ized body of Irish-Americans stood behind 
him united like brothers in the holy cause of 
Irish liberty. He found his mistake. Like 
Garrett, the great Earl of Desmond, and the 
still nobler Lord Edward, he found Irish 
traitors ready to stab himinthe back. The 
cowardly conspirators, who, failing in their 
vile purpose of creating dissension and dis- 
union, had sneaked out like beaten curs from 
the last Chicago convention, renewed, under 
cover of secret plots, their attempt to demor- 
alize and disrupt the league. 

Beginning with a letter from Mr. Par- 
nell, anda few weeks after the Chicago 
convention, entreating President Fitzger- 
ald to raise funds to help the unfortunate 
evicted tenants of Ireland, as the treasury 
of the Irish league was almost exhausted, 
the report outlines a startling narrative, 
with letters and telegrams in chronologi- 
cal order, to show that time and again a 
convention of the American league was 
prevented from across the water, while 
the officers of the league, for not holding 
one, were abused by factionists in this 
country, encouraged by Parnell and his 
colleagues, who are exhibited as sedulously 

Ignoring the League Officials 
whenever opportunity offered. President 
Fitzgerald is stated to have headed the 
anti-eviction fund with a personal sub- 
scription of $2000, and to have raised a to- 
tal of nearly $100,000 in his effort for the 
struggling farmers in Ireland, “while a 
reverend editor of Buffalo was sneering at 
his want of education.” 

One peculiar disclosure made by Secre- 
tary Sutton is that during October, 1888, 
Parnell, finding himself bound by agree- 
ment to turn over to his lawyers the full 
amount of The Times defense fund, then 
unexpectedly large, begged of President 
Fitzgerald, through James J. O’Kelley, to 
have the fund retained in America, “The 
wishes of Mr. Parneil were complied 
with,” says the report, “and very soon 
there was a howl from the handful of fac- 
tionists in Chicago, New York and Phila- 
delphia, who acted energetically in behalf 
of the London Times by sowing the seeds 
of mistrust in their statement that Rever- 
end Dr. O'Reilly was retaining money for 
improper purposes,’ 

Information from Timothy Harrington 
that the money was retained at Mr. Par- 
nell’s request, the report says, did not pre- 
vent them from continuing to raise the 
same charge, as their only object was to 
burst up every Irish organization in 
America. Indeed they might fairly have 
been called the anarchists of the Irish 
movement, for they were determined to 
ruin what they could not rule. The 

Climax of Mr. Sutton’s Document = 
is a letter dated House of Commons, May 
21,1890, from John Dillon to President Fitz- 
gerald, marked “strictly confidential,” say- 
ing Parnell suggested that the executive 
should address a communication to him 
(Parnell) “recognizing the difficulties cre- 
ated by American party complications and 
advising that he (Parnell) should take 
steps to reconstruct the present organiza- 
tion in such manner as would allow the 
varous branches to communicate direct 
with Dublin. If the executive can see 
their way to act upon the suggestion, Mr. 
Parnell authorizes me to say that in reply 
to a communication from them he will 
himself write, thanking them for their 
great services to the Irish cause, strongly 
disapproving of the attacks that have 
been made upon them and stating that 
having inquired into the charges made 
against the executive of the league he is 
satisfied that they are utterly without 
foundation.” 

President Fitzgerald, replying, said the 
executive could not conceal their astonish- 
ment at the tenor of the communication 
to them, adding: 

We cannot but dissent from the supposition 
that American politics have in any way inter- 
fered with or complicated the administration 
of the league. The record shows that while 
the members of the executive were of differ- 
ent political affiliations, they were unanimous 
in their resolve to prevent any such interfer- 
ence with the government of the league. As 
to the undesirability of the central organiza- 
tion in America, that is a question which per- 
tains exclusively to your jurisdiction. Re- 
garding the proposition of addressing 
a letter to Mr. Parnell, “recognizing 
the difficulties created by American 
party complications and advising that he 
should take steps to reconstruct the present 
organization in such a manner as would allow 
the various branches to communicate direct 
with Dublin,” it is one which the conscience of 
the executive cannot conform to. Weare not 
now, nor have we ever been, unmindfual of the 
fact that we took office under pledges to con- 
duct the league as a body auxiliary to the na- 
tional party in Ireland, and as such, we have 
always been guided by their advice and direc- 
tion. We do not propose at this late date to 
ndopt a different policy; but we are not seek- 
ing a certificate of character from any one for 
having acted in every instance in conformity 
with Mr. Parnell’s expressed desires. 

The red-hot contest over the platform 
developed into the unexpected 

Open Split of the Committee, 
and, at 2p. m., Sharon of Iowa, Donnelly 
of Wisconsin, O’Byrne of Georgia were 
framing a minority report against neutral- 
ity toward Parnell. 

Secretary Sutton was given leave to omit 
the reading of his report, owing to its 
length. The convention, however, when 
the motion was made, adopted it over- 
whelmingly. 

The report of the platform committee 
was presented by M. V. Gannon of Omaha. 
Great cheering broke out when, contrary 
to expectation, it took a slap at Parnell, 
though without mentioning his name, al- 
luding to the differences in Irelands due 
to one-man domination. Donnelly of Wis- 
consin presented the expected minority re- 
port. 

M. V. Gannon of Omaha was elected 


president in place of My. Fitzgerald. Sec-

Cleveland, chairman of committee on con- 
stitution, submitted a plan which made 
no mention of a parent body in Ireland, 
thus divesting the American body from 
subjection to the control of responsibility 
to the diverse organizations existing in 
Ireland.

Third—We have no desire, nor do we deem 
it wise, necessary or patriotic, to pass judg- 
ment upon the questions now so unhappily 
separating our brethren in the old land. We 
have heretofore tendered our good offices in 
the adjustment of these differences and that 
tender has been wholly disregarded by the 
contending elements; but we may, and must 
speak out the opinions of the people whom we 
represent, and say that it is the duty of the 
Irish and all other oppressed peoples to seek 
freedom by peaceable methods, and only when 
such methods have been fully tried and found 
are nations and peoples justified in resorting 
to force; but we strongly and emphatically as- 
sert that itisequally a duty to prepare for 
every emergency and stand ready to aid our 
kindred in every manly way recognized and 
commended by usage and civilization in ob- 
taining freemen’s privileges 1n a land conse- 
crated to freedom by the heroic sacrifices of 
centuries. 

Fourth—We call upon those who are respon- 
sible for the locking up of over $200,000,mainly 
contributed by the people of this country, for 
the support of the evicted tenants on the plan 
of campaign, to raise the same and distribute 
it as originally intended by the subscribers, 
and we pledge ourselves that until this request 
is complied with, we are resolved not to con- 
tribute another dollar to aid those who have 
withheld this money from its legitimate bene- 
ficiaries: 

Fifth—We hereby resolve to maintain our 
organization for the purpose of being in readi- 
ness for the performance of such duties as ths 
exigencies of the future shall show to be fit 
and proper; and we humbly invoke the guid- 
ance of Almighty God for our brothers and 
ouselves to the end that with his blessing our 
reunited efforts may result in securing for the 
Trish people the land in which he planted 
them, and a government whose personnel shall 
be so cleanand pure, and whose principles 
shall be so broad, humane and free, as to make 
it a model among the free nations of the earth. 

Sixth—We extend our heartfelt sympathy 
to our president, John Fitzgerald of Lincoln, 
Neb., our first vice president, Patrick Martin 
of Baltimore, in their sickness, and earnestly 
hope for their speedy recovery. No cause has 
ever been held more brave, truer and more 
self-sacrificing sons, than Fitzgerald and Mar- 
tin, and the Irishmen will, we trust, ever re- 
member with gratitude their great services to 
their country. 

Seventh—We call the attention of America 
to the cause of American citizens suffering 
penal horrors in British dungeons, because of 
evidence plainly manufactured, and the fact 
that they dared to express themselves in favor 
of a free Ireland, and we ask our representa- 
tives in congress to press the matier upon the 
attention of the state department. 

We tender our sincere thanks to all the ex- 
ecutive officers of our organization, particu- 
larly President John Fitzgerald, Tresurer 
Reverend Charles O'Reilly and Secretary John 
P. Sutton for their able, untiring and brilliant 
services to our movement. 

The platform, aftera stormy effort to 
replace it by a minority report anda sup- 
plementary resolution, was adopted. 

Eloquent addresses by T. B, Minehan of 
Omaha, and Mr. Lyman of New York 
were heard, and the convention adjourned 
sine die.

169 Houses Built the Last Year—482 in 
Three Years.

Chemical Precipitation 
for London. 


The System at Munich, Halle and 
Elsewhere, 


28) An Interesting Study from Which Quincy 


May Profit. 


Among the most interesting sewerage 


2 | systems visited, says Rudolph Hering im the 


Engineering Record, was that at Munich. 
He was greatly pleased with the construc- 
tion of the sewers there. The general de- 
sign was modeled after those of Frankfort. 
Wedge-shaped bricks were largely used, as 
at Frankfort. In quality they closely re- 


> . 
sembled our pressed bricks, and were some- 


times glazed. The work is the smoothest 
and neatest that he had ever seen and re- 
flects great credit upon Baurath Lenetti, 
on Mr. Max Niedermeyer, the chief 
engineer, and on his assistants. 

The junctions are formed of especially 
molded blocks which, in some places, have 
a glazed surface. Special molded brick or 
stone blocks were prepared for nearly every 
junction. The preliminary preparation 
and office work was extremely thorough, 
as accurate detail plans were drawn of 
every large manhole and junction in the 
entire work, The final plans deviate some- 
what from those originally prepared for the 
city by Mr. J. Gordon, of the Metropolitan 
Board of Public Works, London, who at 
one time acted as assistant to Mr. Lindley 
on the sewerage work at Frankfort. 


The Works at Halle. 


Mr. Hering also visited the precipitation 
works at Halle, and was conducted over 
the plant by Chief Engineer Bacher. The 
population of this city is quite small, only 
10,000, and the average daily sewage is less 
than 1,000 cubic meters. The works are 
small and contain two circular settling 
tanks 7 1-2 feet deep and 13 feet in diame- 
ter. Sulphate of alumina and lime are the 
precipitants employed, and are added in 
varying quantities, according to the condi- 
tion of the sewage. The sludge is com- 
pacted by a filter press, The station is yet 
in the experimental stage, but the results 
so far obtained are satisfactory. The sys- 
tem employed is known as the Mueller- 
Nahnsen. Mr. Lohausen is the Commis- 
sioner of Public works in that city, and 
was apparently very glad to offer every fa- 
cility for investigation of his interesting 
plant. 

In England. 

In England, unfortunately, the majority 
of the Engineers were away on their vaca- 
tions at the time of Mr. Hering’s visit, but 
still he was able to see a number of new 
or novel plants. Mr. Hering found a con- 
siderable improvement in the methods of 
chemical precipitation within the last ten 
or fifteen years. Among the best arranged 
and most recent works is that designed by 
Mr. Melliss, which has just been opened 
at Mortlake. As the works were just about 
to be opened, no experience has yet been 
had, but the arrangements seemed admira- 
ble in every detail and apparently warrant 
a belief that the plant will be entirely suc- 
cessful. The precipitantsto be employed 
are sulphate of alumina and afesile, a com- 
pound containing salts of iron among 
other ingredients, while lime is added to 
produce a sludge of the desired chemical 
composition. There are eleven tanks, 
30x107x6 in size, from which the effluent is 
taken to artificial filter beds of earth, 150 
feet wide and 400 feet long. 

London Proposes 
to treat all her sewage by chemical precipi- 
tation, and there are already large works 
at Barking, and similar ones will soon be 
opened south of the Thames, at Crossness. 
The Barking works treat 110,000,000 gal- 
lons per day. The screenings, averaging 
70 tons a week, are burnt in a furnace 
which requires the addition of but a very 
small amount of coal on account of the or- 
ganic matter in the refuse. The chemicals 
employed are lime and copperas, 204 tons 
of the former and 8 1-4 tons of he latter 
being used every week. On an average 
2,000 tons of sludge are pumped out of the 
tanks weekly, into large barges, specially 
constructed for the purpose, and dumped 
near the mouth of the Thames, about 60 
miles from London Bridge. The tanks 
are § 1-2 feet deep and havea total capaci- 
ty of 21,000,000 gallons. Theeffluent runs 
out irrespective of the tide, and the shores, 
formerly black with sludge deposit, now pre- 
sent a clean appearance. It is stated, how-

ABOUT RECIPROCITY. 


The President’s Position Rel- 
ative to Germany. 


AFAVORABLEOPPORTUNITY 


For Obtaining a Permanent Footing for 
Our Breadstuffs in the German Empire. 
Substantial Gain of Time and Money 
in the Postoffice Department. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 5.—“The United 
States intends to obtain something more 
in return for opening ber ports to German 
sugar, than the removal of the restrictions 
in Germany on the importation of her 
pork.”” This was the substance of the 
declaration which the president made re- 
cently to the German minister here when 
the minister sought information regard- 
ing the application of the reciprocity pro- 
vision to German sugar. Germany has 
come rapidly forward in the past two 
years asa competitor in our markets of 
Cuba and the other sugar-growing coun- 
tries. The value of the imports of beet 
sugar from Germany was $5,814,407 in 1889, 
and $16,081,431 in 1890, being more than 40 
per cent. in 1890 of the cane sugar im- 
ported from Cuba. 

A trade like this is not to be dispised, 
and it would be a severe blow to Germany, 
after all that she has spent in bannties to 
her sugar growers, to have it cut off. It 
will be cut off, however. by proclamation 
of the president on Jan: 1, 1892, by the im- 
position of a duty of 18 cents a pound, un- 
less Germany in the meantime grants us 

Some Special Privileges. 

This is what the reciprocity section of 
the McKinley tariff provides, and the 
president will at least hold out the threat 
of enforcing this duty unless the German 
government does something in our behalf. 
When the German minister suggested to 
the president that the removal of the re- 
strictions on our pork was a fair equivalent 
for the free market offered for German 
sugar, the president replied that he did 
not take that view of the case. Germany, 
he said, had pretended that the restrictions 
on American pork were imposed for 
Sanitary reasons. The United States had 
met that argument by the passage of the 
meat inspection act. 

The United states making sugar free of 
dutyJhad offered a valuable privilege to 
Germany and

Wheat, Flour and Canned Beef. 
The German people, under the impulse of 
bad harvests, are clamoring loudly forthe 
reduction or abolition of grain duties, but 
they would probably be quite satisfied if 
duties were abolished on American grain 
alone. 

With the big surplus of corn and wheat 
which our farmers have grown this year, 
and the scarcity which exists in Europe, 
the abolition of the duties would give usa 
golden opportunity to supply the neces- 
sities of the German people and obtain a 
permanent footing for our breadstuffs in 
the German empire. 


ANNUAL SAVING OF $300,000 


By the Discontinuance of the Counting 
of Mail Matter by Carriers. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 5.—The order of Post- 
master General Wanamaker, doing away 
with the counting of mail matter by letter 
carriers, has now been in force three 
months, and ftis estimated that the an- 
nual saving to the postoffice department 
will be $300,000. The free delivery service 
was inaugurated in 1863 and from the be- 
ginning the custom had been enforced re- 
quiring letter carriers to eount and 
keep an occount of all letters de- 
livered; all postal cards delivered; 
ali second, third and fourth class 
matter delivered; all local letters col- 
lected; all mail letters collected; all local 
postal cards collected; all mail postal 
cards collected; all second, third and 
fourth class matter collected; the total 
number of pieces handled and the total 
postage on all local matter collected, and 
on all local matter deposited in postoffices, 
including that on second, third and fourth 
class matter, to the correctness of all of 
which the respective postmasters were re- 
quired to certify monthly. 

In 1864, when there were less than 700 
carriers in the country, the practice of 
counting was comparatively inexpensive; 


but in 1891, when there are over 10,000 | 


carriers employed in the collection and de- 
livery service, who reported the nuin- 
ber of pieces handled in the pre- 
ceding fiscal year to be 3,297,259,696, the 
postmaster general discovered that this 
work was consuming an average of twenty 
minutes more per day for each of the 10,- 
000 letter carriers in the United States—an 
aggregate of at least 3833 hours per day at 
&n average cost of 30 cents per hour (a fair 
average for letter carrier service), amount- 
ing to $1000 foreach and every day in the 
year, including Sundays and holidays.

WEATHER-CROP BULLETIN. 


Results of Observations by the New Eng- 
land Meteorological Society. 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Oct. 5.—The New 
England Meteorological society, co-oper- 
ating with the United States weather bu- 
rean, issues the following bulletin forthe 
week ending Oct. 2: 

Another week of generally warm, sun- 
shiny wether has pushed most crops to 
maturity, aud a great part of the crops are 
now secured. Very light rains fell over 
the southern sectiuns on the 29th, but in 
most of the north not even a trace of rain 
has fallen during the week. The drought 
is growing more and more severe, espe- 
cially in the southeastern half of New Eng- 
land, In southwestern New Hampshire 
fields and pastures are drying up 
badly. The first hard frost of the season 
was felt on the morning of the Ist. In the 
south this was generally confined to the 
low lands and little damage was done be- 
cause the crops were so generally matured 
and harvested. The frost was geveral 
throughout the north, although the 
weather of the past few weeks had served 
to place most crops beyond injury by frost 
and little damage is reported. : 

Corn is mostly+cut, and the gathering 
and husking is well under way. A large 
yield of excellent quality is generally re- 
ported. Late potatoes continue to turn 
out large crops in most places, with only 
mod rate indications of rot. Fall apples 
are plenty in most sections, but only 
southern New England reports anything 
like an average yield of winter fruit. The 
cranberry harvest is nearly completed, and 
an unusually large crop hus been secured. 

The crop bulletin which will be issued 
Oct, 10, will be the last for the present 
season, and the correspondents are re- 
spect/‘ully requested to send in full re- 
ports on the average yield of the several 
crops on that week.

Big Prices for Literary\Work. 

It is announced that Mark Twain has 
sold the new novel which he has about 
completed for $12,000, and this includes 
only the serial rights, and it is-also an- 
nounced that he isto be paid $1,200 
apiece for anumber of letters from 
Europe. 

With the exception of the ‘Innocents 
Abroad” and possibly ‘Roughing It,” no 
one of Mark Twain’s novels has brought 
him the sum of $12,000. The “Gilded 
Age” yielded him nearly $75,000, but 
that was because it was dramatized and 
played by John T. Raymond. He told 
meonly a few weeks before he sailed 
for Europe, that leaving the ‘Innocents 
Abroad” out of the consideration, his 
other books in this country have brought 
him only a fair return, and that his 
largest profits had been as a publisher 
and as a maker of plays fog the stage. 

It is also announced that Mr. Howells 
has sold the rights to a new novel for 
serial publication for $10,000, That is 
more money than Mr. Howells has re- 
ceived for any of his stories. Were it 
not for the serial publication of his 
stories in the magazines he would not 
be able to support himself with his pen. 
Even the most popular of his recent 
novels brought him royalties of less than

MILES OF LAND LAID BARE, 


Buildings and Other Property Wiped 
Out of Existence by Forest Fires. 

San Francisco, Oct. 5.—Terrible forest 
fires have been raging for over a week in El- 
dorado county, and more than forty square 
miles of country have been burned over. 
The flames spread over Greenwood creek 
country and all the country to the west of 
Gafden valley, destroying many dwell- 
ings, barns, hay, fences, and thousands of 
acres of dry feed. When the fire ap- 


proached the town of Pilot Hill all hands | 


turned out to try and check its progress. 
Back firing was attempted, but it had 
little effect, owing to the swiftness of the 
fire. Half a dozen houses on the outskirts 
of the town were burned in quick order. 
The flying sparks caught in a frame build- 
ing around the postoffice, and in a few 
minutes the store, postoffice, saloon and 
four residences, including outbuildings, 
were all burned. 

At Burner Hill there is nothing left of 


the village but a hotel, schoolhouse and} 


two or three scattering buildings on the 
outskirts of the town. All the grass in 
the hills in that section has been de- 
stroyed, and the consequent loss of stock 
will be large. Many farmers and ranchers 
are rendered homeless and peiniless by 
the fire.

THE CODE OF HARA-KIRI 


A WAY OF SATISFYING HONOR 
AMONG JAPANESE NOBILITY. 


Men Who Deliberately Commit Suicide 
or Get Their Friends to Kill Them—A 
Sample Case—The New Code of Laws 
Against It, but It Is Still Practiced. 


It is generally understood that hara- 
| kiri, or hara-wo-kiri, is the solemn prac- 
tice of suicide among Japanese noble- 
|men—a practice most deeply rooted in 
their ideas of honor and faithfulness. 
The hara-kiri was first practiced on 
| the battlefield. If the defeated did not _ 
wish to fall alive into the hands of the 
enemy they thrust their swords into 
their mouths or their breasts or cut 
'their own throats. Later the hara-kiri 
became an institution of honor. Who- 
ever knew his cause to be lost either ex- 
ecuted himself with his sword or allowed 
|his companions to do it for him. It 
| often happened that when a feudal lord 
had performed his self execution his vas- 
sals followed his example to show their 
loyalty beyond the grave. 
HIS MEMORY UNSTAINED. 

My mother, who was a Japanese of 
rank, often related to me a case of hara- 
kiri which took place not so many years 
ago in her own family. The nobleman, 
| occupying a government office, had killed 
his bitterest enemy and was sentenced to 
the hara-kiri. If he had not belonged to 
| the caste of warriors they would either 
| have beheaded him or sentenced him to 
| be nailed to the cross, which would have 
| brought dishonor on his family, besides 
resulting in pecuniary disadvantages. 
| The hara-kiri, however, attached no dis- 
honor to him or his memory. The con- 
| demned man was committed to the sur- 
| veillance of a nobleman in whose man- 
sion the solemn self execution was to 
jtake place. Day and hour were ap- 
pointed, and the witnesses elected by 
| the government arrived. Thecondemned 
|man had begged three of his friends to 
| render him the last service and they con- 
| sented. 

Subordinates called on the prisoner to 
| tell him of the arrival of the witnesses. 
| They brought him robes of hemp on a 
|tray. He donned them quickly and hur- 
| ried to the reception room of the palace, 
| where the sentence of death was read to 
|him, The prisoner listened to it without 

moving a feature. Then he retired once 

more to his chamber to change his dress 
}for the last time. Attired in white 

robes, he was led by a solemn procession 
| to the room where the self execution was 
|to take place. A large cotton cloth was 


| Spread on the mats. Over this a scarlet 
| quilt was laid to prevent the blood from 

oozing through the mats. It was al- 
| ready dark and a candelabrum, giving a 
| faint light, was placed in each corner. 
Behind two white screens a pail, a wash 
basin, a censor, a tray and a short sword 
lay hidden. According to prevailing 
rules, the persons present stepped into 
thesemidark room and took their places. 

Then the duties of the three assistants 
of the prisoner began. The first brought 
him the sword on a short legged table, 
the hilt being wrappedin paper. The 
prisoner received the weapon with rever- 
ence, lifting it with both hands to his 
forehead to express his esteem. Then he 
laid it back on the table and bowed to 
all present. Helet his upper garments 
fall down to the belt, and stuffed them 
firmly under his knees to prevent him 
from falling backward, which is looked 
on as a disgrace. Then, while with a 
| firm hand he seized the sword, and with 
a quick movement cut up his stomach, 
the second assistant, who stood on his 
left side, with one fierce blow severed 
the head from the trunk. After render- 
ing his friend this terrible service he re- 
tired behind the screens, drew some 
white paper from his belt and wiped 
the weapon. The third assistant then 
| grasped the head by the tuft of hair and 
presented it to the principal government 
witness to show that justice had been 
fully satisfied. This was followed by 
deep silence. All present retired quietly. 
On the floor lay the body of the noble- 
man. Fourservants appeared and car- 
ried away the body and cleaned the 
room. 

The memory of the nobleman remained 
unstained. Hehad remained loyal to his 
rank in death. 

NOT FOR THE SHOGUN, 

In 1869 a private secretary to the privy 
council proposed the abolition of the 
hara-kiri, Two-thirds of the deputies 
were against the proposition, and in the 
speeches held on that occasion they 
praised the institution as indispensable 
to preserve the honor of the aristocracy, 
and asaspurto morality and religion. 
The man who advanced the proposition 
| Was, as was expected, murdered not long 
afterward. 

Of course all Japanese do not share 
the opinion of those deputies. In the 
last change of government when the 
shogun, comletely defeated, had no 
other alternaiive than to flee to Yeddo, 
one of his councilors advised him to 
have recourse to the hari-kiri as the 
last means of saving his honor and that 
of his family. The shogun ridiculed 
the advice and left the room in a rage. 
The faithful councilor retired to an- 
other part of the palace and disem- 
bowled himself in proof of his earnest- 
ness, The shogun is still living and en- 
joys a fat income.

DROWNED IN THE NEPONSET. 


A Randolph Man Who Has Been Missing 
Since Sept. 25. 

Sunday afternoon Willie Sharp and Wal- 
ter Day, two boys from Atlantic, were out} 
rowing near what is known as the Cedars | 
when they discovered the body of a man} 
lying face downward on the marsh. The 
boys immediately notified the officers 
at Station 11, who in turn notified Officer | 
Holloran, who with Officer McGrath took | 
a row boat and went to the scene. They 
passed a rope around the body, towed it 
ashore, and notified Undertaker Hall, who | 
removed it to his warerooms. The body 
had begun to decompose and had evidently 
been dead some days. 

Papers on the body led the officers to be- 
lieve that the body was that of John Foley 
of Randolph. His friends were tele- 
graphed to and at a late hour Sunday night 
they came to Quincy and positively identi- 
fied the remains as those of John Foley, 
aged 56 years. 

They said that Foley left home Sept. 
25, for Boston and had not been seen or 
heard from since that time. As he was a 
drinking man it is supposed he got drunk 
and after spending all his money started 
for home and fell overboard. 

Foley was a boot treer and has always 
been a hard working man. He has always 
drank but never to excess until late years, 
the cause being attributed to the loss of his 
children who have one after another been 
taken away by consumption. He leavesea 
widow and two grown up children, a son 
and daughter. 

Undertaker Houghton of Randolph, 
came to Quincy this morning and removed 
the remains to that place. 


A Warm September. 

Mr. Charles Breck of Milton, who is good 
authority, corrects a statement made in one 
of the Boston papers that the past Septem- 
ber was the warmest ever known, the mean 
temperature being 67 degrees.

SEWAGE WORKS. 


[Continued from first page.] 


A Filtration Plant 


was used which was designed to dispose of 
sewage at the rate of nearly 6,000 persons 
peracre. A visit showed that the works 
were neat in every way, and the effluent 
was found to be excellent. The quantity 
of sewage treated varies from 200,000 gal- 
lons in dry weather to 800,000 during rainy 
seasons. The population of the town is 
about 7,000. 

The sewage is first screened through a 
Latham extractor having a quarter inch 
mesh, and after receiving a suitable charge 
of lime and sulphate of alumina, it is 
discharged into the precipitating basins, 
three in number, and measuring 21 x 120 x 
6each. The efflnent from these tanks is 
still unfit for discharge into the small 
brook that flows by the town. It is, there- 
fore, led to four artificial beds, each about 
a third of an acre in extent, and six feet 
deep. The top layer of 6 inches consists of 
sandy soil, below which are 3 feet of coke 
breeze, finely burnt clay and earth in equal 
proportions. The lower 2 1-2 feet of the 
bed are formed of coarsely burnt clay, in 
pieces equal in size to coarse gravel. Be- 
low are 9-inch perforated drain-pipes laid 
quite close together. The plant has been 

Running Four and One-Half Years 


and it has so far been found necessary to 
turn the top layer of sandy soil but once 
annually. 

A number of other disposal works were 
visited, among them, one at Chiswick, 
which is interesting in several respects, and 
is the first plant to discharge its effluent in- 
to the Thames River above London. Mr. 
Arthur Ramsden is the Borough Engineer 
in charge. 

Before boarding the steamer at Southamp- 
ton, a few hours*were spent with the 
Borough Engineer at that place, Mr. W. B. 
G. Bennett, in examining the very interest- 
ing works for sewage purification and gar- 
bage cremation in that city. A small part 
of the city is drained to filter beds, about 
20 acres in extent, but the greater part of 
total sewage is chemically treated, and the 
effluent discharged into the harbor. The 
sludge from the tanks is mixed with the 
street refuse, ashes and other waste mat- 
ter, and burnt. The ashes from the 
cremators are used to form mortar, or are 
made into paving slabs, which are sold at 
2s. 6d. or 5 shillings per square yard for 
slabs 2 1-2 and 5 inches thick, respectively. 
Absolutely no coal is burnt in these works, 
and the refuse furnishes fuel for the entire 
p'ant, including a small electric-light sta- 
tion and some machinery. Moreover, the 
works are said to actually pay a profitable 
income to the city.

WORK IN SUNDAY SCHOOLS. 


RevrE. A. Robinson's Advice to the Con- 
gregational Union. 

A large audience, composed of member- 
ship and friends of the Congregational 
Sunday School Superintendents’ Union, 
was assembled in the Berkley Temple, 
Boston, last evening, at its first regular 
autumn meeting. 

Following a collation and business ses- 
sion of two hours, the meeting was opened 
by the reading of a paper by Rev. E, A. 
Robinson of Wollaston Heights, the topic 
being ‘‘How Shall the Sunday School 
Reach, Retain and Influence Young Men 
and Women.’ The Herald reports him as 
follows: 

After quotations from Emerson and 
Hitchcock teaching the need of honest 
work, Mr. Robinson said: The Sunday 
school work cannot be done as the inventor 
would do his work—utilizing the elements 
and then sitting on his veranda while 
others toil for him. Is itnot full time to 
inquire what can be done, and how to do 
it? Diversify the studies—introduce and 
inculcate the spiritual by the best employ- 
ment of the material. Let us have the 
methods of the Y. M. C. A., with the 
reading room, the gymnasium, the tele- 
scope. The older members of the church 
may protest, but the results of this as- 
sociation’s work are an evidence of the 
practicability of this doctrine of secular 
means. The indespensable necessity of 
personal influence was urged. See to it 
that the fruits of your own individual 
efforts are present in your own school.

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CONDITION OF THE ARMY. 


Annual Report of Surgeon General Suth- 
erland Shows Good Results. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 6.—Surgeon General 
Sutherland has made his annual report to 
the secretary of war upon the operations 
of his bureau during the year. He says 
that an aggregate reduction of $100,000 will 
be made in the estimates of appropriations 
for the next fiscal year for the entire ex- 
penses of the medical department. Since 
the passage of the act of March 8, 1891, 
making the period of renewal of artificial 
limbs three years instead of five, congress 
has failed to make the necessary appro- 
priation to meet the additional expenses, 
and the result will be a deficiency of 6241,- 
650 for the present fiscal year on this ac- 
count. The report speaks of the efficiency 
of the hospital corps, as shown during the 
Sioux campaign; urges the necessity of 
offering inducements to enlisted men to 
enter its ranks, and suggests that $6 a 
month be added to the pay of the privates 
in the corps. Good results have followed 
the adoption of the new system of identi- 
fication of deserters, based on records of 
permanent marks and scars. 

As to the general health of the army,the 
report shows that the number of men con- 
stantly sick compares favorably with the 
previous year. The cases of treatment of 
alcoholism numbered 40.73 per thousand

New York, Oct. 6.—At the semi-an- 
nual meeting of the New York presbytery 
held in the Scotch Presbyterian church 
the prosecuting committee appointed last 
spring to prepare papers in the trial of 
Professor Charles Briggs presented its re- 
port embodying the charges against him. 
These are in brief: 

Disbelief in the Bible as the only true source 
of divine authority; disbelief in the verbal in- 
spiration and inerrancy of the scriptures; dis- 
belief in the immediate sanctification at death 
of the souls of those dying in the faith. 

The indictment presented by the com- 
mittee bases the charges against Professo1 
Brigzs solely on the inaugural address be- 
cause it is the most deliberate and em- 
phatic expression of his doctrines. The 
committee on indictment gave these rea: 
sons for busing charges on Professor 
Briggs’ inaugural address alone: 

foundation of the Charges. 

Because the inaugural address was the orig- 
inal subject of inquiry by the committee of 
presbytery appointed on April 13, 1891; be- 
causc of the recent publication of his inaugu- 
ral address; because the inaugural address 
may be regarded as the most deliberate and 
emphatic expression of Dr. Briggs’ doctrine, 
and therefore representing most fairly his po- 
sition with respect tothose doctrines upon 
which the charges and specifications are 
based. Since the inaugural address was first 
delivered and published it has been widely 
criticised; butin spite of those criticisms, a 
second edition has been published,in which

The report discusses at 
length the political status of the Indians 
and the commissioner draws the following 
Practical Conclusions: 

First—During the whole course of our hig 
tory the Indians of this country have been 
treated as separate communities, sy aining 
exceptional relations tous. They have been 
regarded as having relations directly with the 
general government alone and not indire tly 
through the states or to the states. 

Second—That the fiction of regarding them 
as independent peoples has been displaced by 
the theory of regarding and tre ating them as 
wards of the general government. 

Third—That the purpose of the government, 
as has been made more and more evident, is to 
change their status from that of wardship te 
that of citizership.

Fourth—That during the transition period 
and until the completion of their ctizenship 
they should be regarded as subject to the laws 


of the general government and under its care 
and guardianship. 

Fifth—That the time has come for a declara- 
tion by congress to the effect that hereafter it 
will not recognize the Indian as competent to 
make war; but that in our dealings with them 
they shall not be treated as belliegrents,but as 
subject and dependent people, capable of 
course, of insurrection, rioting or disturance 
of peace, but not of waging war. 

Sixth—That the general government has the 
right, both for its own protection, for the pro- 
tection of the public welfare and for the good 
of the Indians, not only to establish echools in 
which their children may be prepared for citi. 
zenship, but also to use whatever force may 
be necessary tosecure to the Indian children 
the benefit of these institutions. in the 
cases where, by taking their lands pralty 
they are in process of becoming ci hey 
are stillinastate of quasi indepen e, be- 
Cause the general government withholds from 
them for twenty-five years the power of alien- 
ating their lands, while by exempting them 
Sree aaetion for the same period it practi- 
cally 


Excludes Their Children 
from the public schools. For these reasons it 
would seem that the government has not o 
the right, but is under obligation to make ed- 
ucational provisions for them, and to secure 
to their children the benefits of those provis- 
ions. 

Seventh—I submit that the time is at hand 
for an extension over the Indians of 
tection and privileges of our country. Me 
while, the development on Indian‘reserv: 
ofthe courts of Indian offenses, by the per- 
fecting of their code of procedure and the en- 
largment of their jurisdiction, will be b 
as a preparation for complete participation i 
our common life. 

Eighth—I venture also to suggest whether the 
time is not at hand for the passage of an en- 
abling act, whereby the five civilized tribes 
may form either a territorial or a state gov 
ernment and be represented on the fioors of 
congress. 

Ninth—That the time has come when the 
Pueblo Indians should be admitted by a special 
act of congress “to the enjoyment of all the 
rights of citizens of the United States accord- 
ing tothe principles of the constitution,” as 
contemplated by the treaty of Guadaulupe 
Hidalgo. 

Tenth—The definite determination by the 
highest authority of the actual political status 
of the Indians is necessary as a basis of wise 
legislation and to the satisfactory administra- 
tion of Indian affairs. 

After giving an account of the progresd 
made in the allotment of lands to the 
Indians during the past year, the com: 
missioner says that “this radical and far- 
reaching revolution in the social status of 
the Indians is making satisfactory pro 
gress. Land in severalty has in it the 
‘promise and the potency’ of great things, 
but only the promise and the potency. In 
many cases it brings unutterable woe, and 
in all it is liable to leave the Indians 

Worse Off Than Before.” 

Regarding the reduction of the reserva 
tions, which has proceeded with such 
rapidity during the year, the report says: 

While it is possible te push this work too 
rapidly, perhaps I do not hesitate to say (hat 
the ultimate destruction of the entire syste 
of reservations is inevitable. There is no place 
foritin our present condition of life. The 
millions of acres of Indian lands now lying @>- 
solutely unused are needed as homes for our 
rapidly increasing population, and must be $0 
utilized. Whatever rightand title the Indians 
have on them, is subject to, and must yield, to 
the demands of civilization. They should be 
protected in the permanent possession of all 
this land that is necessary for their own sup 
Port, and whatever is ceded by them should be 
paid for at its full market value. But it can-

Discussed by Orators in the 
Bay State Campaign. 


BIG GATHERING AT THE HUB 


Listens to Speeches by Governor Rus- 
sell and Other Democrats of Note. 
Candidate Allen Replies to Remarks 
About Himself by John E. Russell. 


BostTow, Oct. 6.—Four thousand persons 
were present at the Democratic rally in 
Music hall last night. The speakers en- 
tered at 7:50 o’clock. 

Mr. McDonough, in presenting the 
president of the evening, Henry L. Pierce, 
paid a tribute to his integrity and inde 
pendence. The speech of Mr. Pierce was 
warmly greeted, especially his reference to 
the letter of Grover Cleveland against free 
silver, the name of the ex-president ex- 
citing the greatest applause. 

Governor Russell was most felicitously 
presented by President Pierce. Mr. Rus- 
sell proceeded at once to his speech, and 
when he reached the point where he de- 
fended his New York speech, alluding to 
the fact that he was charged with slander- 
ing his old commonwealth, a voice cried 
out, “You never did it.” 

“Republican newspapers criticised that 
speech, but none of them dared to print 
it,” said the governor. The speech of Gov- 
ernor Russell then went on to refute the 
slanders of his opponents in regard to the 
New York speech. He said that it was 
his detractors who were recreant to Mas- 
sachusetts, and not he. He alluded to his 
education in the public schools, aud sat 
down declaring that there were some crit- 
icisms which cut to the heart, but were 
too contemptible to answer. 

General John W. Corcoran said that 
early in the campaign a new champion ap- 
peared upon the scene, Mr. Allen. The 
speaker then went on to say how Mr. Al- 
len had refused to debate with the gov- 
ernor and how Mr. Lodge wanted John E. 
Russell’s hauds tied before he would meet 
him. 

Dr. William Everett declared that he 

was not fully prepared to make a speech. 
He had no manuscript, though he said he 
had hard work to make his friends of the 
press believe this. Then Dr. Everett an- 
nounced that he was challenged by™Mr, 
Lodge; that he was the challenged party 
and should choose his issues, and that he 
supposed Mr. Lodge would fight on this 
theme as on all others. 
{Congressman Warner of New York dis- 
cussed the tariff issue and the effect of 
high protection upon the industries of 
Massachusetts, 

Congressman O’Neil of Massachusetts 
said that John James Ingalls, the presi- 
dent of the United States senate until the 
past year, was a free silver man, and yet 
both Republican senators from Massachu- 
setts voted forhim. They also voted for 
Manderson for president of the senate, 
and he too was a free silver man. 


MR. RUSSELL’S CHARGES 


Replied to in a Speech by Colonel Allen 
at Harwich—Mr. Lodge Speaks. 


HARWICH, Mass.,Oct. 6.—Colonel Charles 
H. Allen and Henry Cabot Lodge ad. 
dressed arally here last night. Colonel 
Allen took the opportunity to reply to the 
remarks about himself by ex-Congressman 
John E. Russell at Lowell Saturday night, 
while Mr, Lodge rapped the George S. 
Hale for this speech at the Reform club 
dinner in Boston ou the sameday. Said 
Colonel Allen: 

“The Denocrats are making this a cam- 
paign of misrepresentation. Even John 
E. Russell, at Lowell, last Saturday, took 
issue with me on the measure distributing 
$17,000,000 of the direct tax bill of 1861, 
claiming that L insulted the people of the 
south. Mr. O’Ferrall says the south did 
not pay their quota. I was not present 
when the vote was taken, but was paired 
yes. How long do the Democrats propose 
to carry Massachusetts by misrepresenta- 
tion? Tiat party will best serve its pur- 
pose which accomplishes most for the peo- 
ple. 

‘The people demand the loyalty of their 
representatives; the public demand repre- 
sentatives in congress who vote upon their 
consciences and are not to be dictated by 
party bosses. This contest isnot of men, 
but of principles.” 

Mr. Allen took issue with the Democratic 
orators as regards the so-called abandoned 
farms. The value of these farms in this 
state has greatly increased since 1865. 
Cape Cod is the Republican stronghold of 
this state. Massachusetts is a Republican 
state. The victory last year was onthe 
wrong side, but Republicans will not al- 
low it to occur again. 


Connecticut Elections. 

HARTFORD, Oct. 6.—Hartford is carried 
by the Democrats, who give town clerk 
and first selectman each a plurality of 
over 1300. Strong, Republican, for town 
treasurer, is elected by about 250. Windsor 
Locks and Torrington are carried by Re 
publicans this year, while last year they 
went Democratic, but asa rule the changes 
so far reported are insignificant. The 
interest in local affairs usually robs the 
October elections of much political sig- 
nificance, A list of near-by towns with 
the result shows no great change from 
last year. Cannon, Simsbury, Wethers- 
field, West Hartford, East Granby, Bris- 
tol, Glastonbury, Winchester and New 
Hartford went Republican, and Bloom- 
field, Newington, East Hartford, Meriden 
and New Britain Democratic. The city 
election in Waterbury was a surprise, 
Mayor Baldwin (Dem.) being defeated. 
The Republicans also control the common 
council. 

In the town election in Orange the no 
license people carried the day, and asa 
consequence there will be no legal liquor 
selling in West Haven and Savin Rock 
next summer. The town of East Haven 
voted for license in the face of a strong op- 
position. In the town of Hamden the 
breaking up of disreputable houses was 
made an issue, and three active law and 
order candidates for the office of grand 
juror were elected by good majorities. 


Alleged Illegal Ballots. 

NEw HAVEN, Oct. 6.—The Republicans 
of Ansonia say they will contest the elec- 
tion of all the Democrats, as the ballots 
used yesterday were not printed accord- 
ing to law, the words “town agent, Erwin 
W. Webster,” appearing upon them. The 
law does not provide for the election of a 
town agent. George H. Ennis, Democrat, 
for town clerk, says he will contest the 
election of R. H. Tucker, his Republican 
competitor. He says the moderator re- 
fused to accept certain ballots on account 
of the way the pasters were stuck on, and 
if these were counted they would give him 


a majority of four. The whole Repupp 
can ticket was elected in Guilford. The 
Citizens’, or anti-railroad ticket, ran 
about thirty behind the Demogratic ticket.

NEw YorE, Oct. 6—Herman Oelrichs 
last evening tendered his resignation as a 
member of the Democratic national com- 
mittee to Chairman Brice. The action of 
the Democratic state convention in its 
nominations, he said, indicated that Tam- 
many Hall is to be the ruling spirit in the 
state. This was contrary to his views, and 
he therefore resigned. 


SENSATIONAL EVIDENCE 


In the Case of Actor Curtis, Charged 
with Murdering a Policeman. 


S AN FRANCISCO, Oct. 6.—There was sen- 
sational evidence yesterday in the case of 
M. B. Curtis, better known as “Samuel of 
Posen,” charged with the murder of Po- 
liceman Grant. Henry Jeransen, the 
Finn, who had testified that he knew Cur- 
tis carried a weapon, and that he recog- 
nized the pistol in court as the revolver of 
the actor, was recalled. Three revolvers 
were shown him, but he could not identify 
any of them. 

Attorney Foote said: ‘What do you 
mean by testifying you had seen Strell- 
inger carry a pistol, and identify so posi- 
tively the weapon shown you?” ; 

“I swore to a lie,” Jeransen admitted. 

The witness shifted in his chair uneasily, 

and amurmur ran through the court room. 
He declared in answer to questions that he 
had sworn as he did because he was afraid 
of the police officers, and testified to please 
them. 
. The prosecution tried to break down his 
hew testimony, but failed, so that the re- 
sult isin favor of the actor, as showing 
extraordinary efforts of the police to con- 
vict Curtis. 

John H. Schulheis, machinist, was a 
new witness. He is the man who mended 
Policeman Grant’s nippers about a year 
ago. He testified that the nippers found 
on Curtis were, to the best of his knowl- 
edge, the same as those he had repaired, 
but he refused to swear positively that 
they were the same. 

The police still claim they can make 
Jeransen stick to his original story, but 
their case is already badly hurt by his con- 
fession and by the failure of the machinist 
to identify positively the nippers.

Suggestions at the Rapid Transit 


The residents of Roxbury, West Rox- 
bury, Dedham and Hyde Park on the Old 
Colony railroad were given a hearing by 
the Rapid Transit Commissioners on Mon- 
day. 

Mr. Charles Carleton Coffin of Boston 
advocated the closing of the drawbridges 
from a certain hour in the morning to a 
certain hour in the evening, for which, he 
said, the state has competent authority. 

He suggested a plan for rapid transit, 
including a union depot at Haymarket 
square, taking in the block bounded by 
Causeway and Friend streets. Trains 
should come in on elevated tracks, and 
then connect with a tunnel to Scollay 
square, Park square and other points, 

Mr. Coffin had no objection to taking the 
mall on Boylston street and Tremont street 
for the purpose of widening those thorough- 
fares. He would also have the buildings 
on the west side of Court square removed. 
Mr. Coffin would have the city build the 
road, and then, by legislative enactment, 
compel the West End company to take the 
tunnel. He would have the surrounding 
towns that were benefited by the improved 
sysLem assume a share of the expense, 

Mr. Coffin finally admitted that it was 
easy enough to advance propositions for 
rapid transit, but quite another thing when 
the question of where the money was to 
come from was raised. 

B. Stebbins of the West Roxbury 
district did not believe in an underground 
railway, but thought that elevated tracks

would not have the Common encroached 
upon. He had a scheme for overhead 
travel that included suspension bridges 
between the blocks. One of the advantages

The School Committee Holds Its 
First Public Meeting. 


All Members Were Present—An EX- 
tended Report of the Proceedings, 


The first open meeting of the school 
board was held at City Hall Tuesday even- 
ing. ‘There were however but few specta- 
tors owing probably to the fact that it was 
not generally known that the meeting was 
to be held. 

All members of the committee were 
present and the first business after the 
reading of the records was to hear the re- 
ports of committees. 


More Money Needed, 


Mr. Crane, for Finance Committee, said 
that there had been a large increase in the 
number of scholars at the High school and 
teacher. In view of the 
above he moved that the vote of last June, 
which was that the chairman of the board 
appear before the Council and ask for 
$700 for teachers’ salaries be changed to 
$800. This report was accepted and 
adopted. 

Mr. Crane, for the Finance Committee, 
then stated that owing to increased expen- 
ditures we find that the $3,500 appropria- 
tion will not carry us through the year. 
The Finance Committee would recommend 
that the chairman of the board appear 
before the Council and ask for $1500 for 
incidental expenses. 

Fr. Roche wanted to know if shades 
for the Willard were included in that 
amount. It has been found that window 
shades had not been included in the for- 
mer appropriation and that there would 
not be money enough for that purpose.

|The architect of the Willard expects five 


per cent. of the whole cost of the building 
but it was supposed by the Mayor when 
he asked for the appropriation that the 
architect was to receive but five per cent. 
of the original cost. Window shades for 
the building would cost $640, aud it was of 
vital importance that they should be added. 

Mr. Crane wanted to know if the archi- 
tect received five per cent. only of the 
original contract if there would be enough 
left to provide shades ? 

Father Roche answered he thought there 
would be. 


Fence for Willard Yard. 


Father Roche called attention to the yard 
of the Willard school, saying it was unpro- 
tected and people were very much afraid 
that some of the children would be serious- 
lyinjured. He thought some kind of a 
fence should be built and recommended 
that the Finance Committee consider the 
advisability of shades and an iron fence in 
its appropriations. 

Mr. Hall moved that the recommenda- 
tion of the committee be adopted and the 
City Council be requested to build an ap- 
propriate iron feuce around such portion 
as is needed, and also furnish shades for 
the building. Voted. 


Reports From Sub-Committees. 


Dr. Sheehan of the High school reported 
that Miss Stone from Maine had been en- 
gaged to fill the vacancy caused by resigna- 
tion of Miss Pfaffmann, and that Miss Fish 
had been engaged as an assistant. Both 
of these ladies come highly recommended. 

Mr. Keith of the John Hancock reported 
that they had seventy-five scholars in the 
attic, and all the other rooms full. 

Willard Janitorship. 


Father Roche brought up the matter of 
salary for the janitor of the Willard school, 
which caused a discussion lasting nearly an 
hour. 

Father Roche said there was a vast dif- 
ference between the old and the new build- 
ings. He had given the subject careful at- 
tention and had consulted with prominent 
business men, and had concluded $1,000 
would be a fair salary. 

He had written to the superintendent of 
a number of cities, describing the building 
and asking what salary they paid their 
janitors for buildings about the same size. 
He read letters received from Gloucester, 
New Bedford, Newton, Fitchburg, Brook- 
line, Somerville and Spri ngfield, and in all 
of these places'the salary was over $1,000 
for the same number of rooms. 

The salary paid for the old Willard was 
$550 for twelve rooms and there were no 
store or cloak rooms. In the old building 
the floor area was about 15,000 square feet, 
and in the new building 39,897 square feet. 
In proportion to the area the salary should 
be $1,400, and he would move that the 
salary be $1,000 a year. 

Mr. Crane thought $1,000 a large amount 
for taking care of a building and thought a 
competent man could be obtained cheaper, 
and would like to inquire if the present 
janitor had any other business.

SETH LOW’S 0: D HAIR. 


While seated in It John Quincy Adams 
Had a Fatal Paralytic stroke. 


President Seth Low of Columbia Col- 
lege is the owner of an old-fashioned chair 
which has a curious history, says the New 
York Heraid. 

1 was one of a number of the same pat- 
tern belonging to the House of Represen- 
tatives in the forties, and was assigned to 
Joho Quincy A ‘ams, who, after serving as 
President, was elected to Congress. 

Each of these chairs had a straight back, 
and was upholstered with horse hair. It 
vad aiso anmmrests ranging a909 either 
side and extending across tbe lop were a 
number of large beaded brass nails, which 
added to the quaintness of its appearance. 

I was while seated in this chair daring a 
session of Congress that Mr, Adams, then 
in his 8ist year, was seized wih his fatal 
illness on Feb. 21, 1848. 

When the new wing of the bnilding was 
built ail chairs, 
amony them Mr. A:-lams’, were moved out 


of these old-fashioned

places, 

The old furniture was ordered to be auc- 
tioned off. The auctioneer was a local 
character, well known in his day in Wasb- 
ington and named McGuire. 

George Shea, who for a number of years 
was the chief of justices of the old marine 
court, now called the city court, happened 
to be in the national capital at the time 
the auction took place. 

Hearing that two of the chairs had been 
occupied respectively by Mr. Adams and 
Stephen A. Douglas, he put in a bid for 
both and secured them. He still has Doug- 
las’ chair, and it is now in his country 
home near Amherst, Mass. 

The other chair he thought of presenting 
to Horace Greeley, but after a consultation 
between Mr. Greeley and other members of 
the New York Tribune staff, it was decid- 
ed instead to give it to ex-Congressman 
William E. Robinson, who had been acting 
as the Washingion Correspond-nt of that 
paper under the nom de plume of ‘Riche- 
lieu.”” 

The presentation took place shortly af- 
terward at Mr. Robinson’s residence in 
West Thirty-second st reet, this city. Mr. 
Greeley himself made the address, refer- 
ring enthusiastically to Mr. Robinson’s 
services as his Washington correspondent.

CAPTAIN’S BOAT MISSING. 


A Sallor's Story of the Loss 
Steamer Wolviston. 


HALIFAX, Oct. 7.—The following details 
of the loss of the steamer Wolviston 
have been obtained from a member 
of the crew: After four days out the 
steamship leaked badly. The pumps were 
going at fullspeed, but the water kept 
gaining. On the 19th the vessel became 
unmanageable and began to settle. At 
daylight on Tuesday the captain ordered 
the crew to leave the steamer, and the life 
boats were launched. The first boat, with 
the captain and twelve hands, was low- 
ered without a mishap. The other boat, 
however, was struck by a heavy sea and 
filled. The nine men in her jumped into 
the sea. Large waves were breaking over 
the boat, and the provisions which had 
been placed in her were washed away. 
The men bailed for their lives, and after a 
time were able to get the boatina fair 
shape. They soon lost sight of the steam- 
ship, and after a while parted company 
with the captain’s boat. After twenty- 
four hours the boat capsized, and threw 
all the n.eninto the sea. Sie wasrighted, 
however, and all got aboard again. Soon 
after that they sighted the Arctic. All 
the men were soaking wet and greatly ex- 
hausted. Their signal—a monkey jacket 
—was seen by the Arctic, which rescued 
them, after great difficulty, at 4 o’clock on 
Wednesday, and brought them to Harbor 
Grace. Grave fears are entertained for 
the safety of the captain’s boat.

KING KARL I$ DEAD. 


His Uncle’s Eldest Son, Will- 
iam Il, Succeeds Him. 


DEATH OF HON. W. H. SMITH, 


First Lord of the British Treasury and 
Government Leader in the House of 


Commons—Balfour er Goshen Will 
Probably Succeed Him. 


STUTTGART, Oct. 7.—-The King of Wur- 
temburg died yesterday. He had been 
sick for some time past. 

The death of the king will not affect the 
politics of Europe. His career has been an 
uneventful one, except that his country 
fought with Austria in 1866 and with Ger- 
Tmany in 1870. Helived in oneof theca 
itals of Central Germany, and was muc 
talked about a few years ago when it was 
reported that a young American had be- 
come his favorite adviser and was exert- 
ing considerable influence en his doings. 
But little has been heard of late years of 
either the king or his young American 
favorite, Baron Mason Jackson, formerly 
of Steubenville, O. 

The kings of Wurtemburg date from 
1805, when the country was raised from an 
electorate toa kingdom by thetreaty of 
Presburg. The first king was Frederick 
I, the husband of the oldest daughter of 
George III of England; the second was 
WilliamI, a liberal and honest person; 
the third was Charles I, who has just 
passed away. Charles I was the oldest 
son of William, and was born at Stutt- 
gart, March 6, 1823. In 1846 he married 
Olga Nicolaievna, the daughter of Nicho- 
las I of Russia, and in 1864 was crowned 
king, being then 41 years of age. 

Two years afterward came the crisis of 
the Austrian and Prussian war. Wur- 
temburg sided with the former; the king’s 
troops were defeated and peace was con- 
cluded, Wurtemburg paying a war in- 
demnity of 8,000,000 florins and forming an 
alliance with Prussia. To these terms 
Charles was faithful during the Franco- 
German war of 1870, and his troops greatly 
distinguished themselves in the campaign. 
Charles I will be succeeded by Prince 
William (born in 1848), the eldest son of 
the king’s uncle. 

The New Ruler. 

A proclamation has been issued an- 
nouncing the accession of Wilhelm II to 
the throne.) Wilhelm promises to main- 
tain intact the constitution, protect re- 
ligicn, and to be the friend and helper of 
the poor and weak, and the zealous pro- 
tector of the rights of all. The king also 
promises to fill his position as a German 
prince with due regard to the treaties 
which have been the foundation of the 
great German fatherland, and to make the 
promotion of his country’s prosperity the 
highest aim of his life. 


WHO WILL BE LEADER? 


Death of William Henry Smith, Head 
of the British Conservatives. 


Lonpon, Oct. 7.—William Henry Smith, 
first lord of the treasury, died yesterday. 
Mr. Smith was a well-known newsdealer 
and the leaderin the house of commons. 
He had been sick for some time, and on 
this account was obliged to retire from ac- 
tive duties. 

Mr. Smith was on a yachting trip last 
week, and itis supposed that while he was 
on the water he took a chill, which 
eventually led to his death. On Friday he 
suffered great pain from an attack of gout, 
He becaine unconscious seyeral hours be- 
fore his death, 

The death of Mr. Smith, who was uni- 
versally popular, has caused the most pro- 
found regret in Cuoservative and other 
circles. He was one of the representative 
business men of England, and is popu- 
larly reputed to have left a fortune of 
about $10,000,000. 

Mr. Balfour will succeed the late Mr. 
Smith as Conservative leader in the house 
of commons if the influence of the power- 
ful Carlton club and the opinion of the 
Conservative party, as a whole, rules in 
the decision to be made by Lord Salisbury. 
On the other hand, if the negotiations now 
pending fora reconstruction of the cabi- 
net, based on the absorption of the Liberal 
Unionists, are effected, Mr. Goschen will 
claim the leadership. 

An intimate friend of Mr. Goschen in- 
formed the Associated Press correspondent 
that Lord Salisbury, during a critieal 
period in the history of the coalition be- 
tween the Couservatives and the Liberal- 
Unionists, gave a written assurance that 
Mr. Goschen should have the leadership of 
the Conservative party in the house of 
commons in theevent of the retirement 
of the first lord of the treasury from that 
position, 


Parnell and the Irish Funds. 

DvuBLIN, Oct. 7.—Messrs. Dillon, O’Brien 
and Healy addressed a meeting at Thurles 
yesterday. Some hostility was manifested 
toward them and they had to be protected 
by a force of 300 police. The speakers de- 
clared that they bad finally abandoned 
making any more appeals to Mr. Parnell 
to help the evicted tenants. 


Not a Case of Murder. 

DANVERS, Mass., Oct. 7.—Medical Exam- 
inex Osborne, with Drs. Foster and Bald- 
wih, made an examination of the brain of 
Samuel P. Chick and found no evidence of 
any recent injuries, They pronounce the 
cause of death unquestionably as drown- 
ing. 

Wouldn't Work Under Americans. 

MONTREAL, Oct. 7.—Five hundred em- 
ployes of the Merchants’ Manufacturing 
company’s cotton mill at St. Henri struck 
on account of the dismissal of Canadian 
and the employment of American over- 
seers, Thestrike is likely to be protracted. 


World’s Bicycle Record Broken. 
SPRINGFIELD, Mass., Oct. 7.—H. C. Tyler 
of Highlandville, Mass., broke the world’s 
record of 338-5 seconds for the quarter 
mile on a safety wheel by making the dis- 
tance in 83 1-5seconds. The trial wason 
Hampden park with pacemakers. 


Methodists Gather in Force. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 7.—The great inter- 
national council of Methodists opened 
here today, and the delegates represent 
45,000,000 of Methodists throughout the 
world. The council will be in session for 
two weeks. 


Short in His Accounts, 
BUFFALO, Oct. 7.—A paper here says 
Charles A. Dunn, manager of the Hotel 
Niagara, was dismissed a week ago Friday 
for irregularities in his accounts. He is 
said to be short nearly $9000. 


Severe Storm Off the French Coast. 

Paris, Oct. 7.—A violent storm is raging 
off the coast.

ORDER OF THE R&D CROSS. 


It is Enjoined by a Judge Who .Thinks 
It is Time to Interfere. 


Roston, Oct. 7.—The complaints pre- 
ferred against the officers of the endow- 
ment order of the Red Cross by some of 
its members are many and serious. They 
are charged with levying assessments for 
no other purpose than to compel members 
to forfeit their certificates and lose all 
they have paid in; with wrongfully col- 
lecting and uppropriating money; with 
granting certificates to persons who pay 
no assessments, and with wrongfully 
withdrawing funds in the hands of the 
state treasurer deposited as a disability 
fund. To prevent any further acts of this 
kind Judge Dunbar has issued an injunce- 
tion restraining the officers from payin; 
out the funds ot the order wherever found, 
and from disposing of its deposits in the 
state treasury. 

Still another of the bond epmpanies 
seems likely to go to the wall. This time 
it is the Citizens’ Investment company of 
Hudson. Counsel appeared in the supreme 
court yesterday and asked for the appoint- 
ment of a receiver. The company has 
about 400 members and has issued 13800 
certificates. It has about $400 with which 
to pay $1500. The case is being heard. 


FOR CHARITY'S SAKE. 


Russians High and Low, Rich and Poor, 
Follow the Czar’s Example. 


St. PETERSBURG, Oct. 7.—All classes of 
citizens here, following the example of the 
czar, who has decided that no court balls 
will be given during the coming season 
and that the money usually spent for this 
purpose shall be devoted to the relief of 
the suffering by the famine in this coun- 
try, have resolved to abandon all enter- 
tainments during the winter and to con- 
tribute the rnoney thus saved to the fund 
for alleviating the distress of the famish- 
ing people. Most of the public officials an- 
nounce their intention to devote a certain 
percentage of their salaries to the same 
purpose. Workmen have decided to give 
a portion of their humble wages, and even 
children will offer their little savings. 

Collections are to be taken up on every 
feast day in all the churches, The stream 
of relief is coming through wide channels, 
| but the system of distribution, it is 
claimed, is very defective. 


Long Legal Battle Promised. 

NEw HAVEN, Oct. 7.—In the superior 
court an application was filed by the state 
attorney for an order restraining the Con- 
solidated road from using its new bridge 
over the West riverat Guilford. The ap- 
plication states that under the charter the 
railroad is required to maintain a draw- 
bridge there, and instead of doing so has 
shut up the stream, thereby interfering with 
navigation. The writ of mandamus is re- 
turnable Friday. It is said that the secre- 
tary of war will be appealed to, asking 
him to order the obstruction removed. 


A Rumor Exploded, 

SAN ANTONIO, Tex., Oct. 7.—The Mexi- 
can consul here states that the published 
report of the massacre of 200 white col- 
onists in Hidalgo, Mex., is unfounded. It 
is impossible that any such massacre 
could have occurred there and not be 
made public, as the state is near the cen- 
ter of the national government. 


Firemen Fatally Hurt. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Oct. %.—While firemen 
were at work in the Van Camp buildin 
the east wall was jarred by a passing t 
and fell, burying five menin the ruins.

THE ARGUMENT advanced in favor of 
erecting one school building rather than 
two at West Quincy, that only one janitor 
would be required, has no weight when it 
is proposed to pay said janitor twice as 
much as any other janitor in the city. We 
doubt if it will be much more to tend the 
furnaces in the new buildings than the 
twelve stoves in the old building. There 
are more rooms to sweep and keep clean, 
bnt everybody kuows it is easier to keep 
a new building clean than an old one. 


At A hearing of the joint special com- 
mittee of the Legislature on Municipal 
charters held Tuesday, Mayor Fairbanks is 
reported as follows: 


In Quincy they prefer one chamber, and 
Mayor Fairbanks thought that the time 
will come when members of the council 
will be elected for terms of three years, and 
the mayor for one. 


There is more or less talk of longer term 
of office for public servants, and the Mayor 
may be right, but we hope the day is far 
distant, particularly in the office of mayor. 
The same objections may not hold with 
the councilmen, and we are not sure but 
it would bea good plan for each ward to 
elect one councilman each year for three 
years. All the councilmen-at-large should 
be elected annually. The present city 
charter is working admirably, and one 
chamber is enough for Quincy. 


Continuons Sidewalks. 

The city has wisely adopted this year 
the policy of constructing continuous brick 
sidewalks. No improvement of a general 
nature for many years has been more 
noticeable than this one, which was urged 
by the Board of Trade and carried for- 
ward under the skilful guidance of the 
efficient Board of Street Commissioners. 
Let us still go forward with the good work.

Anderson vs. Field. 

Inthe Norfolk Superior Civil court at 
Dedham, yesterday afternoon, Judge 
Thompson presiding, the trial of the case 
of Alfred Anderson, per pro ami, vs. Wil- 
liam A. Field et al., an action to recover 
$4000 for personal injuries alleged to have 
been received by the plaintiff by having 
his left hand caught in the gearing of a 
derrick at the defendant’s quarry in Quincy 
on June 7, 1890, was begun and is un- 
finished. 


Dr. Kendall's Pigeons. 

The Romain pigeons exhibited at the 
Brockton fair by Dr. W. G. Kendall of At- 
lantic captured both first and second premi- 
ums, all the prizes offered for that breed. 
The doctor breeds pigeons merely for his 
pleasure, not to sell, and has for some time 
been interested in the matter of increasing 
the size of squabs for the table. With this 
object in view, he has sought for the lar- 
gest pigeons in the world, and has found 
them in the breed known as Romains or 
Runts in France, whence he has imported 
several pairs at great expense. Some of 
these birds—which measure 20 inches in 
height, 36 inches across the wings and 
weighing 2} pounds each—he exhibited at 
the Brockton fair, in the hope of interest- 
ing some of the farmers in the state in his 
object. This is the first time the doctor 
has ever made an exhibition at any fair, 
and is naturally greatly gratified with the 
premiums lavished on his splended exhibit.

of warm-hearted Irishmen, who had for- 
gotten all about the divorce troubles of 
Mr. Parnell in their desire to express sym- 
pathy with the great leader of the Irish 
people who had fought so many battles in 
behalf of home rule. Many a tear-stained 
face was seen umong the crowd as the 
good qualities of the dead man were re- 
ferred to and when his efforts in the cause 
of Irish independence were meutioned, 
Prominent Parnellites declare that Mr. 
Parnell’s demise will not affect their posi- 
tiou and that they intend to continue in 
independent opposition to the party which 
has fought against their leader, 

The first news of Mr. Parnell’s death re- 
ceived in this city was through Mr. Par- 
nell’s brother-in-law. When the ivoforma- 
tion reached the National club, the blinds 
and windows were drawn down and will 
remain so until after the funeral. The 
flag of the clubhouse was placed at half 
mast,and on all sides in theclub were 
heard expressions of grief. When Mr. 
Parnell was in Dublin last week his 
friends remarked that he iooked very sick 
and soinformed him. Mr. Parnell, how- 
ever, seemed totreat the matter rather 
lightly. The members of the National 
league now here are making arrange- 
ments necessary to attend the funeral of 
Mr. Parnell.

THE SEMI-ANNUAL report of the Quincy 
Savings Bank published elsewhere in this 
issue, shows it to be a large and successful 
institution.

The City Should Own. 
To the Editors of the Ledger: 

The editorial in the LepGER of the 3 
of October calls attention to the most im- 
portant matter that is before the people of 
Quincy. It is doubtful if enongh persons 
would attend any debate upon the question 
of buying the water works, to make it ad- 
visable to hear public hall discussion. 

A few general propositions may be 
stated, and your paper will give them 
wide circulation and place them before a 
greater number of citizens than would at- 
tend any discussion. 

They are something like these: 

Ist. A public water supply is necessary. 

2d. Public necessities like the supply 
of water should be in the possession of 
and under the control of the people. 

If it will pay a private company to 

supply water it will pay the city to do so, 
4th. The Water Company exists be- 

cause there is a profit in the business. 

5th. The profitfrom supplying general 
necessities of this kind should return to 
the people—as from the profits are paid the 
extension of the system. 

6th. Public control with publicity of 
accounts is better for the people than 
private control for profit alone, 

As regards the relation of the city with 
the Water Company, we must admit that 
the city made a mistake some twelve or 
more years ago,

If we are to own water works four years 
from now, it is cheaper to own them now; 
it being purely a matter of business. 

If the Water Company can make money 
in supplying Quincey with water, the city 
can make money by taking the agency 
through which the money is made and ex- 
tending it to all parts of the city where 
the water is needed. 

No one can gainsay these statements; 
could Boston afford for a moment to have 


j its water supply owned or controlled ex- 


cept by its own agents. 
If Boston cannot, no more can Quincy. 
The city will need all the water it can 
obtain and although the water now used is 
at times objectionable both to the eyes and 
to the taste, yet 


it is not unwholesome, 
and moreover we are as well off, if not 
better off in this regard, than half the 
towns and cities of the State. 

The water shed can be improved. The 
city can improve it more thoroughly than 
the Company will, though the Company 
will (must) do something. 

When once we have begun right on this 
matter all the rest will be easy enough.

BUT ONE CAN HAVE HER. 


George Gould and His Wife Waging 
War Over Their Daughter. 


Nasuua, N. H., Oct. 9.—One of the most 
exciting police court trials in the history 
pf the city took place yesterday afternoon. 
It related to the case of Dora Gould, who 
was taken by her father from her home in 
Lowell, Mass., while on her way to school 
last November, the courts of Massachu- 
setes having given the mother the custody 
of two children on separation of the father 
und mother. George E. Gould brought 
the child to this city. 

In June last, efforts were made to ob- 
tain the child by Mrs. Gould, who came 
here with counsel, procured an order from 
the court, and summoned the parties to 
Manchester. While the papers were be- 
ing obtained, Gould took the child and 
left town. Within a few days, Gould, 
with the child, Dora, has been stopping on 
Mulberry street, Yesterday afternoon, 
Attorney Hamblett, Mr. Gould’s counsel, 
had the child arrested for truancy and 
brought iato court. 

In court Marshal Eaton, on the state- 
ment of the mother that she would care 
for the child, moved that the complaint be 
nol pross’d. Judge Hoitt discharged her; 
then both the mother and the father made | 
a contest for the child, the mother being | 
aided by Detective Harris of Lowell with | 
counsel, while the father, with his counsel, 
tried hard to detain them from securing 


possession. The battle waged fiercely for 
a time, the child crying for her father. 
Finally the mother secured her child, and 
quickly securing a carriage drove rapidly | 
toward Massachusetts.

A NEEDLESS FUSS. 


Result of an Investigation Concerning 
Seals in Behring Sea. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 9.—Treasury Agent 
Williams has made a special report to the 
secretary of the treasury in regard to the 
allegation that this government had vio- 
lated the provisions of the Behring sea 
modus vivendi, in allowing the North 
American Commercial company to catch 
brals in excess of the limit fixed by that in- 
strument. Mr. Williams’ report shows 
that nearly 9000 seals have been taken 
by the company since the season opened, 
but that since the date of agreement, June 
15, the catch has been less than 4000. The 
report will be sent to the state department 
and a copy will be made for the informa- 
tion of the British minister.

The Start. 

Allerton coquetted in the scoring, but 
the horses got away in beautiful style on 
the fourth attempt, with Nelson closely 
hugging the pole a head in advance. The 
pace was the sort that kills from the start. 
The quarter was made in 32 seconds, with 
Nelson a length in advance and both 
horses trotting with the precision of 
wonderful pieces of mechanism. Around 
the half they swung at the same terrible 
pace, Nelson making it in 1:051g, two open 
lengths in a@vance of Allerton. The 
western stallion narrowed the gap before 
the three-quarter was reached in 1:39';, 
and then Williams gathered his deep- 
chested beauty in hand forthe finish. But 
just as they swung into the stretch, with 
Allerton at his rival’s wheel, the Inde- 
pendence stallion went off his feet f 
instant and the heat was practically de- 
cided right there.

From the Massachusetts Board of Agri- 
culture and the Replies Thereto. 


Boston, Oct. 9.—The farming districts 
of Massachusetts report through the 191 
correspondents of the state board of agri- 
culture on six propounded questions as 
follows: 

“Areinquiries for and values of farm 
property increasing or decreasing in your 
neighborhood?” Of the 113 replies to this 
question, fifty-eight state that inquiries 
for and values of farm property are increas- 
ing, forty-twothat there has been no ap- 
| preciable change, and thirteen that they 
| are decreasing. 
| “When, in your! opinion, was the 
|abandonment of farm property in your 
| locality the greatest, and why?” It is 
difficult to make a summary of the re- 
plies tothis. The dates of the abaudon- 
| ment given range from 1825 to the present | 
time. The greater number center about 
the year 1880. | 

The cranberry crop was pronounced by | 
thirty-one experts to be an average one, 
by fifteen to be less than normal. Among} 
the drawbacks this crop has experienced 
are mentioned dry weather when in bloom, 
late frosts in the spring, and worms. 
Some report the berries to be small and 
not well colored, and that they have been 
slow in ripening.

when the advertising contract was made. | 
The witness further testified that this year) 
he had received $30 for the same amount | 
of advertising as formerly, and _ three} 
passes, one of which he kept himself, 
handing one of them over to his son, 
Georce J. Foster, and the other to C. A. 
| Richmond, one of his reporters. He} 
| thought that the passes had been wortb! 
| more than $5 apiece to him, but how much 
| more it was of course impossible for him} 

tosay. Mr. Foster asserted that he had) 
not given the road any extra advertis- 
ing because of the extra value of the 
passes to him. His paper had not been in- 
fluenced in any way by the passes; it had 
said what it pleased about the railroad. 

It was then decided to adjourn the hear- 
ing until Mr. Olney had prepared and | 
handed in a brief of the case for the rail- 
road company.

CHRIST NEARING DEATH. 


LESSON II, FOURTH QUARTER, INTER- 
NATIONAL SERIES, OCT. 11. 


Text of the Lesson, John xii, 20-36—Com- 
mit Verses, 35, 36—Golden Text, John 
xii, 32—Commentary by the Rev. D. M. 
Stearns. 


{Compiled from Lesson Helper Quarterly by 
permission of H. S. Hoffman, publisker, Phil- 
adelphia.] 

20. “And there were certain Greeks 
among them that came up to worship at 
the feast.” 

21. “The same came therefore to Philip, 
which was of Bethsaida of Galilee, and de- 
sired him, saying, Sir, we would see Jesus.” 

They shall not be disappointed who sin- 
cerely desire to see Jesus. Consider the 
story of Zaccheus and the result of his ef- 
forts (Luke xix, 3, 5, 6, 9). When Peter 
would fain have tarried on the Mount of 
Transfiguration, and have kept Moses and 
Elijah, he and the others were quickly 
taught that they were to see “no mamsave 
Jesus only” (Math. xvii, 8). Whenever we 
open our Bibles to read, or go to the house 
of God to worship, let our prayer to the 
Spirit be, ‘Dear Teacher, show me Jesus.” 
This He delights to do and will do when 
we rely upon Him (chapter xvi, 13, 15). 

22. “Philip cometh and telleth Andrew; 
and again Andrew and Philip tell Jesus.” 

23, “And Jesus answered them, saying, 
The hour is come that the Son of Man 
should be glorified.” 

The middle wall of partition between 
Jew and Gentile is about to be broken 
down by His death sosoon to be accom- 
plished (Eph. ii, 14), and then would the 
Gentiles be fellow heirs, and of the same 
body and partakers of His promisein Christ 
by the Gospel (Eph. iii, 6). As Israel’s Mes- 
siah Heis rejected and about to be cruci- 
fied, but God will give Him glory and aseat 
at His own right hand until His enemies 
be made His footstool (I Pet. i, 21). And 
the time will yet come when His glory 
shall be seen upon Israel, and the Gentiles 
shall come to her rising (Isa. Lx, 1-8). 

24. “Verily, verily, 1 say unto you, Ex- 
cept acorn of wheat fall into the ground 
and die, it abideth alone; but if it die it 
bringeth forth much fruit.” 

25. “He that loveth his life shall lose it; 
and he that hateth his life in this world 
shall keep it unto life eternal.” 

See the repetition of this great truth in 
Math. x, 39; xvi, 25; Mark viii, 35; Luke ix, 
24, xiv, 26; xvii, 33. Self renunciation is 
the only scriptural rule of life. 

26. “If any man serve Me, let him follow 
Me, and where lam, there shall also My 
servant be; if any man serve Me, him will 
My Father honor.” 

If we follow Him in His humiliation we 
shall in due time share His glory. “If we 
suffer with Him, we shall reign with Him” 
(II Tim. ii, 12). The honor is sure to all 
who are now willing to serve; but it seems 
to me the emphatic part of this verse for 
our present life is the twice repeated “Ifany 
man serve me?” We may outwardly ap- 
pear to serve Him, while really we may be 
serving ourselves. A true servant of His 
will be found doing His works and in His 
spirit, and coveting only His approval. 
See I Chron. xxviii, 9, and compare Phil. ii, 


| 20, 21. 


27. “Now is My soul tronbled; and what 
shall I say? Father, save Me from this 
hour, but for this cause came I unto this 
hour.” 

28. “Father, glorify Thy name. Then 
came there a voice from heaven, saying, I 
have both glorified it, and will glorify it 
again.” 

His consuming desire was to glorify Hisj 
Father. The words He uttered and the 
works He wrought were the Father’s 
words and works through Him (chapters 
xii, 49, xiv, 10). See how quick the com- 
munication between earth and heaven. 

29. “The people therefore that stood by 
and heard it, said that it thundered; others 
said, An angel spake to Him.” 

The people heard a noise, but not the 
words. The voice of Godis to multitudes 
nothing more than an indistinct rumbling 
sound, with no significance. 

30. ‘Jesus answered and said, This voice 
came not because of Me, but for your 
sakes.” 

So, also, at the grave of Lazarus He 
prayed to the Father for the sake of those 
who stood by, that they might believe that 
the Father sent Him (chapter xi, 42). In 
our daily life there are always some stand- 
ing or sitting by, or looking on, to whom 
we may by word and deed testify of Jesus. 

31. “Now is the judgment of this world; 
now shall the prince of this world be cast 
out.” 

The devil is called the prince, and the 
god of this world, and the whole world is 
said to lie in the wicked one (chapter xiv, 80; 
xvi, 11; If Cor. iv, 4; I John, v, 19, R. V.). 

82. “And I, if I be lifted up from the 
earth, will draw all men unto Me.” 

33. “This He said, signifying what death 
He should die.” 

That He was not to be stoned to death, 
but should die by crucfixion, was fore- 
shown in the ritual of the passover lamb, 
not a bone of which was to be broken (Ex. 
xii, 46), aud was foretold in Pas. xxii, 16, 
“They pierced my hands and my feet.” A 
little later Jesus told Peter by what kind 
of death he should glorify God (xxi, 19), 
and He knows well by what life and death 
we shall glorify God. 

34. “The people answered Him, We have 
beard out of the law that Christ abideth 
forever, and how sayest Thou, The Son of 
Man must be lifted up? Who is this Son 
of Man?’’ 

They evidently understood the Son of 
Man to be the Christ, and they also seem 
to have understood that being lifted up 
meant death, but they had not received the 
truths concerning the death and resurrec- 
tion of their Messiah which they might 
have read in their law in the story of Isaac, 
or in the typical two birds used at the 
cleansing of the leper, or in the plain state- 
ments of Ps. xvi, 9, 10; Isa. liii, 10. 

35. “Then Jesus said unto them, Yet a 
little while is the light with you. Walk 
while ye have the light lest darkness come 
upon you, for he that walketh in darkness 
knoweth not whither he goeth.” 

In chapter viii, 12, He had said, “I am 
the Light of the world,” testifying to His 
divinity; now He says to them, as also in 
verse 46, that the Light is about to pass 
away from them, and if they would not 
stumble through present darkness into 
the outer and eternal darkness they had 
better quickly walk in the Light. 

36. “‘While ye have light Las in the 
light, that ye may be the children of light. 
These things spake Jesus and de : 
and did hide Himself from them.” 

Children of darkness and children of 
light are the two classes in the whole world. 
Gen. i, 2, describes the condition of every 
soul out of Christ—‘Without form and 
void, and lying in darkness,” but when the 
word of God finds an entrance then there 
is light and life, and no need of any fur- 
ther darkness. See these twoclasses spoken 
of in ee v, 8; I Thess. v, 5. Ascertain 
“wat and quickly if you are a child of Lights, 
and if not pray God to cause the Light to 
shine in your heart, or just take down the 
shutters of unbelief and let the Light shing 
in. Receive in all meekness (John iii, 16) 
and at once become achild of Light. Then 
walk daily in the Light, your hand in His, 
and rejoice in the blood that cleanseth 
from all sin (I John i, 7).

completed. It has vast areas of good 
| land, and I know a half dozen American | 
capitalists who expect to make fortunes | 
out of the coal fields which they say | 
| have been discovered in it. | 
Coal brings about twenty-six dollars a 
ton in City of Mexico, and there are said ' 
| to be fine iron deposits in near proximity 
| to these coal fields. The climate of all | 
this part of Mexico is very fine, and the | 
| capitalists who would buy some of the | 
agricultural lands along this route would 
| makea fortune. The public lands are 
worth from twenty to forty-five cents 
| an acre, and they will raise coffee and 
| sugar and all kinds of grains. 
This new railroad will, and does al- 
| ready, tap the mining regions of the 
| state of Pueblo, which contain both

Fish That Shoot Flies. 

There is a curious fish of the Indian 
ocean, to which, although it has long 
been known to naturalists, attention has 
recently been culled on account of some 
new observations of its peculiarities. It 
is flat and chubby, not unlike the ordi- 
nary sunfish, and seldom exceeds seven 
or eight inches in length. 

It is furnished wit: a short snout or 
muzzle, which, as we shall see, serves 
very much the purpose of a sportsman’s 
gun. It is fond of insects, and its 
method of capturing them has suggested 
its name of the archer. 

Swimming close beneath the surface 
it watches the brilliant flies flitting 
above, and, having selected one to its 
fancy, suddenly thrusts its muzzle out, 
and with almost unerring marksman- 
ship discharges several drops of water 
at its victim. 

Confused by the watery projectiles, 
and with its wings entan,” * and ren- 
dered temporarily useless,the insect falls 
upon the surface of the sea, and is im- 
mediately seized by its voracious enemy. 
The fish is said to be able to bring 
down a fly in this manner from a height 
of two or three feet, 

Some of the inhabitants of Java keep 


these little fish in captivity for the sake 


of watching them practice their archery 
upon flies and ants suspended above 
them.—Youth’s Companion.

A Bridge Built of Old Iron. 

Crossing the Pequabuek river on Sonth 
Main street in Terryville there has just 
been completed an iron bridge, which is 
unique in design and worth the atten. 
tion of town officials throughout the 
state, as itis the only one of the king 
known to be in existence. With the ex. 
ception of the plank flooring and a few 
comparatively small castings, the bridge 
is made entirely of old railroadiron. [j 
is a truss bridge, having a span of 19 
feet. The roadway is 30 feet wide, ang 

addition it has a sidewalk 8 feet 
broad, the whole surface being covered 
with concrete. 

The bridge rests upon stone abut. 
ments, on each of which an iron raj] 
rests and forms the “mudsills.” Upon 
these the “strings,” which are also old 
iron rails, are laid. Of these there are 
fifteen in this bridge, as they are placed 
at equal distances of 2} feet apart. An. 
other rod or “‘spindle” across the center, 
under and at right angles with the 
stringers, is supported byiron rods de 
pending from the trusses, which glo 
support the bridge. 

Each of the trusses is formed by two 
rails, the ends of which are fitted into 
solid iron castings made of especial 
shape to receive them, and meeting at 
the center of the bridge are also held to- 
gether by similar castings,through w 
the iron rod extends, and braces extend- 
ing on either side to the end of the spindle 
give strength as well as rigidity to the 
structure. Heavy plank covered with 
a concrete pavement forms the floor of 
the structure. 

The idea of using old railroad iron for 
town bridges was conceived by Jason (. 
Fenn, of the board of selectmen, who 
built the first one of this character thres 
years ago and has designed and con- 
structed several more since that time, in 
each of which he has made improve- 
ments. The one just finished, under his 
personal supervision, is the most perfect 
and combines beauty, strength and 
cheapness. It is believed that these 
bridges can be built at no greater cost 
than substantial wooden bridges and 
their durability is of course much 
greater.—Hartford Courant.

The insurance seems to a large extent 
simply as a relief to the local jurisdictions 
in the payment of poor rates. The money 
is collected from the manufacturers in 
part, but they can find an easy means of 
recouping themselves, if the tax becomes 
oppressive, 

By Reducing Wages. 

The employer, as well as every other well- 
to-do citizen has to contribute also to the 
government share of the insurance fund 
in the ordinary payment of taxes, but he 
would have to do so in any event if the la- 
borer became a charge upon the com- 
munity as an ordinary pauper. 

The application of the insurance system 
to sickness and accident to employes is not 
open to so many practical objections as the 
age insurance, but it has also many of the 
inherent defects of any system of state 
socialism. The German law makes this 
compulsory, as well asthe age insurance, 

But Limits Contributions 

to the employer and the employe. The 
werkingmen are required to pay two- 
thirds and the employers one-third in the 
case of sickness. The employers pay a 
larger proportion in case of accident, but 
the fund which insures against sickness 
bas to bear a portion of the cost of mait- 
tenance. 

There are many interesting queries 
which suggest themselves regarding the 
operation of this system, and Mr. Brooks 
will probably make an intelligent study 
of results, which will make the report of 
the department of labor of peculiar value 
to those interested in the subject. 


THE M’KINLEY TARIFF ACT. 


Cases Involving Its Constutionality Be- 


fore the Supreme Court, 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 10.—Steinbach & Co. 
of New York and Marshall, Field & Co. 
of Chicugo, plaintiffs in two ofthe cases 
involving the constitutionality of the Mc- 
Kinley tariff act, have filed briefs in the 
supreme court of the United States, basing 
them chiefly on the claim that the omis- 
sion by the enrolling clerk of the tobacco 
rebate section, stricken from the original 
bill by the senate, and restored in con- 
ference, makes the actvoid. Many similar 
cases are quoted, and the decisions of state 
courts are cited holding that the omission 
of a clause in the draft of a bill makes it 
invalid. 

One case cited is that of a bill passed by 
the Michigan legislature, but placed on 
the statute book with some modifications 
made in assembly. “he Michigan su- 
preme courtin deciding this case said: 

It is to be deeply regretted that so important 
a law as this, covering a subject of great pub- 
lic interest, should, because of the gross care- 
lessness, or worse, of some one, be wiped bod- 
ily from the statute books. But the courts are 
not responsible for this, norcan they usurp 
the functions of legislation, and by shutting 
their eyes to the record of legislative doings 
dex a law valid that never passed the leg- 
islature, however well authenticated it may 
be by the certificate of officials. 

Judge Somerville of Alabama, who isa 
member of the board of general apprais- 
ers, wrote the opinion of the board, sus- 
taining the validity of the McKinley act 
against the protests of the importers, is 
quoted in a decision he made while a 
justice of the supreme court of Alabama, 
in which he rules differently, taking the 
same ground as the Michigan court. 

Both briefs cite an opinion of the late 
Justice Miller of the federal supreme 
courtin support of theclaim that the sugar 
bounty cluuse of the McKinley act is un- 
constitutional. Justice Miller declared 
that to lay with one hand the power of the 
government on the gproperty of the 
citizens, and with thé other to bestow it 
upon favored individuals to ald private en- 
terprises and build up private fortunes, is 
none the less a robbery because it is done 
under the forms of law called taxation. 
This is not legislation, says Justice Miller. 
It is nota decree under legislative forms, 
hor 18 1t taxation. 

The briefs claim that the power given to 
the president in the the third section of the 
McKinley act to reimpose duties upon tea, 
coffee, sugar and hides at his discretion 
is so obviously unconstitutional as to pre- 
clude argument.

She May Not Re Able to Attend the 
Funeral—Large Crowd at Brighton. 


LONDON, Oct. 10.—Mrs. Parnell is so en- 
feebled that it is doubttul whether she 
will be able to accompany her husband’s 
remaius to Ireland. Mrs. Dickinson, Mrs. 
Parnell’s sister, will probably be chief 
mourner atthe funeral. Late last night 
Dr. Gowers was sent for to attend Mrs. 
Parnell, as her prostration is increasing. 

Archdeacon Gellbraith, incumbent at 
Powers court, Wicklow, has been invited 
to officiate at Mr. Parnell’s funeral, as- 
sociated with Reverend Mr. Frye of Man- 
chester, who has offered his services. 

Throughout yesterday large crowds of 
persons stood gazing at the house in 
which Mr. Parnell died.

POLITICAL PUZZLES 


Are Greatly Bothering States- 
men in Great Britain. 


PARNELLITES WILL FIGHT 


With the Expectation of Success Where 
Their Dead Chief Failed—Deaths of 
Smith and Parnell Will Make Great 
Changes in the Commons 


Copyright by the New York Associated Press. 
LonpDOoN, Oct. 10.—At uo time since the 
breakup of the Liberal party on Mr. Glad- 
stone’s introduction of the home rule bill, 
have political circles been in such a ferment 
as now. The question of the succession to 
the house of commons leadership, made 
vacant by the death of William Henry 
Sinith, excites the hones and fears of Con- 
servatives and Liberals alike. The former 
are agitated over the prospect of the ac- 
cession of Mr. Goscheu, whom they de- 
test, persisting that his claims are past. 
The latter are exulting in the probability 
of abreach in th2jranks of their oppo- 
nents on the eve of the general elections. 

Mr. Parnell’s disappearance from the 
field of politics adds to the perplexity and 
heightens the interest of the situation. 
The political clubs of this city, usually de- 
serted at this period of the year, have be- 
come, within the last three days, the foci 
for excited groups of politicians, drawn 
from the repose of the parliamentary re- 
cess toward the best center of information. 

Who Will Be Leader? 

The members of the Carlton club refuse 
to believe that Lord Salisbury will appoint 
Mr. Goschen to the position held by the 
late Mr. Smith, despite the open declara- 
tion made by the friends of Mr. Goschen 
that if he is passed over he will resign his 
place in the government. The Liberals 
earnestly desire to see Mr. Goschen suc- 
ceed Mr. Smith, knowing that he would 
soon be at loggerheads with the house, 
and that they could rely on his conduct as 
a leader to precipitate a dissolution of 
parliament. Private representations have 
been made to Lord Salisbury by an im- 
portant group of Conservative members, 
who insist that Mr. Balfour, chief secre- 
tary for Ireland, alone can command the 
united support of the party, but are will- 
ing to accept the leadership of Sir Michael 
Hicks-Beach, president of the board of 
trade, if the existing cabinet arrangements 
render the appointment of Mr. Balfour in- 
opportune. 

Hicks-Beach’s Chances. 

Sir Michael Hicks-Beach led the house 
with marked ability after Sir Stafford 
Northcote’s elevation to the peerage till 
he was compelled to retire, menaced by 
the loss of his eyesight. Sounded on re- 
suming his post,he gives a qualified prom- 
ise to accede to the party desire till the 
close of parliament, and pleads that con- 
tinued delicate health unfits him for per- 
manent leadership. Mr. Balfour himself 
advocated the appointment of that gentle- 
man, and says his own hands are too full 
with the Irish government bill. Lord 
Salisbury keeps silent on the ultimate de- 
cision,dreading a breach with Mr. Goschen 
and the Unionists, and he equally fears 
the exasperation of the Conservatives if 
he places Mr. Goschen. 

Irish Politics. 

The attitude of the leading Parnellites 
puts beyond a doubt their determination 
to maintain the conflict with the followers 
of Justin McCarthy. The vacant seats of 
Cork and Kilkenny (made so by the deaths 
of Mr. Parnell and Sir John Pope 
Hennessy) are expected to be contested 
again by rival Nationalists. The talk of 
the Irish group in the National Liberal 
club indicates the existence of a proposal 
to avoid a contest by giving the Cork seat 
to a Parnellite and that of Kilkenny to a 
McCarthyite. The temper of the Parnell- 
ites is against any compromise; for they 
believe that the reaction in Ireland to- 
ward Parnellism is so strong that they 
may succeed even where their dead chief 
failed. The want of money resources 
alone is likely to dampen their combative 
ardor. There are 

Queer Rumors 
that the Paris fund will be found to be so 
depleted that there is almost nothing left. 
Mr. Parnell’s personal finances were seri- 
ously reduced during the past two years, 
A few weeks before his death he came to 
London seeking an extension of time on 
several bills. He explained that it was to 
enable him to pay outstanding calls on his 
shares of The Freeman’s Journal, in order 
to maintain his right to vote at the board. 
His long delay in paying the costs of the 
divorce proceedings was due to want of 
money. He ought to have had a large in- 
come from his estates, his stone quarries 
and the £40,000 testimonial he re- 
ceived some years ago. He was not 
extravagant personally, but he beggared 
himself in his secret expenditures in the 
cause of homerule. The mention of 
John Redmond as Sectional Leader 

arises from Mr. Parnell’s recent confiding 
to bim the conduct of the campaign in 
Great Britain. The growing sense of his 
physical weakness caused Mr. Parnell, 
when too late, tobegin to arrange a tem- 
porary period of rest. He intimated to his 
colleagues that he must remain a while in 
the background; that John Redmond 
would act as his lieutenant—he, himself, 
continuing to direct the movement. It is 
improbable that the section will recognize 
this as sufficient to give Mr. Redmond the 
right to the leadership. Their dilemma 
led the name of William Shaw to be again 
heard. Mr. Shaw is the parliamentary 
leader whom Mr. Parnell supplanted. He 
was sometimes consulted by Mr. Parnell. 
If the Parnellites resort to his advice, he 
will urge the reunion of the party on a ba- 
sis of the policy of the majority. 


Killed His Sister. 

Bancor, Me., Oct. 10.—John Young 
of Garfield plantation, to please his little 
son, allowed the boy to place a gun across 
atubin the yard and pull the trigger. 
Just at this moment a young daughter of 
Mr. Young ran before the gun and the 
charge struck her, killing her instantly. 


Crew is Missing. 

HALIFAX, Oct. 10.—A dispatch from 
Lockport says the fishing schooner Daisy 
passed the wreck of a bark Monday. 
There was no sign of the crew. The 
wreck is likely that of the bark Warsaw. 
The crew is believed to have perished.

American Favorites in His Will. 


StuTTGartT, Oct. 10.—The royal family of 
Wurtemburg, the Emperor of Germany, 
Prince Henry of Prussia, the diplomatic 
corps, the ministry, all the prominent pub- 
lic officials, a number of generals and rep- 
resentatives of the clergy of high rank 
from all parts of the empire, were present 
at the funeral of King Karl yesterday. 
After the usual ceremonies and services, 
the casket was lowered into the royal 
vault and placed in the niche awaiting it. 

It is reported that the dead king in his 
wilt has provided very generously for his 
late American favorites, Reverend Charles 
B. Woodcock and ex-Vice Consul Richard 
M. Jackson, It is not said whether the 
third member of the trio, young Hendry, 
a native of New Brunswick and whom the 
king used to call “mein susser knabe’’ 
(my sweet boy), has been included in the 
will.

A Balldozer’s Punishment. 

LyNcuBure6, Va.,Oct. 10,—In the United 
Btates district court at Abingdon, Jack 
Mullins was convicted of intimidating 
voters at the precinct in Buchanan at the 
last presidential election, and was sen- 
tenced to six months’ imprisonment and 
to pay a fine of $500. This is the first con- 
viction in Virginia under the federal laws 
for the protection of the elective franchise, 


Candidates for Siberia. 

St. PETERSBURG, Oct. 10.—Dispatches 
from Kieff say the police have arrested a 
band of forgers who have been turning 
out and circulating bank notes of 10, 5 and 
8 roubles. The total of notes seized by the 
police represents an enormous sum. Many 
of these notes have been circulated out- 
side of the Russian empire. 


For a Trip Round the Horn. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 10—The United 
States steamers Boston and Yorktown 
have been ordered to Chili for the purpose 
of relieving the United States’ steamers 
Baltimore and San Francisco, the hulls of 
which are so foul that they will have to be 
docked at San Francisco. It is not likely 
that any other war vessels will be sent to 
Chili. 

The Week’s Failures. 

NEw YoRK, Oct. 10.—Bradstreet’s says 
business failures in the United States 
this week number 230, against 183 this 
week last year.

| old English letter ‘*C.” 

On this die rests a statue which repre- 
sents *‘Highest Teaching.’’ ‘The statue is 
a large rustic cross, against which leans a 
woman with her bare left arm extended 
aiong the arm of the cross, and the right 
arm resting On the back of a boy who 
stands looking up to his mother with an 
open book in his hand. The faces of the 
woman and boy are portraits of Mrs. Colby 
and her son. 

Messrs. Craig & Richards have set this 
monument up. in their yard on Water 
where it. will be on exhibition for a 
few days previous to its shipment to Utica. 
The cost of the monument is about $3,500.

A New Use for Telephones. 

The telephone is about to have a new 
application, namely, that of foretelling 
storms. A new discovery has been made 
as to one of the properties of this means 
of transmitting sound. By placing two 
iron bars at seven or eight meters dis- 
tance from each other, and then putting 
them in communication on one side by a 
copper wire covered with rubber, and on 
the other side with a telephone, a storm 
can, it is said, be predicted at least twelve 
hours ahead through a dead sound heard 
in the receiver. 

According as the storm advances the 
Sound resembles the beating of hailstones 
against the windows. Every flash of 
lightning, and, of course, every clap of 
thunder that accompanies the storm pro-

THE TIMETABLE. 


Some Changes Made at 
Last Moment. 


And They Were in Favor of Quincy 
Too. 


Boston Timetable Generally Satisfactory, 
A Few Defects, 


Patrons of the Quincy station probably 
do not know how near they came to losing 
their express trains. By the timetables 
sent to the Old Colony employes last Friday 
four of these expresses were discontinued, 
—the 9.31 A. M. and 3.31 Pp. M. inward, and 
the 9.15 a, M. and 3.15 P. M. outward. 
These were desirable quite as much for 
their connections south as for Boston 
traffic, and it was pleasing to note that 
these were restored by supplement sent out 
Saturday. The LEDGER published the 
corrected timetable on Saturday. 

The employes timetable had an inward 
train at 5.22 a. M. but this does not appear 
in the revised schedule. There were out- 
ward trains at 11.58 A.M. and 12 m.,but the 
latter has been dropped. In addition to 
the 11.50 Pp. M. there was also one put 
down at 11.45. None of these were very 
much needed. 

Under the employes timetable the Quincy 
station would have had but one more train 
each way than Quincy Adams or Wollaston. 

The system in vogue, compelling Quincy 
passengers for way stations to make 
changes at Atlantic and Braintree, still sticks 
in crop of Quincy people. Otherwise the 
schedule is generally satisfactory. 

The only train dropped against which 
any remonstrance has been heard is the 7.58 
A. M. inward. The clerks and business 
men think there should be fifteen minute 
service to Boston between 6.30 and 8.30, 
and that they are losing ground when the 
only fifteen minute train they have is taken 
off. Give them additional trains at 6.28, 
6.58, 7.28, 7.58 and 8.28 and they will be 
in clover. 

There are those who think Quincy should 
have trains as often as half hourly all day. 

The outward trains are very satisfactory 
until toward night, when there is alsoa 
demand for fifteen-minute service. There 
is also a great need of a train at 7 P. M. 

There are employed in Quincy a great 
many who live in Weymouth. Shoemak- 
ers working at Whicher’s and Drake's ride 
in barges who would patronize the Old 
Colony were there convenient trains. The 
5.15 and 6.15 p. Mm. outward should stop. 

There is still a feeling that the Old 
Colony has put Quincy on the side track 
in the development of its suburban traffic. 
It still has less trains than a year ago, 
while all the others have many more. West 
Quincy and East Milton have been in- 
creased very nearly 150 per cent. ; Atlan- 
tic, 100 per cent. and Quincy Adams, 50 
percent. The patrons of the Quincy sta- 
tion will not object to the good luck of the 
other. parts of the city, but may reasonably 
remonstrate at the discrimination against 
that station.

Chinamen Assaulted.

The gang continued to follow the China- 
men after they left the train, and when 
near the Robertson block they pitched into 
them and would probably have seriously 
injured the celestials but for Deputy 
Langley and Officer Hunt who appeared on 
the scene. As it was, one of the China- 
men, Quong Ling, was so severely pounded 
that he vomited blcod. Lin You and 
Hong Cong were also severely pounded. 

The officers arrested James Tehan who 
was alraigned in court this morning. An- 
other of the crowd named Crimmage had 
his leg severely injured necessitating medi- 
cal treatment. 


This Morning's Fire. 


The alarm from box 48, at 8.25 this 
morning was fora fire in the chimney of 
an old fashioned two-story house on Granite 
avenue, occupied by Patrick Sullivan and a 
Swede family, and owned by the Granite 
Railway Co. The chimney was an old- 
fashioned one, and hard to get at, and it 
was nearly an hour before it was extin- 
guished, The hand extinguishers came in 
handy as the firemen were unable to put 
out the fire without the use of water. 


THE OLD COLONY. 


To Erecta Large Wharf and Buildings at 
Atlantic. 


The Boston News Bureau has an interest- 
ing article on Old Colony railroad affairs, 
including a statement by Presideut Choate. 
It was suggested by the published query 
why the company should put out more 
stock. The bureau says, among other 
things: In the next five or six years 
$1,500,000 mus be spent’ in the improve- 
ment of the passenger terminals at Boston, 
and the completion of the four-track line 
as far as Braintree. The company has now 
30 or 40 acres of land on the south side of 
the Neponset river, east of the road, and 
will soon begin the erection of a large 
wharf and buildings for railroad business 
at this point; $300,000 must be spent 
altogether at Brockton, abolishing grade 
crossings, erecting new stations, freight 
houses, etc. The elimination of the grade 
crossings as Brockton is now uppermost in 
the mind of the management. 

‘Not a dollar,’’ says President Choate, 
“of any accident cost upon the Old Colony 
was ever charged to anything but expense. 
Of course, the disaster on the Providence 
road before we purchased it was capitalized 
by our purchase. We were able to meet 
the cost of the Quincy disaster by an extra 
dividend of $100,000 from the steamship 
company, by reducing expenses, in round 
numbers, $200,000, by increased earnings 
$100,000, and the $100,000 of surplus we 
earn each year, a total of $500,000. Ido 
not look,’’ he further says, ‘‘for any imme- 
diate increase in Old Colony dividends or 
before we refund our 6 and 7 per cent. 
bonds, falling due from 1894 to 1897. If 
these bonds can be refunded at 4 per cent. 
the saving in interest will equal 1 per cent. 
upon Old Colony stock, but at present we 
are solidifying and developing our property 
and showing steady increase in earnings of 
about $30,000 per month. In 1879 the 
combined Old Colony and B., C. & F. roads 
earned under $3,000,000. Now, without 
the Providence road, these lines earned last 
year at least double, or about $6,000,000. 
I do not see why we should not go on 
doubling our earnings every ten years, and 
as the cities and towns along our 
lines grow we must keep pace with the 
development. Fall River and New Bedford 
are growing very fast. The latter is now 
ahead of Lawrence in the number of 
spindles.” 


THEY PASSED THE HAT. 


Clan MeGregor Literary Society Discuss 
Many-Subjects Extemporancously. 


The Clan McGregor Literary Society met 
in Doble’s hall on Saturday night, Mr. 
Souter presiding. It was ‘“‘Hat night” 
and not one half of the papers presented 
could be discussed. 

For the benefit of the uninitiated let us 
say that the hat was not sent around the 
room for dimes. The funds of the society 
are always sufficient for its requirements, 
and need no extraneous help. 

The hat is sent around to each member 
who depesits in ita slip of paper with a 
subject for discussion. Afterwards the 
papers are mixed and the hat is presented 
the second time when members take out a 
slip of paper atrandom. Then each mem- 
ber announces the title of his paper and 
is expected to speak on it on the spur of 
the moment. This is designed as practice 
for extemporaneous speaking. 

Among the subjects discussed were,— 
‘‘Should™the Suffrage be extended to 
women ?’’ and ‘* Whether was Gladstone 
or Parnell the best friend to Ireland?” 
Both of these subjects elicited lively dis- 
cussion. 

Among the papers not drawn from the 
hat for discussion was one entitled,—‘‘State 
your opinion of the justice or injustice of 
paying the janitor of the Willard school 
$1000 annually, while the principals in our 
schools get no more.” 


HAVERHILL’S DILEMMA 


It Also Has a Water Company to Deal 
With, and All is Not Serene. 

The Haverhill Aqueduct Company think 
the commissioners appointed under an 
actof the Legislature of 1891 has no 
authority to seize its works. 

The act authorizing the city to acquire 
the aqueduct plant was accepted by the 
aldermen June 4, and the council con- 
curred June 9, 1891. An application was 
made to the supreme court for the appoint- 
ment of three commissioners to determine 
the price to be paid for the property, and a 
public hearing was held. July 2, 1891, the 
aldermen voted to take the plant, the 
council concurred July 6, and on July 27 
the commissioners were appointed by 
Mayor Burnham. It is composed at 
present of Messrs. Moody, Allen, Kennedy, 
Noyes and Kelley, the latter succeeding 
Mr. Huntington. 


The Seventh Norfolk. 


The Seventh Norfolk district is composed 
of Avon, Randolph, Stoughton, Sharon 
and Walpole, which together are entitled 
to two representatives.

The Kepresentative Convention. 


A Democratic convention of delegates 
from the various wards of the city was 
held in French’s hall Saturday evening to 
nominate one candidate for Representative.

The 
abolition of the poll tax as a requisite for 
voling had now passed two Legislatures, 
the weaver’s fine bill had become a law, 
the nine hour day to state and city em- 
ployes, had been extended to county em- 
ployes, a law had been passed prohibiting 
the manufacture of clothes in unhealthy 
places, a redistricting bill had been passed 
which would give Quincy Democrats a 
chance, the polls could now be opened at 
6 A. M. instead of 7 a. M. Republicans 
were responsible for the defeat of the 
58-hour bill, the sale of railroad stock at 
auction, the refusal to elect United States 
Senators by vote of the people, the 10-hour 
bill for railroad employes, the eight-hour 
bill for city employes. Biennial elections 
favored by Republicans bad been defeated.

A LOSS OF $100,000 


By the Burning of a Factory at Bailey- 
ville, Me.—Heavy Blow to Workmen. 


WIntTurop, Me., Oct. 12.—At 7 o’clock 
Sunday morning an alarm of fire was re- 
ceived from Baileyville, a quaint Quaker 
settlement three miles from Winthrop 
village, where is located a portion of C. 
M.Bailey’s Sons & Co.’s great oil cloth fac: 
tory. The fire proved to be in their works. 
It caught in the attic of @:e main build- 
ing, resulting, it is supposed, from friction, 
the machinery having been put in opera 
tion during the latter part of the night te 
pump water into the boiler. 

The watchman says that only a few 
minutes before the fire he wasin the im- 
mediate vicinity and discovered no signs 
of fire. Ina few moments after the alarm 
was given, a large crowd gathered, who 
worked hard to subdue the flames, but 
very combustible material is used in the! 
business and the fire spread rapidly. In) 
an hour’s time nearly every building on}

NAVIGATION BLOCKED, 


A Wreck Results in Cutting Off Lake 
Superior from Her Sister Lakes. 

SavuLt STE MARIE, Mich., Oct. 12.—The 
steam barge Susan E. Peck, loaded with 
60,000 bushels of wheat from Duluth to] 
Buffalo, when passing throngh St. George | 
flats, at the elbow, collided with the} 
schooner George W. Adams, in towjof the | 
steam barge Aurora. T..e Adams struck | 
the Peck on the starboard bow and dashed 
her stern in. The Peck sank immediately, | 
her decks going under water. All her} 
crew were saved. The Adams sustained | 
considerable injury, but she can_ proceed | 
with temporary repairs. The Peck lies 
directly across the canal, her stern resting | 
on one bank and her bow on the other. 
No craft can pass: upor down to Lake| 
Superior until a channel is dredged around 
her. It will require nearly 700 feet of a 
channel sixty or seventy feet wide. It 
will be fifteen days before navigation can 
resume its regular run.

TREATMENT OF PRISONERS. 


Dr. Beecher’s Piea for Them— Eight 


Hundred Culprits Hear a Sermon. 

PITTSBURG, Oct, 12.—The National 
Prison congress was addressed ‘last even- 
ing by Dr. T. K. Beecher of Elmira, N. Y. 
Dr. Beecher said that inmates of penal in- 
stitutions were proper objects of charity, 
and were not to be condemned because 
they were caught. They were not neces 
sarily bad. He made a plea to the prison 
keepers to help the chaplains and work in 
harmony. Yesterday afternoon Ex-Presi- 
dent Hayes anda numberof other dele- 
gates visited Riverside penitentiary. For 
the first time in the history of the institu- 
tion aly the prisoners, numbering 800,were 
permitted to attend service togetherin the 
chapel. The wisdom of this was ques- 
tloned by some, but everything passed off 
quietly. General Hayes spoke words of 
encouragement to the convicts. 


JANUARY AND JULY. 


Vermonters Experience the Two Ex- 
tremes of Weather Within a Week. 


St. ALBANS, Vt., Oct. 12.—Northern Ver- 
mont had the first touch of winter yesterday 
ina snowstorm which fell during the night 
and covered the ground to the cepth of 
several irches. The fall season, up to 
within a few days, has been an exception- 
ally warm one, and last Monday the 
mercury rose to 92° in the shade. The 
long and severe drouth, which has pre- 
vailed in the state. was somewhat broken 
by rain falls during the past week, but 
heavy rains are still needed to fill up ex- 
hausted public reservoirs and aqueduct 
basins, and to replenish 
streams which are lower than for many 
years. The thermometer registered 320, 
the lowest point reached since last March.

BLAINE’S DECISION. 


A Rumor That He Intends to 
Drop Out of Politics. 


WRECK OF THE DESPATCH, 


Pld Government Boat Goes to Pieces at 


Assateague Island—Important Recom- 


mendations Concerning West Point. 


Canadian Poachers Cleaning Out Seals. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 12.~It is said by 
friends of President Harrison that the lat- 
ter has received some intimation, directly 
or indirectly, from Secretary Blaine, which 
makes him feel certain that the secretary 
will not return to the state departinent, 
and at thesame . me that he will not bea 
candidate for president, but will retire 
from public life; also that before long there 
will be an authoritative announcement to 
this effect from Secretary Blaine. 

It is impossible to get President Harri- 
son to talk about this for publication, so 
that it cannot be verified authoritatively; 
but it is believed by the friends of the 
president, who would know about it if 
anybody did beside the president. 


WEST POINT ACADEMY, 


Many Important Chanzes Recommended 
by the Board of Visitors, 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 12.—The sgerctary of 
war haus received the report of the board of 
visitors to the military academy at West 
Point. The board inclines to the belief 
that an increase in the number of caaets 
is necessary in order totake full advantage 
ofthe capacity of the academy, and it 
favors the passage of an act fixing the 
strength of the corps of cadets at a maxi- 
mum of 469. The board recommends that 
in addition to the present allotment of one 
cadet to each representative and delegate 
in congress, two cadets be alloted to each 
state at large, to be nominated by the sen- 
ators, and that the president be anthor- 
ized to nominate,from the country at large, 
twenty. The report also suggests that 
members of congress should be required at 
the proper time to nominate candidates to 
fill vacancies at the academy, and failing 
to do this, appointment should be 
promptly made by the president from a list 
of eligible candidates filed at the war de- 
partment. 

Attention is called to the fact that mem- 
bers are allowed to designate cadets only 
by courtesy of the president and not as a 
right under the statutes. 

The report refers to the inefficiency of 
the present preliminary examinations, as 
shown by the failure to graduate of more 
than 50 per cent of the cadets admitted, 
and sets forth a plan for making these ex- 
aminations more effective. The report 
shows that under the competitive system 
of selecting candidates for appointment, 
60 percent. graduated and 40 per cent. 
failed to graduate, while of those ap- 
pointed directly only 42 per cent. gradu- 
ated and 58 percent. failed. The board 
condemns the practice of filling the pro- 
fessorships at the academy entirely with 
army officers. The board directs atten- 
tion tothe need of moderr ordnance for 
the instruction of the cadets. Among the 
members of the board are General Theo 
S. Peck of Burlington, Vt., and Robert O. 
Fuller of Cambridge, Mass. 


A DIFFERENCE OF OPINION 


As to Whether Seal Life is on the De- 
crease—Cauadian Poachers at Work. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 12.—The information 
which the government has received shows 
that, notwithstanding the precautions 
taken to prevent the illicit killing of seals, 
some 50,000 seals will have been captured 
during the last season by the Canadian 
cruisers in the Behring sea. There is one 
aspect to this question which hasa popu- 
lar interest. Experts are of the opinion 
that the catch has been |so large that the 
price of sealskins, which are now quoted 
at a little over $19, will drop at the October 
sales to $17, sothat there will be no fam- 
ine in the price of sealskins for the rich. 

The indications are that there has been 
little falling off from last year in the num- 
|ber of skins taken. Summing up the 
| estimates from all sources the catch of the 
| North American company, of the Cana- 
| dian fishermen and of the company which 

has been taking seals in the Russian isl- 
ands this year, it is concluded by the gov- 
lernment officials here that the entire 
latch of the year will exceed 100,000 skins, 
so that there will be no fear of a dearth of 
garments made from the fur of the seal 
during the coming year. After that there 
may bea greater scarcity of seal skins if 
Russia shall join in the modus vivendi 
agreement. 

There was a strong difference of opinion 
among the experts who have visited Behr- 
ing sea this year as to the question 
whether or not seal life is decreasing. 
Professor Mendenhail and Professor Mer- 
riam, the experts sent by the United 
States government to study that question 
this summer, agreefthat seal life is rapidly 
decreasing, and they ascribe this largely to 
the pelagic sealing of Canadian vessels, 
Sir George Baden Powell and Dr. Dawson, 
the British commissioners, on the other 
hand, described the seals as being plen- 
tiful. 


A COMPLETE WRECK, 


U. S. S. Despatch Goes Ashore Off Assa- 
teague—Crew Svfely Landed. 


DELAWARE BREAKWATER, Del., Oct. 12. 
—Tbe U 5S. S. Despatch is a complete 
wreck. Her back is broken and she is 
listed off shore 20 to 30 degrees. The life 
saving station signalled that no assistance 
could be rendered. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 12.—Superintendent 
Kimball of the life saving service has re- 
ceived the following dispatch from J. T. 
Wracy, keeper of the life saving station at 
Assateague island: 

The U.S. S. Despatch, crew of seventy-four, 
all told, from New York for Washington, no 
cargo; wind north, fresh, high sea; ebb tide, 3 
o'clock Saturday morning, was wrecked two 
miles south of Sheep’s Pen Hill, striking on 
outer shore. Lives saved, seventy-four; nofloss. 
We boarded the wreck at 5:45 a. m., and com- 
menced landing the crew at 9:20 a.m. Made 
ten trips toand from the wreck, finishing at 
lia.m. Officers and crew of the Despatch are 
allat Assateazue life saving station and are 
making out as well as circumstances will al- 
low. The wreck is full of water, listed off 
shore and fast breaking up.

Only Incident to Mar the Solemnity of 
the Occasion—fhe National League’s 
Tribute to Their Dead Leader. 


DUBLIN, Oct. 12.—The remuins of Charles 
Stewart Parnell arrived at Kingston at 7 
o’clock Sunday morning. After leaving 
London there was no demonstration along 
the railway route (the London and North- 
western line) until Chester was reached. 
Here Jarge deputations from Liverpool 
and many other places joined the train. 
Mr. Parnell’s colleagues in parliament ex- 
tended greetings to the various deputa- 
tions. 

The funeral train reached Holyhead at 2 
o’clock. It was dark, dismal, wet, cold 
and hazy. Notwithstanding the unfavor- 
able surroundings cager groups of people 
had collected on they quay to watch the 
transfer of the coffin from the train 
te the mail beat (appropriately named 
Ireland.) The large white wooden 
ease in which the coffin had been 
placed wag borne upon the shoulders of 
seamen to the steamer. The Paruellites 
followed next behin. All heads were un- 
covered. Sobs were distinctly audible as 
the procession filed down the double ganz- 
way into the ship. Here the coffin was de- 
posited in an enclosure specially fitted up 
for its reception, and here the faithful fol- 
lowers of the dead chief kept watch 
throughout the voyaze across St. George’s 
channel. 

The journey across was eventless, the 
boat making the passave in a gale of wind 
and through torrents of rain. At Kingston 
acrowd had collected to receive the re- 
mains on Irish soil. All gathered around 
the coffin in absolute silence. The short 
distance was soon nade, the train arriving 
at the Dublin station at 7:30. 

A Vast but Silent Crowd 

with uncovered heads aw,.:ied the train as 
it rolled into the station. Many netabili- 
ties here joined the swelling funeral pro 
cession. Representatives of different 
branches of the league wore black badges, 
upon which were printed the dying words 
of the statesman—‘‘Give my love to my 
colleagues and the Irish nation.” 

Upon being removed from the train the 
case was taken from the coffir, which was 
then lifted into a hearse, a panel of glass 
exposing the coffin to view. Wreaths and 
other floral tributes literally covered the 
top of the hears: and were piled around 
the coffincase. These, after they had been 
put aside, were eazerly seized by the 
crowd, broken into small pieces and kept 
asmemoirs of the sad occasion. As the 
hearse moved from the station a body of 
police formed in front of the procession, 
which appeared to fallinto an orderly 
line in a purely extemporized fashion. 
The band of the Workingn:en’s union fol- 
lowed directly behind the poiice escort, 
and played the “Dead March in Saul.” 
Then came the Gaelic Athletic association 
with their hurlers reversed, resembling a 
military body of “reversed arms.” As the 
march progressed the crowds grew denser, 
yet they kept clear of the line of the pro- 
cession along the whole route to Castle 
Hill, where the serried ranks of the people 
occupied every inch of space. The city 
hall was reached at 8:30. Its front was 
covered with solemn draperies. 

A violent rainstorm streamed down as 
the coffin was born into the hall toward 
the catafalque. It kept raining in pitiless 
torrents for hour after hour. It wasan 
assemblace of remarkable serenity. 

A Reverential Quiet 

pervaded the entire mars, which was un- 
broken by partisan cries or even the re- 
motest symptom or te: dency to disorder. 
At precisely 10 o’clock the gates were 
opened, and instantly the people poured 
into the hall. The body lay in state inthe 
council chamber—a large circular room 
now heavily draped in black, relieved by 
scrolls of white satin and looped festoons, 
bearing in black letters the last words of 
the dead chief. The coffin, which rested 
upon a Gais in the middle of the chamber, 
was buried in masses of wreaths, floral 
crosses, Irish harps and other flower de- 
signs. 

Photographs of the lyin in state were 
taken before the public was admitted. 
These show that the coffin was placed at 
the base of the O’Connell statue, and on 
either side, in bold relief, are the statues 
of Gratlan and Lucas. Conspicnous on the 
coffin were three wreaths from Mrs. Par- 
nell, a cross, anchor and circle. There 
were also two lovely little wreaths from 
Mrs. Parnell’s daughters, 

From 10 o’clock till 2in the afternoon 
a continuous stream of people poured into 
the city hall. It is estimated that 49,000 
people availed themselves of the jast op- 
portunity to pay their respects to the 
illustrious dead. Nearly all wore the 
deepest mourning—the men having a band 
of black crape interwoven with green rib- 
bon around the arm. The ceremony‘of ly- 
ing in state was to have been closed at 
noon, but the crowd was so humerous 
that the closing of the doors was post- 
poned till after 2o’clock, and even then 
hundreds were obliged to go away disap- 
pointed. 

The Procession, 

At 2:45 the procession stared, led by the 
executive of the leadership committee. 
Following came the bier, drawn by six 
coal-black horses,surrounded by the parlia- 
mentary colleagues of Mr. Parvell. As the 
coffin passed, almost hidden in flowers 
very head in the vast assemblage was un- 
covered. Mr, Parnell’s favorite horse fol- 
lowed the bier. Then came a strong body 
of Clan-na-Gaels. Then came carriages 
containing Mr. Parnell’s dear friends. The 
lord mayor in state, preceded by the city 
marshal and the sword and mace bear- 
ers, was next bebind the family carriages. 
Then followed the representatives of the 
principal Irish towns, various trade socie- 
ties, Foresters, home rulers, private car- 


All the windows and house- 
tops along the line of march were packed 
with pe: ple, 

It was a great procession, surpassing in 
point of numbers anything of the kind ever 
witnessed in Dublin, Besides, no system- 
atic plan seemed to regulate the proces- 
gion; yet the same fing instinct of rever- 
ential order pervading every where

regularity, It was a metley mob o; 
well-clad citizens, side by side with th. 
pee eo: that followed the procession 
and extended some miles. Behind thg 
members of the Dublin municipality cams 
those of the provincial corporations 
trades societies and other organizations, 
Some 40,000 people had passed through th¢ 
council hall during the four hours th, 
body lay in state, anc the most of thes 
joined the procession, forming into ling 
six abreast wherevera gap permitted they 
to go. The bands of music heading the diz 
ferent societies dropped in wherever ti, 
chance afforded. 
At the Grave. 

Throughout the route admirable orde; 
was kept till the cortege came near G!,s 
nevin. People began gathering in the 
cemetery early in the morning, facing the 
wind and drenching showers. During t} 
Jong waiting turoughout the day cr 1 
crowd inspected the turf-linel tomb, 
guarded by asingle group of pol ce. The 
grave,which was some seven feet (deep, had 
been cut out of the artificial mound cover 
inga plot which hadlong been used t; 
inter the poorest people. 

By 4 o’clock the police were over 
whelmed by the power of the ever-increas 
ing crowd and by the withdrawal of a po: 
tion of their force, who went to try and 
clear a way for the funeral at the cat. 
of the cemetery. When the first 
part of the procession renched the lower 
gate, it was found to be impossiole to pene 
trate the dense masses. In the str 
with the on-lookers the police were oblig 
to abandon the attempt to drive they 
back. The surgiie crowd aronnd 
gate seeking to see the corteze met the 
great contending wave of others trying to 
enter. 


A Scene of Great Confusion 
ensued. The procession for a time was 
checked and thrown into d’smay 
decided to close the lower gute. and this 
was affected amid great disorder just as 
the hearse reached the spot. The hea 
was then taken to the upper vate. Her 
the coffin was removed and placed upon a 
platform especially constructed for ¢ 
purpose, in order to enable those in the 
procession to file around and have a ful! 
view of the bier. 

At 6 o’clock the fast falling desk fonna 
the procession still filing past 
seemed no likelihood that the stream of 
marchers would end till far into the nig 
So orders were given to remove the « 
to the side of the grave. A body of 
Clan-na-Gaels sneceeded in clearing a 
to the grave and formed a circle, within 
which were grouped the lord mayor of 
Dublin, the civic dignitaries, Mr. Psrvell’s 
colieaguesin parliament and the relatives 
The crush around about was terrible 
Darkness had setin. The neise of shriek 
ing women, the cries of children, and the 
cries of men struggling amid the crush 
made inaudible the voice of the c’ergy re- 
citing the ritual of the Church of England. 
The first portion of the service had been 
celebrated at St. Nicholas church, wher 
the remains rested twenty minutes while 
onthe way from the city hall. At the 
grave Reverend Mr. Vincent of the Ro 
tunda chapel and Reverend Georze Fry 
of Manchester officiated. They wer 
obliged to cut the service short, as the 
crowd broke into the protecting circle and 
overwhelmed the inner group.

must have been a weary one. It was7 
o’clock when the mourners started to re- 
turn tethe city. As they drove past nun 

berless pedestrians, evidently trudvi 
homeward, they met a respectiu 
ing. Thecountry clubs and ass 
marched direct to the railway stations, 
where excursion trains had been kept in 
waiting far beyond the time arranzed 

The pageant of the funeral, if not a 
grand spectacle, had an «snecially solemn 
interest. The intense seriousness of feel- 
ing pervading the myraids partaking 
therein gave a unique character to the 
whole manifestation. Apart from the ac- 
cidental disorder at the cemetery the day 
was without inc’dent. Probably never 
anywhere was a great popular Cemonstr 
tion attended by so little excitem: 
Most of_ the public houses remained closed 
throughout the day out of respect to the 
dead. The police, unfailingly obtrusive 
in Irish gatherings, were conspicuously ab 
sent. 

Last night Sunday quietness prevailed 
in the city.

Six months ago the members of this exe 
tive were appointed by Mr. Parnell to ad- 
vance the cause of Irish independence 
Great Britain. Fighting under many difficul- 
ties, we held our ground, and rallied every 
Irishman who remained true to the princip! 
for which our leader lived and died—the prin- 
ciple of an independent Irish party and an in- 
dependent Irish parliament. Ireland has re- 
ceived a blow by his death from which sh: 
will not recover for a generation. Wher 
O'Connell died,all was chaos. A parliament 
party sprang up, but failure and di 
marked its course. Nothing was done for Ire- 
land, and the name “Irish member” became a 
by-word. Fenianism arose and was changed. 
Irish affairs absorbed attention in parliament, 
while Irishmen died for Ireland on the scaf- 
fold, or perished in prison or in exile. Some- 
thing was then done. 

The English state church in Ireland disap- 
peared, and the first step was taken in 
tardy course of legislation for the protection 
of the Irish tenant. The power of Fenianism 
was for the moment broken, but not until it 
had revived the spirit of nationality. Pa

Tories 
vied with Liberals to gain his support 
Firm, inexorable, commanding the follower: 
whom he found a rabble and whom he made 
anarmy,he dictated terms to the English 
Ininister and the minister granted them. In 
ten years he did more for Ireland than had 
been done for generations. ”

took its place onthe statute book. His work 
was crowned when the® English premier 
brought ina bill to establish an Irish pa 
ment. He is gone. Ireland mourns at 
grave today. What is the duty of those left 
behind? What ts the duty of the men wh 
followed him? To the last to struggle for Iris) 
freedom. It is said we fought for the man and 
not for principle. Ir is untrue. We fo! 
for the principle which the man embod 
The man himself wgsa_principle—the 
ple of self-reliance and independence!

A Suit Against the Brooklyn Bridge. 

Ina short time the most important 
damage suit that has ever been brought 
against the Brooklyn bridge will be 
tried. It is for $1,000,000, and will in- 
volve some nice points of law. A 
Franco-American inventor named Du 
Bois is bringing the suit. He claims 
that in sinking the caissons of the bridge 
certain patents belonging to him were 
infringed upon, and that without the use 
of his inventions the bridge could not 
have been successfully built. So im- 
portant does District Attorney Clarke 
consider the case, and of such grave 
moment to the interests of the two cit 
ies, that at his request the services of a 
well known patent lawyer have been 
secured as counsel, and he has al- 
ready received from the bridge $1,000 as 
a retaining fee. 

There isan interesting story told of 
Bridge Secretary Henry Beam in | 
nection with the sinking of these cais- 
sons. He says that it was at first in- 
tended by the bridge engineers to sink a 
regular coffer dam, and on this place the | 
big piles that support the bridge struc- 
ture, but that William C. Kingsley op- 
posed this plan, giving as his reasons for 
so doing that no ordinary coffer dam 
would hold in the fierce currents of the 
East river.

are lost. Notso the photographic plate, 
however; the effect of a constant pour- 
ing in of rays of light into the camera 
has a cumulative effect. 

The longer the exposure under suitable 
circumstances, the greater the display 
ot detail in the result. So in this case, 
the ‘‘photographic eye of science” takes 
cognizance of a crater on the moon’s 
surface that has never been, and in all 
probability never will be, seen by human 
eyes.—New York Recorder.

CHINESE ANIMOSITY 


And How It Was Shown To- 
ward Foreigners at Ichang. 


ITS HORRORS DESCRIBED 


By a Handful of Refugees from the 
Scene of the Trouble—Wholesale Rob- 
bery and Attempted Slaughter in the 


Presence of Unconcerned Mandarins, 


SAN FRANcISCO, Oct. 12.—A communi- 
cation from Hongkow, China, dated 
Sept. 6, says: The steamer Pachua ar- 
rived here today with twenty Ichang refu- 
gees, who lost everything except the 
clothes they wore at the beginning of the 
outbreak. Several bore marks of serious 
violence. The riot took place at noonday 
without warning or provocation. It was 
carried out by a handful of men, 
evidently acting under orders, in the 
presence of a number of Chinese 
Officials who knew each of the 
rioters. Acrowd had collected and sud- 
denly a rush was made for a house belong- 
ing to the American Episcopal mission. 
The gate was smashed in and a man head- 
ing the mob cried: “Slay the foreigners.” 
The rioters came in with a rush, and one 
aimed a murderous blow with ashackle 
at Mr. Sowerby. Mr. Sowerby disarmed 
his assailant and avoided another, then 
ran for his life, reaching the consulate, 
from where be was transferred on board 
the Pachua. 

The American mission house was set on 
fire and the yamen and soldiers fell hack. 
Neither civil nor military mandarins made 
an effort to protect the property. The 
Roman Catholic convent was next fired 
and the sisters,seven in number, barely es- 
caped to the river,where they were thrown 
headlong down the steep bauk by soldiers. 
They were taken in a boat on board the 
Pachua and were stoned by the mobon 
shore. Several sisters were badly injured 
by the missiles. Itis thought a number 
of children in the convent were burned to 
death. A mob 

Armed With Knives and Axes 
rushed to the consulate, but did not at- 
tack it. The house in which were Dr. Pirie 
and Reverend Mr. Deane, and several other 
buildings, were burned. Mr. Rockburn’s 
house was ruined and the new British 
consulate in course of construction was 
torn down. Houses were looted and, al- 
though no one was killed, several at- 
tempts were made to murder and threats 
were frequent. 

At the old consulate the foreigners kept 
the rioters*back with bayonets. The lead- 
ers of the mob carried gunpowder and 
kerosene with which to fire the buildings, 
Tho having stolen property from the 
ruined buildings were arrested next day, 
but no attempt was made to capture the 
real leaders. Many of the rioters were 
soldiers who had taken off their coats to 
disguise themselves. During the whole 
time mandarins were present and made 
no attempt to prevent the people from 
taking away plunder. The Scotch mis- 
sionaries owed their escape to the fact 
that they had gone boating at the time of 
the outbreak. They hurried back and 
were just in time to rescue senior mission- 
aries and infant children and escape when 
the mob arrived. The Roman Catholic 
sisters barely 

Escaped Reing Massacred En Masae, 
several being severely injured. Telegraph 
clerks refused to send on news. A full 
dispatch to The Daily News at Shanghai 
was refused without excuse on the day 
of the riot and all foreign messages the 
day after. On the third day, when all pos- 
sible damage had been done, the military 
mounted guard over the blackened ruins, 
In Hong Kow yesterday a gathering of the 
anti-foreign element, including a large 
number of magistrates and officials, re- 
solved that foreigners must be driven 
immediately from the central provinces. 

The missionaries at Wuchang have re- 
ceived threatening placards ordering them 
to leave at once or they will be extermi- 
nated. The tastai inspected the nunnery 
today, making a search for bones, eyes, 
etc,, of children said to have been mur- 
dered by the sisters. 


Dr. Briggs’ Champion. 

NEw YorE, Oct. 12.—In the Blooming- 
dale Reformed church, last night, Dr. 
Madison C. Peters spoke to an immense 
audience in defense pf Dr. Briggs, whose 
trial on charges of heterodoxy is now 
pending. He likened Dr. Briggs’ case to 
that of Dr. Lyman Beecher, Albert Barnes 
and Professor David Swing, whose prose- 
cution the Presbyterian church has occa- 
sion to remember with shame. Such 
trials, he said, should be placed side by 
side with the burning of witches in Mas- 
sachusetts years ago, and he thanked God 
that a majority of the clergymen of New 
York were in sympathy with Dr. Briggs. 


Two Prominent Men Drowned, 

New YORK, Oct. 12.—William Davis, a 
millionaire iron merchant, living in 
Brooklyn, was drowned’in the East rivér 
by failing from the deck of a steam launch 
when the vessel lurched. Levi M. Bates, 
a& prominent Republican and formerly a 
leading dry goods merchant here, fell from 
a boat midway between Bikers island and 
Bowery bay. Mr. Bates was taken out of 
the water and died soon afterward. 


In Memory of Deceased Elks. 

St. Louis. Oct. 12.—A monument was 
dedicated yesterday in Bellefontaine ceme- 
tery tc mark the last resting place of mem- 
bers of the bt. Louis lodge of Elks. The 
mouument isthe gift of Colonel John A. 
Cockerill of New York. It is surmoanted 
by the figure of a large elk in bronze. Col- 
onel Cockerell made the presentation 
sddress.

He said it gave him pleasure to 
have this church opened to the able 
speaker who was to address them.

Mrs. Livermore spoke for nearly an hour, 
with such ease and grace, that the closest 
attention was given, by an audience of 
nearly 1000 persons. She first called the at- 
tention of the hearers to the great amount 
of money expended each year for drink— 
over $900,000,000; over four times the 
aggregate destroyed by the great Chicago 
fire, which was announced all over the 
world. The figures given were correct, as 
she had obtained them herself from the 
records kept at Washington. She then 
alluded io the great amount of sorrow, 
misery and crime occasioned by intoxica- 
ting liquors. A larger part of all those in 
prisons, asylums, etc., were there, either 
directly or indirectly from the use of liquors.

COUNCIL MUST VOTE FIRST. 


The Water Question Should be Voted 
Upon at Coming Election. 
To the Editors of the Ledger: 


The LEDGER is taking the right course 
in urging that the Water question should 
be put to popular vote at the coming 
election, but if I am not mistaken, this has 
got to pass the Council by a majority vote 
of all the members before it can be put to 
popular vote. The city should own and 
control its own water supply,and the sooner 
it is done the better. 

This matter should be brought up in the 
Council at the earliest possible moment, 
and give the Councilmen a chance to stand 
up and be counted on this subject before 
they stand up for reelection. There is just 
time enough for the Council to pass on 
this, before it is time to serve the warrant 
for the election, but in order to put it 
through an order providing for the pur- 
chase of the Water Company’s plant, as 
provided in their charter, should be intro- 
duced in the Council tonight. 

Their charter provides that the Supreme 
Court may be applied to, and it will ap 
point three disinterested parties who will 
estimate the value of the property, and 
their award shall be approved by the 
Supreme Court. This is final. 

If the Council tackles this subject it 
should not try to fix a price. There is 
probably not a man in the city, in the 
Council or out of it, who could tell without 
a great deal of labor and time what the 
value of the plant is, and it is very doubt- 
ful if any two could agree. The city would 
be much better off to leave the whole 
matter to the Supreme Court, than it 
would to have the Council try to estimate 
the value. 

The people want a chance to vote on 
this, this year. We do not want any more 
special election like the recent oneon the 
“* Sewerage Act.’’ They are too expensive. 
Let us vote on this subject Nov. 3 or Dec. 
8, 1891. Who will be the Councilman to 
bring this matter before the Council Monday 
Oct. 12, 1891? Don’t all speak at once,

Webster’s Income. 


The legal profession of the present day 
will be surprised to learn that Mr. Web- 
ster, the greatest American lawyer of 
his time, made but $15,000 a year by his 
practice. But the fees of counsel be- 
tween 1840 and 1850 were not what they 
have been since. 

In 1848 1 accompanied a client to Mr. 
Webster’s office in Boston and asked 
him to name a retaining fee in an im- 
portant patentcase. Hesaid he thought 
a couple of hundred dollars would do. 
When the case was tried his fee was only 
$1,000. On another occasion I paid him 
a retaining fee of $2,000 for the proprie- 
tors of the Goodyear’ india rubber pat- 
ent. 

His fee for arguing the great equity 
cause of Goodyear versus Day in the cir- 
cuit court of the United States for the 
district of New Jersey, by which he es- 
tablished the validity of the Goodyear 
patent, was $5,000. This was in the 
spring of 1852, and was the last case he 
ever argued. 

His professional income from 1818 to 
1823, during which period he was out of 
congress, averaged, I think, $20,000 a 
year.—Cor. New York Sun.

The Franklin Sentinel says:—‘* We have 
seen a record of the business of the Su- 
perior Court, at the last term in Dedham, 
and it shows clearly the curse of rum in 
the towns where the saloon is licensed or 
allowed. About fifty cases of crime were 
tried that never would have had an exist- 
ence but for ruam—cases of assault, stealing, 
crue|ty, liquor selling, disturbance of peace, 
drunkenness, etc. It seems that rum in- 
stigates almost every vice and crimé known 
in courts. Some of the cases were har- 
rowing, such as assault upon a girl of seven 
years, the attempt of a husband to kill his 
wife and himself too; a woman sentenced 
to prison, separated from her three children 
at the door of the jail, one of them a babe 
in her arms; these, and many kindred 
cases, showed the horrible results of the 
liquor traffic. And it is the same every 
where it is tolerated in this country or 
any other. If a meat-market sent out 
tainted meat that should cause a fractional 
part of this mischief it would be closed by 
law in twenty-four hours. It is rum alone, 
that great mischief-maker of the world, 
that men tolerate, strange as it may seem. 
The people of Franklin may congratulate 
themselves that they have not contributed 
to this mass of evilin the country, Their 
no-license vote with an officer to enforce 
it, is the wisest, cleanest and most credit- 
able policy that any town can adopt.”

QLD OCEAN'S FURY. 


Passengers on Big Steamers 
Have Rough Experience. 


MANY HAVE BROKEN LIMBS 


As a Result of the Rolling of Vessels 
While Crossing the Atlantic—Horrors 
of Cattle Shipping Illustrated by a 
British Steamer—Marine Disasters. 


NEw York, Oct. 13.—A fleet of belated 
transatlantic steamships came into port 
yesterday, after an experience with what 
their officers say was some of the -most 
tempestuous weather that ever prevailed 
on the North Atlantic. All were more or 
less overdue,the German steamer Augusta 
Victoria being three days late. The 
Cunarder Umbria and La Bretagne of the 
French Transatlantic line were from 
twelve to fifteen hours behind time. The 
two former vessels were veritable floating 
hospitals when they steamed up to their 
piers in North river. 

The Augusta Victoria met a continua- 
tion of fierce hurricanes that lasted almost 
from the hour of her departure from 
Hamburg until she left quarantine for her 
dock yesterday. She sailed from Ham- 
burgon Oct. 2, carrying 827 cabin and 820 
sterage passengers. On the night of Oct. 
2, the stormy conditions assumed the 
character of a mild hurricane. On the 4th 
the storm increased to a whole gale, that 
drove the water over the steamer from all 
quarters. On the 5th and 6th the weather 
was equally bad, but on the 7th it was 
even worse. The wind 

Blew with Hurricane Force, 

and the seas were dashe1 up over the ves: 
sel, sweeping even the promenade deck in 
great volumes. The steamer rolled until 
her main deck bulwarks touched -the 
water and pitched until her bows were 
submerged. At such times the stern 
would be lifted so high out of the water 
that the twin screws were exposed and re- 
volved with frightful rapidity. Some of 
the officers, who have seen bad weather 
in their time, admitted that they were not 
sure at that time whether the steamer was 
proof against such a storm. 

On the 7th aseries of accidents happened 
that crippled nearly a dozen of the passen 
gers. Dr. Lenburn,a saloon passenger, 
was thrown against thesideof a cabin 
and had his right arm broken. A few 
minutes later, Carl Christian, a sailor,wvs 
thrown to the deck by a monster wave and 
had his collar bone broken. August Tru- 
elson, a saloon passenger, was alsc 
bruised. In the steerage compartment 

The Misery Was Very Great. 
The place was crowded to suffocation. At 
every lurch of the ship they were thrown 
tothe floorand notafew received nasty 
bruises. There were eighteen members of 
the Epp family in the steerage, and not 
one of them escaped without a bruise. 

On the 8th the storm was atits worst, 
and during the entire day the main deck 
was under water. The passengers were 
not allowed on deck all that day,and many 
more accidents occurred. A Mrs. White, 
a saloon passenger, and her daughter, a 
young girl, Nathan Solomon, a steerage 
passenger, and Mr. Schreimer each had an 
arm broken. Franz Rudolph, a steerage 
passenger, had his shoulder dislocatea. 

The storm abated sumewhat on the 9th, 
but remained quite severe all the rest of 
the trip. 

The Umbria had an experience much 
like that of the Augusta Victoria. She 
lett Queenstown Oct.4. On the 5th a 
breeze and heavy gale were met. By the 
6th there was a whole gale and a hard 
squall. Then followed a moderate gale 
with confused swell and squalls. By the 
10th the weather had moderated. During 
the passage Mrs. C. P. Moorman died from 
astroke of apoplexy. Several passengers 
received slight injuries. The steamer was 
not injured, but 

Few of Her Passengers Escaped 
some bruise. Mr. Harrison had his arm 
fractured. A steerage passenger had his 
head cut. The oldest voyager among them 
was seasick. On Tuesday, when the storm 
was at its height, the wind was blowing at 
a fifty-knot rate, and the seas were sweep- 
ing her decks. The steamer’s niachinery 
was strained by its effort to drive the ves- 
sel against the adverse winds and waves, 
and on Wednesday night a pir in the ma- 
chinery was discovered to be loose. 

It was nevessary to stop the engines 
while repairs were being made, the ship 
meanwhile tossing about in the trough 
of the sea. This was at 100’clock at night 
and some hours were consumed in the 
work of repairing the engines. The storm 
did not moderate again until Friday. A 
port opening into the saloon was smashed 
by a great wave, and water poured in un- 
til the break was repaired. Some of the 
davits on the main deck were twisted. 

While La Bretagne experienced rough 
weather, no damage was reported. When 
off the Newfoundland banks La Bretagne 
passed a fishing boat floating bottom up 
and with two dories dragging alongside. 
The fate of the crew is not known, but as 
the small boats were empty, it is believed 
that the boat went over while riding at an- 
chor and while her crew were asleep. 


MANY CATTLE LOST 


From the British Steamer Storm King. 
Other Mari. Disasters. 


Lonpon, Oct. 13.—The British steamer 
Storm King, at Dundee, sailed from Mon- 
treal Sept. 26, with 630 cattle on board, 
stallsfor which had been erected between 
decks and on the main deck. During the 
voyage aheavy sea was encountered and 
much water was shipped, - necessitating 
the closing of the ventilators leading to 
the ’tween decks andattening down of 
the hatches. This prevented access of air 
to the hold, and a number of cattle in the 
stalls there were suffocated. Some seas 
which boarded the sbip tore the stalls on 
deck to pieces and carried them and the 
cattle overboard. Others of the live cargo 
were badly injured by the rolling and 
pitching of the steamer, and were killed 
to put them out of their agony. In all 152 
cattle were lost. 

The British steamer Norwegian, which 
arrived at Glasgow, yesterday, from Mon- 
treal, had on board the crew of the British 
steainer Devonshire, from Barrow, Sept. 
30, for New York, which was abandoned 
550 miles west of Tory islands. 

The steamer Cuvier (Br), at Antwerp 
from New York,reports that she was dam- 
aged by a gale Sept. 7 and that her chief 
officer was drowned.

OOTOBER WEATHER 


And How It Has Affected Farming Thus 
Far—Ne More Crop Reports. 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Oct. 13.—The New 
England Meteorogical society, co-operat- 
ing with the United States department of 
agriculture, issues the following bulletin: 

The weather for the week just passed 
has been generally favorable for harvest- 
ing and for late crops. A heavy rain on 
the 7th and 8th has broken the drouth and 
thetop of the ground is well wet, but 
much more is needed to fill up the springs 
and cisterns. Harvesting in general is 
well under way, and as nearly all crops are 
now out of the way of injury by frost or 
unfavorable weather, it is considered ad- 
visable to discontinue these crop bulletins 
for the present season. The thanks of the 
chief of the weather bureau and of the di- 
rector of this society are extended to the 
correspondents who have furnished the 
data contained in these bulletins. Re- 
ports have been received with a fair degree 
of regularity from over sixty_correspond- 
ents, well scattered over New England. 
An effort will be made to increase the 
number for next season, and we trust that 
all who served this year will hold them- 
selves in readiness for the work during 
next year. 

The weekly crop reports may be discon- 
tinued for this season. 


MANY KILLED AND WOUNDED, 


Discontented Urnguayans Attempt to 
Start a Revolution Near Montevideo, 
MONTEVIDEO, Oct. 13.—There was a seri- 

ous attempt at revolution here Sunday 

evening. The members of a revolutionary 
club, in the suburbs of the city, fired upon 
the troops stationed near at hand. The 
latter returned the volley with deadly 
effect. Several persons were killed out- 
right and many wounded. Many ring- 
leaders of the assault, including a priest, 
have been apprehended. Attempts were 
made to assassinate President Obes, and 
to capture the members of the junta, but 
thew were unsuccessful. Subsequently the 
insurgents were dispersed and the city be- 
came quiet. The troops in the neighbor 

hood number about 8000. 

The outbreak originated with th eBlanco 
party.

Sudden Death of Honorable H. B. Bige- 
low, Ex-Governor of Connecticut. 


New HAvEN, Oct. 18.—Ex-Governer 
Bigelow-died here yesterday. Though it 
was well known that he was in ill health, 
his death was uuex and was 
shocking in its . 
able reports have been given out 
by his physicians for a 
and his speedy recovery was looked for. 
He had been sick only since Sept. 2. 
When Dr. Whittemore called Monday 
morning the patient said: “I have passed 
a comfortable night, and I feel decidedly 
better; may I get up to breakfast?” The 
jloctor advised hiza tostay in bed. Then 
Dr, Whittemore pulsed the patient, took 
his temperature, and was making some 
other investigations, when the ex-governor 
sudcenly exclaimed: ‘Doctor, I feel very 
bad. I—I—oh,” and he went into a fearful 
convulsion which lasted ten minutes and 
left him a corpse. Dr. Whittemore said: 
“The ex-governor died of ursemic convul- 
sions, caused by chronic inflammation of 
the kidneys. The invasion of the disease 
was so insiduous that it is impossible to 
tell when it began. A secondary cause of 
his death was over-indulgence in 
smoking. The deceased was born in 
North Haven, May 15, 1834. His mother 
was a descendant of Rev. James Pierpoint. 
second minister of New Haven, and one of 
the founders of Yale. H.s education was, 
only that afforded by the common schools. 
At the age of 17 he began to learn the 
trade ofa machinest. He came to this 
city in his early mavhood, and has lived 
here ever since. At his death he was 
president of the Bigelow company, one of 
the largest manufacturers of boilers in the 
country. Heserved several terms in the 
court of common council and on the city 
commissions, mas mayor from 1879 to ’81, 
and governor from ’81 to ’83. Since his re- 
tirement from the office of governor he 
has devoted all his time to his business.

General Kautz Renders Some Valuable

WASHINGTON, Oct. 13.—The fact that the 
Republican nationai executive committees 
has fixed adate in November when the 
questfon of the time and place of holding 
the national convention is t» be deter- 
mined has stimulated the cities which 
will compete for the convention.

The nominal reason assa@rned is that 
the Gresham “boomers” made trouble at 
the last convention at Chicago, The in- 
ference would seem to be that the object- 
ing committeeman favors the renomina- 
tion of Harrison, and that the Harrison 
men for some reason fear the Gresham in- 
fiuence. 

It is well known, however, that there is 
no Gresham influence at Chicago which 
will be exerted f rthat gentleman in 1892 
for the nomination, and that there is no 
reason to assume that friendsof Gresham 
will make a factional opp sition to the re- 
nomination of the president. The Gresham 
cry is designed to prejudice the national 
committee azainst Chicago. 

The known competitors for the conven- 
tion are Chicago, Minneapolis, Cincinnati 
and San Francisco. But that Chicago is a 
candidate is thus far a matter of infer- 
ence. So far as is publicly known, no ac- 
tive steps huve been taken to influence the 
committee in favor of Chicago. 

There are indications that Quay may 
use hisinflnence with the committee in 
favor of Philude’phia. On behalf of Phil- 
adelphia the spe ia! plea is made that it is 
time to hold the national convention in the 
east, where the party hold upon the voters 
is not soabsolute «sin the wood old days, 
and where the enthusiasm a convention is 
supposed toawake my be of a good deal 
of service. The menibers of the national 
committee will be assured, too, tnat not 
even in Chicago can there be found such 
cool weatheras Philadelphia enjoys in 
May, June and July. 

Philadelphia’s steadfast loyalty to the 
protection and high tariff articles of Re- 
publicin faith are declared tu be worthy 
of reward in the shape of a convention, 
and every otherargunent that skilled poli- 
iticians can devis will be put forward in 
behalf of Philadelphia. 


AN ARMY OFFICER’S LOGIC, 


He Advocates Military Training for 
Young Men of Patriotic Principles. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 13.—In his annual re- 
port to the war department Brigadier Gen- 
eral A. V. Kantz, commanding the depart- 
ment of the Columbia, says: 

I regard as the highest duty of our small 
army intimeof peace to be the acquisition 
and dissention of military knowledge among 
the people. Tothisend the army should be- 
come, to a certain extent. an educational insti- 
tution and each post, as far as practical, a mil- 
itary school, with the object of qualifying every 
enlisted man, as far as possible, to be able to 
instruct the citizens who volunteer to serve in 
time of war. For this purpose the recruits of 
the army should be obtained from the young, 
ambitious and energetic sons of patriotic cit- 
Izens,andthe army should cease to be the 
refuge of the inefficient, indolent and wander- 
Ing element of the country. 

The recruits should be furnished from all 
parts ofthe Union in proportion to the popu- 
lation, to serve as a rule only one enlistment, 
and then be returned to their homes to serve 
as officers in the event of war, and as instruc- 
torsfor the state military organizations in 
time of peace. Ourarmy is an expensive and 
necessary feature of our government, and I 
know of no adequate return for its cost in 
time of peace that would equal the prepara- 
tion for war of a corps of officers. 

If there is any valuein the twoor three 
hours’ weekly service of officers at present 
serving as professors of military science on 
what is known as college details, orin the en- 
campments of national guards under the 
guidance and instruction of an army officer, 
these means for the Cissemination of military 
knowledge can bearcomparison with what 
our army would accomplish by the enlistment 
and instruction of competent young men as 
herein suggested. The support of the govern- 
ment to this end would raise the standing of 
the enlisted men at once to one of respectabil- 
ity and secure the enlistment of the proper 
material, which cannot now be obtained in 
view of the low estimation which the average 
tiviiian entertains for the soldier in time of 
peace. 

It would also give a distinctive and republi- 
can character to ourarmy, which I regard as 
very essential under our form of government. 
We cannot hope to popularize the army so 
long as we ape the methods and details of 
European armies, and there is no necessity 
for so doing. The probable speedy disappear- 
anceof dangerfrom Indian wars gives im- 
portance to the consideration of other lines of 
duty for the army to justify its maintenance. 


A Matter of Form. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 13.—The supreme 
courtof the United States met forthe 
October term yesterday. Three of the 
justices were absent from thecourt. The 
only business transacted was the admis- 
sion of applicants to practice before the 
court, and au announcement by Justice 
Field that the most important of the cases 
advanced for argument next Monday were 
postponed till the second Monday in 
November. The court then adjourned 
and went in a body to pay its respects to 
the president. 


Movement of Silver. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 13.—The issues of the 
standard silver dollars from the mints 
during the week ending Oct. 10 was $899,- 
2. The issue during the corresp»nding 
period of last year amounted to $1,331,498. 
The shipments of fractional silver coin 
since Oct. 1 aggregated $8J2,830. The 
shipment of fractional silver coin during 
the corresponding period of the preced- 

ing year amounted to $588,838. 


Desertion Cases are Too Numerous. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 13.—The president 
bas made the following endorsement on 
an application of Aaron Reynolds of New 
York for removal of the charge of deser- 
tion by an executive pardon: 

Noaction at present. If further relief is 
to be given those charged with desertion, it 
should be by an act of congress. It is im- 
possible for the president to examine and pass 
nthis way upon the multitude of cases that 
will be presented.

THAT $1,000 SALARY 


An Investigation of the 
Duties. 


Constant Attention of the Janitor 
Required. 


The Rules in Full—What Some of the 
Other Janitors Receive, 


Much has been said since the meeting of 
the school board last week about the 
salary it voted to pay the janitor of the 
Willard school building,and as there seems 
to be a difference of opinion as to whether 
$1,000 per year is a large sum to pay for 
this building, the LEDGER man made a 
visit to inspect the building and see how 
much work the janitor has to do. 

The rules require that the temperature 
of the building shall be 70 degrees at 8.30 
o’clock in the morning and in order to do 
this, the janitor claims he has to get there 
at 5 o'clock in the morning. He is also 
supposed te look after the boys in the play 
room until school opens, at recess, and for 
fifteen minutes after school closes. 

The basement is swept three times a 
week, the several rooms in the building 
twice a week, the stairways and entries 
once a day, the front steps twice a day and 
the large hall overhead once a week. 

Twice a year the windows throughout 
the building have to be washed both inside 
and outside. Twice a week he must climb 
to the cupalo and wind the gong, and in 
the winter after a snow storm he must 
have a wide path cleaned from the building 
to the street. 

The heating and veftilating apparatus 
in the building consists of 


Eight Heaters 


And four stack heaters. The heaters are 
run only in cool weather but the stack 
heaters are run every day throughout the 
year, except during vacation. The Smead 
company claim that to run these in proper 
manner wil! require not less than 160 tons 
of coal, the most of which has to be 
wheeled from the bins to the furnaces. 
At short intervals the janitor is required to 
visit the several rooms in the building to 
see that the temperature is right. 

Besides the above there are always more 
or less minor matters which the janitor is 
supposed to attend to, so that his time is 
pretty well taken up. Mr. Walsh claims 
that it is impossible for one man to do the 
work and he has the constant assistance 
of another man whom he has to pay out 
of his own salary. 

Mr. Suckling kindly accompanied the 
LEDGER man through several of the rooms 
which looked neat and clean and gave evi- 
dence that the janitor was doing his work 
as required. 

Although not acquainted with this kind 
of work, it does not seem to the writer, 
taking all things into consideration, that 
$1000 is an exorbitant sum to pay, but it 
seems large when compared with the 
amount paid the other janitors of the city, 
take for instance the Adams and High 
school buildings, both of these buildings 
are under the charge of Mr. Turner. 


In the Adams Building 


There are 10 rooms and 3 in the High, but 
the combined compensation received is but 
$575. It does not seem as though there 
was $400 more work in the Willard than in 
these two buildings and the only conclusion 
to be reached is, that if $1,000 is a fair sal- 
ary for the Willard, Mr. Turner is not re- 
ceiving the compensation he should for the 
care of his two buildings. However, as 
the majority of the school board believe in 
paying a man according to the amount of 
work done and the matter of janitor’s sal- 
ary has been referred toa committee it is 
more than probable that all will receive a 
lift. 

For the benefit of the public we publish 
the following rules by which the janitors 
are governed: 


1. To sweep the entries and stairways 
daily if required by the principal, also 
rooms and outhouses three times a week. 

2. To dust the furniture thoroughly as 


often as rooms are swept; the windows, 
wall and ceiling as frequent as necessary to 
keep them in good order. 

3. To clean the building throughout 
during the summer vacation, including the 
floors and windows (the windows oftener if 
necessary). At the commencement of the 
fall term the building and premises shall be 
in perfect order. 

4. To build the fires in season to have 
the thermometor at 70 at 8.30 o'clock. To 
carry fuel sufficient for the day to the sev- 
eral rooms where stoves are used. To vis- 
it the rooms at the noon intermission, to 
regulate the fires and to clean the stoves 
and keep them in good order. 

5. To use the coal economically, to 
screen the ashes thoroughly and use the 
screenings on the fires. 

6. To keep the cellar and outbuildings 
neat and clean, the yards free from weeds 
and rubbish, the approaches to the school 
house and outbuildings free from snow and 
ice. 


7. To receive all fuel furnished for the 
schools, to see that it is correct in quantity 
and quality and report the weight or mea- 
sure to the superintendent of schools. 


8. To take every precaution to avoid ac- 
cidents or fire. 


9. To perform other reasonable duties 
in connection with the schools at the re- 
quest of the principal, not exceeding one 
hour per week. 


10. The janitors in the performance of 
their duties are under the direction of the 
principals. 


SIDEWALKS! SIDEWALKS!! 
What is Being Done to Secure These at 
Wollaston. 

Councilman Sherman may well be called 
a crank on the question of sidewalks, but 
asthe use of the crank is to make the 
wheel go around, soe by his energy and 
perseverance he has evoluted the Beale 
street abutters in Ward Five from muddy 
grass grown paths to dry and clean ground 
with granite edgestones. 

Commencing with Mr. George F. Pink- 
ham, who has land just back of the hotel, 
the affirmative response followed the re- 
quest with that readiness to assist in public 
improvement which has marked every act 
of Mr. Pinkham’s since he started the 
beautiful village of Wollaston ; he builds 
to Arlington street. 

Mr. Charles Whittemore, formerly a 
citizen of Wollaston, builds one hundred 
feet on Beale street and over that amount 
on Farrington street. 

The Wollaston Land Co. builds from the 
corner of Safford street one hundred feet 
towards Taylor street. 

Mr. Sherman builds from Arlington 
street west 115 feet; in front of the 
Knights of Honor building, sixty-five feet ; 
from the Unitarian church to Safford street 
170 feet, and from Taylor street east, 115 
feet. 

Thus, a good dry sidewalk is provided 
for from Taylor street to the rear of the 
hotel, with the exception of about 150 
feet in front of two estates. These are the 
property of one of Wollaston’s most 
generous citizens, who has not said ‘‘no” 
to this request. It is believed that he will 
do as the others have done, and thus assist 
in one of the most needed improvements 
that Wollaston has received since Mr, 
Corthell graded and sodded the old gravel 
bank at the corner of Grand View avenue 
and Beale street. 

Let the good work go on ; let Wollaston 
see what a blessing a good sidewalk is, and 
then there will be no trouble in securing 
appropriations for these long needed im- 
provements.

Farmer Whalen Murdered and 
Horribly Mutilated. 


TWO MOTIVES ASSIGNED 


To Show That William Coy, Who is Now 
Committed the Crime. 
the Other the Greed 


Under Arrest, 


One is Jealousy, 
for Money—Berkshire Excited. 


PITTSFIELD, Mass., Oct. 14.—A murder 
of the most revolting kind was unearthed 
yesterday in the little town of Washing- 
ton, on the line of the Boston and Albany 
railroad, about twelve miles east of here. 
John Whalen’s body was discovered in a 
lonely wood half a mile south of the rail- 
road track by a Washington farmer. 

The news had been circulated through 


| the town of Washington,and quitea crowd 


| 


had gathered when the officers arrived. 
When the earth was removed 
A Horrible Sight 
met the eyes of the spectators. The body 
of John Whalen was found in a nude state, 
covered simply by a flannel shirt which 
hung to his wrists, showing that it had 
been pulled off over his head. Medical ex- 
aminer Paddock made an examination of 
the body, found that the skull had been 
broken in, evidently with some blunt 
instrument, probably the back of au 
sxe. The blow must have been a tremen- 
dous one,as pieces of the skull were driven 
into the brain. The throat was cut in such 
a manner as toindicate that it was done 
with an axe, as the head was almost sev- 
ered from the body. The legs had been 
cut off above the knees and the medical 
examiner thought the bones were 
Cat Off with a Saw. 

The legs were on top of the body. 

The mutilated body was taken ont of 
its lonely grave and turned over to the 
selectmen of Washington, and friends of 
the murdered man were notified. It was 
dark last night before the body reached 
the village, and there wus great excite 
ment among the citizens of that little 
rural town. 

William Coy, who has been arrested, 
charged with the murder, kas been a horse 
ear driver in Westfield for some weeks, 
where he lives with his wife. There was 
found upon Coy the watch of Whalev. He 
went so far as to tell Detective Pease that 
Whalen gave him the watch and $100 in 
money, which he had spent. 

Indications point strongly to Coy as the 
murderer. 

Whalen was 30 years old, and a single 
mao. During the present summer he 
boarded with Coy and his wife at Wash- 
ington, and worked on the Boston and 
Albany. He disappeared on Aug. 29, and 
his friends have been looking for him 
since; in fact, searching parties have been 
all over the country, but found no trace of 
him. 

When he disappeared he had §250, and 
probably more, in bis possession. He was 
last seen at the railroad station at Wash- 
ington the night of Aug. 29, about 8 
o’clock, in company with Coy. It is not 
positively known whether he had been 
drinking or not,but he probably had been. 
The startlingjevidence developed that 
Whalen Was Murdered in Coy's House 
probably after he had gone to bed. The 
mattresson which he is supposed to have 
slept had had the pieces cut out of it, evi- 
dently with anaxe. Two motives are as- 
sigued to show that Coy is the probable 
murderer. One reason is that he was jealous 
of Whalen, who, it appears, wassomewhat 
intimate with his wife, and the couple in 
August planned an elopement. Whalen 
collected $250 due him, packed his trunk 
with Mrs. Coy’s clothes and his own. and 


announced his intention of going to Mich- | 


igan. Aug. 28 Mrs. Coy left home, arrang- 
ing to mett Whalen in Troy the following 
Monday. She spent Friday night at West 
Becket, went to Albany Saturday, stop- 
piug at the Globe hotel until Monday 
morning, when, as she was about to take 
the train for Troy, she came face to face 
with her husband. 

She accompanied him home, and found 
Signs of a Row in Whalen’s Bedroom. 


The walls were spattered with blood 
and there was blood on the sheets 
and a waist in the room. Two 


large pieces were cut from the mattress, 
a pillow was cut out and a 
piece cut from the carpet on the floor. 
These she showed to Mrs. Eliza Geer, her 
nearest neighbor. 

The day after her return she moved to 
Mrs. Geer’s house, telling the latter that 
she could not sleep in her own. she re- 
mained there two weeks, then moved to 
Westfield, where her husband went to 
work driving a street car, and where he 
was arrested. 

The other possible motive is that Coy 


committed the deed to obtain Whalen’s | 


money. 

It is one of the most shocking murders 
that has ever taken place in Berkshire 
county, equalling the celebruted Beck- 
with tragedy that took place some years 
ago at Austerlitz. 


A Wasted Life Ended.

And Possible Loss of Lives by a Harri- 
cane Off the British Isles. 


Lonpbon, Oct. 14.—A severe storm raged 
yesterday through England, Wales, Ireland 
and southern Scotland. Tel phic com- 
munication was interrup in many 
places. The storm flooded the lowlands of 
northern Wales, causing great damage. 
A number of tents on the race track at 
Fazeley were overturned, and many per- 
sons were severely injured. 

The storm was specially severe along 
the English channel. The Downs is full 
if vessels, which anchored there for safety. 
At Hastings heavy seas swept over the 
promenade, and the damage there and at 
other watering places will be enormous. 

A Norwegian bark went ashore off Dor- 
setshire, and went to pieces. Her crew 
was rescued. A French brig was stranded 
near Falmouth and also went to pieces. A 
Norwegian vessel was wrecked off Kear- 
ney, Ireland. Several collisions occurred 
in the Thames, and many vessels there 
were drivenv ashore. : 

The gale assumed the force of a hurri- 
cane at midnight. A large number of 
coasters have been lost. 

The valleys of the Severn and the Dee 
and the low-lying parts of the midland 
counties are flooded. A huge structure at 
Brighton, prepared for a wild west show, 
was destroyed. At York the roof of a cir- 
cus was blown off, killing a boy.

He 
said that the ground on which the build- 
ing stands had never known private own- 
ership. The first missionary society in 
Massachusetts was that of Berkshire 
county and Columbia county, New York, 
formed in 1708. He was glad that so un- 
usual n number, more than sixty of the 
active and retired missionaries and over 
100 thevlogical students, were guests. He 
praised Dr. Storrs’ agency in harmonizing 
the board. 

Dr. Storrs responded, recalling the fact 
that the board was essentially started in 
this county, in the world renowned hay- 
stack prayer in Williamstown.

Now there is great improvement in 
respect both to money and men. 

“Staud up for Jesus” was then sung, 
after which a committee on nominations 
was appointed by Dr. Storrs, and those on 
arragements and business were elected. 

An outline of the report of the pru- 
dential committee on the home depart- 
ment was real by Secretary Alden.

Over 20 timesin twenty states of the Union. 
Of our 2000 churches in this great interior 
three-fourths bave less than 100 members 
each; more than half less than 50. Here are 
most of our some missionary churches.

The result has been a marked 
increase in public interest. Besides these the 
churches were invited to hold simultaneous 
meetings, and the result has been very good. 

The report closed witha detailed com- 
parison of receipts from donations with 
those of former years, which shows that 
the donations of this year have grown 
Steadily, month by month, toa total of 
84. 463.78, a gain over last year of $66,- 
542.04, and of $92,715.70 over the average 
for the last five years. 

Adding legacies ($206,458.41, a gain over 
last year of $6,656.30, and above the annual 
average of the last two years by $65,875.57) 
we have total gifts and legacies of 2690,- 
242.19, a gain over last year of $75,198.34, 
and over the average of the last five years 
of $158,091.27. Adding income from gen- 
eral permanent fund, the total from gifts 
and legucies for the year is $701 417.65. 
With the $40,000 appropriated from the 
Swett bequest, and $80,907.85 from that of 
Mr. Otis, the committee have had at their 
disposal $824,812.59, 

In conclusion the report says: 

Next year, since the Swett bequest is almost 
exhausted, $120,000 over the donations of this 
year will be needed if we are not to fall be- 
hind the scanty appropriations maae this 
year; ‘$200,000 increase in gifts is the pressing 
need just now. We have almost reached the 
half million to which we have looked forward

And “Cabinet Makers’ are Correspond- 
ingly Busy—Seccetary Proctor’s Seat 
and Many Other Important Offices to 
Re Filled After November Elections, 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 14.—Itis the waiting 
time in Washington. Congressmen and 
office-seekers have been notified that they 
must wait for their decisions until after 
the November elections. The shutters on 
the shop of patronage are closed until that 
date. Many anxious people will be kept 
waiting, for there are many offices 
to be filled. Chief among these are 
those of the nine judges of the 
new circuit court, who are ex- 
pected to relieve the overcrowded calen- 
dar of the supreme court. There are also 
two vacancies in the interstate commerce ! 
commission, caused by the resignation of | 
the president of the commission, and by | 
the death uf Commissioner Bragg. 

There is also a vacancy on the bench 
of the United States court of claims, for 
which Colonel Gilkerson of Pennsylvania 
is still warmly urged not only by Penn- 
sylvania senators and representatives, but 
also by several members of the cabinet, 
but which is now regarded as more likely 
; tobe filled by a western candidate. Of 
| ven more importance than any of these is 
the vacancy which will be caused in the 
cabinet in November by the appointment 
of Secretary of War Proctor to be United 
States senator from Vermontin the place 
of Senator Edmunds. Moreover,upon this

such as the appointment @f Attorney Gen- 
eral Miller to one of the new judgeships; 
the transfer of Secretary Noble, either to

ASTRIDE A LIVE SHARK. 


DARING FEAT OF A CALIFORNIA SWIM- 
MING TEACHER. 


A Man's Sport with a Marine Monster. 
The Entire Harmiessness of a ‘Huge 
Basking Shark Amply Demonstrated. 
The Visitors No Longer Afraid. 


That a man should take a ride ona 
live shark's back, apparently with ‘all 
the delight of a wild cowboy breaking in 
an unruly mustang, would be difficult 
to believe unless circunstaticés were 
presented to verify it. Such an_occur- 
rence has really taken place, however, 
and at so short a distance from San 
Francisco that any doubting Thomas 
can easily satisfy himself by making a 
personal investigation. 

For the past few years the fishermen 
in the northern part of Monterey bay, 
near Santa Cruz. have been greatly 
annoyed by basking sharks These 
sharks, while in search of food, often 
Tun into the nets of fishermen, and 
in thrashing about and ‘trying to 
escape from the meshes which enfold 
them, tear the nets and injure them so 
that the fishermen at times suffer the 
loss of hundreds of dollars, Sometimes 
ashark struggles about so mach m the 
water as to wrap the nets around it in 
such a manner that escape is impossible, 
and the huge fish dies from the exhaus- 
tion produced by its wild efforts to get 
free. To extricate the dead fish from 
the nets it is sometimes necessary to tow 
it ashore, and to recover part of the loss 
sustained in the destruction of the nets 
the fishermen try out the liver of the 
shark and obtain a quantity of cheap 
but profitable oil 

AN OCULAR DEMONSTRATION. 

A huge basking shark about thirty or 
forty feet long became entangled in the 
nets of some fishermen off Soquel point, 
about four miles from Santa Croz. The 
shark, still alive and enfolded in the 
pets, was towed by the fishermen in 
boats to the wharf at Capitola Its ar- 
rival created great excitement among 
the visitors at that resort. The fact that 
sharks, any sharks, were neat the beach 
drove hundreds of bathers from the wa- 
ter, and people began to make up their 
minds to leave the place. No amountof 
assurance on the part of the proprietors 
of the hotel or the fishermen that bask- 
ing sharks were not man eatefs, and that 
many had been caught with no accident 
happening, conld entirély quiét the fears 
of the visitors, and bathing was almost 
given up. 

Some ocular demonstration, of the fact 
that a basking shark was harniless there- 
fore became necessary. Swimming 
Teacher Swanson, of the Capitola baths, 
then determined to give an: exhibition 
with the shark which should: convince 
the most timid. A perforfiance fol- 
lowed the like of which no man ever 
participated in before. Swanson put on 
a bathing suit and swam to the wharf 
where the partially exhausted monste: 
lay, still partly wrapped in the torn and 
tangled fishing nets. Slowly approach- 
ing the gasping yet enraged monster, a 
whale in size if not in species, Swanson 
swam close to its side, and then clamb- 
ered slowly on top, a modetately easy 
task to accomplish, as the shark lay 
almost entirely under water. Sitting 
astride the huge fish like a baby on an 
elephant, the bold swimmer shouted in 
triumphant derision at the several] hun 
dred people on the wharf, who had 
gathered to witness the strange per- 
formance. 

GOT USED To IT. 

His song of success was quickly cut 
short, for as soon asthe lazy shark real- 
ized it had gathered something more on 
its back it commenced to thrash about 
and threw Swanson off. Women in the 
crowd shrieked in fear and men held 
their breath in excitement. It.was hard- 
ly a minute, however, before Swanson 
appeared uninjured and laughitig’ out- 
side of the line of foam caused by the 
shark’s struggles. inv crowd on the 
wharf breathed more freely when they 
saw the man emerge from the seething 
waters and realized that he hail not been 
devoured, as they expected bim to be. 
The undaunted swimmer again went to 
the side of the shark, and once more 
mounted his marine steed. ‘The shark 
again showed its fear and anger-by shak- 
ing him off, but not so violently as be- 
fore. With great persistence. Swanson 
again climbed on to the monster. 

What seemed before to the many spec- 
tators a most foolhardy act, and but the 
courtship of certain death, now became 
a@ strangely comical sight. Swanson 
mounted the fish, and the shark becom- 
ing accustomed to its queer burden, 
merely rolled the man off each time he 
got on its back, simply turning lazily in 
the water and shaking himself. This 
‘was repeated several times, and the 
large crowd of people who came expect- 
ing to see the man killed and éaten de- 
parted laughing at the ludicrous ending 
of the performance. Swanson became 
the hero of the camp. Bathing was re- 
sumed and even more freely indulged in 
as a consequence of the exhibition, and 
no one can now be found in Camp Capi- 
tola who will admit that they fear a 
shark, or a baskingshark at least.—San 
Francisco Chronicle. :

THE STORM Which has been working up 
the coast for the past three days and of 
which the high winds we have been having 
from the eastward was the precursor, 
reached here late yesterday afternoon and 
continued throughout the night.

INHUMAN TREATMENT. 


A Dog Tied Behind a Train and Pulled 
Some Distance, 


A case of cruelty to animals is reported 
at Atlantic and the facts as gleaned by a 
LEDGER reporter are as follows: 

Ernest W. Borden of Braintree bas been 
at work for Louis Reynolds, who lives 
opposite the Atlantic depot, for a week or 
so past. A few days ago he brought home 
a female dog which he had picked up some- 
where in his travels. When Mrs, Rey- 
nolds learned the sex of the dog she told 
Borden he must get rid of the animal as 
she did not want her about the premises. 

Tuesday evening Borden took the dog 
and went out and upon his return said he 
had given him to two men at the depot, a 
few moments later the 7.20 train pulled 
into the depot and Borden again went out, 
and as the train started the people there- 
abouts were startled by a horrible shriek 
from the dog, who had been tied to the 
rear end of the train,and was being dragged 
along the track, The rear brakeman of 
the train saw the situation and cut the 
rope. Borden then took the dog and 
carried him into the house where he said 
he had thrown the dog over the fence and 
that caused his cries 

When Mr. Reynolds arrived home he 
learned of the occurrence and immediately 
discharged Borden, who purchased a ticket 
for Braintree and left on the next train. 

The animal was quite severely injured, 
and as she appeared to be suffering con- 
siderable the employes at the depot ended 
her misery by killing her. 

Borden, whose home is in Braintree, 
does not bear a very good reputation. He 
was arrested last July for malicious mis- 
chief and had his case continued, being at 
present out on probation. 

Officer Furnald, the agent of the Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals 
in this city, is investigating the case. 


STONE IN LITIGATION. 


Too Big to Pass Through Canal Locks, 
it is Sent Back. 


A suit has been brought in Brooklyn by 
Japes M. Williams, a canal boat owner, 
against the Hollowell Granite Company to 
recover $200 as damages for failure to ful- 
fila contract, and the granite company 
has brought a counter suit of $1,300. The 
differences between them grew out of a 
huge block of granite, 20 by 18 feet, which 
was to be shipped from Maine, where the 
company has its quarries, to Chicago, as a 
stone of that size could not be found near- 
er the prairies of the West. It was to form 
the base of the monument for ‘Long 
John’ Wentworth of Chicago. When the 
block was brought to New York city it was 
transhipped toa canal boat belonging to 
Mr. Williams, to be carried through the 
Erie Canal. When it reached there it was 
found that the sides of the huge stone were 
chipped against the walls of thelock. The 
boat had to be sent back to New York, 
and, after the stone had been set up on 
edge, it was carved. The suits grew out of 
the delay and failure to fulfil contracts.— 
Journal,

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WILL DELAY THE RETURNS. 


New Rules for Counting the Votes at an 
Election. 


The Secretary of State has issued a cir- 
cular to election officers, defining a uniform 
plan of counting the ballots, as required by 
the last Legislature. An abstract follows: 


“Before opening the ballot box for the 
removal of ballots the presiding election 
officer will divide the election officers in 
partisan groups, and designate the super 
vising election officers for each group, viz. : 
Two Democrats to count and make tally of 
votes, with a Republican to inspect or 
supervise; two Republicans to count and 
make tally of votes, with a Democrat to 
inspect or supervise. 

When the presiding election officer counts 
the ballots from the ballot box the election 
officers under his direction will count the 
ballots into blocks of fifty, the first count 
being verified by asecond count. The pre- 
siding election officer shall cause the blocks 
of ballots with the appropriate tally sheets 
to be given out to the canvassing officers, 
who shall make an accurate count and tally 
of all the votes cast for each candidate on 
each ballot, One officer will call the names 
voted for, begiuning with the office at the 
head of the left hand page of each ballot 
and reading down each page in turn, while 
another officer will mark in the first blank 
space to the right of the name voted> 

When the count of a block of ballots is 
completed and proved the ballots will be 
replaced in the envelope, with the flap of 
the envelope turned in on top of the bal- 
lots, the tally sheet shall be signed by the 
counting and supervising election officers, 
and the block of ballots and tally sheet re- 
turned to the presiding election officer. 

The presiding election officer will cause 
the second count aud tally of each block of 
ballots to be made as scon as possible, in 
the same manner as the first canvass, but 
by election officers of another political 
party. 

Upon the completion of the separate 
canvasses of each block of ballots, the pre- 
siding election officer will forthwith com- 
pare the results of such separate canvasses, 
and, if they agree, the results will be re- 
corded on the ‘total vote’’ sheet; if they 
disagree, the canvass will immediately be 
revised by the officers who canvassed such 
block of ballots until an agreement is 
reached; then the results will be recorded 
on the ‘‘tutal vote’’ sheet.”’ 


NUT ISLAND. 


A Brief and Interesting Sketch of Quincy's 
Extremity. 


This Island so well known to the citizens 
of Quincy has lately been purchased by 
Real Estate Agent, George W. Morton, of 
a gentleman in California for Mrs. Augus- 
ta B. French wife of Joseph T. French of 
this city. Nut Island has been owned by 
members of the Spear family for many 
years. It is connected by a bar with 
Quincy Great Hill, the property of James 
Mears, which is fast becoming the most 
popular seashore resort south of Buston. 
On the eighteenth century charts this 
Island was sometimes called Houghs Tomb. 
It has always been known as a favorite 
gunning resort by our Quincy sportsmen. 
Thomas Morton the lord of ‘‘Merry 
Mount,” tells this little story of himself 
and Bubbles, the berated ‘‘Master of 
Ceremonies,”’ at Merry Mount. 

‘* Together, Bubbles and hee goes in the 
Canow to Nut Island for brants, and there 
his host makes a shotte and breaks the 
wings of mapy. Bubbles in hast and 
single handed, paddles out like a cow in a 
cage ; his host cals back to rowe two han- 
ded like to a pare of oares, and before this 
coulfbe performed, the fowles had time to 
swimme to their flockes, and so to escape ; 
the best part of the pray being lost, maid 
his host to mutter at him, and so to parte 
for that time discontented.” 

In 1876 Norman Niard hired this Island 
for the purpose of testing large guns. Still 
later, it has been used to burn vessels; 
the U. S. Frigates, Niagara and Brooklyn, 
having lately been burnt there. On the 
plans for a sewer for Quincy, this island 
has been selected for the outlet, but we 
doubt very much if the intelligent citizens 
of Quincy will ever vote to polute the 
waters of Quincy Bay by emptying a 
sewer therein.

At the Consecration of Phillips 
Brooks as Bishop. 


SIX HUNDRED CLERGYMEN 


Gee Their Beloved Brother Invested with 
Fall Powers as Bishop of the Protest- 


ant Episcopal Diocese of Massachu- 


setts—Story of the Service. 


Bostoy, Oct. 15.—Slowly from the chapel, 
down the north aisle of Trinity church, 
and up the broad center aisle, Phillips 
Brooks came yesterday. ‘“‘The bishop- 
elect and his attending presbyters,”’ this 
was the way that it was put down in the 
order of services, and many in the church 
must have felt the beauty of the associa- 
tion of these presbyters. They were his 
brothers, Reverend Arthur Brooks of the 
Church of the Incarnation in New York, 
and Reverend John C. Brooks of Spring- 
field, Mass. 

Slowly, preceded to his place—a pew iu 
the body of the 
church—by the 
vestry and war- 
ders of Trinity, 
the former rector 
of Trinity came 
ani sat during 
Bishop Potter's 
sermon, after the 
holy communion 
service. 

Outside was a 

gray day. There 
was quietness in 
the air. The ivy 
over the church 
was green still, 
with only here 
and there the 
brilliant touch of |{ ¢ /4f; / 
richer maturity, a BISHOP BROOKS. 
glow of deeper color. Palms all about the 
church, the city’s modest effering of honor 
for the day and the man, sent in the name 
of the city of Boston by the mayor. 
The Presence of Six Hundred Clergymen 
about the chancel rail; the profound seri- 
ousness of aday beyond compare in the 
history of deep feeling in our city, the si- 
lence of a great congregation whose feel- 
iug was almost a part of the service—all 
of these are incommunicable things in the 
pageant whose outer story may be most 
simply told. 

After the Gloria Tibi came the mission- 
ary chant, with the stanzaof praise to 
close: 

To Father, Son and Holy Ghost, 

The God whom earth and heaven adore, 

Be glory as it was of old, 

Is now and shall be evermore. 

Bishop Potter’s sermon was most im- 
pressive. There were many moments in it 
the impression of which can be conveyed 
beyond the walls of Trinity only in the 
memory of those who heard the tones and 


felt the personal note beyond the power of 
oratory, notably when Bishop Potter 
spoke of the days of their youth together, 
and when his voice thrilled upward al- 
most to breaking as he spoke the words 

“I Love You Through and Through” 
tothe one he was welcoming also intoa 
nearer brotherhood. 

The formai presentation of the elected 
bishop, the reading of the certificate of 
election and the canonical testimonial, the 
consents of the standing committee and 
of the bishops, were to the congregation 
like an organ prelude. Then came the 
promise of conformity, repeated in a very 
low voice after Bishop Williams: 

I, Phillips Brooks, chosen bishop of the 
Protestant Episcopal church in Massachu- 
setts, do promise conformity and obedience to 
the doctrine, discipline and worship of the 
Protestant Episcopal church in the United 
States of America. 

_ There was a pause. Phillips Brooks 
lifted his face with a quick, characteristic 
movement, and looking upward, uttered 
clearly and fervently, “‘So help me God.” 
There was au accent of emphasis, too, in 
the first answer to the first question, “Are 
you persuaded that you are truly called,” 
etc. The answer, “I am so persuaded,” 
was given. 

“I Am Truly Persuaded,” 

while the answerer’s eyes were dark witn 
emotion, not shown by voice or manner, 
but in that fervent upward glance seen by 
the few. There are seven more of these 
short answers, closing with the promise of 
the bishop to show himself by God’s help 
“gentle and merciful for Christ’s suke to 
poor and needy people and to all strangers 
destitute of help.” 

The litany and suffrages, the music of 
the anthem, the disappearance of Bishop 
Brooks and his return, wearing the rest of 
the Episopal habit in black and white; the 
Veui Creator Spiritua repeated above him 
kneeling, and the ordinance of 

The Laying on of Handg, 
with the adjuration to remember to “stir 
up the grace of God’ given him by the 
imposition of hands—the ceremony moved 
on toits close. The new offertory anthem 
during the collection for missions, the 
singing of the Sanctus and the Euchar- 
istic hymn and the Gloria in Excelsis and 
the strong and fitting musical expres- 
sion of all that had gone before, and the 
long service was at an end with the last 
stanza from the hymn, ‘For All the 
Saints”— 
But lo! there breaks a yet more glorious day; 
The saints triumphant rise in bright array; 
The King of Glory passes on his way. 
Alleluia!

Speaker Reed Came Next 


and after general remarks on, Governor 
Russell’s New York speech he passed to the 
silver question and discussed it in very 
much the same way as Mr. Lodge has 
done in recent speeches. 

In relation to the subject of American 
commerce being driven from the seas Mr. 
Reed said: 

It is true our foreign marine has dwindled 
from 2,500,000 tons In 1881 to less than 1,000,000 
today. Thisis nota matter for outcry. Itisa 
matter for examination. To begin with, I 
suppose our ships must take as much money 
as the shipsof foreign nations, for our cap- 
tains must be bright as any. They can 
certainly wake no more. Why is it, then, 
that our ships  iminish and theirs increase? 
It must be that foreign nations are contented 
with the profits they get,and our people are 
not. 

But the foreigner would not be contented 
with the profits of the sea if he could do better 
ashore. On the other hand, our people would 
be contented with the sea profits if the shore 
profits were noi better. In other words, the 
Zereigner stays in the business because he can- 
not do better ashore, and our people go out of 
it because they can do better ashore. 

When I se reat corporations in this coun- 
try, maintair directly or indirectly, steam- 
ship lines which pay no dividend, simply be- 
cause their general business requires it, I have 
always felt that this nation might takea les- 
son and help our shipping in the furtherance 
of our general business. We Republicans have 
always been ready to aid ourshipping. The 
only remedy Democracy ever offered is to dis- 
mantle our shipyards and buy our ships 
abroad? If we cannot run our ships to a profit 
which we already have, how shall we run 
those we buy? 

I wish to close with a few practical sugges- 
tions. Eversince lLave been in public life 
the Demecracy have been clamoring for revi- 
sion of the ta There has never been a mo- 
ment of time when they were ready to leave 
the business of the country free from their at- 


as 


tacks. We have revised the tariff twice under 
their clamor, andthey seem worse and more 
unhappy than ever before. Every man who 
bears me knows that no tariff for r--enue only 
is possible witLout the greatest p le change 


in this country, .ts sentiment anu ts houses 
of legislation. How would it do tu try a short 
period of net revising the tariff? 

If the Democracy would give less of its time 
to prophecy, which never gets fulfilled, and 
more time to observation of what is before 
their faces, this country would have more 
peace and their orators would do more real 
service to the people.

‘A CROWD LOOKED ON 


While Andrew Butterfield Was 
Being Beaten to Death. 


OHARLES COLBY ARRESTED 


And Will Have to Answer to the Charge 
of Murder—-The Murdered Man Uad a 
Good Reputation—Story of the Assault 
Was Kept Secret. 


Concorp, N. H., Oct. 16.—Andrew J. 
Butterfield, a lumber dealer and well- 
known citizen of Rowe’s Corner iu Hook- 
sett, died yesterday from injuries received 
inaquarrelin a notorious road saloon 
about a mile below Rowe's Corner, on a 
highway to Manchester. 

The fracas occurred on Sunday after- 
noon last. The saloon is owned by Charles 
Colby,at whose hands Butte field received 
his fatal injuries. There were present in 
the saloon at the time of the quarrel a half 
dozen or more other persons, all of whom 
were witnesses to the brutal attack made 
upon Butterfield. Even uider these cir- 
cumstances the authorities have not yet 
been able to unravel the particulars of the 
crime. 

It is stated thata man namel Hunt of 
Hooksett instigated the trouble. Angry 
words were passed between several of the 
party, particularly between Colby and 
Butterfield. Itis understo:d that all of 
the parties had been drinking, but friends 
of Butterfield claim that he was not intox- 
icated. Colby at length became enraged 
at a remark of Butterfieid and ordered him 
toleave the saloon. Butterfield did not 
start to leave immediately, whereupon 

Colby Attacked Him savagely, 
striking and pounding him in a fearful 
manner. Finally Butterfield went out of 
the saloon and walked on to the piazza 
connecting the saloon with Colby’s house. 
In a few minutes Colby went out on tothe 
piazza and, it is allege, renewed his at- 
tack upon Butterfield, kicking him vio- 
lently several times in the abdomen. 

A singular feature of the fight, in which 
Butterfie d defended himself as well as he 
could, was that not one o/ the bystanders 
offered to protect him or to draw Colby 
away from his victim. Finally Butter- 
field fell on the floor of the piazz.. bleeding 
and unconscious. The crowd then seemed 
to realize the nature of the tragedy that 
had been enacted, but too late to be of any 
assistance to the victim. A team was 
procured, and Butterfield was conveyed 
to his home, where he failed gradually un- 
til death occurred. 

As soon as he recovered consciousness he 
remarked to his family, “Colby has fixed 
me now, and I will never leave my bed.” 
That was the only remark that Butterfield 
made after he was brought home from the 
saloon. 

The selectmen of Hooksett, were not no- 
tified of thetragedy until the afternoon, 
and when they arrived at the Butterfield 
house it was too late to take an ante-mor- 
tem statement. After Butterfield’s death 
his body showed the 

Marks of the Terrible Injuries 
he had received. There were numerous 
discolorations and a large swelling upon 
the abdomen. 

Colby made no attempt to escape, and is 
making little or no talk about the tragedy. 
He has admitted that he pounded and 
kicked Butterfield, but said that he did 
not mean to kill him. Colby is 41 years 
old and has a wife and one child. He has 
been running his saloon about nine 
months. 

A physician was called Wednesday for 
the first time, when Dr. Canney of Man 
chester visited Butterfield and examined 
him. Yesterday Dr. Canney said that But- 
terfield’s 'eath wasthe result of kicks he 
received from Colby. The victim was 56 
years old, a native of Merrimack, and 
formerly kept a hotel in Auburn. He had 
resided in Rowe’s Corner seven years. He 
wasa widower and had five childen. 

The deceased was well known in busi- 
ness circles and was a man of property and 
standing in the town. His neighbors say 
that be was 

A Good Citizen, Not Quarrelsome, 
and not drinking to excess. Those persons 
with whom a reporter conversed at Rowe's 
Corner said that the sympathy of the 
place was strongly in favor of Butterfield. 

Colby was arrested last evening by 
Deputy Sheriff Flanders of Suncook. He 
took his arrest very calmly and cave the 
officer no trouble. Sheriff Flanders was 
accompanied by Daniel B. Donovan of 
Concord, solicitor for Merrimac county. 
Colby was taken to Hooksett, where he 
will be arraigned and afterward committed 
to jail in Concord. The complaint was 
sworn out by Selectman Carbel of Hook- 
sett, and Colby is charged with wilful 
murder. m 

Among those present during the quarrel 
in the saloon were David Butterfield, a 
brother, and Martin Butterfield, a nephew 
of the victim, and also John Colby, a 

brother of the prisoner. 

It is stated that Butterfield died at a 
little past 10 yesterday forenoon, and that 
the selectmen were not notified until the 
afternoon, and the delay in notifying the 
authorities is causing considerable talk in 
the town. The Butterfield house is an iso- 
lated farmhouse, situated at the junction 
of the forest road that follows the old 
railway roadbed, and what was formerly 
the Chester turnpike.

WRECK AND LOSS OF LIFE 


By the Barsting of «a Fly Wheel in a 
Mill at Manchester, N. H. 


MANCHESTER, N. H.,Oct, 16.—One of the 
most fearful accidentsin the history of 
Manchester occurred yesterday at the 
Amoskeag corporation, by which three 
persons lost their lives, four fataily and as 
many more seriously injured, and a large 
amount of property destroyed. 

The great fly-wheel attached toa mam- 
moth Corliss engine, which furnished 
power forfour big mills, exploded while 
running at tremendous velocity, tearing 
the three-story brick building all to 
pieces, ripping out two floors as if they bad 
been made of pastebourd, instead of brick 
and iron, and hurling pieces of metal 
weighing thousands of pounds hundreds 
of feet, in some cases over adjoining mills 
and into the river beyond. 

The engine was the largest in the state, 
ifnot in New England. It was of 2009 
horse power, built on the model cf the 
great Corliss engine at the centennial ex- 
position. 

Ambulances were soon on the scene and 
taking away the injured. Others were 
token away in backs to their homes. The 
body of Engineer Samuel! Bunker was 
found inthe wheel pit with his head 
smashed, The remains were taken out 
and carried to the engine room in No, 3 
mill. 

Emile Delane. a boy employed at No. 5 
mill, was taken from the nil! in a terrible 
condition. At the time of the accident he 
was sitting ona boxin No. 7 room of the 
mill in the top story. A piece of fly wheel 
came through the window, kuocking the 
timbers and filling boxes to pieces. A mass 
ef iron and timber struck the boy and 
knocked him fully ten feet into the room. 

Befors the work of rescuing the injured 
ones from the wreck could be begun, the 
steam gauges had to be shut off, as No. 7 
mill was so filled with escaping steam that 
the employes were takgn out through the 
opposite side of the mill by meaus of lad- 
ders. 

Mamie Kean, aged 21, and Mrs. Ida M. 
Gram died from injuries receivel. 

Injured—Lena French, Susie Brookings, 
Mary Richardson, Nellie Boardman and 
Emile Duane. Miss Brookings and Miss 
Richardson will probably die. 

The loss to the corporation will be sev- 
eral thousand dollars.

Lee, died at his home in Ravensworth, 
Fairfax county, last evening, aged 54. On 
receipt of the newsali the bells in this city 
were tolled. He had represented this dis- 
trict for two terms in congress and was a 
member elect of the next house. The 
cause of hisdeath was heart trouble and 
dropsy. 


A River Shert of Water. 

MONTREAL, Oct. 16.—Not for eighteen 
years has the water of the St. Lawrence 
been so low as at present. Steamers have 
experienced great difficulty in navigating 
the canals, and twenty-five have been 
obliged to lay up at Prescott to await a 
chance to get down with safety. The low- 
ness of the water is due to the fact that 


but little rain has fallen for six weeks, and 
that during the last few days there has 
been a steady east wind which has driven 
the water toward the lake. 


Long Public Career Ended by Death. 

LAWRENCE, Kan., Oct. 16.—Judge Law- 
rence D. Bailey died lLere yesterday, aged 
73. He came to Kansas from New Hamp- 
shire in 1857. He was a journalist and 
started The Kansas Farmer. He belonged 
to the Free Soil party, and was conspicu- 
ous in the stirring events in this state 
which preceded the civil war. He was 
elected a member of the first state supreme 
court, and he organized the state board of 
agriculture.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 16.—The trustees of 
the American university gave a reception 
last evening at the Arlington Hotel to the 
Methodist ecumenical conference.

A PROTEST FROM BISHOPS

Against a Recent French Government 


Order, Which, However, Will Be En- 


forced—Another Big Gale in Great 


Britain—Suffering in Russia. 


DUBLIN, Oct. 16.—The convention of the 
Irish National federation was held at 
Cavan yesterday. Tcere were numerous 
priests among the delegates Timothy M. 
Healy, in an address, said the members of 
the Irish National party are not concerned 
with eulogies over the dead, but with in- 
terests of the living. _Mr. Parnell had 
gone to his account, and those honoring 
his services to the nation thought that the 
best memorial would be to push on the 
work upon which he was engaged before 
the clouds intervened between his vision 
and the best goal of Ireland. Whatever 
happened, he would never apologize for 
doing what he could against Parnell when 
he found that the country’s 
manded Parnell to retire from the leader- 
ship of the majority. He hoped that dis- 
sensions would be interred in his grave. 
The note for renewed war came from the 
minority. The majority continued to be 
willing to overlook the act andjcalumnies 
of their opponents, because they were not 
fighting on personal questions, but na- 
tional ones. 


If Mr. Parnell knew where he was going | 


in opposing the majority, these men did 
not, nordid they know

If the minority felt urable to co-operate 
with the majority, let them resign their 
seats, giving way to men who are open for 
reunion. Their position was degrading,not

land, but inthe fact that they gloried in 
their infamy. Their party consisted of 
knaves and fools, for these men declarea 
that they despised Dillon and O’Brien. 

He hoped that O’Brien would now pub- 
lish to the world the whole story of the 
Boulogne nezotiations. If the letters and 
repeated Geclarations of Redmond and 
Harrington were published, he promised 
such an exposure as probably has never 
been known in regard to the public men 
and people of Ireland. Hecould forgive 
Parnell; indeed,he believed he had already 
forgiven him. But these men, pretending 
to be his political heirs and executors, had 
not the excuse of Purnell. They were act- 
ing solely in the interest of Dublin castle 
and the Orange lodges, whom the peonle 
hoped to cast outas ulcers on the boly 
politic. 


GREAT BRITAIN’S GALE. 


Fearful Weather Creates Great Havoe in 
and Arcund the Channel. 


LONDON, Oct 16.—The storm resumed its 


awful violence yesterday. London was 
deluged with rain, swept with fearful 
wind blasts, shaken by thunder and 
startled by flashes of the most vivid light- 
ning. 

Fearful weather is prevailing in the 
channel. The Boulogne packet boats are 


unable to put to sea. All along the coast 
the beach is strewn with wreckage, and at 
Dover, especially, a large quantity has 
been washed ashore. 

Many vessels have been scen driven 
helplessly past Dungenness light flying 
signals of distress. The local lifeboats 
were unable to be of any assistance to the 
distressed vessels owing to the speed at 
which they were being driven down the 
channel by the storm. 

An immense scaffolding erected about a 
building near Hyde Park gate collapsed 
under pressure of the hurricane, burying 
in its ruins a number of persons who had 
sought shelter beneath it. One person was 
fatally injured and many ladies received 
severe cuts and bruises.

FRENCH BISHOPS TIED DOWN, 


Action of Pilgrims at Rome Has Re-

Panis, Oct. 16.—At. a meeting of the 
cabinet, the protest of the archbishop 
of Reims and of the bishop of An- 
gers against the government order 
prohibiting bishops from leaving their 
diocese without permission from the 
government was discussed. The order 
which the distinguished ecclesiastics men- 
tioned complain of was issued asa result 
of the recent disorders at the Pantheon at 
Rome, before the tomb of King Victor 
Emanuel, where a Freuch visitor is said 
to have spat in the visitors’ book, and to 
have also written objectionable phrases 
therein. This action on the part of the 
pilgrims, it will be remembered, led to 
much disorder in Rome when the populace 
became aware of what had taken place.

When we receive Jesus as our Saviour we 
are immediately accepted in Him, and are 
washed, justified and sanctified, complete 
in Him (Eph. i, 6, 7; I- Cor. vi, 11; Col. ii, 
10), so that by His finished work we are 
made perfectly whole as to our standing 
before God and acceptance with God. But 
in reference to our state in this world and 
our daily life, we are constantly liable to 
contract defilement from without or be- 
come defiled by yielding to the sin that is 
within us, and therefore need this constant 
cleansing or washing of our feet as the part 
that comes in contact with theearth. It is 
the figure of one having bathed, but need- 
ing afterward to cleanse the feet.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 16.—The acting secre- 
tary of state has received a letter from the 
British minister at Washington which re 
fers to the great risk to human life shown 
to exist from the loose baling of American 
cotton intended for shipment, and calling 
| attention toa letter of Edward Atkinson, 
stating that American cotton is treated 
more dangerously than avy other great 
staple of any kind, or than any other kind 
of cotton in the world. Mr. Atkinson's 
letter explains how badly baled American 
cotton is liable to spoutaneous combus- 
tion. Correspondence with the secretary 
of the treasury shows that he has repeat- 
edly instructed customs officers to take 
such measures as may be practicable for

scribed by law for improper shipments of 
cotton.

OBSTACLES AHEAD 


Likely to Prevent the Proposed 
Conference with Canada. 


PAITH BROKEN BY TORIES 


fo Further Their Political Interests In 
the Dominion—Their Government Will 
Probably Be Overthrown Before Any 
Definite Result Could Be Reached. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 16.—Mr. Manley, 
postmaster at Augusta, Me., naturally is 
sought for information both as to the 
health and political, purposes of Mr. 
Blaine. All inquirers have gone away 
empty handed, except that they have 
heard that Mr. Blaine is rapidly improv- 
tng in health, and that the probability is 
that he will return to Washington and re- 
sume his duties as secretary of state dur- 
ing October.

Reasons for the Inference 
that the United Staies will not urgea con- 
ference with the pending Tory govern- 
ment in Canada: 

First—The conference was not sought 
by the United States, but by the Domin- 
ion. 

Second—The representatives of the pres- 
ant Dominion government have broken 
faith ina serious manner with the admin- 
istration with respect to the preliminary 
agreement fora conference, and to that 
end stands discredited. This breach of 
faith on the part of Sir Charles Tupper 
and his associates has been openly ad- 
mitted by them and justified as an expedi- 
ent resorted to atthe time for campaign 
use in Canada. It may be doubtful whether 
the present administration will desire to 
resume negotiations with those who have 
in such a flagrant manner broken faith 
with them. 

Third—The United States government 
may weil hesitate toenter into negotia- 
tions with the present Dominion authori- 
ties, for the very good reason that, in view 
of the present condition of politics in Can- 
ada and of recent occurrences, they have 
the right to inquire whether or not the 
present Dominion government is ina po- 
sition 

To Enter Into Obligations 
with the United States which it can carry 
out. Secretary Blaine is very likely to 
raise the puint that the Tory cabinet is not 
ina position to give assurances that it 
will continue in power. 

The President of the United States, if 
he shall consent to aconference with the 
Dominion commissioners, will do so with 
the knowledge that the Tory government 
holds power by a rapidly vanishing major- 
ity, and there are reasonable indications 
that it will be overthrown long before any 
result could be reached, in the event that 
aconference should be held. The presi- 
dent and the secretary of state may well 
presume that there is no power at present 
in Canadato negotiate for more liberal 
trade relations which can give any guaran- 
tee that it will be in power at the time 
when any arrangement which might be 
agreed upon would go into effect. 

It is as well known in Washington as it 
in Ottawa, that in the last test vote in the 
Canadian parliament the Conservatives 
could command 

A Majority of Only Fifteen. 

It is known here also that even at that 
time the Liberals, if they had chosen, 
could have obtained five or six votes more. 
The government here is kept well in- 
formed as to the rapidly changing condi- 
tions in Dominion politics, and President 
Harrisou knows as well as any one in Can- 
ada what the expectations are as tothe bye 
elections and also as to the probable ac- 
tion of the courts in vacating the seats of 
many Conservatives in the trial yet to be 
had on charges of bribery. 

Presideat Harrison kuows the attitude 
which Chapleau holds to the Dominion 
cabinet, and he has recently been advised 
that the masses of the French-Canadians, 
all other things being equal, will be better 
pleased to give their allegiance to one of 
their own race as the head of the Liberal 
party, M. Laurier, rather than to follow 
the Conservatives in the lead of an En- 
glishman.

Sold at Auction. 


The auction sale of two thousand shares 
of Old Colony railroad stock Wednesday 
was a success. The stock sold at one hun- 
dred and sixty-two and one-half Tuesday, 
and at one hundred and sixty-two, and one 
hundred and sixty-two and one-half 
Wednesday at the stock exchange. The 
terms were payment and delivery of certifi- 
cates on Friday. Messrs. Kinnicut and 
DeWitt of Worcester, bought fifty shares 
at one hundred and sixty-two and five- 
eighths, and two hundred shares at one 
hundred and sixty-two and one-half. W. 
S. Jewell secured fifty shares at one hun- 
dred and sixty-two and one-quarter. Mes- 
srs. Brewster, Cobb & Estabrook one bun- 
dred shares at one hundred and sixty-two 
and one-half, and Messrs. Lee, Higginsor 
& Co. took the balance of one thousand 
six hundred shares at the same figure. 
The last block was bought on orders. Af- 
ter the auction sale the stock rose to one 
hundred and sixty-five in open market. 

The total receipts by auction were three 
hundred and twenty-four thousand, nine 
hundred and ninety-three dollars and sev- 
enty-five cents, an average price of a shade 
under one hundred and sixty-two and one- 
half. The premium received by the com- 
pany was one hundred and twenty-four 
thousand, nine hundred and ninety-three 
dollars and seventy-five cents, less twelve 
dollars and fifty cents commission per hun- 
dred shares. By the Old Colony policy all 
of the premium goes into plant for the 
benefit of outstanding securities. To have 
raised the same sum by sale of stock at par 
would have required the issue of three 
thousand, two hundred and fifty shares. 
The stockholder of the present loses the 
premium in the shape of an extra dividend, 
but he saves the premium on the stock 
which he now holds as indicated by the 
market price. To sell by auction and put 
the premium into plant is to enrich the 
stock; to sell at par and give the premium 
to stuckholders is to impoverish the stock. 
It requires no further argument to demon- 
strate the advantages of the policy of sales 
by auction.—Her ald.

THE AMENDMENTS. 


Two Will be Voted Upon at the State 
Election. 
Two amendments to the constitution 


will be submitted to the voters Nov. 3, as 
follows: 

Shall the proposed amendment to the 
constitution relative to the qualification of 
voters for governor, lieutenant governor, 
senators and representatives, be approved 
and ratified ? 


Shall the proposed amendment to the 
constitution making a majority of mem- 
bers a quorum in each branch of the 
general court be approved and ratified ? 

The first if adopted will abolish the poll 
tax as a prerequisite for voting. The 
second would increase the number required 
to constitute a quorum in both branches of 
the Legislature. Now 16 of the 40 Senators 
make a quorum, and 100 of the 240 Repre- 
sentatives. 


Stone-Cutting Saw. 

French ingenuity has contrived an im- 
proved stone-cutting saw of remarkable ef- 
ficiency—a circular saw having its edges 
set with black diamonds in the same way 
as the straight blades, but as the strain on 
the diamond is all in one direction the set- 
ing can be made much firmer, says the 
New York Sun. Moreover, as the move- 
ment of the circular saw is far more rapid 
than that of the straight one, the effect of 
the diamond teeth is increased by the force 
of the impact upon the object to be cut 
without the exertion of more power in pro- 
pulsion. In order to keep this kind of saw 
at starting in perfect plane it is made to 
revolve between two pairs of guides, but as 
soon as the cut in the stone is deep enough 
to serve as a guide the temporary ones are 
removed, the consequence of this manage- 
ment being that the cut surface of the 
stone, instead of being wavy, so as to re- 
quire subsequent dressing to a plane sur- 
face, are straight and smooth, lacking only 
to be polished. The stone to be cut is 
pushed against the saw by a carriage simi- 
lar to that used in sawing wood, and the 
rapidity with which it is divided is very 
great. At one establishment where two 
saws are in use the green Alpine granite is 
sawed at the rate of nearly an inch a min- 
ute, hard marble at three inches a minute, 
and marble of moderate hardness, also of 
hard limestone, four inches a minute.

THE WATER QUESTION. 


A Comparison Which is Unfavorable to a 
Company Supply. 
To the Editor of the Ledger: 

Now that the subject of this city owning 
its own water supply is before the Council 
and likely to come before the people at the 
city election in December, let us compare 
the cost to thé city under the present 
arrangement with other cities that own 
their own works. 

Take Brockton for instance. 

According to the last annual city report 
the city had 38 9-10 miles of pipe in De- 
cember 1890, the smallest of which is 6 
inchesin diameter. Of this 12,948 7-10 
feet, or nearly 2 1-2 miles was laid in 1890. 
It has 336 hydrants. The total cost of 
construction to Dec. 1, 1890, is $508,081.56. 
To pay this the city has issued bonds to 
the amount of $488,000, bearing interest at 
3 1-2, 4 and 5 per cent. 

The total expense of the maintenance 
account for the year, including the salary 
of the three commissioners, was $3,585.90. 

The total receipts from faucet and meter 
rates, etc., (not including hydrants), was 
$30,364.78. This leaves a balance of 326,- 
778.88 to be applied to the payment of the 
interest on the bonds, which amounts to 
$20,375 perannump. The balauce, after 
paying this interest is applied to the sink- 
ing fund for the redemption of the bonds. 

The City Council makes are annual 
appropriation of $3000 for hydrants, and 
this is credited to the sinking fund. This 
sinking fund, Dec. 1, 1889, amounted to 
$84,024.36, and the interest on this to- 
gether with the premium on bonds sold, 
hydrant appropriation and balance from 
water rates, brings the fund Dec. 1, 1890, 
up to $103,000, which is invested wholly in 
Brockton Water Bonds. ‘This shows a 
net profit for the year to the city from its 
water works of $15,975.64, after paying the 
running expenses and interest on its bonds. 

Now let us look at Quincy. We have to 
buy our water of a private corporation, 
This corporation has, according to the

A Model for Gettysburg. 

Messrs. Beattie & Brooks are modelling 
a large panel for the monument of the 12th 
Regiment, New Jersey Volunteers at Ceme- 
tery Ridge, Gettysburg. The panel repre- 
sents a fight in which this regiment took 
part July 2, and 3, 1863. In the back- 
ground is a barn, from the windows of 
which the heads of a number of rebels are 
seen who are firing upon Uncle Sam's 
boys while they are driving the ‘‘ Rebels” 
from the barn. In the doorway of the 
barn there is a Union soldier who has 
been shotin his right arm, but with his 
left is dragging out a hatless ‘‘ Reb.”’ 

The panel which is a very handsome 
piece of work will be cast in bronze and 
will be placed on the monument which is 
being remodelled by Frederick & Field. 
The site where it will set is the exact spot 
on which the fight represented took place. 


Unitarian Canference.

The pure air is drawn in at 
the base of the building, and the foul air 
drawn away at the roof by means of me- 
chanical devices operated by a water motor. 
The heat is supplied through pipes con- 
nected with a sectional boiler.

Almost nothing could be learned there, 
for they knew little more than the bare 
fact that the head of the firm had killed 
himself. Mr. Evans left Boston last week 
to go fora short visit to his uncle, Brice 
S. Evans, the well known real estate 
ageut, at hissummer residence at Allens- 
town, near Suucook, N. H., and it was 
from there that the startling news came 
yesterduy, the message giving no details 
of the occurrence. 

The first impression of many people was 
that his death was due to financial re- 
verses, and it was rumored that at the af- 
ternoon session of the exchange the failure 
of the firm would be announced, It was 
scon settled, however, that the 

Firm is Perfectly Solvent, 
aud the market was not at all affected by 
the death of Mr. Evans. 

As soon as the firm received information 


that its senior partner had taken his life, 


its doors were closed for business for the 
day, and, although many persons called to 
express sympathy to his partners, there 
waa no excitement, and the customers of 
the house were satisfied that their ac- 
counts were all mght. ; 

Irving A. Evans was the son of Honor- 
able Alonzo H. Evans, president of the 
Five Cent Savings bank of Boston. Irving 
Evans passed his boyhood in Everett, then 
South Malden, where his family had long 
resided, and after receiving an education 
inthe schools of that town entered the 
service of the bank of which his father was 
president. He was appointed one of the 
tellers of the bank, and in that capacity 
won many friends. 

About twelve years ago Mr. Evans left 
the bank to go into the stock brokerage 
and in conjunction with George A. Doane, 
Jr., formed the house of Evans & Doane 
which immediately began a career on the 
stock board that gave it great prominence. 
Subsequently the partnership was dis- 
solved, Mr. Doane retiring. 

Mr. Evans has not been active of late, 
anc has been so despondent over his losses 
in the stock market as to have been 

Mentally Unbalanced 
the past few weeks. He was worth over 
a half a million of dollars.not a great 
while ago, but his continual losses in 
speculation, upon both sides of the ac- 
count, forced his practical retirement 
from the active field some months ago. 

A special to The Journal from Allens- 
town, N. H., says: Friday evening, which 
proved to be the last that Irving Evans 
was to have on earth, was, so far as every- 
thing outwardly could be judged, a very 
pleasant one at the Evans homestead. 
Although Irving had received a letter 
from his brother, asking him to come to 
Boston, he did not seem to bein the least 
disturbed over the request. He chatted 
happily, so far as could be seen, with his 
wife and aunt, and seemed to be looking 
forward to a life more free fron? earthly 
cares and troubles. He remarked that if 
he went to Boston his visit would be short 
and that he would soon return to Allens 
town. It was planned for Irving to goto 
Boston on an early train yesterday, and a 
man had been engaged to call for him at 
6:30 and carry him to Suncook to take the 
train. 

He arose yesterday morning at half past 
five. He partook of a light breakfast, but 
not lighter than usual. Afterward he 
completed whatever preparations were 
necessary for the preposed trip. His wife 
began to put on her wraps and, as the 
team had not arrived,Irving went out 
onto the sidewalk and while waiting 
walked up and down in front of the house 
several times. Soon afterward the aunt 
happened to look out of the window, and, 

Not Seeing Irving 

turned to his wifeand remarked: “I wonder 
what has become of Irving?’ His wife 
did not entertain any ideathat anything 
serious had oceurred; but as the time was 
approaching when it would be necessary to 
leave in order to catch the train, she 
thought she would go out on the lawn and 
ascertain where Irving was. In the mean- 
time the carriage had arrived. She asked 
the driver if he had seen her husband, and 
he replied that he had not. 

Soon after leaving the house the wife 
heard moans, but could not see anyone in 
the direction from which came the indica- 
tions of distress. She was soon joined by a 
young girlliving atthe home and the 
driver, and all hastened toward the en- 
elisure between the stable and a small 
building in the field used as a tool house. 

They Were Soon Horrified 

to find Irving reeumbent on the grass, ter- 
ribly wounded with pistol shots and the 
weapon lying onthe ground near him. His 
hat had been carefully placed on a ledge 
a few feet away. When discovered he was 
unconscious. John B. Batchelder, the 
driver, his son John and John Howe, a 
neighbor, carried Mr. Evans 
bed.

ask one of the men to raise him up. Soon 


after he was taken tothe house he again | 


became conscious, and remained so until 
a few moments before his death. 
Dr.Phillips of Suncook was summoned, 
but before he arrived the wounded man 
had passed away.

Of His Widely Quoted Phrase Concern- 
ing the McKinley Tariff Bill. 


New YoRK, Oct. 17.-An Ohio editor 
having written Mr. Blaine that the Demo- 
cratic papers were parading him as an cp- 
ponent of the McKinley bill, he replies as 
follows: 

Avausta, Me., Oct. 14, 1891. 
John Hopley, Esq., Editor of The Journal,

My Dear Srr—-You inform me that the 
Demoeratic paper in your tc wn, and many 
Democratic papers throughout Ohio, keep the 
following paragraph standing in type: 

But there is not a section or line in the en- 
tire bill (McKinley tariff) that will open a mar- 
ket for another bushel of wheat or another 
barrel of pork—James G. Blaine to Senator 
Frye, July 11, 1890, 

The sentence is garbled, andtaken from its 
proper connection. It creates a wrong im- 
pression. WhatI did say is the following: 
“Ido notdoubt that in many respects the 
bill pending in the senate is a just 
measure, and that most of its provisions are in 
accordance with the wise policy of protection; 
but there is not a section or line in the entire 
bilithat will open the market for another 
bushel of wheat or another pound of pork.” 

The ietter in which this paragraph occurred 
was written to Senator Frye on July 11, 1890, 
and the McKinley bill did not becomea law 
until Oct. 1, nearly three months after that. 

In my letter to Senator Frye I objected to 
the bill be se it did not contain a reciprocity 
clause 1 would provide a market for” 
wheat and pork, for other products of the 
farm, and for various fabrics, Before the bill 
was tinally passed the reciprocity clause was 
insertei and a large addition was made to the 
free list. It will, therefore, be seen from what 
I said in my letter that the objection which I 
made tothe McKinley bill was entirely re- 
moved before the bill became a law. Let me 
further say that the reciprocity clause has 
given ample market for many barrels of flour 
and many pounds of pork. Brazil some 
months since entered into a treaty by 
which many American articles are admitted 
free. Flour is made free,and pork is admitted 
ata nominal duty. Cuba and Porto Ricohave 
reduced the duty on flour from $5.80 a barrel 
to $1 (which gives us the market) besides put- 
ting nearly 100 articles of American produc- 
tion on the free list. San Domingo has madea 
reciprocity treaty with flour and pork upon 
upon the free list, besides a large number of 
other articles. 

Other treaties for reciprocity arein progress. 
Germany,without negotiating a formal treaty, 
has removed the prohibition on pork, and our 
government, in consideration thereof, has left 
This apens to us an 
entirely new market, and $15,000,000 to $20,000,- 
000 of American pork will be consumed per an- 
num, where nota pound has been taken for 
ten years. 

The reciprocity provision is proving very 
successful, especially in farm products and 
more particularly in the case of the two arti- 
cles mentioned in the paragraph quoted—flour 
and pork. Iam not, therefore, an opponent of 
the McKinley bill, as the "emocratic papers of 
Ohio are constantly all gig. On the contrary, 
I have cordially supporied it ever since it was 
perfected by the insertion of the reciprocity 
clause.

ALL HANDS BENEFITED. 


Uncle Sam Closes a Bargain with the 
Shoshenees and Arapahoes, 

CHEYENNE, Wyo., Oct. 17.—The commis- 
sion appointed by the secretary of the in- 
terior to negotiate with the Shoshenee and 
Arapahoe Indians of Wyoming, for a ces- 
sion of a part of the Wind River reserva- 
tion, has effected an agreement with the 
Indians, under which they cede to the 
United States 1,100,000 acres out of about 
2,000,000. For the lands ceded the Indians 
receive $600,000. Of this amofint all but a 
cash paymentof $50,000 will be put in 
funds for the benefit of the Indians, and 
the annual interest will be expended in 
the purchase aud maintenance of an In- 
dian cattle herd, in giving them irrigation 
ditches, schools and other things neces- 
sary to make the Indian self-supporting. 
The reservation is a fine sheep and cattle 
range. Coal and oil are found on the ceded 
lands, and there are indications of more 
valuable minerals. 


NOT ROOM ENOUGH IN ROME 


For the Italian Government and the 


Head of the Catholic Church. 


RoME, Oct..17.—The pope, in a note to 
the powers, says that the recent Pantheon 
disorders were of extreme importance, and 
insiststhat it is impossible for both the 
Italian government and the papacy to re- 
mainin Rome. These manifestations, he 
says, prove the Italian government’s in- 
tention to sequestrate the pope in the 
Vatican and not allow him free communi- 
cation with the Catholic world. He also 
calls attention to the demands of the ad- 
vanced groups to abolish the law of guar- 
antees. 


Governor Russell Answers Critics. 

New BrprForp, Mass., Oct. 17.—The 
Democrats held their first rally last even- 
at the Opera house. Governor Russell was 
first to speak. In his speech he reviewed 
the work of the Republican party during 
the past year, and answered many of the 
criticisms of the Republican orators on his 
acts and administration.

POLL TAX AMENDMENT. 


Exceptions Taken to the Statement Made 
Saturday. 
The following item appeared in a Boston 
daily and was copied into the LEDGER 
Saturday: 


The proposed amendment to the 
Constitution to abolish the poll tax as a 
prerequisite for voting, which is to be pre- 
sented to the people for acceptance at the 
state election, applies only to national and 
state officers, and not to city and town 
elections. Further legislation will be re- 
quired if itis to be extended to city and 
town officers. 

Exceptions have been taken to the state- 
ment and we are not sure but they are 
well founded. The article in the Consti- 
tution reads as follows, the part it is 
proposed to omit being in italic: 


Art. III. Every male citizen of twen- 
ty-one years of age and upwards, except- 
ing paupers and persons under gauardian- 
ship, who shall have resided within the 
commonwealth one year, and within the 
town or district in which he may claim a 
right to vote, six calendar months next 
preceding any election of governor, lieu- 
tenant-governor, senators or representa- 
tives, and who shall have paid by, himself 
or his parent, master or guardian, any 
state or county tax, which shall, within 
two years next preceding such election, 
hace been assessed wpon him, in any town 
or district of this commonwealth; and 
every citizen who shall be, by law, exemp- 
ted from taxation, and who shall be in all 
other respetcs, qualified as above men- 
tioned, shall have a right to vote in such 
election of governor, lieutenant-governor, 
senators and representatives; and no other 
person shall be entitled to vote in such 
elections. [See Amendments, Articles xx, 
XXIII., XXVI., XXVHI., XXX., XXXI.

THE ORDER submitting the water ques- 
tion to the vote of the people should have 
two amendments before adopted by the 
City Council. One changing the time to 
the city election in December, and the 
other that the vote be taken under Section 
19 of the City Charter and the charter of 
the Quincy Water Company, rather than 
under the act of 1891. Section 19 reads: 


No vote of the city council authorizing 
or ratifying a contract for, or providing 
for the purchase by the city of the franchise 
or corporate property, or any rights and 
privileges of the Quincy Water Company, a 
corporation established by chapter one hun- 
dred and sixty-two of the acts of the year 
eighteen hundred and eighty-three, or of its 
successors or assigns, shall take effect until 
the same has been passed by an affirmative 
vote of a majority of all the members of the 
council, taken by roll-call, and the author- 
ity so to purchase has been assented to by 
the voters of the city, as provided by said 
act. 


4 Ulant Horse. 

There is in Detroit an equine thorough- 
bred which is pronounced not only the 
handsomest, but one of the largest horses 
im-existence. He isin truth a giant, and 
the veriest novice in horseflesh could not 
but view his size and beauty without a 
certain feeling of awe. This colossal 
animal is 5 years old and is 21 hands 
high, weighing 2,365 pounds. An ordi- 
nary sized man cuts buta small figure 
beside him. Heis a dark chestnut in 
color, with superb mane and tail. Heis 
owned by Richard Tregaskis, and can 
trot in four minutes. 

It seems a pity that there will be none 
of his progeny. He was imported from 
France by a Kentucky horse breeder, 
who paid $5,000 forhim. When put in 
the stud the animal became a veritable 
fiend. He would kick and bite on the 
slightest provocation, and no one could 
do anything with him. He soon killed 
one attendant and a short time after an- 
other man fell a victim tothe vicious 
brute. The death of these two men 
caused the owner to change the animal 
into a gelding, and with good effect, his 
temper being greatly improved.—Detroit 
Free Press.

The French National Printing Works. 

The French national printing works 
date from the year 1640, and owe their 
origin to Louis XII, who established | 
them under the title Imprimerie royale, 
The works were suppressed at the begin- 
ning of the revolution and reorganized 
in the Year Il. The state printing office 
has had many homes. It is now in the 
former abode of the princely house of 
Rohan, in the Rue Vieille du Temple, 
which still retains traces of its former 
splendor. 

Besides executing all the printing of 
the ministries and other public bodies, 
the presses of the Imprimerie nationale | 
are at the service of all private individ- 
uals who require in their works types 
impossible to procure elsewhere. The 
collection at the Hotel de Rohan is 
unique and contains 200 varieties, It 
would almost satisfy the archdeacon of 
the story whose sermons could not be 
printed because the printer had only one 
ton of parentheses in stock.—London 
News.

They wo 
allowed to stay and would slee; 
the fireplaces in the house and s 
daybreak they would strike northwa 
up the creek and would return a few 
hours later with a stock of the lead 
product to be melted. No amount of 
persuasion, of barter or of pure 
price would cause them to disclose the 
whereabouts of the lead deposits. 

Fifty years ago, according to a mem- 
ber of the family, Mrs. Robert G 
and a daughter, then a little girl, wer 
lost in the woods, and during their wan- 
derings found along a rayine an ou 
cropping of lead-filled rock, a 
which they took with them.

Talks Upon the Problems of 
Our Second Century. 


A STALWART REPUBLICAN 


Is What He Likes Best, but Next to 
That Give Him s Red-Hot Democrat. 
Right of Suffrage and Unequal Distri- 
bution of Wealth Touched Upon. 


Bostox, Oct. 20.—Tremont Temple was 
filled last evening with people bent on 
hearing ex-Senator Ingalls of Kansas. At 
a few minutes past 8 the well known form 
of General Butler was seen mounting the 
steps. Directly behind him, and his phy- 
sical opposite, was John J. Ingalls of Kan- 
sas, the man who says thedecalogue is out 

| of place in politics. 

| Mr. Ingalls’ head is gray, and so is his 
moustache. He wearspzlasses and stands 
straight. He speaks in a heavy, sten- 
torian voice, and sees to it that a rest 
is afforded him at short intervals by the 
applause of the audience. For one hour 
and a half he spoke steadily. 

General Butler introduced him and he 
immediately launched forth into 

The Lecture. 

Mr. Ingalls spoke as follows: 

I should be guilty of dissimulation and 
duplicity, were Ito pretend to be indifferent 
to the honor of my introduction to you this 
evening, by the most distinguished citizen 
soldier and statesman of Massachusetts. But 
yet, Imust affirm to you, that I have just 
ground for complaint, for he has used lan- 
guage of unmerited eulogy; he has raised ex- 
pectations that cannot be realized and you are 
therefore doomed to disappointment. I do 
hot come to youas an alien anda stranger, 
but as a native coming home to the friends of 
his early years. Six generations of my ances- 
tors, after lives of obscure toil, now sleep be- 
neath the murmuring pines of Essex, and by 
the lamenting waves of the inconsolable sea. 

The speaker briefly traced the progress 
of the Anglo-Saxon race during the last 
270 years, showing its enormous gains in 
population and power. He _ referred to 
“Hamlet” and “Paradise Lost,’ saying 
that the latter was the book which every- 
body praised,but which nobody read, Con- 
tinuing he said: 

There 1s a good deal of prevailing discontent 
and a desire on the part of some reformers to 
revert 

From Individualism to Paternalism 
in government. We hear the doctrine an- 
nounced that the state must take charge of the 
affairs of society. What is the state of Massa- 
chusetts anyway but the people that live in it? 
Those who are crying for this new dispensa- 
tion, are simply laying down the proposition 
that the men who have succeeded in society are 
to surrender the result of their acquisitions 
and attainments to the men who have failed. 
It happens that in every community 
that the number of men _ who fail 
outnumber those who succeed, and that 
there are a good many more men named Den- 
nis than there are named Eli. All men are not 
created free and equal, Thomas Jefferson to 
the contrary notwithstanding. 

When he wrote in the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence that “all men were created free and 
equal,” I presume he did not intend to be un- 
derstood as saying that 1am the equal physi- 
cally of your distinguished fellow citizen,John 
L. Sullivan, He didn’t mean morally that 
Jack the Ripper was the equal of Bishop 
Brooks. He didn’t mean that the lowest in in- 
tellectual life of your people was the equal to 
this giant of intelligence who introduced me 
this evening. If Thomas Jefferson did mean 
that, all Ihave tosay is he mistook his voca- 
tion. and instead of writing declarations of 
independence for aliving, he ought to have 
gone into journalism--he would have found 
congenial occupation in writing bulletins 
about Blaine’s health for New York newspa- 
pers. He meant 

Equal Rights Before the:Law. 

Every man ought to be a politican,and every 
woman as well, and the only reason why 
woman hasn't the suffrage is because she does 
not wantit. Every man ought to be a parti- 
san politician. I have never learned the art of 
belonging toa party a little. If a party is 
worth belonging to at all it is worth belonging 
toa good deal and all the time. As for my- 
self, next to a stalwart Republican, I like a 
red-hot Democrat. 

The Anglo-Saxon has no use for the neuter 
gender in politics or any othercapacity. Iam 
not speaking for any intolerant partisanship. 
In the days when I was a politician myself I 
never claimed that the Republican party had a 
monopoly of all the good men in the country. I 
always admitted that there were some bad 
men in the party,not many, perhaps, but a 
few; and that I might be absolutely impartial I 
|never denied that there were some good men 
| in the Democratic party; not agreat many, per- 

haps, but a few. 

The speaker then considered the import- 
ance of the suffrage and the evils that 
threaten it, especially dwelling upon the 
condition of affairs at the south, and also 
the evil which results from a foreign popu- 
lation in many cases out of sympathy, as 
he believes, with our institutions. A re- 
stricted immigr ation is one of the great 
demands of the times. The 

Unequal Distribution of Wealth 


was the next problem of the second century 
which the speaker adverted. Said he: 

In 1800 there was no millionaire here. The 
richest man in the country at the time of his 
death was George Washington. A large por- 
tionof his estate was by inheritance, but the 
location of the national capital, largely by his 
own act, within the immediate vicinity of his 
patrimonial possessions, did not diminish their 
value. It seems as if the golden age of the re- 
public had been reached, and the prayer of 
Hagar for neither poverty nor riches had been 
realized, but today there are in Boston 300 men 
each worth a million dollars or more. 

Jay Gould and I are about the same age. I 
am a little “heftier” than he is. We went into 
active life at the same time. He went quietly 
down Wallstreet with a patent mouse-trap; 
he set it, ard he came very near 

Catching the Earth With It. 
I went west, and after thirty years of contin- 
uous toil. lam a statesman out ofajob. But 
legislation cannot wholly remedy this thing. I 
would, however, make the man who enters a 
trust a felon, and I would tax the succession 
of large estates. 

In closing, the speaker paid an eloquent 
tribute to those Bostonians whose sacrifice 
on land and sea has entitled their names 
to a place on the soldiers’ monument. 
Their work commemorates the triumph 
of the government of law instead of the 
government of men.

AND NOW DEVOY HAS HIS SAY. 


A Hint to Healy’s Followers and Plain 
Talk About Davitt and Egan. 


CnicaGco, Oct. 20.—At the Irish meeting 
here to take action on Mr. Parnell’s death 
and the future course to be pursued in the 
Irish agitation, John Devoy said that his 
lips had been unsealed by the death of 
Parnell and the subsequent efforts of his 
enemies to injure the cause which he 
espoused. Touching the compact between 
Parnell and the leader of the physical 
force party, Mr. Devoy said: 

“Tf Healy and others go into the revela- 
tion business there will be revelations that 
will show them ina different light. Isat 
jn Kildare street, Dublin, with Parnell 
and Michael Davitt in 1879, when the con- 
ditions were iade, adherence to which 
was laid down to Parnell as the irreduci- 
ble minimum of what would be accepted 
for Ireland. He wanted it understood that 
he was not to be made a puppet of capri- 
cious politicians. He asked that nothing 
should be done by the physical force ele- 
ment that would give England a chance 
to suppress public sentiment under the 
plea that it was treason. Parnell pledged 
himself to the home rule which we de- 
manded, and promised that no member 
of the Irish party should accept office un- 
til it was accomplished. 

“Documents are in existence to prove the 
truth of every tittle of what I have said. 
Davitt having the right to speak, we 
pledged ourselves to two things—to keep 
the movement free from premature, futile 
attempts at insurrection, and that the 
platform should not go any further on the 
land question than peasant proprietary. 
Parnell died true to the8@ principles, and 
that desperate struggle was to make sure 
that these conditions were embodied in 
the home ru'e measure, and the Irish 
members kept true to them. Davitt 
kept these conditions faithfally about twa 
years and then, knowing that I dared not 
speak for fear of injuring the movement, 
and that Parvell could not speak, began 
his conspiracy to destroy Parnell and de- 
prive Ireland of his services. Davitt and 
Egan were bound together in this con- 
spiracy, but they had warning enough to 
have warranted them in taking a different 
course.” 


FATHER HALL GOES BACK. 


The Eesult of His Signing the Testi- 
monial to Bishop Brooks. 


30STON, Oct. 20.—After a service of 
more than eighteen years in the ministry 
of America, Father Arthur C. A. Hall of 
the mission church of St. John the Evan- 
gelist, provincial superior of this country, 
isto return to England. The announce- 
ment is made to his parishioners in a letter 
which includes a letter from the superior 
of the Society of St. John the Evangelist. 
The letter from the superior is in 
reply to one from Father Hall 
asking to be released from his ob- 
lizations in the English society as it was 
against his judgment that the work in 
America should be continued upon the 
present plan of close reiations with Eng- 
land, and that no scheme of affiliation 
would be satisfactory. None of the other 
fathers in this country favored the idea of 
Father Hall at a conference in England to 
consider the matter. When the attention 
of the conference was called to the fact 
that Father Hall signed the  testi- 
monial at the diocesan convention of 
Massachusetts—in favor of Dr. Phillips 
Brooks—then bishop-elect of this diocese, 
and supported the confirmation of his 
election—it was decided to call Father 
Hall to England. 

Father Hall supplements his letter with 
a statement that he shall return; but ex- 
presses great sorrow in having todo so. 
He adds in a postscript that he felt it right 
to hold the announcement until after 
Bishop Brooks’ consecration. 


BULKELEY’S SUCCESSOR. 


He Believes the Legislature Alone Can 
Declare Who It Shall Be. 

New HAVEN, Oct. 20.—The Palladium 
this morning prints a two-column inter- 
view with Governor Bulkeley, in which 
the governor defines his position in the 
gubernatorial crntroversy. The governor 
sys he is of the opinion, and always has 
been, that the constitution provides that 
the legislature shall declare his successor, 
and that whatever the supreme court may 
do in the way of deciding law points and 
{n advising the legislature on the latter’s 
petition, the court has no right to de- 
clare a governor elected, nor can the legis- 
lature, a co-ordinate power, part with its 
authority toso declare, to the supreme 
court or to anyone else. Governor Bulke- 
ley is ready and anxious, he says, to sur- 
render the executive chair to the rightful 
claimant wheaever some one in authority 
shall tell him who that one is. Comment- 
ing on the interview the paper Says: 

“The Palladium’s views on the subject 
are unchanged, and we share no responsi- 
bility for the opinions of Governor Bulke- 
ley. They are entirely his own.” 


SUIT BEGUN AGAINST HOEY. 


He Disposes of His Long Branch Prop- 
erty by Mortgages and Lease. 

TRENTON, N. J., Oct. 20.—The Adams 
Express company yesterday filed a bill in 
the United States circuit court against ex- 
President John Hoey to recover about 
$750,000 he is aileged to have misappropri- 
ated. The complaint asks fora lien on 
Hollywood (Long Branch), where the com- 
plainant believes most of the money went.

BAY STATE'S CADETS 


Lay the Corner Stone of Their 
New Armory. 


ORGANIZED 150 YEARS AGO. 


They March Through Boston's Streets 
and are Reviewed by Governor Russell, 
Who Afterward Cements the Stone. 
Description of the New Building. 


Boston, Oct. 20.—The First Corps of 
Cadets, which has been the honored 
guardian of the commonwealth for a 
century and a half, observed the 150th an- 
niversary of its orgauization yesterday, by 
laying the corner stone of its new armory, 
now in process of erection at the corner of 
Columbus avenue and Ferdinand street. 
Everything .conspired to render the 
occasion a notable and successful one. The 
weather was cool, and men distinguished 
in civic and ecclesiastical life voiced the 
sentiments of state and church at the 
formal act of putting the corner stone in 
place. 

Harmonizing with the gay uniforms of 
the soldiers were the bright costumes of 
the ladies who contributed their presence 
to the occasion. Age and infirmity, ap- 
parently, offered no obstacles to the suc- 
cessful consummation of the ceremonies, 
for conspicuous among those present was 
Matthew Bolles, who was a member of the 
cadets in 1828, and has the honor of being 
its oldest surviving member. 

Promptly at2 o’clock there assembled 
at the armory on Columbus avenue, in 
full uniform, the members of the corps, 
the veteran association of the corps, and 
the past members of the active corps, who 
are n: w officers in the state militia, ar- 
rayed in the uniforms of their rank, and 

present as guests of the active corps. They 
had attained to 

Nearly All the Positions 

that belong to military life in this com- 
monwealth, and proves the efficiency of 
the cadets in training officers for state 
service. Tiere were also present the trus- 
tees of the armory fund. There were no 
ceremonies at the armory other than form- 
ing in line with the veteran association on 
the right, commanded by General Weld, 
its president. Accompanying him were 
the vice presidents, treasurer and secre- 
tary. Then came the trustees of the ar- 
mory fund, the zuests of the active corps 
and the First Corps of Cadets,commanded 
by Lieutenant Colonel Edmands. 

Headed by the Saiem Cadet band they 
marched through the principal streets to 
the common. At thecity hall a marching 
salute was given to Mayor Matthews and 
at the state house Commander-in-Chief 
Governor Russell, with Generals Dalton, 
Taylor and Donahoe and Colonels Pea- 
body, Chase, Keeler, Wheelwright and 
Russell of his staff were received and 
escorted to the common. Here the gov- 
ernor reviewed the troops and the cere- 
mony of dress parade was gone through 
with. Inthis the veterans did not partici- 
pate, the fatigues of the day being too 
much for them. They, however, joined the 
corps on its way to the armory, to which 
it marched after the ceremonies on the 
common were concluded.

Then came a prayer by 
Bishop Phillips Brooks, after which the 
governor was escorted back to the state 
house. 

Last evening the annual dinner was 
served at the Parker House, at which 
there was present, besides the active 
corps and guests, the veterans’ corps, hon- 
orary members and guests. The latter in-

will be acastellated structure on the cor- 
ner of Ferdinand street and Columbus 
avenue, on the lot which has been occu- 
pied by a one-story drill shed. At one end 
of the new building there will be a drill 
hall 211 feet long by 100 feet wide. The 
hall will occupy nearly all the first floor. 
The basement will be given up to lockers,

TOWNS SUBMERGED 


And Much Damage Done in 
the British Isles. 


THE INVASION OF PAMIR 


Ry a Russian Expedition May Lead toa 
Serious Muddle—Anarchists Withdraw 
from the German Socialistic Party. 
Redmond Wants Parnell’s Vacant Seat. 


LonpDon, Oct. 20.—The river Shannon 
has burst its banks in county Limerick, 
inundating large tracts of land. The re- 
clamation works near Ennis, in county 
Clare, which recently cost the government 
$120,000, have been nearly ruined. 

Many villagesin the Trent valley are 
submerged. The rivers Usk, Ebow, Run- 
ney aud Otway have overflowed their 
banks. Many thousand acres of land are 
covered with water, and the roads are im- 
passable. A large number of buildings, 
weakened by the floods, have collapsed. 
The loss of live stock is very great. 

Dispatches from Holyhead state that 200 
vessels, many of them much damaged, 
have sought refuge at that port from the 
storm, 

The gravest apprehensions are felt by 
the inhabitants of Sandgate, a small town 
onthe English channel, situated about 
two miles from Folkestone, in Kent. The 
storms have caused a most abnormal high 
tide there, and this, combined with the 
hurricane which is blowing there, is de- 
stoying the sea wall. Many houses, situ- 
ated near the shore, have already been 
washed over by the angry waters, and the 
high road leading to Hythe and Folkestone 
is submerged and destroyed in many 
places, 

The river Thames at Windsor, Eton and 
other places is overflowing its banks and 
isinundating the lower parts of many 
houses in those vicinities. 

To be added to the long list of vessels 
which have left their ribs upon these coasts 
during the recent storm is a French brig, 
which was wrecked yesterday off St. Cath- 
arine’s Point. Five men of the brig’s crew 
were drowned. A coasting schooner was 
also stranded at about the same spot. 

The vilages of Ballacurre and Baltray, in 
Treland, are flooded. ‘The inhabitants had 
to be assisted to escape by boats, many be- 
ing taken from the windows of their 
houses attired only if their night dresses. 


A HOT-HEADED ANARCHIST 


Creates a Sensation at the Socialist Con- 
gress and Then Leaves the Party. 

ERFURT, Oct. 20.—At yesterday’s session 
of the socialist congress, Herr Auerbach 
made a violent speech in defence of an- 
archy. This speech, full of the most 
bitter denunciation of the existing ystem 
of government and society, caused such an 
uproar and so much protest upon the part 
of the more sober minded portion of the 
delegates that Herr Auerbach, amid a 
scene of uproarious disorder, announced 
the secession froin the Socialist party of 
himself and four other leading delegates, 
all of whom immediately withdrew from 
the hall. 

Herr Singer read a letter from the 
seceding extremists, in which the seceders 
declared that they would no longer belong 
to a party which called itself the Socialist 
party while it renounced democratic prin- 
ciples. The congress thereupon adopted a 
resolution advising the Socialists of Berlin 
to take measures to render abortive any 
further action by the extremists, as the 
latter rely chiefly upon their comrades in 
Berlin for support. 


RUSSIA AND CHINA, 


The Wravgle Over the Frontier May 
Lead to a Serious Collision. 


TIEN TsIN, Oct. 20.—A frontier officer at 
Chang reports tbat he recently met a Rus- 
sian expedition descending the Alai 
platexu near the confluence of Murghabi 
and Aksu rivers. The officer adds that he 
protested against this invasion of Chinese 
territory, but the Russians, being in 
greater force than the Chinese,disregarded 
the protest and continued their march. 
One division of Russians proceeded to 
Alichas, in the Pamir territory, and an- 
other division marched toward the great 
Pamir territory. 

St. PETERSBURG, Oct. 20.—The Novoe 
Vremya says that a meeting between the 
Russians and the British in Pamir was in- 
evitable, adding: ‘British incursions and 
Afghan aad Chinese raids, violating the 
conventions forbidding them access to 
Pamir, now muke it imperative to deter- 
mine the exact frontier. Russian diplomacy 
would find no difficulty in establishing 
Suzerain rights over the territory.” 


War on the Sahara. 

ORAN, Oct. 20.—The garrison at Tlemcen, 
sixty-eight miles southwest of this port, 
and in the vicinity of the frontier of Mo- 
rocco, has suddenly received orders to 
march upon and occupy Toust, the oasis iu 
the Sahara, concerning which France and 
Morocco have been disputing for some time 
past in order to prevent its being occupied 
by the forces of the Sultan of Morocco, 


Germany's Cereal Crops. 

BERLIN, Oct 20.—According to the com- 
plete official estimates of the harvest in 
Germany, wheat is 18 per cent. below the 
average yield, and rye 20 per cent. below, 
while barley is 5 per cent. above the aver- 
age, and oats 17 per cent. above. The 
officials hold that the general result does 
not warrant fears of widespread distress. 


Negotiations Blocked. 

BERLIN, Oct. 20.—The negotiations for a 
commercial treaty between Germany and 
Belgium have been suspended, as Belgium 
is not inclined to grant Germany’s de- 
mand that German agricultural products 
be allowed to enter Belgium free of duty. 


Redmond Will Try It. 
Lonxpon, Oct. 20.—William Redmond 
has been selected as the Parnellite candi- 
late for the parliamentary seat for Cork, 
made vacant by the death of Parnell. 


Grown Out of Its Old Clothes. 

New HAYEN, Oct. 20.—After over half a 
century as a four-page blanket sheet, The 
Morning Palladium appeared today as an 
eight-page paper, Henry Alloway of New 
York having assumed control of the prop- 
erty. It will be vigorously Republican in 
politics. A letter from Thomas C. Platt, 
congratulating Connecticut Republicans 
upon the paper’s new management, is 
given prominence, 


Their Visit Was Shord. 
DELANO, Cal., Oct. 20.—Fifteen China- 
men arrived here last night to take the 
places of a white crew working in a sec- 
tion gang on the Southern Pacific rail- 
road. Shortly after their arrival a mot 
of white men drove them out of town.

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THE TOILING WOMEN, 


EFFECTS OF THEIR EMPLOYMENT 
IN VARIOUS FIELDS. 


Some New and Forceful Ideas on the 
Subject of Domestic Service—The Gains 
for Women So Far Have Only Compli- 
cated the Question—Turn on the Light. 


|Special Correspondence.) 

The literary world is again struggling 
with the “working woman” question, 
“domestic service,” ‘factory life,” and 
other phases of the one muddle civiliza- 
tion has whirled itself into. During the 
last half century, at short intervals, 
epidemics of concern on these questions 
have come up, run their course, and 
passed away, leaving no noticeble re- 
sults. For the questions cannot be 
settled yet; the time has not come. 
But the ever present troubles in the in- 
dustrial field compel the attention of 
thoughtful men and women, while they 
cannot hope to dispose of them; and so 
the agitation ebbs and flows. In this 
western city the daily papers have been 
soliciting letters from women who hire 
and women who are hired with some 
interesting but contradictory conse- 
quences. No twostories agree; but there 
is a reason for this. Neither under 
stands the othei’s position, or even her 
own. 

Before the age of steam a ‘tworking 
woman's question” was never dreamed 
of—scarcely a ‘‘woman question,” except 
as a fantastic ideain the brain of some 
crank. Women had no place but home, 
and within its domains nearly all the 
wants of the members were provided 
for. But machines followed steam, and 
the factory disposed of the machines. 
Whether willing or not, women were 
forced out of their seclusion to become 
adjuncts to them. 

The advancement of science, the high- 
er enlightenment of the age and the 
newer demands of humanity consequent 
upon these have seemed to plunge socie- 
ty into a chaotic and perplexed state. 
Weare, in fact, in a confused condition— 
a transitional period in which remains 
of feudalism, the customs of the present 
commercial system and the faint fore- 
shadowings of some higher order are 
strangely intermingled. 

Out of this confusion questions arise 
which are naturally taken up by the 
press and rostrum, dealt with -by peri- 
odicals on a more or less broad and 
philosophic plane, by the daily journals 
as every day facts which exist and must 
be told of, with some vague purpose of 
alleviating miseries but not of changing 
conditions. Still they furnish the data 
for all discussions; philosophers must 
have commonplace facts to classify be- 
fore they can elaborate a theory of se 
ciety. The petty troubles of mistress 
and maid that have recently taken so 
much space in the papers are important 
factors in the great industrial problems. 
The thronging of women toward fac- 
tories, the consequent destruction of 
homes in the old sense, the effect on the 
wages and employment of men, the 
probable effect of this great strain of 
exhaustive toil of the mothers of the 
race on future generations, are other 
factors and must all be taken into con- 
sideration. 

And on the other hand there is the de- 
mand for more avenues of labor, the 
opening of the gates of every field of in- 
dustry that women are capable or can 
become capable of filling; the demand 
for greater freedom, more independence, 
broader views, more usefulness for wom- 
en. What has been gained for women 
has, so far, only brought more complica- 
tions into social and industrial questions; 
various interests seem to clash terribly. 
But we must remember that we are in a 
transitional state; that out of it all will 
come some more harmonious adjustment 
of human affairs, and that it is not a 
wise plan to patch up old institutions 
and alleviate the misery therefrom, but 
rather to work and hope for new and 
better arrangements. 

The subject of domestic service, seem- 
ingly small, is really very important. So 
much of daily happiness depends on the 
work and arrangement of the home. 
The mistress who complains of in- 
competent, lazy, saucy servants have 
no doubt a real grievance, and again the 
girls who do their housework are justi- 
fied in complaining of tyranny and 
heartlessness on the part of employers, 
and of the general discomfort, loneliness 
and weariness of their position. Theac- 
tual trouble is that their relations are 
out of joint with the times. Domestic 
service is a relict of feudalism when ey- 
ery household was a community in it- 
self. All that was consumed by the 
family was produced on the place. The 
lines between classes were more strictly 
drawn than now, perhaps, but the work- 
ers had their own social life among 
themselves. 

Their home and friends were there 
where they lived and worked. They had 
no interestselsewhere. They held a rec- 
ognized position with plenty of others like 
them. Grownold and helpless, they could 
not be cast away. The estate was their 
home as long as they lived. Today the 
average household contains no place for 
servants. Many of the household wants 
are provided for outside—in those very 
factories that seem at once a curse and a 
blessing. The inevitable work can be 
performed usually by one or two women 
in ten or at most twelve hours of the 
day. No one in the house wants those 
women after their work is done. No- 
body has any particular interest in them 
or a social taste in common with them. 
And yet custom has it that these women 
are asked to come and live in the house, 
to be always on hand when needed and 
out of the way when not. 

Their presence, as the constant pres- 
ence of any stranger must be, is a nui- 
sance; their personalities, tastes and 
society are disagreeable, and in the em- 
ployer’s house there is no room, no pro- 
vision made for them. It is a situation 
that makes the mistress irritable, domi- 
neering and intolerant. But the servant 
is no better off. She is asked to leave 
such home as she may have had, all her 
own society, her own interests, all former 
occupations. The new place where all 


her time is to be passed is not a home; it 
contains nothing which has any sympa- 
thy or interest for or in her; it is nothing 
more than a workshop, with this disad- 
vantage, that she cannot leave it when 
her work is done. Workingmen are sel- 
dom so situated. Men do not take their 
carpenters into their homes to live 
They are not supposed to share the pri- 
vacy and home life of the family, nor 
are they supposed to be devoid of the 
faculties that make them desire a social 
life of their own. Only the constant 
presence of the household worker is de- 
manded, and she is expected to be a com- 
plete nonentity when not at work; she 
is. only considered as a working machine; 
ber humanness (if allowed) is ignored. 

The system of engaging people by the 
week or month to cook, scrub and clean 
and remain in the house, is wrong—a meré 
remnant of feudalism with none of feu- 
dalism’s advantages. Ladies cannot be 
blamed for not wishing to mingle theiz 
everyday lives with strangers, and no 
haughtiness or superiority need necessa- 
rily be felt. Many people are not con- 
genial to one another, and yet there is nce 
question of being higher or lower in the 
social scale. 

It should be remembered, however, 
that employes have a life to live apart 
from that of their employers, and they 
should be allowed time, place and op 
portunity to liveit. Nosatisfactory set- 
tlement of such incongruous relations 
can ever be reached. [f it is not prac- 
ticable to hire housework done by the 
hour, as nearly all labor is now per- 
formed, leaving both mistress and maid 
free a part of each day, then we must 
await the time of universal co-operation, 
or at least co-operation in the drudgery 
of housekeeping. 

But the condition of women who work 
in factories is less hopeful. The situa- 
tion is perplexing, and none less than 
women comprehend why it is so. The 
time is not out of memory yet when 
they were sighing in vain for greater op 
portunities and wider fields of action. 
The monotony, the narrowness, the pri- 
vation and loneliness of the old secluded 
homes, where women were completely 
dependent and entire submission to the 
will of masculine providers was expect 
ed, became unendurable. A devoted 
class of reformers has worked unceasing- 
ly to bring women out of the old, 
cramped sphere, helped them up to more 
freedom and greater activity, only tc 
find them, alas! slaves to machines and 
factory bosses fora pittance a day, in‘ 
stead of drudging in circumscribed homes 
for nothing at all of their own. Is the 
little advantage worth all the troublei 
Especially when women’s entrance inte 
the many occupations of men has made 
sad havoc with their work and wages? 

And yet, bad and hopeless and con- 
fused as it all seems, the movement is in 
the right direction. Nothing perma- 
nently injurious comes of freedom; it is 
woman’s birthright as well as man’s. 
When there has been time for human so- 
ciety to adjust itself to the marvelous 
discoveries of science and the inventions 
of geniuses, when the light of human in- 
telligence shall be turned on the social 
need of mankind with the same earnest- 
ness and intensity it has ever been, on 
his material wants, there will be found 
means of squaring equal liberty with the 
equal rights of all; some way by which 
the earning of an honest living by man 
or woman will not be the terrible task it 
now is. Lizziz M. Hormes. 


A Trade Union Victory in England. 

The court of queen’s bench in Eng- 
land has just rendered two highly im- 
portant decisions in trade union cases, 
One of these, which reverses a ruling of 
the recorder of Plymouth, is likely to at- 
tract a good deal of attention. Mr. Tre- 
leaven, a coal merchant, had four gangs 
of men to unload his colliers—three were 
gangs of union men and one of non- 
union men. 

The secretaries of the three unions 
came to Mr. Treleaven and ordered him 
to dismiss his nonunion men on pain of 
withdrawing the union men. He re 
fused; they ordered a strike, and all the 
union workmen left their work. There- 
upon he prosecuted the secretaries for a 
breach of the act of 1875 (against intimi- 
dation), and both the magistrates and 
the recorder decided in his favor, impos- 
ing a fine of twenty pounds each upon 
the three defendants, 

This decision has been upset by the 
court of queen’s bench, Lord Coleridge 
and his associates holding that a threat 
to tell men to leave work cannot be 
called “intimidation.” This ruling, of 
course, does not apply to cases in which 
there has been any recourse to or threat 
of violence. The court also reversed the 
judgment of the recorder, that ‘‘a strike 
which could have the effect of injuring 
an employer isillegal and indictable at 
common law,” on the ground that in- 
timidation in a legal sense, infers some 
action that would justify a magistrate 
in binding over the offender to keep the 
peace, 


No man has a right to marry till, is 
every human probability, assured that 
he can support a family in his own sta- 
tion. Mere loveor improvident matches 
seldom turn out well; poverty comes, 
and there is so much self reproach on 
either side that gall is added to its bit- 
terness; their tempers are soured, and 
they soon wish themselves unmarried. 
But when trials assail an attached, a 
reasonable pair, sorrow unites them 
closer; the man, feeling how much de- 
pends on him, never flags in his exertion, 
and often recovers the lost step; if not, 
there is still consolation in his wife’s un- 
varying love—in her sweet, noiseless 
sacrifices. In these uncertain times 
there are few commercial men who 
have not met with reverses, and they 
will often say: 

“Had it not been for those at home I 
should have blown my brains out; I 
could not have stood it.” 

Wife and children! They are a beacon 
to usin our troubled sea; we renew the 
struggle when ready to sink beneath the 
wave, and at last are saved. At the 
worst, when all is black—when friends 
are cool or reproachful—when the cruel- 
est doubts assail us—there is still one 
who respects and loves us; at home we 
are still dear.—New York Ledger.

THE HEARING to the petitioners of the 
Electric Freight Railroad before the City 
Council last evening, savored of an old 
fashioned town meeting. The speeches 
were able, and presented in a lucid way, 
the advantages of the Electric Freight 
Railroad. As there were no remonstrance 
it is probable that the Council will act 
favorably on the order. 


Iris hoped that the twenty-four new 
fire hydrants, which itis proposed to put 
in, will be of an improved pattern so that 
the steamer can couple on toa hydrant 
without using an expander in the suction 
pipe, as the case is now. The hydrants 
which are now in use are of an antiquated 
pattern and cannot sapply the steamer 
with an adequate supply of water. 


Iris remarkable at this late day, Oct. 
20, to find the grass, the trees and the 
flowers so brightand beautiful, in this city 
and vicinity. There is in the Mount Wol- 
laston cemetery a long row of dahlias full 
of beautiful blossoms of various colors; 
many bright geraniums; red, white and 
pink fuchsias; Mexican Sage, Chrysanthe- 
mums, etc. Jack Frost has been very 
obliging this fall and has kept his icy fingers 
away from plants and flowers later than 
usual. 


THERE Is but little prospect of the new 
Brooks ayenue school house being built 
this year. This order has been peculiarly 
unfortunate. 

The original order called for an appro- 
priation of $35,000 to build a brick schooi 
house on Brooks avenue, South Quincy, 
but this was subsequently changed to 
$31,500, as $3,500 had already been ap- 
propriated for the purchase of the land. 
After a long and protracted debate the or- 
der was passed to be ordained, but four 
members voting against it,—Councilmen 
Holden, Bass, Roberts and Gray. Bids 
were advertised for and when they were 
opened it was found that none came within 
the appropriation, the bids ranging from 
$32,487 to $40,858, exclusive of black- 
boards, grading and the heating and venti- 
lating system. It was then evident that 
the committee on public buildings had 
made an error in computing the cost of the 
proposed building. The committee on 
public buildings by a few strokes of a 
pencil revised the plans and specifications 
so that several thousands of dollars were 
saved, but then they did not come within 
the appropriation, and the Mayor returned 
the plans to the Council with the endorse- 
ment that ‘‘the order cannot be executed.” 

At the meeting of the Council, Sept. 3, 
Councilman Gray moved that the order be 
rescinded, he claiming that no changes 
could legally be made in the plans and spec- 
ifications after the appropriation had been 
made, The motion was lost and Council- 
man Bryant offered an order which was 
passed, that: ‘The Mayor be authorized 
to make such changes in the plans and spe- 
cifications of the new school house as the 
School Board and Committee of Public 
Buildings may approve of, to bring the 
cost within the appropriation; the Mayor 
to proceed when cost is brought within the 
appropriation.” Councilman Gray imme- 
diately filed with the City Solicitor several 
questions bearing on the legality of this or- 
der. The Solicitor’s reply was that the or- 
der was not legal and so reported at last 
evening’s session of the Council. Council- 
man Moxon, the chairman of the Commit- 
tee of Public Buildings, thereupon intro- 
duced an order to rescind this order, and 
offered a new order of $31,550 forthe erec- 
tion of a eight-room building, etc., etc. 

The whole matter has been handled in a 
bungling way and is not a credit to the 
business foresight of the city government. 
The people of South Quincy asked for a 
wooden building costing a moderate sum. 
The Council, with the exception of Coun- 
cilmen Holden, Bass, Roberts and Gray, 
voted with Croesus like liberality to build, 
including land, a $35,000 brick building. 
Its defeat would be a well merited rebuke 
to the uncalled for liberality of the Coun- 
cil. 

Councilman Pratt of Ward Three, who 
is supposed to know and probably does 
know the desires of his constituents in this 
matter better than members of other 
wards, isa strong advocate of building a 
wooden school house costing about $15,000: 
It could be built for just one-half the cost 
of the proposed brick monument, but is 
not good enough for the fastidious taste of 
the Committee on Public Buildings. It is 
hoped that at the next reading of this or- 
der in the Council it will be put where it 
belongs—on the table. 


The Evening Schools. 


The free evening school for study in the 
English branches opened at the Adams 
school building, Monday evening, under 
Principal J. M. Nowland, who has for his 
assistants Misses Sheahan, Hatch, Billings, 
McDonnell and Welsh. 

The number of pupils in attendance was 
125, a number of whom were women, but 
as application for admission will be re- 
ceived Wednesday and Friday evenings of 
this week there will doubtless be many 
more who will apply.

The Legislature. 

Now that the nominations for the State 
election are all in, it is interesting to study 
them with a view to the possibilities of the 
next Legislature. The Senate of 1891 was 
evenly divided politically ; the fall conven- 
tion have renominated twelve Republicans 
and fourteen Democrats, and one Demo- 
crat is seeking a re-election on nomination 
papers, so that twenty-seven of the present 
members are aspirants for further honors 
in the upper branch. In the House, which 
stood practically 140 Republicans and 100 
Democrats, there are 107 members renomi- 
nated, of whom 56 are Republicans and 51 
Democrats, and two Republicans and two 
Democrats are running independent. * * * 

In the House the retirement of promi- 
nent members is far more noticeable than 
in the Senate. Easily distinguishable are 
Messrs. Wardwell of Haverhill and Sobier 
of Beverly on the Republican side and 
Quincy of Quincy and McEttrick of Boston 
among the Democrats. This was a con- 
spicuous quartette on the floor in the 
session of 1891, and the absence of its 
members will be severely felt next year. 
Mr. Wardwell was a most determined 
champion of all measures favorable to the 
Republican party, and Mr. Sohier was an 
expert in parliamentary methods, and ren- 
dered much service, not only to individual 
members, but to the House at large, while 
the Democratic forces were never more ably 
handled and better mustered than this 
year under the lead of Messrs. Quincy and 
McEttrick. And these four, although in 
pairs, bitterly opposed on political matters, 
never failed to unite and bring to bear the 
benefit of their long experience on matters 
connected with the proper and speedy dis- 
patch of the business of the House.—Bos- 
ton Journal.

Electric Freight Restrictions. 
To the Editor of the Ledger: 


Under any circumstances the proposed 
electric freight railway will at times be an 
inconvenience and possibly dangerous, par- 
ticularly on street crossings at grade, But it 
will also be a benefit in many ways as was 
cited at the hearing of the City Council. 
The probabilities are that the Council will 
grant a location, but it should be extremely 
careful in restrictions imposed and reserve 
the right to modify them at any time. The 
following come to mind at this time : 

A flat rail on streets and at crossings. 

To be paved on all streets. 

Speed limited to six miles an hour. 

Number of cars on train limited. 

Flagman or gates at crossings, as Council 
may from time to time determine. 

Passenger cars to have the right of way 
at all crossings. 

Freight cars not to be left standing 
across or on any street. 

No “turnouts”? to be located on any 
street, 

Spur tracks to be rnn only where ap- 
proved by Commissioner of Public Works.

Mills made his first speech in Massachu- 
setts in this campaign last aight.

R. T. Barry presided and during his 
opening remarks when the names of 
Governor Russell and Grover Cleveland 
were mentioned the audience broke out 
into applause.

But 
Mr. Reed says he isin favor of taxing all free 
raw material, and that it is impracticable to 
protect the manufactured article unless the 
raw material is taxed. 

I don’t want to protect anything. I would 
put coal, ores, scrap iron, bar iron on the free 
list, and 1 would put atax for revenue on the 
finished product, but would have no tax on 
an unfinished product. In order to reach the 
world’s markets New England must have its 
materials for manufacture 

As Cheaply as the Foreigner. 


Our whole policy should look to the constant 
employment of our people. It does not make 
any difference whether Colonel Allen tells the 
people that a tax is not added to the price of a 
commodity. 

To tell the people that an added charge to a 
Product does not increase its price is presum- 
ing on the intelligence of the people. It is con- 
trary to common sense to maintain that an ad- 
dition to the cost decreases the price of an 
article. It is impossible for anyone to deny 
that. The fact that prices have come down is 
not due to taxation on articles, but it is 
taxation whicn has prevented them from 
coming down lower. It is machinery sup- 
planting hand labor and inventive genius that 
have brought down prices. 

They gave a number of articles that have 
come down in price. Among them is an axe. 
If they bad gone back to 1846 they would have 
found that the price of an axe came down un- 
der a low tariff. If they had gone to free trade 
England they would have found that the price 
ofan axe continually became lower. There 
are many untaxed articles which have come 
down in price. 

Whatever increases the cost of production 
increases the market prices. In 

The Matter of Sheeting 
Carroll D. Wright reports that seventy-five 
years ago one spinner of cotton yarn produced 
three poundsin one week. Now one spinner 
in Massachusetts spins 2000 pounds in one 
week and displaces the former labor of 999 
wage workers. 

What has the spinning jenny done? Where 
seventy-five years ago it took 246 to weave 11,- 
000 yards a week, eight weavers can now pro- 
duce the same in one week. And yet Mr. Al- 
len shouts, behold the tariff! Itisalaw of 
trade that the producer pays the whole cost of 
producing the article. He sells in the market 
topay allexpenses andto pay him for his 
time. They tell us the foreigner pays the tax. 

McKinley and his bill puta tax on tobacco. 
The percentage of duty of $54 worth of cigars 
amounts to 667 percent. How long could the 
foreigner pay the duty and stayin the busi- 
ness. The tax on pearl buttons ranges from 
100 per cent to 1400 per cent. Does the foreigner 
pay this tax? A button importer tells me that 
buttons formerly selling at 13% cents, now sell 
at 50 cents, those at 25 cents at 70 cents, those 
at 70 cents at 96 cents. Our friends say the 
tariff reduces the prices of articles, whén we 
say it increases it, and they take the tax on 
sugar and demonstrate our position. They say 
that putting a taxontin plate reduces the 
price, and that taking a tax off sugar reduces 
the price. If you wish to enhance the 
Prosperity of New England Industries 
you must increase her manufactures, increase 
her consumption and lessen the cost of pro- 
duction. Take the tax off your raw material, 
A tax should be levied for revenue to support 
the honest administration of the government 
and nothing more, disturbing the business of 
the country as little as possible. Democracy 
says open wide the gates forthe employment 
of labor.increase the consumption of all manu- 
factured articles and lower the cost of produc- 
tion. Our farmers produce enough to feed all 
our people and manufacturing industries can 
produce enough in nine months to furnish 
commodities to the people for a whole year. 

We need foreign markets, and yet there is a 
school of statesmen who wish to shut us ont 
from these markets. Protection has swept 
American shipping from the ocean where 
formerly it reached every shore.

LIVED AND OIED TOGETHER. 


Two Aged Women Found Dead in an 
Attic of a Boston Tenement House. 


Boston, Oct. 21.—Two dead bodies of 
aged women—sisters who have lived to- 
gether from birth—were found yesterday 
afternoon lying on the floor in their rooms 
in the top story of a characteristic North 
End tenement house in the rear of 61 
Prince street. They had lived there for 
upward of thirty years, and if the reports 
of the neighbors be true, they had paid no 
rent for the past seven years, thanks to 
the kindness of their landlady. 

As the neighbors had not seen either of 
the old women about the house for the 
past day or two, a policeman was notified 
and he burst open the door. Just over the 
threshold he found the dead body of Mar- 
garet Breen, 75 years old. Going to the 
inner room he found the body of Bridget 
Breen, who was 78 years old. The body 
of the latter was carefully covered with 
bed clothing, and from that fact it is rea- 
soned that Bridget, who has been blind 
for many years, died first, and that when 
her sister went to the door to call for aid, 
she, too, dropped dead.

He Murdered John Whalen, but Says 
That He Did It in Self-Defense. 


PITTSFIELD, Mass., Oct. 21.—Although 
not ia the least unexpected, the partial con- 
fession of murderer Coy has caused a big 
sensation, In it the murderer sets up the 
story of self-defense and will attempt to 
escape the halter on his confession of the 
crime.

He clings to his 
original theory that Whalen was killed 
wh:le he slept.

Coy, saying that they Enew nothing about 
about the crime. When asked how he 
came to have so much money immediately 
after Whalen’s disappearance he grew re- 
ticent, but finally said thas Whalen gave 
it to him in consideration of his saying 
nothing about his (Whalen’s) intimacy 
wit Mrs. Coy. 

Coy’s confession is considered weak in 
many essential points. 


THE OMAHA LYNCHING 


Finds Its Echo in a Vigorous Denuncia- 
tion by a Colored League. 


OMAHA, Oct. 21.—The Africa-America 
leacue of Nebraska, composed of leading 
colored men of this state, held a meeting 
yesterday and passed resolutions denounc- 
ing the lynching of Smith, the negro 
rapist, asan ‘outrage, disclosing a viti- 
ated state of public spirit that leaves safety 
of life deci!edly precarious.”” The news- 
papers were condemned as instigators of 
the riot, and Sheriff Boyd was denounced 
for having virtually invited the mob to 
destroy the property he was bound to pro- 
tect, and thus becoming an accessory to 
the taking of a prisoner’s life who had 
been placed in his hands for safe keeping 
and protection. The league pledged itself 
to do all in its power to defeat Boyd, who 
is a candidate for re-election this fall. 


THE JEWS MUST MOVE. 


Rassia Afraid That Those on the Bound- 
ary May “Spot’’ for China. 

St. PETERSBURG, Oct. 21.—In view of 
possible complications with China, in re- 
gard to Pamir and other territory which, 
it is claimed, has been invaded by Russia, 
the governor of Trans-Baikalia, in Eastern 
Siberia, having Lake Baikil on the north- 
west and Chinese Mongoliaon the south, 
has ordered the removal of ali Jews re- 
siding within a hundred kilometres of the 
frontier. This action is taken, it is stated, 
in order to prevent the Jews from acting 
as spies for China. The families of exiled 
Jews will be sent into the districts per- 
manently ass'gned to Jews.

O'BRIEN VISITS KILKENNY. 


The Streets Fillea with Fighting Mobs. 
He is Cheered by His Friends and 
Called a Murderer by His Enemies. 
Michael Davitt to Contest a Seat. 


Lonpon, Oct. 21.—There is a marked | 
change for the better in tone, both of the 
McCarthyites and the Parnellites, and as | 
there has been no recrimination on either | 
side for over twenty-four hours it inspires | 
a hope that a reconciliation is within the 
possibilities. Both factions are said to be 
alarmed by the evidence of government 
gains, not only in the north, but also in 
the south of Ireland. Tenants everywhere 
are hurrying to take advantage of the land 
purchase act, and the remarkable spectacle 
has been witnessed in Tipperary of the 
tenants who recently regarded the con-| 
stabulary as their bitterest enemies, ac- 
tually subscribing for prizes to be offered | 
at the constabulary’s athietic games.

EXCITING TIMES IN KILKENNY. 


William O’Brien Finds Friends and En- 
emies About Equally Divided. 

KILKENNY, Oct. 21.—When William | 
O’Brien arrived here to attend the county 
convention, he was met at the railway 
station bya great crowd of people who, 
upon seeing him emerge from the waiting 
room, greeted him with mingled cheers 
and hisses. A strong police escort was | 
drawn up in front of the station, and as 
soon as Mr. O’Brien had taken his place 
in a carriage the officers formed a square 
about it, and the progress to the town 
hall begav. As policemen and carriage 
moved slowly along the euthusiastic 
cheers of Mr. O’Brien’s admirers were met 
apd sometimes drowned by the ugly hiss- 
ings and derisive jeers of those who in- 
sisted in looking upon the occupant of the 
carriage as one of the enemies of the dead 
Parnell. 

Presently the cry of “murderer” 
heard, and until the arrival of the proces- 
sion at its destination this epithet fairly 
divided the honors of the occasion of both 
applause aod hisses. Immediately upon | 
Mr. O’Brien’s arrival at the town hall the 
convention organized by electing the gen- | 
tleman as its presiding officer. Routine | 
business was promptly dispatched, and | 
then Michael Davitt was selected to con- | 
test the seat for North Kilkenny, made 
vacant by the death of Sir John Pope Hen- 
nessy, in the event that the parliamentary | 
party refused to select a candidate to 
make the fight. 

While the convention was in session | 
numerous rows were taking place be- | 
tween the factionaries, and the street was 
wild with fighting mobs. So savage were 
some of the attacks, made by the partisars 
upon their opponents, that the police were 
repeatedly compelled to separate the fight- 
ing men in order to prevent outright mur- 
der. In one or two instances the officers 
found it necessary to cha rge the crowds in 
force.

Suddenly a number of elegantly 
shaped, slightly built animals appeared 
in the distance and rushed toward the 
moving train. The wind, the antelopes— 
for such they proved to be—and the 
train engaged in a race, in which the 
antelopes for a short time held their own; 
but what most astonished me was that 
|the antelopes were pursued by great 
gray balls, some of which were from four 
| to five feet in diameter. 

Not one of our party could imagine 
what these were, never having heard of 
anything of thekind. We watched the 
curious sight until the locomotive and 
the wind left the antelopes and the pur- 
suing balls far behind us. To increase 
our interest, however, many more such 
balls could be seen on the windward 
side of the track, piled up against the 
wire fences and in ravines and gulleys 
| along our onward route. 
| I afterward learned that what our 
| party saw were known to the plainsmen 
| as “tumble weeds,” and to botanists as 
| the Cycloloma plalyphylium. It belongs 

to a genus of plants that grow in a thick, 

globe shaped mass of twigs and small 

branches, attached to their roots each by 
!asmall stem, which in the fall becomes 
| dry and brittle, and, as the autumn winds 
| sweep over the prairie, these stems break 

off and the tumble weeds go bounding 

away, scattering their seeds as they go. 
| Antelopes and jack rabbits, grouse and 
| prairie dogs are put to flight, cattle are 
| stampeded and the roadbeds clogged by 
| these flying masses of brushwood.—St. 
| Nicholas.

it so that it sounded something like the 
twittering of a bird. The sound would 
| hardly have been noticed had not the 
sportsman been near at hand; but it was 
immediately understood by the herd, 
that moved quickly but silently away, 
followed by the sentinel.—St. Paul Dis- 
patch. 


Simplicity of Carlyle’s Life.

There, nearer than anywhere else, his 
restless soul came to the attainment of 
that peace and composure which it was 
quite capable of nowhere. To the end 
his own poor, toiling, uneducated kins- 
men continued the dearest people on 
earth to him, and rarely came apayment 
from editor or publisher- that, whatever 
his own necessities, he did not share it 
with some of them. Had they been 
stupid lam not sure that he would not 
at times have shown them scant mercy, 
| but their humbleness only bound them 
the closer.—E. C. Martin in Scribner’s.

Out at Madison Square Garden. 


SrockTOoN, Cal., Oct. 21.—Sunol beat the 
world’s record on the Stockton track yes- 
terday, making a mile in 2:08, beating 
Maud S’stime by half a second. After 
warming her up in three miles jogging 
and rubbing down, Marvin came out at5 
p. m. to go against the record. At the first 
attempt he nodded for the word, and she 
ran away alone. The runner was waiting 
at the half mile for her. She went the 
first quarter in 3134, half in 1:04 flat, three- 
quarters in 1:37, and came home strong 
and scored in 2:084f. There were six tim- 
ers, and every watch was the same. The 
crowd went wild when the time was made 
known. 

Since that memorable day at Cleveland, 
six years ago, the crown of the queen of 
the turf has rested on Maud S, the daugh- 
ter of Harold and Miss Russell. It is 

A Matter of History 
how in 1880 Maud S broke St. Julien’s 
champion mark of 2:1!2%, and became 
queen of the track witha mile in 2:11%. 
St. Julien was hard to beat, and in the 
same year he egualed the mark,and fifteen 
days later cut it to 2:114g. 

Less than a month later Maud S again 
became queen, and since then to yesterday 
has been undisputed champion of the 
world, except for one brief day, when Jay- 
Eye-See occupied the throne. 

She found the mark at 2:12% and she cut 
four seconds off it for future generations 
to try against. 

The nearest any mare, stallion or geld- 
ing came to it, up te Sunol’s successful 
trip yesterday, was the 2:09 of Nancy 
Hankes, the 2:091f of the stallion wonder 
Allerton,and the 2:10 of Nelson and Sunol.

Sunol, bay filly, foaled 1886, at Palo 
Alto, Cal., by Electioneer; dam Waxana 
by General Benton; grandam Waxy, 
thoroughbred. Champion trotter of the 
world, 2:0814, in 1891; champion 5-year-old 
of the world, 2:081¢ in 1891; champion 
4-year-old of the world, 2:1044, in 1890; 
champion 38-year-old of the world, 2:10, 
in 1889; champion 2-year-old of the world, 
2:18, in 1888 (the best mark on record for 
the age up to 1891). 

Sunol is a mare of peculiar formation, 
high, nervous temperament, and has al- 
ways been considered the speeding wonder 
of theage. Sheis nota great race mare, 
but is deemed capable of trotting a mile 
close to 2:06, everything favorable, at ma- 
turity. 

Sunol has always been driven by Charles 
Marvin, and when bought last year by 
Robert Bonner of New York from Senator 
Leland Stanford of California, it was a 
stipulation that Marvin should have the 
mare to prepare her for a flight against 
time.

A CORRESPONDENT suggests some re- 
strictions which he thinks should be im- 
posed on the Electric Freight Railway. 
They show that he has given the subject 
some consideration and many of them are 
quite necessary. 


THE EXTRA appropriation for Faxon 
park, although small, can well wait until 
1892, which is only two to three months 


off. It meansa loan and $5 or $6 for in- 
terest. The appropriation should be in- 


cluded in current expenses next year. 


THE SIDEWALK abutting the City hall 
property should be rebuilt as Mayor Fair- 
banks suggests. There is considerable 
travel over it, and it is in a wretched if 
notan unsafe condition. The city needs 
better sidewalks everywhere, and there is 
no better place to begin than where they 
abut public property. When once the 
work is begun let it be continued in all 
directions until our sidewalks are a credit 
to the city. 


THE WATER question now has many 
sides. There are those who believe that 
the city should forthwith purchase the 
works of the existing company. Others 
accept this view as the only solution of the 
the question. Some believe there is still 
an opportunity to have the Act of 1891 
favorably amended, by striking out the 
clause requiring that the city shall first 
purchase the present works. The Coun- 
cilman who is now foremost in favor of 
having the Act of 1891 submitted to the 
people, is of the opinion that it will be 
overwhelmingly buried, and that the city 
will then be justified in asking for a revis- 
ion of the act. Suppose the act should be 
accepted, would not Quincy then be much 
in the position of Braintree? It would 
have voted to take the waters of Blue Hill 
river, which might immediately invite 
claims for damages, and would at the same 
time have to buy the present works. 

We suggest that the present Council vote 
to buy the Company’s work. That it then 
submit to the people the question of buy- 
ing the same. If there is an overwhelming 
vote in the negative it will show conclu- 
sively that the present works are nut 
wanted, and the city might reasonably ask 
to have the Act of 1891 requiring the pur- 
chase amended, 

Or, if anything more binding is desired 
another question, simply to get the sense 
of the voters, might be submitted, viz: 
Are you in favor of the city having an in- 
dependent water supply ? 

It is not improbable, however, that the 
people might vote to purchase the present 
works. Not that they are in love with 
them, or expect to get a bargain, but as 
the only alternative.

Once in fifteen years the 
earth in its motion about the sun passes 
through the plane of the rings of Saturn, 
so that they are turned edgewise toward 
the earth. The rings are so thin that 


sight in an ordinary telescope, while in 
the more powerful ones the planet ap- 
pears to havea fine needle thrust through 
it. The appearance of the rings at the 
times of disappearance and reappearance 
is of special interest to astronomers, since 
it furnishes information with regard to 


the nature of these appendages not other- | 


wise attainable.—Philadelphia Ledger. 


School Savings Banks in England. 

There has been a large increase of the 
number of scholars in the schools of 
England since Sept. 1, when the free ed- 
ucation act went into force. The man- 
agers of schools advised the parents of 
the scholars to put into savings banks 
for the benefit of their children the three 
pence per week that had previously been 
paid for the education of each child, and 
school savings banks were established to 
receive these deposits. This advice was 
followed by large numbers of parents in 
various parts of England, and the banks 
have already been of service. In the city 
of Manchester, for example, more than 
5,000 new accounts have been opened in 
them the first month. The small funds 
thus deposited will be useful to the chil- 
dren hereafter.—London Letter.

Drunk Law Should be 
Repealed. 


A Success In Encouraging Drunken- 
ness Says Mr. Faxon. 


Law Should Be Enacted Imposing Severe 
Punishment, 


Henry H. Faxon, Esq., is out with an 
open letter on the new ‘drunk law,” 
which he styles ‘Success of the new de- 
vice to encourage drunkenness.” It is 
printed in full below. 

Of all the specious absurdities in the 
shape of legislation which have been fois- 
ted upon the people of this State, the 
statute relative to ‘‘ Punishment for 
Drunkenness”’ stands at the head. 

The Republican party has repeatedly de- 
clared in its platforms in favor of ‘‘no 
backward step” in legislation for the con- 
trol of the liquor traffic. Nevertheless, its 
Senators and Representatives, in the last 
Legislature, let down the bars and turned 
the products of the saloons into the streets, 
to terrorize women and children and en- 
danger the lives of all peaceable citizens. 
Such action calls for a protest from every 
honest voter in this Commonwealth. I 
am a Republican when that party advances 
moral legislation, and Iam abolter when 
it legislates for the criminal, to the detri- 
ment of the good citizen. I maintain the 
same position, politically, which I adopted 
years ago: that of voting for Republican 
candidates who are known to be true to 
temperance and good government. Those 
legislators who voted for the restoration of 
the Public Bar, with all its baneful influ- 
ences, or for the law to promote drunken- 
ness, will not, if renominated, receive my 
support. There is 

Too Much Sentimentalism 

In regard to drunkards. If more laws 
were enacted to prevent men from getting 
drunk, instead of coddling them during a 
debauch, it would be better for all con- 
cerned. ‘‘An ounce of prevention is 
worth a pound of cure.’ It is time to 
spend less money and prayer in trying to 
reform the drunkard, and do more political 
work in securing legislators who will vote 
against licensing the sale of intoxicating 
liquors. It is ‘‘love’s labor lost’’ fora 
reformer to waste his time and energy in 
endeavoring to convert old soakers. I 
worked for ten years, in Quincy, to secure 
their reformation with the license system 
in operation, and ten drunkards were 
created while I was trying to reform one. 

The advocates of the new drunk law 
were continually harping upon the assump- 
tion that the former fine of five dollars, 
imposed for drunkenness, was being taken 
from the drunkard’s family. This was 
perhaps true in a few cases, but my ex- 
perience with this class has proved that, 
when released, they too often go home to 
beat and abuse their wives and children 
instead of protecting them. If the senti- 
mentalists who clamored for the enact- 
ment of this unsound law honestly desire 
to benefit the families of this class of in- 
dividuals, let them show it by 

Suppressing the Sale 

Of intoxicating liquors altogether. In 
doing this, they will remove the chief 
cause of all the misery and poverty which 
now exists; the inebriate of today will be 
able to go to his home sober, and his 
money, instead of being squandered in 
dissipation, will be used to provide com- 
forts and even luxuries for his family. 

There has always been too much sympa- 
thy for drunkards and not enough for 
those who have to deal with these offend- 
ers. Ifadrunken dead-beat, whose skull 
has been fractured by a fall on the curb- 
stone, is arrested by a policeman, the 
drunkard’s friends proclaim through the 
daily press, 

“Brutality of an Officer 
in arresting a man having a fit,’ or some 
other like statement calculated to draw the 
attention of the public from the real facts. 
I have often read such accounts in the 
newspapers, especially in the Evening Re- 
cord, but it is seldom that a paragraph ap- 
pears in praise of a faithful officer who 
risks his life in protecting the public. Of 
course, there are indiscreet officers, but 
they are not one-half so dangerous as in- 
discreet drunkards. In my career as a po- 
liceman I have known what it was to be 
assaulted by drunken ruffians, and I have 
no doubt the Record man would be re- 
formed if his skull were laid bare by some 
midnight scalper. The true history of 
these cases is rarely made public. The 
fact is, that the evidence of a crowd of ly- 
ing roughs, who have agreed upon a story 
to be told upon the witness stand, is credit- 
ed by some sleepy, stupid juryman who 
sympathizes with law breakers in general. 
Such a specimen of stupidity combined 
with depravity is more dangerous than the 
criminal! on trial. 
The Jury System is Wrong 


in principle and too often corrupt in prac- 


tice. However dishonest or obstinate a 
juror may be, there is no law whereby he 
can be punished for his wrong-doing. 

Mr. W. F. Spalding’s interpretation of 
the new statute, relative to drunkenness, 
is as full of absurdities as a sieve is ful! of 
holes. He is clearin his supposition as to 
what judges, constables and probation of- 
ficers will do, but experiences convinces 
me that his explanation, while it sounds 
plausible, stands upon a very uncertain 
foundation. The chances for evading jus- 
tice under this law are innumerable; and 
the clause permitting drunkards to make 
statements shielding themselves, is a dis- 
grace to the Statutes of the Commonwealth 
and on a par with the evidence given by 
Tewksbury paupers, which Ben Butler 
used in his endeavors toclimb the ladder of 


fame. 
This law probably has been productive 


of more perjury than any other ever placed 
on the Statute-book. I know from experi- 
ence that habitual drinkers, as a class, are 
habitual liars, and not worthy of belief, 
when they stand on the defensive. To 
suppose that a man will tell the truth 
when he is full of whiskey, is absurd, for 
truth and intoxicating liquors will not 
mix. Inoticein the report of Probation 
Officer Savage that 5207 persons were ar- 
rested for drunkenness and made state- 
ments relative to their offences, 
“ All Were Investigated 

And 1129 were found to be untrue.” This 
is the finest tabulation of falsehoods I have 
ever seen compiled. Does Mr. Savage de- 
sire the public to understand that he has 
carefully looked into the merits of all those 
cases? I presume that nearly one-half of 
the number arrested in Boston are non- 
residents, and the testimony of a class who 
will give false names, and state that they 
belong in Gloucester when their place of 
residence may be in Quincy, should be 
treated as very doubtful evidence. Some 
will say that this is nothing but talk, al- 
though they know that such things are of 
frequent occurrence. When licenses were 
granted in Quincy, and innholders sold 
liquor on Sundays to guests who registered, 
I had occasion to examine the list and was 
surprised to find my own vame recorded 
there. Truly the rumseller and his patrons 
are versed in the ways that are past finding 
out. In regard to the 

Number of Arrests 
Officer Savage’s report is very misleading. 
I find by careful inquiries and personal 
observation that not more than ten per 
cent. of those who get drunk are arrested, 
and the other ninety per cent. are helped 
home, or placed on beard the cars, to 
disturb and insult every passenger who 
comes in contact with them. 

Several articles with the thinnest veneer 
of sincerity have recently appeared in the 
newspapers, alluding to the saving of ex- 
pense under the new law concerning 
drunkenness. The writers of these articles 
have carefully avoided reference to the 
extra cost incurred in coddling drunkards 
and in supporting an army of political 
parasites called probation officers, who are 
generally appointed as a reward for the 
skill which they exercise in manipulating 
ward politics. These officers stand between 
the criminal and leniency, and a man who 
has a sentence staring him in the face, will 
use ten times more exertion to get clear 
than 

The Average Probation Officer 


will use to punish him. When political 
influence and money are brought to bear 
upon men in such positions, the welfare of 
the people is seldom considered, and the 
transgressor generally goes scot free. It is 
not strange that those who have been 
wronged often suffer in silence rather than 
undertake to punish offenders. Probation 
has no terrors fora rascal. If probation 
officers honestly performed their duties in 
investigating every case of drunkenness 
the penal institutions of the Commonwealth 
would be overflowing with criminals within 
a few months. 

It is very easy now for all the old round- 
ers to secure free board and lodgings dur- 
ing cold weather. All that is necessary is 
for them to plead guilty toa third offence 
in the fall, and the judge will sentence 
them to winter qnarters. They will come 
out in good condition in the spring and 
take a vacation tour over the State, halting 
in different towns, and, under an alias, get 
drunk perhaps every week and declare it is 
their first offence. 

I believe that an 


Imperative System of Fines and Sentences 


would materially reduce the amount of 
drunkenness and crime in our midst. The 
present law is very defective. I have 
found in liquor cases where the fine is 
from $50 to $500 the rumseller generally 
gets the benefit $450, and the community 
which is cursed by his trade, receives’ only 
$50. From the moment a criminal is 
brought before the court,he and his friends 
use every kind of subterfuge to get him 
clear, and if he is convicted, every con- 
ceivable influence is brought to bear to have 
as small a fine as possible imposed. If 
Judges and District Attorneys were de- 
prived of their discretionary powers in 
admi nistering the law,they would not be 
importuned by politicians and their friends 
to give light sentences, place cases on file, 
and to adopt other methods whereby ras- 
cals are allowed to go unpunished. The 
pressure is great, especially upon elective 
officers, and political influence will 
eradicate the consciences of many officials 
who are candidates for re-election. 

The demoralizing effects of the present 
law relative to drunkenness are becoming 
so apparent that I trust the next Legisla- 
ture will promptly repeal it, and enact in 
its stead a statue which will demand a 
severe punishment for this offence.

Lee Sing Wong, the Chinese laundry- 
man at West Quincy, went on the ‘* War 
Path” Wednesday evening, and but for 
the interference of Officer Barry might 
have resulted seriously for some of the 
gang of hoodlums who have made his life 
miserable. 

Ever since the Chinaman has been 
located at West Quincy, a gang of hood- 
lums who are old enough to know better 
have seemed to take delight in tormenting 
this inoffensive being. 

On the above evening the gang gathered 
as usual and commenced its fun by throw- 
ing stones into his shop and calling him a 
rat eater and similar names. 

Wong stood this as long as he could, and 
finally armed himself with a revolver of 38 
calibre and a Chinese implement of war- 
fare, which consists of a round piece of 
steel about eighteen inches in length, and 
1ushed into the street, discharging the 
revolver at the ground. 

This had the effect of making the crowd 
keep the other side of the street while he 
was stationed on the corner of Cross street. 
This was the position when Officer Barry 
appeared upon the scene, 

The officer brought the Chinaman to 
the lockup where after receiving some 
fatherly advice from Deputy Langley, he 
was allowed to return to his home under 
the protecting arm of Officer Barry.

Weather Signs. 


The formula of popular weather signs 
most approved by scientific men is that 
adopted by the Farmers’ Club of the 
American Institute some years ago: J, 
When the temperature falls suddenly, a 
storm is forming south of you. 2. When 
the temperature rises suddenly a storm, is 
forming north of you. 3. The winti al- 
ways blows from a region of fair weather 
toward the region where a storm is form- 
ing. 4. Cirrus clouds (curl-cloud,cat’s-tail) 
always move from a storm-region toward 
a region of fair weather. 5. Culumus 
clouds (hay-cock) always move from a 
region where a storm is forming. 6. 
When cirrus clouds are moving rapidly 
from the north or north-east, there will be 
rain within twenty-four hours, no matter 
how cold it is. 7. When cirrus clouds 
are moving rapidly from the south or 
southeast, there will be a cold hailstorm on 
the morrow if it be in the summer, and if 
it be in the winter there will be a snow- 
storm. 8. The wind always blows ina 
circle around a storm, and when it blows 
from the north the heaviest rain is east of 
you; if from the south, the heaviest is 
west; if from the east, the heaviest is 
south. 9. The wind never blows unless 
rain or snow is falling within 1000 miles of 
you. 10. Whenever heavy white frost 
occurs, a storm is forming within 1000 
miles north or northwest of you. This is 
about as far as popular weather prophecy 
has yet advanced. It is not a great dis- 
tance, but it is better than the old fashion 
of trusting to the italic warnings in the 
almanac, prepared a twelvemonth ahead.

REVOLT OF CONVICTS 


Bubdued After a Promise That Their 
Complaints Will Be Investigated. 


Boston, Oct. 22.—There was an out- 
break at Deer island yesterday in which 
more thar 100 prisoners took part, and th 
officers in charge of the institution were 
unable to control them in their riotous 
conduct. The trouble began on Tuesday 
afternoon, and it was not until late yes- 
day that it was ended,and then it required 
the presence of the commissioners of pub- 
lic institutions to settle it. 

When it is known that thereare over 800 
men imprisoned there, and only sixty-five 
officers in charge, it is easy tosee that the 
outcome might be serious, As it was, the 
100 or more men who were engaged in the 
outbreak gave the officers considerable 
trouble. 

The trouble had evidently been brewing 
for some time, but it is very difficult yet 
to get at its cause, and only an official 
investigation will bring out the true facts. 
Such an investigation the commissioners 
will make at once. their emphatic promise 
to give a hearing to the men engaged in 
the outbreak having secured a cessation of 
the troubles. 

The spectacle of nearly 150 men having 
complete control of a prison yard, and 
parading about for nearly nine hours with 
bludgeons in their hands, threatening to 
brain any one daring to interfere wich 
them, is one that should furnish food for 
thou zht for all interested in prison man- 
agement. 

This has been the most serious outbreak 
that has ever occurred at the island, and 


the men to have scaled the walls and taken 
sion of the island. It would have 
taken several hours for aid to have reached 
the officers. 

The men who were engaged in the 
trouble were mostly young, averaging 
about 20 years of age, and nearly all of | 
them are serving long sentences.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 22.—The commis- 
sioner of Indian affairs, with the approval 
of the secretary of the interior, has issued 
ruies and regulations to enforce the at- 
tendance of Indian children of suitable 
age and health at schools established and 
maintained for their benefit. The rules 
prescribe that every Indian youth shall 
attend some school, but so far as practica- 
ble the preference of Indian parents or 
guardians, or of Indian youths of suffi- 
cient maturity and judgment, will be re- 
garded as to whether the attendance shall 
be at government public or private 
schools. Children of a suitable age is de- 
fined to include all those more than 5 and 
under 18 years of age. The suitable health 
of a child is to be determined by a medical 
examination. In case there is no boarding 
school on the reservation the rules re- 
quire that the children be placed in non- 
reservation schools. Where children are 
not allowed by their parents to attend 
school they will be reported to the Indian 
office for whatever punishment the cir- 
cumstances warrant. The rules make it 
the duty of agents, special agents and 
supervisors of education to use their au- 
thority whenever necessary. Indian police 
will be called upon to force attendance. 


Gettysburg Dedication Postponed, 

GETTYSBURG, Pa., Oct. 22.—The monu- 
ment recently erected by New England 
and other states at the “high-water mark 
of the rebellion,’ on Cemetery Ridge, was 
to have been dedicated Nov. 19, and half 
rates had been secured from the entire ter- 
ritory of the trunk lines leading to Get- 
tysburg. Butin consequence of the lia- 
bility of cold, stormy weather at that late 
seasou, the dedication has been postponed 
until an early day next summer. Due no- 
tice will be given of the date when decided 
upon. 

Barred Out of New York. 

ALBANY, Oct. 22.—Superintendent of | 
Insurance Pierce has notified the incor- | 
porators of several alleged bogus insur- 
ance companies; notably the Manhattan 
Fire Insurance company of Concord, N.H., 
and the United Fire Insurance company of 
the same place, that they cannot do busi- 
ness in this state. The incorporators of 
the companies are all New York men.

THE CHINESE DISTURBANCES. 


Europeans Said to Be Mixed Up in Them. 
A Newspaper’s Revelation. 

SAN FRANCISCo, Oct. 22.—Advices from 
China by steamship Cceauic, which ar- 
rived here iast night, say: It is believed 
that the steamer Kwanglee, which re- 
cently went up the Yang-tse-Kiang, con- 
tained alarge amount of dynamite, be- 
sides arms and ammunition. There seems 
to be no doubt that a very large number 
of Europeans are concerned in the present 
conspiracy for rebellion, and it is believed 
that any action by the Chinese govern- 
ment looking tothe punishment of riot- 
ers,unless backed by a foreign force, would 
result in a general outbreak all over the 
north. The North China News of Sept. 17 
says editorially: 

“It is startling enough for the present 
for foreigners to learn that the plot for an 
early outbreak of rebellion was so ripe as 
events have shown it to be. Meanwhile 
investigations ure going on by no means 
smoothly at Peking. The Wuhu official, 
who was said to bave been degraded for 
his culpable conduct during the Wuhu 
riot, has been presented with many testi- 
monials by his countrymen. A petition 
for his restoration to office has been circu 
lated and will be successful. The con- 
duct of this man isat the bottom of all 
the troubles. He sent telegrams over 
North China stating officiully that he had 
found in the houses of missionaries the 
bodies, eyes, etc., of children. This state- 
ment, which has never been retracted, 
fired the Chinese heart, from Wuhn to 
Yepang, and was the immediate cause of 
the riots.”

Not from the Ground. 

Take an ordinary seltzer water siphon 
and empty it till only a few drops re- 
main in the bottom. Then the bottle is 
full of gas, and that gas, which will 
rush out with a spurt when you press 
the knob, is the stuff that plants eat— 
raw material of life, Poth animal and 
vegetable. The tree grows and lives by 
taking in the carbonic acid from the air 
and solidifying its carbon; the animal 
grows and lives by taking the solidified 
carbon from the plant and converting it 
once more into carbonic ac*. 

That, in its ideally simple form, is the 

iad in a nutshell, the core and kernel 
of biology. The whole cycle of life is 
one eternal seesaw. [First the plant col- 
lects its carbon compounds from the air 
in the oxidized state: it deoxidizes and 
rebuilds them, and then the animal pro- 
ceeds to burn them by slow combustion 
within its own body and totarn them 
loose upon the air once more oxidized 
After which the plant starts again on 
the same road as before, and the animal 
also recommences da capo. And s0o0n 
ad infinitum. 

But the point which | want particu- 
larly to emphasize here is just this: That 
trees and plants den’t grow out of the 
ground atall.as most people do vainly 
talk, but directly ont of the air, and 
that when they die or get consumed 
they return once more to the atmosphere 
from which they were taken. Trees un- 
deniably eat carbon. 

Of course. therefore, all the ordinary 
unscientific conceptions of how plants 
feed are absolutely erroneous, Vegetable 
physiology indeed got beyond those 
conceptions a good hundred years ago. 
But it usually takes a hundred years for 
the world at large toimake up its lee- 
way. Trees don’t suck up their nutri- 
ment by the roots, they don't derive 
their food from the soil, shey don’t need 
to be fed like babies thréugh a tube with 
terrestrial solids. The solitary instance 
of anorchid hung up by astring in a 
conservatory on a piece of bark ought to 
be sufficient at once to dispel forever 
this strange delusion—if people ever 
thought: but, of course, they don’t think 
—I mean other people. 

The true mouths and stomachs of 
plants are not to be found in the roots, 
but in the green leaves; their true food 
is not sucked up from the soil, but is in- 
haled through tiny channels from the 
air; the mass of their material is carbon, 
as we can all see visibly to the naked eye 
when a log of wood is reduced to char- 
coal, and that carbon the leaves them- 
selves drink in by a thousand small 
green mouths from the atmosphere 
around them 

But how about the juice, the sap, the 
qualities of the soil, the manure required, 
is the incredulous cry of other people. 
What is the use of the roots, and espe- 
cially of the-rootlets, if they are not the 
mouths and supply tubes of the plants? 
Well, 1 plainly perceive I can get ‘no 
forrader,” like the farmer with his claret, 
till I've answered that question, pro- 
visionally at least; so I will say here at 
once, without further ado, that the plant 
requires drink as well as food, and the 
roots are the mouths that supply it with 
water. 

They alsosuck up a few other things 
as well, which are necessary indeed, but 
far from forming the bulk of the nutri- 
ment. Many s, however. don’t 
need any roots at tnle none can 
get on without leaves as mouths and 
stomachs—that is to say, no true plant- 
like plants, for some parasite plants are 
practically toall intents and purposes 
animals. To put it briefly, every plant 
has one set of nerial mouths to suck a 
carbon, and many plants have another 
set of subterranean mouths as well, to 
suck up water and mineral constituents. 
—Cornhill Magazine.

THE UNIVERSALISTS 


Hold Their Annual Convention and Be 
port Progress of Their Societies. 


WORCESTER, Mass., Oct. 22.—The bien- 
nial convention of the United States Uni- 
versalist denomination, which covers the 
entire country, opened in the First Uni- 
versalist churchin this city witha half 
hour prayer and praise service, which was 
followed by a communion, presided over 
by Reverend Almon Gunnison. The ser- 
mon was preached by ReverendI. E. At- 
wood, on ‘““The Means and the End.” 

The report of the board of trustees noted 
eleven deaths of members throughout the 
tountry during the past year. The Wom- 
ans’ Centenary association has raised 
2278 and expended $1900. The Womans’ 
Universalist society of Massachusetts has 
received $1875 and $1121 was expended. 
There are in the United States 947 par- 
ishes; 42,089 Universalist families; 41,177 
church members; 56,110 Sunday school pu- 
pils; the property, less debt, is $7,938,348, 
an: the expenses and contributions $1,198,- 
854. Increase over 1891 of 3.21 per cent. in 
church membership, and 3.61 in property. 
The sum of $29,000 has been expended by 
the convention in missions. The total 
amount paid for scholarships since the 
beginning of the enterprise is $149,973, 
while the funds amount to $247,095. The 
treasurer reports the receipts $67,445, ex- 
penditures 267,049. 


THE SEARLES WILL CASE 


Again Cccupies the Attention of the 
Probate Court at Salem, Mass. 

SALEM, Mass., Oct. 22.—At the hearing 
in the Searles’ will case, held in the pro- 
bates court yesterday, more interest was 
manifested by the spectators, especially 
the female portion, whose ears were wide 
open to hear the recital of Mr. Searles’ 
romantic experience with love and matri- 
mony. 

The evidence was principally documen- 
tary,yet sufficiently spicy to keep everyone 
on the qui vive for something very sensa- 
tional at each succeeding utterance by Mr. 
Searles, or letter read by counsel for peti- 
tioner in the case. Mr. Searles was on the 
stand nearly the entire day,while Timothy 
Hopkins was seated in a conspicuous posi- 
tion in front of Judge Harmon and sur- 
rounded by several legal advisers. 

Lawyer Burley made a vigorous attack 
against the will. There were several trunks 
aud boxes containing books and letters 
brought into the court room before the 
hearing opened, and from this mass of 
manuscript the evidence submitted during 
the day was largely obtained. 

Nr. Searles, severely cross-examined, 
told about the settlement, and testified 
that neither he nor Mrs. Searles had read 
it. He created a sensation by stating that 
he theught it honorable to his wife to pay 
$2,000,000 to lawyers for services,

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THE HONORED DEAD. 


Ceremonies at the Unveiling 
of the Grady Monument. 


PROUD DAY FOR ATLANTA, 


Kovernor Hill and Other Notables Pay 
Honor to the South’s Distinguished 
Son—Nearly Every State in the Union 
Contributed to the Memorial. 


ATLANTA, Oct. 22.—The monument 
erected in memory of Henry W. Grady, on 
one of the principal streets of Atlanta, was 
unveiled yesterday in the presence of the 
governor of New York, the governor of 
Georgia and a large assemblage of south- 
ern people. The universal Jove and respect 
with which Henry Grady was held gave 
the occasion more thana local interest. 
The entire nation was interested in tue 
erection of the mouument, and Atlanta 
felt as though the nation’s sympathies 
were with her people in honoring the dis- 
tinguished dead. 

The hour set for the ceremony was high 
noon. The sun shone brightly on the 
busy streets of the city. The sound of 
music and the tramp of marching feet had 
been heard all through the forenoon as 
the militia companies and the civil @r- 
ganizations, which were to take part in 
the parade, marched to the place of as- 
sembling. 

A local committee, headed by the presi- 
dent of the Grady Monument association, 
Mr. Northen, bad called at the hotel and 
escorted Governor Hill to thestate capitol, 
where Governor Northen received him. 
Shortly before 11 o’clock Governor Hill 
was escorted to a carriage drawn by four 
white horses which stood at the foot 
of the capitol steps. He was accom- 
panied by Governor Northen, Mr. Northen 
and Clark Howell, who succeeded Henry 
Grady as managing editor of the Atlanta 
Constitution, 

The distinguished visitors from New 
York were distributed with members of 
the monument committee in the carriages 
following. When the guests had taken 
their places in the carriages, the news was 
carried to the grand marshal, Colonel 
W. L. Calhoun, and a few minutes later 
the command to march was given. The 
marshal rode at the head of the column 
with ten aides, five from the Fourth 
Georgia battalion in full uniform, and five 
in civiliau dress with gray sashes and leg- 
gings. 

The Procession 

was in six divisions. A squad of mount- 
ed police led the way, followed by the 
famous Mexican band. Then came the 
Fourth battalion, with the Grady Cadets, 
a battalion of police, the Atlanta artillery 
and the Moreland Park Cadets. In the 
second division were the Asolph-Brandt 
division, Knights of Pythias, the Atlanta 
division, Knights of Pythias, and the boys 
and girls of the high school. In the third 
division, headed by the Fourth Artillery 
band, marched the Confederate veterans, 
and behind them O. M. Mitchell Post, 
Grand Army. The fourth division was 
made up of members of the Railroad 
league, several hundred strong. In the 
fifth division were representatives of the 
press, including 200 men from the various 
departments of The Constitution. Behind 
them marched a squad of newsboys. The 
sixth division was headed by the Gover- 
nor’s Horse Guard, which acted as guard 
of honor to the governor of the state and 
his distinguished guest from New York. 

Beside these already named there were 
in the carriages Mayor Hemphill and the 
members of the genetul council, and a 
committee from the Travelliug Men’s as- 
sociation. Following the line of carriages 
came the fire department, with seventeen 
companies in line. Mayor Hemphill had 


Declared the Day a Holiday, 


and almost all the stores along the line of 
march were closed, while the sidewalks 
were thronged with citizens of Atlanta 
and visitors from the surrounding coun- 
try who had come in on the morning 
trains. The procession passed through 
the principal parts of the city. 

Asthe first division passed the monu- 
ment the Grady Cadets were detached, 
and they surrounded the platform about 
the statue asa guardofhonor. The pro- 
cession then massed its divisions about the 
monument after the governor and his 
guests had left their carriages. Governor 
Northen, Governor Hill and the other 
guests, with the members of the monu- 
ment committe, took seats on the grand 
stand, where accommodations had been 
arranged for 500. Governor Hill was 
was greeted with loud applause. Mrs. 
Grady and her children occupied seats on 
the stand. 

It was shortly after noon when, the 
Mexican band having rendered a selec- 
tion, President Northen called the as- 
semblage to order. Miss Gussie Grady, 
the anly daughter of Henry Grady, then 
drew the cord which held the canvas in 
place about the figure en the monument, 
The cloth slipped from the statue, leaving 


The Bronze Figure Revealed. 


It was greeted with cheer after cheer by 
the great assembly. Reverend W. J. 
Lee was then introduced to deliver the in- 
vocation. At its conclusion Fulton Col- 
ville read a statement prepared by the 
monument committee, giving a brief his- 
tory of the movement for the erection of 
the monument. It showed that almost 
every state in the Union had subscribed to 
the fund, and that the amount necessary 
had been raised within thirty days of Mr. 
Grady’s death. 

Clark Howell then stepped to the front 
of the platform to introdace the orator of 
the occasion—David Hill, governor of New 
York. Governor Hill received a most en- 
thusiastic greeting from the assemblage, 
rad his oration was received with great 
Interest and enthusiasm. 

Among the decorations on the stand 
about the Grady monument in the morn- 
ing were pictures of Jefferson Davis, Lee 
and Stonewall Jackson. They were or- 
dered by the committee to be taken down 
before the exercises took place. The only 
decorations on the stand were the nationai 
colors, 

Too Bad. 

One of the regrettable features of the 
ceremony was the failure of the local com- 
mittee, headed by C. S. Northen, to ex- 
tend to Mrs. Grady and herchildren an in- 
vitation to take part in the parade or in 
the exercises. Mrs. Grady learned of the 
arrangements through the newspapers, 
butin consequence of the failure of the 
committee to invite her to participate in 
the parade, she did not ride in one of the 
carriages as had been intended. She was 
at #ie monument, and with her children 
sat opposite Governor Hill when he de- 
livered his oratiun.

“Every male citizen of 21 years of age 
and upwards (except paupers, persons un- 
| der guardianship and persons excluded by 
| Article 20 of the amendments to the Con- 
stitution) who has resided within the State 
one year, and within the city or town in 
which he claims a right to vote six months 
next preceding any election of city, town, 
county or state officers, or representatives 
to Congress, or of electors of President and 
Vice-President, and who has paid by him- 
self, his parent, master or guardian, a 
state or county tax assessed upon him in 
this state, within two years next preceding 
such election, shall havea right to vote in 
all such elections; and no other persons 
shall have such right to yote except as pre- 
vided in section three.”’ 

It will be necessary for the next Legisla- 
ture, in event of the adoption of the 
amendment, to amend the above also.

Gold Chain in a Lump of Coal. 

A curious find has been brought to 
light by Mrs. S. W. Culp. As she was 
breaking a lump of coal preparatory to 
putting it in the scuttle she discovered, 
as the lump fell apart, imbedded in a cir- 
cular shape, asmall gold chain at 
ten inches in length of antique and quaint 
workmanship. At first Mrs. Culp thought 
the chain had been dropped accidentally 
in the coal, but as she undertook to lift 
the chain up the idea of its having been 
recently dropped was at once made fal- 
lacious, for as the lump of coal broke it 
separated almost in the middle, and the 
circular position of the chain placed the 
two ends near to each other. As tl 1e 
lump separated the middle of the chai 
became loosened, while each end re- 
mained fastened to the coal. 

This is a study for the students of 
archeology who love to puzzle their 
brains over the geviogical construction 
of the earth, from whose depths the cu- 
rious is always cropping out. The lump 
of coal from which this chain was taken 
is supposed to come from the Taylor 
ville or Pana mines, and it almost 
one’s breath with mystery when it i 
thought for how many long ages the 
earth has been forming strata after 
strata which hid the golden links from 
view. The chain was of eight carat 
gold and weighed eight pennyweights.— 
Morrisonville (Ills.) Times. 


A Landlady’s Bill.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 23.—-Acting Secretary 
Spaulding has written a letter to the sec- 
retary of state in regard to the construc- 
tion of the alien contract labor law by the 
attorney general, who holds that skilled

AFFLICTED SPAIN. 


Fresh and Disastrous Floods Add to Her 
Misevies—Many Persons Drowned. 


MADRID, Oct. 23.—Vast tracts of land to 
the south of the Sierra Nevada have been 
submerged by the floods which have fol- 
lowed the recent rainstorms. The Cadiar 
river, with the tributaries, has become so 
swollen by the incessant rains that it has 
overflowed the plains of Albunol, Berschu- 
lex and Usrevieon. The result is that the 
crops in those districts have been de- 
stroyed and that a number of persons 
have been drowned. Terrible distress ex- 
ists among the inhabitants of the flooded 
districts. 

The country about Manresa, province of 
Barcelona, has been swept by a hurricane 
which hasdone much damage to crops 
and to other property. 


Damage Amounts to $200,000. 

MILAN, Tenn., Oct. 23.—Two freight 
trains, running at full speed, collided at 
Bardwell Hill, on the Illinois Central yes- 
terday. A car of oil exploded, setting fire 
tothe train. Three cars of merchandise 
were burned. The two engines were 
demolished. The track on both sides of 
the wreck was burned for 500 feet and the 
woods fora mile. The loss is estimated at 
$200,000, One engineer was badly hurt.

Yy the Italian Goverument and Backed 
Up by the friple Alliance, Because of 
Fears of Consequences of an Alliance 


Between France and the Vutican. 


RoME, Oct. 23.—In an interview with an 
Associated Press correspondent, one of 
the most influential of the cardinals, who 
is an intimate friend of the pope, said in 
substance: 

“Our position in Rome has undergone 
a radical change, as a result of t. e events 
and disorders of Oct. 2. The investigation 
which we have made has proved that the 
demonstration against the French pil- 
grims, justified undera chimerical pre- 
text, was prepared and arranged in ad- 
vance by the government and Menotti 
Garibaldi, against the radical demonstra- 
tion of Nice and against the pope. The king, 
the ministers and the liberal monarchical 
party were fearful of the consequences 
which might arise from the alliance of 
France with the Vatican and of the alli- 
ance of the republic with the radical re- 
publicans, We also know that the triple 
alliance has been informed of this game 
and that it approved of this manifestation 

As a Reply to the Fetes at Nice 
and as a direct attack upon the pope and 
the pilgrims. It was a desired affirmation, 
premeditated, of monarchical right 
against the French republic and agaiust 
the status quo at Rome. 

“M. de Lucea, under secretary of state of 
the interior department, and Menotti 
Garibaldi arranged the terms of this con- 
spiracy. The Italian government sent to 
all the mayors a circular letter in order to 
add weight to the manifestation. We 
have received the most pungent details in 
regard to the reception given to these con- 
fidential letters. Many mayors were em- 
barrassed and did not know howto reply.” 

“But why has so large a part of the 
monarchical aud libera! world favored 
these outrages upon French pilgrims?’ 
asked the correspondent. 

“The answer is that the government 
wishes to give to the world the impression 
that 

Rome is Opposed to the Pope 
and that Italy will not have any reconcile- 
ment with France or any amicable under- 
standing between the Vatican and the 
French republic. The demonstration was 
the prolongation or the result of the re- 
publican and democratic policy of the 
pope. 

“You cannot imagine the anxieties and 
fears of cur liberal and official world in 
face of the isolation ef the holy see. Our 
liberals had expected that the religious 
war waged in France would prevent all 
rising of opinion in this country, and that 
it would result, sooner or later, In a vio- 
lent rupture with the holy see. Since the 
famous toast of Cardinal Lavigerie and 
the demonstrations of Cronstadt, all our 
official world, momarchical, liberal and 
sectarian, has been living in a state of 
trouble, It felt its edifice, so laboriously 
erected, to be cracking and threatening 
ruin. All hopes, all illusions, Were vanish- 
ing and then came the scandals of Oct. 2, 

You may be astonished at the folly of 
the governmenutin driving away pilgrims 
when it was to their interest to favor pil- 
grimages and because this source of 
revenue for Rome and for Italy is now 
ruined, But official Italy 

Desired to Teach a Lesson 

to show that she has made up her mind to 
admit all excesses and to to go to all ex- 
trenes, and that, far from adopting her- 
self to the new situation, she would prefer 
assassination, the exiling of the pope and 
the pillage of the Vatican. Such is the 
threat contained in that crisis,and in those 
blows from sticks bestowed upon the pil- 
grims. Leo XIII perfectly understood 
the meaning it was intended to convey to 
him. Referring to these affairs the pope 
said: ‘Iam no longera prisoner; Iam a 
hostage. Iam threatened with exile and 
assassination if I will not capitulate be- 
fore the enemy.’ 

“The pope saw correctly. The manifesta- 
tions of Rome signify that official Italy de- 
sires to place scandal between the pope 
and the faithfal; official Italy desires to 
sequestrate him, to restrict his liberty, 
and she declares by this, that if the pope 
does not yield, he will be killed or driven 
from Rome. It is Rome elosed to the pil- 
grims or the pope expelled from Rome. 
Offic:al Italy sees with apprehension the 
progress which the pope is making, not 
only inthe world at large, butalso in 
Rome itse f. Since the workingmen’s 
manifestations of Feb. 8, 1889, and the ex- 
plosion of the powder magazine of Monte 
Verde the inhabitants of Rome have com- 
menced 

fo Draw Positive Parallels 

between the consequences of the status 
quo aud the policy of the Vatican. The 
new regime has brought misery to this 
city, when, in days gone by, Rome was 
continually en fete. When the Liberal 
party saw the people fraternizing with the 
pilgrims and found itself, above all, con- 
fronted by the incomparable manifesta- 
tions of popularity exhibited toward the 
holy father, it was afraid. It said to itself 
that an end must be put to these instruc- 
tive spectacles, The scandals were princi- 
pally acts of weakness and despair. Every- 
body regrets the Pantheon incidents, 
but nobcdy dares to brave the anger of the 
government.” 


“Willthe pope accept this new situa-| 


tion?” the cardinal was asked. 


“Never,” was tne firm reply, “even | 
though his life is threatened and since the | 


Vatican is denounced and placed in a state 
of siege. But the conscience of the pope is 
incorruptible and inflexible. He, the pas- 
sionate lover of peace, 
Does Not Recoil 

before any threat or any responsibility. 
The more one tries to exercise a premed- 
itated influence over him, the more head- 
strong he becomes. At each direct blow 


from official Italy, at each declaration of | 


war, he has replied by a bold act, firmly 
and violently.” 

The relations tetween Italy and the 
pope, between the faithful and Rome and, 
pernaps, between the state and Vatican, 
will be seriously modified. The cardinal 


stated that nothing has yet been decided | 
as to the pope’s leaving Rome, but every- | 
thing is ready for such a step. Everybody | 
is persuaded that the Vatican’s adversaries | 
| will go on to tie bitter end. The pope is 


aware of the secret machinations of the 
triple alliane and will act accordingly. He 
also remarked that recent event have 
caused a long step to be taken iu the idea 
of holding the couclave abroad. 


forbidden the local press to record the state 
of affairs. The zemstvos (or provincial as- 
remblies) are panic-stricken and are ut- 
terly unable to remedy the disorder. The 
supposed reserves of grain are missing. 

It has been discovered that when the 
ezar ordered the distribution of the reserve 
grain in the government granaries the 
officials did not dare to acknowledge that 
the stores were empty, and tried to make 
up the deficiency from the military grana- 
ries in order to conceal the peculation. It 
is feared that this will greatly hamper the 
military commissariat in the event of Rus- 
sia engaging ina war. Thefundsfor the 
relief of the starving people have also been 
deplorably mismanaged. In some dis- 
tricts, which are under. powerful patron- 
age,there is more thanan abundance of re- 
lief, while in other districts no heed is 
paid to the starving peasants. 

Many government employes complain 
that their superiors deduct a certain 
amount from their wages for the relief 
fund, ,thereby leaving them poverty 
stricken.

Holds Its Annual Meeting and Listens 
to Reports of This Season’s Dolngs. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 23.—Chris Von Der Ahe 
of St. Louis, Zach Phelps of Louisville, 
president of the American association, and

A Very Interesting Intellectual Battle 
in Boston. 


An Event of Great Political Interest 
Throughout the State, 


Boston, Oct. 24.—There was an intellec- 
tual encounter, in two rounds, ut Tremont 
Temple last night before a big audience. 

The contestants, ex-Congressman John 
E. Russell and Congressman Henry Cabot 
Lodge. for nearly three hours wrangled 
over the question as to whether Governor 
William E. Russell’s administration had 
been a failure or not. 

Chairman Horace G. Allen made an in 
troductory speech, and then ex-Congress 
man Russell took the floor and immedi- 
ately began 

The Debate, 

Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen: We 
are fortunate in the topic for this discussion. 
Itis the administration of a governor elected 
by a party that heretofore has had but a small 
part in the responsibilities of the common- 
wealth. It is stillin power; its acts from the 
beginning are fresh in the public mind, and it 
is befcre the people asking their approval. 
Methods of federal taxation and questions of 
currency may be debated without result, ex- 
cept to disclose wide or narrow differences of 
opinion. Our question is to be decided by the 
people at the next election, which is near, and 
my appearance here is a proof of my confi- 
dence in my cause and in the justice of the 
tribunal. But whatever may be the result, I 
cannot but feel that it has been of infinite ad- 
Vantage to the people of Massachusetts to 
have had a Democratic administration. 

The aministration of the past year has com- 
pletely overthrown this arrogant pretension 


The administration of the past year has 
proved, as only experiments could prove, that 
either party is competent to fairly and faith- 
fully administer the affairs of state in Massa- 
chusetts. It will have the effect to more 
evenly divide parties and thus secure the 
nomination of the best and truest citizen. It 
has reassured timid citizens in regard to the 
patriotic character of a large part of the 
Voters, and has put an end to the detraction, 
that Democratic rule was dangerous to the 
public weal. 

In this way it has strengthened free institu- 
tions; and the people may congratulate them- 
belves and feel renewed pride and love for our 
dear old commonwealth because of her 
brighter honor, her higher dignity, her more 
assured safety. 

Our opponents seek todisplace us and to as- 
bume the power of which they were deprived 
at the last election. In order to accomplish 
this purpose it is proper that 

They Should Show Cause, 

that they should show you reason fora change. 
It is necessary that they satisfactorily estab- 
lish that the present governor is not doing his 
duty by the people. The administration of 
Governor Russell is to be judged upon four 
grounds: Upon the recommendations of legis- 
lature; upon his vetoes of acts passed; by that 
great test of all administrations, his appoint- 
ment to office; and by his appearance before 
the people. 

Mr. Russell then reviewed the gov- 
ernor’s recommendations to the legislature 
and pointed to the vote of the general 
court tosubmit to the people the amead- 
ment to the constitution for the abolition 
of the poll tax as a prerequisite for vot- 
ing as one of the fruits of his inaugural 
message. He reviewed in detail the laws 
passed in the line of bis message, and con- 
cluded that the views of the governor 
were reflected to a greater degree in laws 
on the statue books than in the case of 
any governor for years. Mr. Russell paid 
his respects to Mr. Lodge on this matter 
and wanted to know what the Republican 
party proposed to do with this poll tax 
resolve. Healsoturned his attention to 
the position of Mr. Lodge on the redistrict- 
ing bill,and asked if the party intended, in 
case it was successful this fall, 

To Open Up That Matter Again 
and gerrymander the state. 

After dealing with the matter of com- 
missions, Mr. Russell said the governor 
had made 121 appointments, of which 
ninety-four were reappointments and 
twenty-seven were new. The Osborne in- 
vestigation he touched upon, declaring 
that the police commissioner under inves- 
tigation had been .found an improper per- 
son to hold the office: He reviewed the 
appointment of Chauncey Smith as rail- 
road commissioner in place of George G. 
Crocker, and said the latter had defied the 
legislature and been compelled to do his 
duty by the supreme court. Governor 
Russell had refused to allow the claim of 
Theodore Davis for lobby services at 
Washington, and it would not be paid 
without litigation. 

Lodge's Reply. 

Mr. Allan—I now take equal pleasure in 
introducing to you the Honorable Henry 
Cabot Lodge. 

Mr. Lodge spoke as follows: 

Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen: Iam 
here to-night to discuss and to criticise the 
administration of Governor Russell. I shall 
make no allusion to the matter of the abolition 
of the poll tax, for I have always supported 
that abolition, both in public and in private. 

A Republican legislature of 1889 passed the 
constitutional amendment, otherwise it would 
never have reached the Republican legislature 
of 1890. Nor shall I speak to you by the card 
about the public schools. I do not need to 
speak by the card. My position is too well 
known. Governor Russell came into office 
with large promises as a reformer and im- 
prover. A high standard was set up, and we 
have a right to demand a corresponding meas- 
ure of performance. His excellency is not 
satisfied with the limitations placed by the 
constitution upon the government of Massa- 
chusetts. I can easily understand that, toa 
man of his excellency’s bold spirit and imperi- 
ous will, the limitations upon the governor- 
ship of Massachusetts may seem irksome. But 
there is no excuse if he has failed in the per- 
formance of his duties. We must judge him 
by the governorship of Massachusetts as it is, 
not as it might be if he could make it what he 
would like it to be.

EX-COUNCILMAN DEAD. 


Levi Stearns a Member of the First Coun- 
cll, Passes Away. 


The ranks of the first City Council of 
Quincy have again been invaded by death’s 
messenger, who has removed a much re- 
spected citizen, Mr. Levi Stearns. He 
was elected to the position in December, 
1888, and missed but one meeting in the 
year. He served on the Committees of 
Health, Poor and Bonds. He was a can- 
didate at large for re-election in 1889, but 
failed of an election. 

Mr. Stearns was born in Boston Nov. 
29, 1829. He followed the sea in early life, 
and was among those attracted to Cali- 
fornia by the gold fever. Returning East 
he settled in Quincy where he was for 
many years a blacksmith and tool shar- 
pener. Since the erection of the John 
Hancock school building he has been its 
janitor. 

The deceased was a prominent Mason of 
long standing. He was Worshipful Master 
of Rural Lodge of this city in 1867 and 
1868, and has for many years been treas- 
urer of the lodge. He was also a Past 
High Priest of St. Stephens Chapter, R. A. 
Masons. The Masons will attend his fun- 
eral in a body on Tuesday afternoon, 

Mr. Stearns was twice married and leaves 
a widow and son. 


CASES OF DESTITUTION. 


Two Keported in One Neighborhood by 
Officers Loring and Furnald. 

Officer Loring of the Society for the Pre- 
vention of Cruelty to Children and Officer 
Furnald have brought to light in this city 
two cases of destitution. 

At the Kidder house on Kidder street, 
West Quincy, the officers found a family 
consisting of the mother, twin infants 
aged about five months, and a girl aged 
four years, living in wretched and destitute 
circumstances. 

There was not a particle of food in the 
house, and an old stove, a filthy mattress 
and two chairs made up the furniture of 
the tenement. 

The only bed clothing they had were a 
few old cast-off garments, which were in 
rags and very filthy. 

The tenement consists of four rooms, 
which were also in a filthy condition. 

The only clothing the infants had was a 
dirty cotton slip each. 

In the cellar there was a freshly emptied 
half barrel which had contained ale. 

The head of the family is William 
Walker, who is a granite pelisher and capa- 
ble of earning $20 per week but for his 
dissipated babits. 

The matter has been reported to Over- 
seer-of-the-Poor Field, and measures have 
been taken to provide for the family. 

In the same neighborhood Officer Fur- 
nald found another case, which proved to 
be a genuine case of poverty. 

James Flynn, aged about 40 years and 
suffering from consumption, and his three 
months’ old babe were alone in the house, 
and being without fuel, Flynn was obliged 
to remain in his bed in order to keep warm, 
and the child was apparently very feeble. 

Flynn’s wife was out washing, in order 
to earn money for the support of the 
family. 

The poor department have also taken 
this case in charge, and will provide for 
them. 


Harvest Thanksgiving Service. 

On Sunday at morning service in the 
Unitarian church,¢ Wollaston, at 10.45, 
the Rev. W. S. Key will preach a sermon 
appropriate to the day, which has been ap- 
pointed as the day for Harvest Thanks- 
giving. In the evening at 6 o'clock the 
children of the Sabbath school will cele- 
brate their annual Harvest Thanksgiving 
service. On this occasion there will be 
seasonable decorations of fruit, flowers 
and grain ; special singing by the children, 
including a processional hymn. Recitations 
and addresses will be interspersed, the en- 
tire programme being arranged to furnish 
a season of thankful rejoicing. 


WEYMOUTH. 

The residence of A. W. Custance on Vine 
street, Weymouth, was visited by a burglar 
at an early hour this morning. Entrance 
was gained by climbing into the parlor and 
then proceeding to go through the house, 
He accidently stumbled over a coal hod in 
the darkness and aroused Mr. Custance 
whose sleeping room is on the second floor. 
He got up and chased the burglar, who 
jumped through the open window. Al- 
though Mr. Custance chased him for a con- 
siderable distance he was unable to over- 
take him. The fellow wore sneaks and is 
described as being tall and stout. 

A union temperance meeting will be 
held at the Unitarian church, East Wey- 
mouth, Sunday evening; Rev. A. A. Kid- 
der will make the address. 

The East Weymouth fire department will 
hold its second grand concert and ball early 
in January.

auc cutTuete utity amposeti upon Loe governor 
by the constitution is that which makes him 
part of the law-making power. Bill are given 
tohim for his revisal, He is either to sign 
them, to return them with his objections, or 
to permit them to become law without his 
signature. He signed a bill incorporating a 
Gloucester trust company and allowed seven 
others to become law of a similar character, 
without his signature, and said that he had 
lone so, in a message, because the first 

Escaped His Attention. 
jovernors of Massachusetts do not sit in the 
tate house to have measures escape their at- 
ention. Itis their duty to notice them, and 
his bill, moreover, belonged to a class on 
hich he had made a specific recommenda- 
ion of a general law. 

He vetoed a bill granting bountigs to certain 
oldiers in East Bridgewater. He had pre- 
iously signed a precisely similar bill in the 
case of the town of Randolph. He said that 
since he signed the Randolph bill he had dis- 
covored that it was unconstitutional. He 
based his decision, he based that constitution- 
ality, on a decision of the supreme court 
rendered six years before. I think we may 
ask of a lawyer of such high legal attain- 
ments as Governor Russel] (as we known from 
the testimony of his friends and the character 
of his important clients) that he should be fa- 
miliar with a decision of the supreme court 
six years old in regard to a very common class 
of legislation. 

Mr. Lodge then charged that Goveruor 
Russell had appointed a secretary of agri- 
culture before the law creating the office 
had gone into effect. Judge Staples of 
the superior court had died on Aug. 2 and 
his successor was appointed Aug. 6, which 
Mr. Lodge thought undue haste. He then 
criticised two appointments of the gov- 
ernor as not creditable. One was Hanni- 
gan of Lawrence asa member of the dis- 
trict police, and the other whom he did 
not name, asa member of the board of 
trustees for the hospital for dipsomaniacs. 
He charged that they both had criminal 
records. Another was W. B. Johnson, ap- 
pointed a member of the firemen’s fund 
commission. 

Mr. Lodge defended the police commis- 
sion of Boston vigorously, and then read 
what purported to be an autograph letter 
in manifold to liquor dealers asking a con- 
tribution to the Democratic campaign 
fund. 

The chairman announced that Mr. Rus- 
sell would now be granted thirty minutes, 
etc, 

Russell to Lodge. 

Mr. Russeli was accorded a most cordial 
reception. Mr. Russell gracefully ac- 
Knowledged the welcome and began very 
very calmly as follows: 

I will first take up some of the appointments 
of the governor that my friend has criticised. 
There is one of them that I especially regret 
for the sake of human nature. It is the case 
of Dr. Terry of Fall River, who was appointed 
a trustee of the hospital for the inebriates; I 
believe he isthe man whose name was used. 

It is perfectly true that that gentleman's 
name was presented tothe governor and sent 
by him to the council upon recommendation, 
such as every appointment has had made by 
every governor of Massachusetts from the be- 
ginning down to thepresent time. My friend 
would lead you to suppose that the governor 
of Massachusetts is competent in his position 
to investigate the case of every individual that 
comes before him. Dr. Terry was recom- 
mended upon the advice of men like this: 

Mr. Russell here read letters showing 
that Dr. Terry was recommended by most 
of the clergymen of Fall River. He 
shc wed, too, that the doctor was a Repub- 


lican. In the case of Harrigan he showed 
that he had been recommended by Com- 


missioner Merrill and nearly all the Re 
publican office holders of the city of Law- 
rence, who said he was a worthy man and 
well qualified to fill the position to which 
he aspired. Hethen quoted from an ed- 
itorialin The Evening Record of yester- 
day which, he claimed, showed that the 
police commission was working for Allen 
and declaring that he had the sympathy 
of the saloon element, where the most ef- 
fective work was being done in a quiet 
way. Continuing he said: 

Mr. Lodge has declared here tonight that 
the governor, against his opinions expressed 
to the legislature, had created five commis- 
sions. He did not create one of them. They 
were created, each one, by an act of the legis- 
lature. They are not to be compared with the 
commissions that govern the state: they are 
not executive commissions. They are neces- 
sary commissions appointed for temporary 
purposes, and, as he himself told you, but one 
of them has a salary attached to his office. 

The Governor is attacked here because of 
the fact that he refused to sign, or neglected to 
sign, seven or eight bills

when he had already signed one. The goy- 
ernor may be justified in signing one. but 
when they come in a shoal he may more 
properly do as Governor Russell did—not sign 
them, which was perfectly proper for him tc 
do under the constitution of Massachusetts. It 
isa right that is exercised by our governors 
whenever they choose to exercise it, and by 
the President of the United States, under the 
constitution of the United States, when he 
chooses to let bills become laws without his 
signature. It is very common and not to be 
denounced at this date. 

Now about the governor's veto of the bill tc 
build the insane asylum in Medfield because it 
was to be built by a salaried commission in- 
stead of trustees. The governor had presented 
to him the facts that whenever salaried com- 
missions undertook the building of an import- 
ant building in the state of Massachusetts, the 
construction of the building lasted as long as 
the commissioners found it profitable to draw 
their salaries, and enormous sums of money 
had been spent, and it had also been proved in 
the experience of the commonwealth that 
when these buildings were under the charge of 
the trustees who were to manage them after- 
wards, they were more economically built and 
more promptly finished, and it was more to 
the advantage of thecommonwealth. 

Itis true that the governor signed the bill 
allowing the city of Boston to spend nearly 
$1,000,000 upon a library building that is being 
built by trustees by the city of Boston. Yet] 
will ask Mr. Lodge if he would have 
had the governor of the common- 
wealth veto the bill completing the 
public library of Boston because under 
trustees it was costing $1,000,000 more than it 
had been expected to cost in the first place? 

The Close. 

“Mr. Lodge has thirty minutes,” said 
Chairman Allen, and the Republican 
champion was given a hearty cheer. He 
closed the debate in the following words: 

No, I would not have Governor Russell veto 
the bill for the Boston public library, but I 
would have had him keepa straight course 
and sign alsothe bill for the completion of a 
great public work for the guardianship of the 
insane, which was being conducted by com- 
missioners every whitas honest as the trustees 
of the public library in Boston. 

My distinguished friend has raised a shelter 
for the governor on the matter of the appoint- 
ments which I thoucht he might raise. He 
has got him under Republican letters of in- 
dorsement. He has also tried to put him un- 
der the executive council. They suspended 
the Terry case and never took action on it.

UNIVERSALISTS ELECT OFFICERS.

Convention at Worcester. 


WoncestTer, Mass., Oct. 24.—The Uni- 
versalist convention of the United States 
and the British provinces, whicb has been 
in session here since Wednesday, closed 
fts meeting yesterday afternoon.

PECAUD'S TESTIMONY. 


He Expected About $5000, but Got 
$100,000 for His ‘* Funny Business.”’ 


QUEBEC, Oct. 24.—The circuit court 
room was crowded yesterday, at the open- 
ing of the royal session, by politicians and 
others who came to listen to Pacaud’s evi- 
dence. He referred to a meeting at the 
Hotel Brunswick, New York, where nego- 
tiations were concluded. There were 
present Langelier, Robideaux, Armstrong, 
and others. Armstrong took Pacaud toa 
corner and said he understood he (Pacaud) 
would take charge of negotiations, and 
Pacaud said he would. Armstrong at 
first offered him $75,000 for the work. 
Pacaud swore that he never expected to 
get more than $4000 or $5000, but when he 
saw the gold mine before him,which Arm- 
strong opened to his view, he thought it 
no more than right he should get all he 
could, and he demanded an additional 
sum of $25,000, which was agreed to. Con- 
tinuing, the witness said he did all he 
could to advance the interests of the syn- 
dicate, working more especially on the 
feelings of Ministers Langelier, Dubamel 
and others, and, as the work was very 
heavy, he did not think he was overpaid. 


THIEVING REDSKINS 


Porsued and Overtaken 
Police and a Battle 


by Mounted 
Ensues. 


ASSINABOINE, Mont., Oct. 24.—A battle 
took place yesterday between Blood In- 
dians and Canadian mounted police just 
across the international boundary line, 
not over fifty miles from here. The In- 
dians recently stole a band of horses be- 
longing to the police. The policemen 
started in pursuit aud coming upon them 
suddenly both sides commenced firing. 
The first fire killed one policeman and two 
Indians. Several were wounded on both 
sides. A Blackfoot who witnessed the 
fight says it was still in progress when he 
left. Colonel Bates, commander at Fort 
Assinaboine, has ordered cavalry to the 
Blackfoot agency to restrain the Indians 
there from taking part in the disturbance. 


GRESHAM DENIES IT. 


Alleged Interview Concerning Himself 
and the President Pronounced False. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 24.--Referring to the 
story from Indianapolis to the effect that 
an azreement has been entered into be- 
tween Indiana friends of Judge Gresham 
and those of President Harrison by which 
the former are to cease their opposition to 
Mr. Harrison’s renomination, and the lat- 
terare tolend their influence to Judge 
Gresham in 1896, an evening paper pub- 
lishes an interview with Judge Gresham 
in which he says: ‘‘There is no foundation 
for the statement. I have entered into no 
agreement or understanding with the 
president or any of his friends. No friend 
of mine was authorized to make such an 
agreement for me, and I am confident no 
such an agreement has been made,”’ 


Crooked Merchant Indicted. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 24 —Two indictments 
were returned by the grand jury against 
Walter J. Cohen, one of the members of 
the defunct firm of Cohen,Soloman & Co., 
trouser manufacturers. The first indict- 
ment charges him with obtaining money 
and goods by false pretenses. The second 
is predicated on the fact of his fraudulent 


disposal of his property with intent to de- 
fraud his creditors. 


A Veritable Jezebel. 

VIENNA, Oct. 24.—A female brigand 
named Mila is being tried for some of her 
crimes in Posarevatz, Servia. She has 
been for a number of years a terror to the 
people of that region, and her crimes and 
cruelties far exceed those of the ordinary 
brigand. Mila is is accused of fourteen 
murders and numerous robberies, 


The Breach Healed. 

KANSAS CITY, Oct. 24.—The Kansas Far- 
mers’ Alliance has patched up its troubles 
by the election at Salina of W. H. Utley 
as president. The McGrath men claim 
this as a defeat for the union-labor element.

Paris, Oct. 24—The Figaro publishes « 
Copenhagen dispatch, saying that the cz.r 
and other royaities assembled at Fredien- 
berg, the palace of the royal family of D. u- 
mark, and discussed the formation of a 
league of peace. The proposed league is to 
include Russia, France, Servia, Monte- 
negro, Sweden, Denmark and possibly 
Spain. The existence and constitution of 
the new league will probably be announced 
in January. 


GLADSTONE AND BRIBERY 


Bound Together in a Speech by the 


House of Commons’ New Leader. 


LONDON, Oct, 24.—Mr. Balfour delivered 
his opening speech last night as the new 
leader of the majority in the house of 
commons, Hechose for the locality of his 
address Bury, in Lancashire, a Liberal- 
Union stronghold. Letters were read 
from Lord Hartington and Sir Henry 
James euolgizing the new chief of the 
Unionist party. Mr. Balfour said that 
prosperity would soon follow the social 
peace prevailing in Ireland. He was confi- 
dent that the Liberals would now not 
confide permanently in the _ ill-surted 
ana motley throng, bound together by no 
common principle and aiming at no com- 
mon object, which Mr. Gladstone desired 
to enlist under the home rule bauner. The 
great mass did not want home rule, but 
Mr. Gladstone promised them indefinite 
loot, and bribed each section to help him 
take the fortress; but his specious promises 
would not deceive the community. 


THE CZAR RELENTS. 


Grand Duke Michael and His 
Admitted to Court Circles. 


BERLIN, Oct. 24.—The pardonand restor- 
ation of the Grand Duke Michael, cousin 
to the czar, and the consequent recogni- 
tion of his marriage to the beautiful 
Countess Merenberg, admits to the exciu- 
sive circles of the Romaoff court a 
lady who has negro blood in her veins,and 
who is the daughter of a noted divorcee, 
but who is also considered one of the most 
beautiful women in Europe. The grand 
duchess is a descendant of the Russian 
poet, Pushkin, who himself descend cd 
froma ful!-hlooded negro, a favorite of 
Peter the Great. The grand duke gets 
back his military commands, his civic al- 
lowance and all his titles and dignities. 
The czar has meditated this step ever 
since the death of the grand duke’s 
mother, which was directly caused by the 
ezar’s harshness toward her son.

BRAVE BREVET WIDOWS. 


SPINSTERS WHO WOULD_~ HAVE 
BEEN WIVES BUT FOR THE WAR. 


One Reason Why There Are So Many 
Single Women About Forty Years of 
Age in This Country—Ssory of a Heroic 
Girl Who Deserves a Pension. 


Last week I went to see my friend the 
colonel, a Virginian, who was a distin 
ruished officer on the side of the south 
since the war his duties as consulting en 
| gineer have taken him all over the coun 
try, and, being a close observer, his opin- 
lions are entitled to respectful considera- 
| tion. As we sat smoking on the wide pi- 
| azza and watching the growing moonlight 
gradually discovering the grounds of the 
adjoining mansion, I saw a number of la- 
‘dies looking eastward and heard them 
{commenting in low, melodious voices on 
| the glories of the night. 

“Four maiden sisters,” whispered the 
colonel, and they are the owners and, with 
| the servants, the sole occupants of that fine 
| old mansion.” 
| “It is evident that your wife has un 
bounded faith in you,” I laughed, “or she 
would not leave you alone in this neigh- 
borhood.” 

“She is a good friend of the widows anid 
she feels that [am quite safe with them 
within call,” said the colonel. 

“But I thought you said they were maiden 
sisters?” 

“So I did, and when I said ‘widows’ | 
| meant widows by brevet. Those ladies ure 
now between forty and fifty years of age. 
Friends tell me that as girls they were very 
| pretty. They are the best educated women 
lever met, but they are neither pedantic 
nor misanthropic. They are above want. 
But their husbands were killed”—— 

“Their husbands killed?” I interrupted 

“Yes, killed in the war; but all of them 
may not know it. Let meexplain. North 
and south there were killed iu battle or 
died of disease fully 500,000 men, not one- 
tenth of whom were married. Of the men 
at the front who bore the brunt of battle 
fully nine-tenths were under thirty years 
of age. Now it is a lawof nature that 
every male must have his mate, and every 
| man who is killed or who dies prematurely 
and unmarried forces some woman insome 
place to remain single. This subject in- 
terests me, and sol have made a study of 
it. Istarted out with a theory to account 
| for the number of single women over forty 
|} whom I meet with unvarying regularity 
| in the south as wellas inthe north, and 
| my theory is correct; that is why I call 
them, not old maids, but ‘widows by bre- 


knew the man, for they had been neigh- 
bors, friends and schoolmates. I wasa sin- 
gle man when in 1861 I took command of 
my troop at Staunton, Va. Of the 110 men 
in the company there was not one mar- 
ried. I was then twenty-five and was the 
oldest man in the troop. Our youngest 
men were about eighteen, but I was told, 
and I believe it, that from the captain 
down every man who rode with us for 
Bull Run that July morning had a sweet- 
heart and was engaged. 

“When the war ended I checked off with 
a friend the original muster roll of that 
e->mpany. Thirty-one survived. The rest 
had gone down before the bullet or the 
more fatal disease of the camp. But that 
meant eighty girlsin and about Staunton 
whose sweethearts went away to die. 
There never was a soldier, worth the lead 
that killed him, that didn’t have some 
woman at home, mother, sister or sweet- 
heart, oftener all three, to mourn his 
taking off. The bullet seldom stopped in 
the brain or breast of the man it struck 
down on the battlefield, but winged its 
way over river and hill to find its final 
resting place in a woman’s heart. But of 
all the people who have suffered by the 
war, the brevet widow most excites my 
sympathies, 

“Ido not think I regard her from the 
standpoint of a sentimentalist: but I felt 
when congress was looking about for 
something to pension, that it would have 
been a stroke of statesmanship and an 
evidence of chivalry had the brevet widows 
been pensioned. You laugh! Will you let 
me cite a case in point? 

“I know right here in New York state a 
lady who deserves a pension for her brevet 
condition far more than do many of the 
widows of full rank. This lady was en- 
gaged to be married to a young man, 4 
member of thé Seventh regiment, who be- 
longed toa good family, and who held a 
position that would have made him rich in 
a few years had he kept close to business. 
The day set for his marriage was that on 
which the regiment marched to Washing- 
ton. He saw the lady the night before 
and said he would remain back and join 
the regiment, she accompanying him, the 
day after its departure. But her pride and 
her patriotism were as strong as her love. 
She said: ‘We can wait, Jack, but the dan- 
ger to the capital will not be postponed on 
account of our wedding. The thought of 
standing by your side at the altar has been 
in my mind by day and brightened my 
dreams by night ever since you asked me 
to be your wife, but I feel, Jack, that it is 
your duty to march with the regiment.’ 

“The next day she saw him through her 
tears at the head of his company, for he 
was an officer, marching down Broadway, 
up which he was never to return. Jack, as 
I will call him, was offered a higher com- 
mission in a new regiment before the three 
months for which the Seventh had gone 
out had expired, and after consulting his 
fiancee and getting her consent he took it. 
At the same time the lady went to Wash 
injyton asa nurse. This was certainly @ 
great sacrifice, but I doubt if the colonel! or 
the nurse looked at it in that way: they 
simply saw their duty and did it. 

“Before the echo of the guns had died 
out at Sharpsburg, or ‘Antietam,’ as your 
side calls it, the nurse was in charge of 4 
hospital that had been established in the 
village. Among the very first of the 
wounded brought to that hospital was 
Jack. He had a bullet in his brain, and so 
did not recognize his betrothed wife in the 
nurse, and as she sat by his cot holding his 
hand that night he died. 

“The lady nursed on till the end of the 
war, when she returned home, aged and 
heart burdened at twenty-five. The war 
that made her a brevet widow impover 
ished her father, whose business had been 
with the south, but she set bravely to 
work to help him, and was his principal 
support till he, too, died, another victim of 
the contest. ¢ 

“At present the lady, now in her fiftieth 
year, lives in a little flat with her helpless 
old mother. She teaches drawing and 
writes charmingly for juvenile publica- 
tions. She wears no medals, has no politi- 
cal influence and seeks no notoriety, yet 
who will say that that gentle old maid, 
that brevet widow, is nota more heroic 
character and has not done more to prove 
it than one-half of the men who have been 
living on their record since the war? If | 


had my way about it, that splendid woman

LOVED THE LAND OF THE FREE. 


Corean Prince Who Made Many Sacri- 
flees Killed by a Train. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 24.—Su Penn, a Co- 
rean prince, was killed by a train at Col- 
lege Station, Md., near this city.

Johnson, brought in a verdict of man- 
slaughter. When the accused heard the 
verdict his face did not change, but he 
stood for a few moments like one dazed. 
Sentence was deferred, and arguments for 
accepting sentence or a new trial will be 

heard at Fall River on Tuesday next.

PROVIDENCE, Oct. 24.—In the Cady mur- 
der trial at East Greenwich, the jury 
brought in a verdict of manslaughter 
against Moses F, Cady,charged with caus- 
ing the death of his brother, Ezra J. Cady, 
duringa quarrel last January.

CHicaGgo, Oct. 24.—Judge Collins has 
decided that George J. Gibson, ex-secre- 
tary of the whisky trust, must stand trial 
on two of the many counts in indict- 
ments found against him in connection 
with the attempted conspiracy and at- 
tempt to destroy the Shufeldt distillery 
with dynamite.

LAKE City, Ia., Oct. 24.—Two freight 
trains collided at a curve on a branch of 
the Chicago and Northwestern railroad, 
Both trains were badly wrecked.

Ebgineers Collins and McAllister 
were fatally injured. Other trainmen were 
hurt.

To Have a Bright Lamp. 

In these days when lamps are used s0 
much the care of them is quite an impor- 
tant matter. If the lamps be good and have 
proper attention, one cannot wish for a 
more satisfactory light; but if badly cared 
for they will be asource of much discom- 
fort. The great secret of having lamps in 
good working orderisto keep them clean 
and to use good oil. Have a regular place 
and time for trimming the lamps. Put a 
folded newspaper on the table, so that any 
stray bits of burned wick and drops of oil 
may fall upon it. Wash and wipe the 
chimneys and shades. Now take off all 
ose parts of the burner, washing them in 
hot soap suds and wiping with a clean, 
soft cloth. 

Trim the wicks and turn them quite 
low. With a soft, wet cloth, well soaped, 
wipe the burner thoroughly, working the 
cloth as much as possible inside the burn- 
erto get off every particle of the charred 
wick. Now fill the lamps within about 
one inch from the top, and wipe with a 
damp towel and then adryone. Adjust 
all the parts an’ then retugg them to 
their proper places. Whenevera new wick 
is required in a |: np, wash and scald the 
burner before putv » gin the wick. “Witha 
student lamp, th receptacle for waste oil, 
which is screwea on the bottom of the 
burner, should be taken off at least once a 
week and washed. 

Sometimes a wick will get very dark 
and dirty before it is half consumed. It is 
not economy to try to burn it; replace it 
with a fresh one. The trouble and ex- 
pense are slight and the increase in clear- 
ness and brilliancy will repay the extra 
care. When a lamp is lighted it should 
not at once be turned up to the full 
height; wait until the chimney is heated. 
Beautiful shades are often cracked or 
broken by having the hot chimneys rest 
against them. Now, when lighting a 
lamp be careful that the chimney is set 
perfectly straight and does not touch the 
shade at any point. Theshade should be 
placed on the lamp as soon as it is lighted, 
that it may heat gradually.—Maria Parloa 
in Ladies’ Home Journal. 


A Word to Mothers.

That too 
was brought out at the legislative hearing, 
and why should it not be allowed to have a 
good thing when they have earned it. 
Now it is out of politics, and with few ex- 
ceptions all its employes are Italians, men 
who do not care anything about the city or 
its politics, they earn their money, take it 
and go off, while if the city owned the 
works there would be a demand for all 
these laboring men to be citizens of Quin- 
cy, which would be absurd from a business 
standpoint. 

So far as the city paying for water is in 
question, it has the cheapest bydrant and 
other public service there is in the state. 
To be sure we have not so many hydrants 
and other conveniences as one might wish, 
but we have got along thus far and can for 
ten years more. Quincy is not very liable 
to have fires, ‘The notion that every man 
shall have as much as any other man is 
rather socialistic doctrine and it is doubt- 
ful if we want it. 

The question of the city owning the wa- 
ter works is not coming up in December on 
any motion yet before the Council, Mr. 
Bryant's motion being only for the accept- 
ance of the act passed last session—which 
no one in Quincy cares anything about. I 
see no reason to believe that the question 
of the purchase of the water works will 
come before the people for years, and in 
the meantime the company will have an 
opportunity to make something on their 
business—a privilege to which it is fairly 
entitled.

Fell Into the Hands of Detec- 
tives at New York. 


A LARGE OUTFIT CAPTURED, 


The Operators Were Both ex-Convicts 
with 


Thousands of Business Men in Various 


and Were in Communication 


Parts of the Country. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 26.—Inspector Byrnes 
says he is determined to break up the 
green goods industry in this city. As evi- 
dence of bis earnestness in carrying out 
this intention he has arrested Frank 
Brooks, alias “Pretty Frank,” aud Ter- 
rence Murphy, alias ‘‘Poodle Murphy.” 

3oth men were found at their homes late 
on Saturday night by central office detec- 
tives. Brooks lived at 202 East Eizhteenth 
street, and Murphy at 211 East One Hun- 
dred and Fourveenth street. Both are old- 
time crooks. Hitherto their crookedness 
has been principally in the pocket-picking 
and small sneak-thieving business.

Had Money to Start With. 

It bought for $1000 a complete little print- 
ing office. Then it printed a stock of cir- 
culars big enough to last a lifetime. They 
got out 500,000 telegraph forms,letters and 
circulars, and such other little things as 
are incident to the trade. A tremendous 
supply of bogus newspaper clippings was 
one of their strongest cards. 

When they had printed enough stuff to 
run 100 ordinary gangs they sold their 
printing office and began work on a big 
scale. The first circular the gang seut out 
wasalongone. It dealt principally with 
the ease with which some agents of the 
ging had accummulated independent for- 
tunes, told a great deal about the surpris- 
ing merit of the supposed counterfeits, 
and including a moving appeal to the per- 
son receiving the circular not to be a 
“traitor” and betray the sender, but to 
take the circular as it was meant—an 
earnest, sincere effort to be of service to 
the victim, who had been recommended 
to the swindler by 

A Warm Personal Acquaintance. 
The receiver was tosend an inclosed tele- 
gram, simply giving the correct name, all 
the rest being a cipher. 

In the supply of answers from victims 
found in Brooks’ tin box was a telegram 
dated at Romer, Ala., Oct. 23. It read: 
“Send instructions provided with 404,” and 
was signed by J. M. Talbot, Troy, Ala. 

This telegram was what is known as the 
“first”? telegram. It is one the firm en- 
closed in the first circular, and asks for 
instructions how to come for the goods. 

On receiving this telegram, these swin- 
dlers sent out “second” circular. It en- 
closede “‘san;ple,”,which was really a good 
bill cut in two pieces. It quotes Scripture 
and gives prices of green goods.

PARIs, Oct. 26.—The new tariff act can- 
not be promulgated before the end’of the 
present year, therefore there will not be 
sufficient time to make it the subject of 
negotiations between the powers before 
the treaties with them lapse. The govern- 
ment, accordingly, will introduce in the 
chamber of deputies a bill to authorize 
them to establish commercial relations 
with foreign nations during the year 1892. 
The minimum: tariff will be applied to Bel- 
gium, Holland, Switzerland, Spain, Portu- 


gal and Sweden, the treaties with which | 


will expire in February, on condition that 


these powers grant France their lowest , 
The minimum tariff will also | 


tariff rates. 
be conceded to those nations now having 
the most favored treatment, which include 
Great Britain, Russia,Mexico and Turkey. 
The United States, Italy and Romania are 
subject to the maximum tariff. The 
French government will request the pow- 
ers to revive, during the year 1892, the 
treaties relating to navigation, trade 
marks, ete. 

The history of the debate in the senato- 
rial ta riff committee in regard tothe prop 
osition for rescinding the prohibition of 
the importation of American pork goes 
to show that the senators who are opposed 
first urged the duty of francs per 100 
kilos in lieu of the rescinding, contending 
that the figure was about the same placed 
on pork in America under the McKinley 
bill. The proposal having been rejected, 
the cpposing senators suggested 30 fraucs 
per 100 kilos. After a long debate this 
also was voted down. The measure at 
length was amended to read “25 francs 
per 100 kilos,” and the opposing senators 
think it ought not togo lowerthan Ger- 
mmany’s rate. The government, however, 
willdemand that the senate vote the 20 
francs rate, so as to agree to the proposi- 
tion as it has already passed the house of 
deputies. The senate is likely to ulti- 
mately support the government demand. 
Senator Decauville yesterday said that the 
fact that the hygienic objection to the in- 
troduction of American pork had quite 
disappeared, would greatly help the meas- 
ure through the senate. “I, for one,’’ he 
remarked, ‘fam convinced that the general 
condition of American swine has/grown 
better.” 

M. Lercy Beaulieu, the economist, and 
president of the Wine Growers’ society, 
has published an article in The Economiste 
Francaise, in which he contends that the 
senate has no constitutional right to raise 
the tariff rates which have been fixed by 
the chamber of deputies. Since the senate 
has no power to create uew taxes, M. Beaa- 
lieu hol‘ls that it cannot vote to increase 
them, although it may reduce duties. If 
the question of the limitation of the rights 
of the senate is actively raised it is certain 
to lead to a conflict between the two 
houses and delay the passage of the tariff 
bill. 


JACK THE RIPPER AGAIN. 


A Case Similar to the Whitechapel Sen- 
sations Occurs in Berlin. 

BERLIN, Oct. 26.—This city has been 
treated toa “Jack the Ripper’ sensation. 
The dead body of an abandoned woman 
was found horribly slashed and mutilated 
in her lodgings in a squalid part of the 
town. The cssassin, who is unknown, es- 
caped, 

The woman was seen to enter the house 
with a stranger at 1 o'clock yesterday 
morning, and ten minutes afterward the 
man was seen torun away. The woman 
was found a little later lying on the floor, 
fully dressed, even to the matter of her 
gloves. Her throat was cut and abdo- 
men ripped open. A large reward for the 
arrest of the murderer was promptly 
offered. The police suspect a well- 
dressed yonue man, who was some time 
before seen accosting women in the street. 

The name of the victim was Hedwig 
Nitsche and she lived in Holzmarket 
Gasse. Portions of the woman’s body 
were cut off and carried away by the 
murderer. The personin charge of the 
building where the body was found drove 
a good trade for a while by exhibiting the 
remains to the public for asmall sum of 
money. The police stopped this horrible 
business, 

Blood was spattered all over the ceilings 
and walls of the room. It is thought the 
deed was the work ofa madman. The po- 
lice have arrested several suspicious char- 
acters, but these have all been discharged 
for lack of evidence.

Dr. Pierson was 
welcomed heartily and the andience 
as larze as the usual assemblage 
regular pastor is ‘present. The conzreza- 
tion had faithfully acceded to Dr. Spur- 
feon’s request to give Dr.Pierson all the 
help and countenance poss*vle. Dr. Pier- 
s50n preacbed bota morning and evening. 
He dec'ared his belief that all present had 
faith that benefits would arise from his 
temporary ministration. Had he not en- 
tertained this belief, he would not have 
accepted the difficult task now before him. 

In the course of his remarks he indulued 

|ina bitter attack upon the tendency to 
| introduce ritualistic ornamentation into 
the London churches. Warming to his 
theme, he went so far as to express the 
hope that calamity would befall the taber- 
nacle here, prostituted to secular art. At 
this there were plain murmurs of disap- 
pointment, though they were varied by a 
few cries of “hear.’”?” A number of the 
Tabernacle, who were interviewed after 
the services, expressed their astonishment 
at Dr. Pierson’s criticism of what had 
been approved by the man whose place he 
was filling temporarily by courtesy.

MORE TROUBLE FOR GARCIA, 


It Seems That He Has Executed Two 
Citizens of the United States. 

Rio GRANDE, Tex., Oct. 26.—Two of the 
men who were summarily shot at mid- 
night, Oct. 10, at Guardado de Arriba 
ranch, by order of General Gracia, because 
of their alleged revolutionary proclivities, 
are now known to have been Juan Bazan 
and Jose Angel Vera. It is also settled 
that they were American citizens and 
voters in this county. Bazan was a 
| brother of alieutenant in the Mexican 
| army, who was on duty at the time of Ba- 
| zan’s execution, between Camargo and 
| Matamoras, Mexico, and states that he 
will make a thorough investigation of the 
killing, and if the men were American 
| citizens he will take further legal steps.

| ico during the past few days. Of those 
arrested Louisy Baguirre is the only one

TOO MUCH OF A DIPLOMAT 


Is What Pere Hyacinthe Thinks of Pope 
Leo—Gther Plain Expressions. 

Panis, Oct. 26.—Pere Hyacinthe deliv- 
| ered an address in the Gallican church in 
Paris yesterday, in behalf of the move- 
mentfor the revision of the concordat. 
There was an immense audience. The 
speaker disclaimed any intention to at- 
| tack the Catholic religion, but he con- 
demned superstitious abuses such as the 
Lourdes vision of the Treves coat, and he 
made a vehement attack on the pope’s 
temporal power agitation as inconsistent 
with his priestly office. He said he hon- 
ored Pope Leo for his exemplary virtues 
and courage, bus not as a pretender to the 
possession ot Italian soil and to the right 
toenjoy exceptional laws which would 
recognize him as an earthly potentate. 
Pius LX he regarded as a sincere man, but 
Leo, he said. was too vigorous a diplomat- 
ist, who would do wisely to heed the will 
of the Iralian people and submitto the 
country’s laws. The address was loudly 
applauded. 


NO SIGNS OF A COMPROMISE. 


The Breach Between the Irish Factions 
Appears to Ke Wider Than Ever. 


Lonpon, Oct. 26.—T. P. O’Connor seems 
to take a hopeless view of Irish prospects. 
In his paper, The Sunday Sun, he com- 
pares the present interest in Irish affairs 
to the interest that was exhibited in 11¢ 
American execution of Kemmler by elec- 
tricity. Hesays that John B. Redmond 
knows better than anybody that there is 
no chance of Parnellite success in Cork, 
and that Parnell shirked Maurice Healy’s 
challenge because he knew that Healay 
would defeat him, and that Redmond has 
even less chance than Parnell. The Sun- 
day Sun also congratulates the newly 
formed women’s literary club, and urged 
the club to admit male authors as honor- 
ary members, on the ground that its in- 
come would thereby be doubled. 


German Crooks at Work. 

BERLIN, Oct. 26 —There appears to be an 
epidemic of forgery of notes and coins in 
Germany. The police are receiving infor- 
nation every day of forged and false 
notes. A curious incident was the finding 
by a servant of a parcel of 47 thalers in her 
master’s garden, the coin proving to be 
counterfeit.

Wanderings of a Package of Money

WASHINGTON, Oct. 26.—Oct. 14 last E. 
A. Collins. banker, of Milan, Teon., 
registered at his postoffice a package ad- 
dressed to the Latham Alexander com- 
pany, New York, containing $1000 in cur- 
rency. A serious train wreck occurred 
near Steubenville,O., on the 16th inst. The 
mail, which included this valuable pack- 
age, was on the ill-fated train and largely 
shared the general destruction, which fire 
made more thorough. Fortunately this 
package, badly scarred and crisped as to 
cover, remained quite intact as to in- 
closures. and was picked up by W. R.

Mr. Johnson, immediately after the 
wreck, delivered the package to George F, 
Brown, chief despatcher of the Pittsburg, 
Cincinnati and St. Louis railroad, Colum- 
bus division, whoin turn handed it over 
to the agent at Steubenville. The package 
was from this office promptly forwarded 
to Mr. A. E. Burt, division superintend- 
ent, railway mail service at Cincinnati, 
who delivered it to the postmaster at Cin- 
cinnati for transmittal to the dead letter 
office, where it was received by regis- 
tered mailon the 22d inst. Information 
of its receipt was at once telegraphed to 
the sender, and in accordance with his 
instructions, the package was forwarded

THE WEEKLY DEBATE. 


“ Washington,” “‘ How to Prevent Cruelty 
to Animals” and Other Subjects Discussed. 


The Clan McGregor Literary Society met 
in Doble’s hall on Saturday night—Mr. 
Souter presiding. After some routine busi- 
ness was disposed of, the president called 
on Mr. Grassick to deliver an essay on 
‘* Washington.” 

Everyone is, or ought to be, so well 
posted in the principal incidents in the 
career of the *‘ Father of His Country,” 
that we need not quote from Mr. Grassick’s 
able and appreciative discourse.

One of the members who 
took a lively part in the criticism in his 
usual unambiguous, characteristic way, 
was on the following morning visited with 
a sad affliction. The wife of Mr. Robert 
C, Allan died on Sunday morning of 
cardiac disease. The writer tenders to Mr. 
Allen his sincere sympathy with that of 
every member of the Clan McGregor 
Literary Society, in his sudden and sad 
bereavement, and prays that he may see 
light through the shadow and receive com- 
fort from the ‘‘Father of Mercies.”’

Improvements.

The Endowment Orders, 

According to Insurance Commissioner 
Merrill, 50,000 persons have lost about 
$3,000,000 through the operations of the 
fraudulent endowment orders. Hardly a 
day passes without some one of these or- 
ganizations going to the wall, and the 
commissioner's office is besieged by people 
who have paid in various sums, and are 
now looking there for assistance or for 
knowledge why thestate ever put the seal 
of its approval on these ventures, 

A few of the more recent developements 
in this field are the putting of the Golden 
Grail, Royal Ark and the Friendly Aid 
societies in the hands of receivers; the 
Red Cross and Annual Friend orders have 
been enjoined from doing business; the 
Wonder of the World order has closed up 
its affairs, returning all the money to the 
certificate holders save $14,000 only, which 
the officers take in salaries; the order of 
the Homestead has gone down with $8800 
in the hands of a few officers for six 
months’ work; the Citizens’ investment 
company is also undone, with the bond- 
holders out several hundreds of dollars ; 
and the Milton lodge of the Mutual One 
Year Benefit order has disbanded, with a 
loss of $2000 dividend among fifty persons. 

It appears from the reports on file in the 
insurance commissioner's office that the 
officers of these concerns haye been mean- 
time making small fortunes. In the case 
of one order the officers received $30,000 
in salaries alone. In another case one set 
of officers had milked the orker of $28,000, 
and then a second set had taken hold and 
squeezed out $21,000 more—all within six 
months. And all this knavery has had 
the formal sanction and protection of the 
state of Massachusetts.—Milford Gazette 


—During the past two years the Boston 
and Albany Railroad Corporation has spent 
over $200,000 in the town of Wellesley, 
having abolished every grade crossing, 
built three stone stations and three iron 
bridges.

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Deaf Mutes Made to Hear. 

Is every age prolonged struggles have 
been made against deafness; there have 
been special physicians, special instru- 
ments and special remedies for the ear. 
The acoustic cornet of Dr. Larrey, in- 
tended to be concealed in the hair; the 
acoustic bell of Dr. Itard, acoustic tubes, 
dilating tubes, artificial ears of metal, 
silk and gutta percha, audiphones, auri- 
cular microphones, conches, artificial 
tympanums, even acoustic fans for the 
use of ladies, have had at divers times 
$ reputation more or less deserved. Fi- 
nally, the announcement was made a 
few days ago that a new acoustic horn 
had been found which not only enabled 
the deaf to hear, but which diminished 
and even conquered deafness 

The apparatus is composed of a large 
bell of enameled metal, united by a 
gutta percha tube, about fifty centime- 
ters in length, toa little bone tube cov- 
ered with gutta percha, which extends 
somewhat beyond it. The tube is cov- 
ered outside by a light stuff intended to 
arrest all foreign vibrations. The little 
tube penetrates into the auditory pas- 
sage and touches the tympanum. 
Thanks to this, not a sound, not a breath 
is lost on the patient, and no matter how 
little hearing remains to the subject he 
perceives sounds and noises; that is to 
say, vowels and consonants, and finally 
he even hears words. The sounds are 
clear, withont buzzing, without reso- 
nance and with a remarkable intensity. 
—New York Telegram. 


One of Perry's Vessels. 

An important relic of the war of 1812 
has just been unearthed at Ferrysburg. 
It is the lower portion of the hull of the 
sloop Porcupine, one of the nine small 
vessels built by Commodore Perry on 
Lake Erie, and with which he achieved 
his great victory over the British squad- 
ron, known in American history as 
Perry's victory, Perry’s nine vessels con- 
sisting of the Lawrence, his flagship, of 
twenty guns; the Niagara, twenty guns 
the Caledonia, three guns; schooner 
Ariel, four; the Scorpion, two; the Som- 
mers, of two guns and two swivels; the 
sloops Trip, Tigress and Porcupine, one 
gun, each. 

The Porcupine was taken to Detroit, 
where, in 1830, her upper works were re- 
built and her name changed to Caroline. 
Eventually she was brought to Grand 
Haven and sailed by Captain Harry Mil- 
ler. In the early fifties she was set 
adrift in Grand river near the mouth. 
The current carried her out into Lake 
Michigan, but a west wind blew her 
back in a day or two, and she was after- 
ward refitted and sailed a season or two. 
Finally, about the year 1855, she was al- 
lowed to sink, head on, at Ferrysburg. 
Her remains will be taken from the 
water and properly cared for.—Grand 
Rapids Democrat. 


Looking for Rattlers. 

“The King Snake Story” is the head- 
ing under which an Alabama contempo- 
rary prints the following: ‘‘We have been 
informed that about one month ago, in 
Morgan county, while a man and his 
wife were sitting out on the veranda 
late in the afternoon, their attention 
was attracted by the appearance of a 
large king snake on the steps a few feet 
away. They were perfectly quiet, and 
the snake crawled up the steps until it 
reached the top; then it held its head 
up, as much as tosay, ‘Can I come in? 
They remained perfectly still, and the 
snake took it for granted that the silence 
gave consent, so it proceeded to enter 
the hall and crawled leisurely along 
until it reached a bedroom where the 
door stood open. It entered the door, 
making its way under the bed. 

“Here the king snake pounced on a 
large rattlesnake that had coiled itself 
around the bed springs. After a deadly 
struggle with this monster rattler the 
king snake went out in the yard and got 
some kind of weed to kill the poisonous 
bites. After taking the medicine the 
king snake returned tothe house and 
continued the battle until the rattlesnake 
was dead. It was five feet in length and 
had nine rattles.” 


Opening of the Dulse Season. 
What ho, ye epicures of Irish birth! 
Listen to the gladsome tidings that the 
first crop of dulse for the season of 1891-2 
has arrived and is awaiting your eager 
purchase. Fresh from the rocks of Ban- 
doren and all along the Galway and 
Sligo coast it comes. 

The dulse, or dillisk as the real Hi- 
bernians call it, is unusually plentiful 
and of extra fine flavor this fall, and 
when stewed with plenty of milk and 
butter it will make a dish fit for a king. 
A quart of it looks like a choice assort- 
ment of faded morocco leather scraps, 
butitis like the proverbial singed cat, 
and no one who knows its taste minds 
its looks. The stew or broth it makes is 
a general tonic for the system, and espe- 
cially good for dyspepsia; but men from 
the ‘‘ould sod” say further that it en- 
larges the heart, enriches the brogue and 
enlivens the feet of all who partake of it.

ABOUT MOTHER GOOSE, 


THE AUTHOR OF THE OLD RHYMES 
STILL A MATTER OF DOUBT. 


One Authority Places Her in Boston, but 
Documentary Evidence Goes to Show 
That Goldsmith Wrote the Jingles for 
Children—-A Bit of History. 


The question, Who was ‘Mother 
Goose?” arises periodically in various 
journalistic query departments, and in 
recent years has generally been answered 
in one way. Jn fact, the tradition of this 
venerable character’s Boston origin is 
now so ingrained, as it were, into cur- 
rent belief that very few dispute it. The 
story is that Mrs. Elizabeth Goose, 
widow of one Isaac Goose (or Vergoose), 
was the mother-in-law of Mr. Thomas 
Fleet, a printer in the early part of the 
Eighteenth.qentury in Boston. 

She seemed to have been a troublesome 
mother-in-law, too, for her multiplied 
improvised songs to her little grandson 
greatly annoyed the printer, Fleet. He, 
however, found his account and revenge 
by finally collecting them and making 
the book known as ‘‘Mother Goose's Mel- 
odies.” This accords substantially with 
the reply the New York Ledger gives as 
to the authorship of the Mother Goose 
jingles. 


But it is probably one of the cherished | jum. 


myths, flattering as it is to local pride, 
when, like that of the William Tell leg- 
end and many others equally dear, the 
solid verdict of history does not, in my 
opinion, serve to sustain. There never 
was, I think, any just foundation for it. 
While it is possible that Mr. Fleet, of 
ancient Boston fame, may have issued 
a “Mother Goose” book, no copy of such 
an issue can be found, nor can its 
former existence be proved. If he did 
print such a book he merely reprinted 
one that was imported in his time. 
CONCLUSIVE EVIDENCE. 

According to the best accounts that 
we have on this subject the first book 
bearing the Mother Goose name was by 
Perrault, a French author. This was 
titled, “Contes du Tems Pasee de Ma 
Mere L’Oye.” ‘The first English trans- 
lation of this was by Robert Samber. 
Very soon, as Mr. Welsh’s catalogue 
shows, it appeared in Mr. Newbury’s 
list of publications in London. He says 
the seventh edition was printed May 16, 
1777. Thomas Carman entered for copy- 
right *‘Mother Goose’s Melody or Son- 
nets for the Cradle,” and was brought 
out in Worcester, Mass., by Isaac Thom- 
as. Carman was Newbury’s stepson, 
who formed a copartnership as_ his suc- 
cessor in business with Francis New- 
bury, the original Newbury’s nephew. 

It was from Mr. Newbury’s efforts, 
therefore, that ‘‘Mother Goose” got its | 
circulation in English—the Newbury 
who made famous the now forgotten but 
once celebrated story of ‘Goody Two 
Shoes.” Both these books appeared with- 
out recognized authorship; but there is 
very strong evidence for believing that 
the ‘‘Goody Two Shoes” was written by 
no less a personage than Oliver Gold- 
smith. The facts supporting this as- 
sumption it would take too much space 
to relate here, but they seem, in addition 
to internal evidence, to make out a very 
plausible case. 

It is believed also by Mr. William H. 
Whitmore, a noted Boston historical 
scholar, that Mr. Goldsmith had a hand 
in the *‘Mother Goose” book likewise. 
The stories of this fable, like Topsy, have 
grown in number from time to time, 
and some of those from the Newbury 
press were no doubt additions, and pos- 
sibly additions from Goldsmith’s own 
muse. <A curious piece of evidence on 
this point is furnished by Mr. Whit- 
more, who says: ‘‘Forster, in his famous 
‘Life of Goldsmith,’ gives proof that 
Goldsmith was very fond of the chil- 
dren and was familiar with nursery 
rhymes and games. He writes that Mrs. 
Hawkins says, ‘1 little thought what 1 
should have to boast when Goldsmith 
told me to play Jack and Jill by two 
pieces of paper on his fingers.’” 

INTERESTING HISTORY. 

Mr. Whitmore also adds the following 
scrap of history: 

“Jan. 29, 1768—Goldsmith’s play of 
‘The Good Natured Man’ was produced. 
He went to dine with his friends after 
it. Nay, to impress his friends still more 
forcibly with an idea of his magnanim- 
ity he even sung his favorite song, ‘An 
Old Woman Tossed in a Blanket Seven- 
teen Times as High as the Moon,’ and 
was altogether very noisy and loud. Our 
readers will find this identical ‘favorite 
song’ in the preface to ‘Mother Goose's 
Melody,’ page 7, dragged in without any 
excuse, but evidently because it was fa- 
miliar to the writer.” 

Mr. Whitmore has lately brought out 
an edition of the Newbury ‘Mother 
Goose,” to which he adds twenty-eight 
pages of historical and _ biographical 
notes. He has undoubtedly settled the 
whole history of this vexed question of 
authorship so far as it can now be settled, 
and with no little pains to himself, and 
has certainly exploded the alleged Boston 
origin of ‘*Mistress Goose.” 

Forty years ago ‘‘Mother Goose” was 
much more current than it has been of 
recent years; but within ten years past a 
variety of editions have been on the mar- 
ket—some full and padded with later | 
rhymes and a few containing only those | 
that are the oldest and best known. To | 
those who are greatly interested in that 
form of literature, ‘“‘Halliwell’s English | 
Nursery Rhymes,” edited with minute 
notes, as becomes a great Shakespearean 
commentator, is a book that will richly 
repay perusal. It seems to contain the 
whole of ‘‘Mother Goose,” and nearly 
all of note that has been written by her 
imitators, but it lacks the amusing and | 
almost necessary adjunct of pictorial

A motion of Councilman Bryant that 
the Committee on Elections meet next 
Tuesday evening to examine the election 
returns, was adopted. 


New Schoolhouse Plans. 


Councilman Pratt offered the following 
motion: 

That the Committee on Public Buildings 
are requested to examine the plans and 
specifications of a square eight-room brick 
school building which are in possession of 
His Honor the Mayor, and report to the 
Council the estimated expense of said 
building, heating apparatus, supervision, 
grading, etc., and also, if the building is 
adapted to school purposes, with a view to 
the contemplated erection of an eight-room 
brick schoolhouse in Ward Three. 


Councilman Fallon thought such action 
out of the routine. He feared something 
of the kind would be sprung when the 
$31,500 order was disposed of as it was. 

Councilman Pratt believed a square 
schoolhouse could be erected for a less sum 
than according to the first plans. 

Councilman Fallon moved to lay on the 
table. 

Councilman Jones opposed. It would 
be impossible to get a two-thirds vote for 
the old plans and for this reason he favored 
the new ones. Understood the School Com- 
mittee were satisfied with the new plans. 
He would like to have an estimate on both 
and then the Council could take its pick. 
Believed the building could not be built 
within the appropriation by the first plans, 
but understood the Mayor had estimates 
under the new plans which were within the 
appropriation. 

Councilman Bryant didn’t see the object 
of baving two plans, A square building 
was old style. It was acknowledged that 
it was better that schoo) children should 
receive light over the left shoulder, and 
this could only be done in an oblong build- 
ing. Because Ward Three and the School 
Committee were willing to accept anything, 
it was no reason why the Council should 
grant it. 

Councilman Jones considered a square 
building just as good. Malden had just 
erected one. The Committee on Public 
Buildings were delaying matters in not 
considering the new plans. 

Councilman Gray said that the plans for 
the oblong building had been so cut up 
that the building would not be desirable. 
He favored the new order, and took oc- 
casion to review the movement for in- 
creased school accommodations in Ward 
‘Three. It was first proposed to enlarge 
the John Hancock at a cost of $10,000 or 
$12,000. The people favored a wooden 
building to cost $15,000 to $18,000 instead, 
and the appropriation had grown to over 
$30,000. 

Councilman Fallon said the Mayor had 
not been to Malden to see the building 
under consideration. 

Councilman Pratt interrupted him to 
say that the Mayor had, and that he ac- 
companied him. 

Councilman Fallon continuing, said 
there had been a snap on the Council by 
this order. The Superintendent favored 
the John Hancock plan. He objected to 
being led as was now proposed. 

Councilman Roberts favored the motion 
to examine the new plans. He had visited 
Malden last week and inspected the school- 
house, It was a fine building, which he 
believed could be built for less than the 
oblong plans. Malden was a wide-awake 
city of 30,000 population, and had recently 
erected the building. The plan was far 
superior to the oblong ones. 

Councilman Moxon was not opposed to 
the Council taking any action it saw fit. 
The Committee on Public Buildings had 
had no discretion from the first but had 
simply followed instructions. The School 
Committee very much preferred the John 
Hancock plans, and he believed the build- 
ing could be erected for $31,500. 

It was voted not to lay the motion on 
the table. 

Councilman Warner favored the new 
order for estimates onthe new plan. He 
supposed it was a fact that Ward Three 
would now accept almost anything. Hoped 
when the report was made there would be 
no more “dilly dallying.”’ 

The motion of Councilman Pratt was 
adopted. 


School Matters. 


The order appropriating $800 additional 
for school teachers’ salaries, and $1,500 for 
incidental school expenses, came up for 
engrossment. 

Councilman Bryant called for an explan- 
ation as to the needs, 

Chairman Wilde of the Committee on 
Finance said $800 was uecessary for ad- 
ditional teachers and increases in salaries. 
The $1500 additional for incidentals was 
needed largely to meet the expense of 
moving into the new Willard and new 
furnishings, 

Councilman Bryant said it was repre- 
sented by the School Committee in the 
spring that no new furniture would be re- 
quired, but he understood some was bought. 
It was to this he objected:—the School 
Committee spending money which had not 
been appropriated. It was in opposition to 
the charter. 

Councilman Wilde said the School Com- 
mittee had asked for $5000 on the annual 
budget which had been cut down to 
$3500. 

Councilman Fallon said the School Com- 
mittee had paid for all it had bought but 


now asked for more to carry it through the 


year. 

Councilman Pratt said the Councilman 
was mistaken. There was a balance of 
$400 to the appropriation but there 
was about $700 in unpaid bills. It was es- 
timated that $900 would be required for 
the remainder of the year. Thought the 
chairman of the School Committee should 
appear before the Council and be interro-

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RUSSELL AT WORCESTER. 


Prohibitive Law, Public Schools and the 
McKinley ill Touched Upon. 


WORCESTER, Mass., Oct. 27.—Governor 
Russell had a rousing reception here last 
night. He was met at the station by an 
impromptu procession and escorted to the 
hotel through streets blazing with rock- 
ets, Roman candles and red fire. Mechan- 
ics’ and Washburn halls were both packed 
with people, and hundreds were turned 
away. 

Governor Russell said the only way in 
which an infamous gerrymander ‘could be 
prevented is to give the Democrats a hold 
npon the state. Heshowed maps giving 
n picture of the Sixth councillor district, 
which he characterized as a griffin with 
snout, claw and tail. He also showed a 
map of Bostou under the proposed Lodge 
plan for redistricting anda map of the 
state saying the Worcester district looked 
like the head and horns of the devil. The 
governor said Allen had first voted for a 
prohibitory law, then against it, and 
finally found a third where he sat on the 
fence when his vote would have settled 
the matter one way or the other. Said he: 

“T don’t believe in a prohibitory law. Do 

you, Mr. Allen? The Republic: ins talk 
of their love for the pubiie schools, yet 
their leader never studied in them nor sent 
a child to be educated by their teachers, 
and they nominate a man for governor 
who voted against free text books.’

AND STILL IT RAINS. 


Damage by Floods in Spain and Eng- 
land Greatly on the Increase. 


MADRID, Oct. 27.—The terrible storm 
which has prevailed for several days 
shows no sigus of abating. The principal 
rivers throughout the entire country are 
rising steadily and rapidly. The cele- 
brated leaning tower at Saragossa, the 
tower of Felipe, which leans about nine 
feet out of the perpendicular, has been un- 
dermined with the waters and threatens to 
collapse. At Gérona the streets are flooded 
so as to be impassable, except to small 
boats, and the railways in and about 
Valencia have been washed away.

LONDON, Oct. 27.—-The Cork contest is 
becoming exciting. On Sunday Canon 
O’ Mahoney, while he was pelting mud at 
O’Connor, flavored the intervals between 
mud by daring Redmond and his friends 
to ventureto Black Rock.

A BOMB FOR EDITORS, 


Attempt to Blow Up the Office of the 
McCarthyites’ Newspaper. 


DUBLIN, Oct 27.—Great excitement was 
caused in the office of The National Press, 
the organ of the McCarthyites, last even- 
ing. The members of the staff of the 
paper were just about to begin the nigiit’s 
work when a bomb fell in the areain front 
of the windows on Abbey street, where 
the editors’ rooms are situated. The bomb 
exploded with a tremendous report, but 
fortunately there was no one in these 
rooms at the time. The window glass was 
broken, the casings shattered and the 
furniturein the rooms badly damaged. 
The offices in the basement were also 
badly damaged, and windows in the ad- 
jacent houses were broken. The wildest 
rumors were spread and an enormous 
crowd quickly collected. Every effort was 
made to find the miscreant, but the au- 
thorities thus far are without any clew. 
The fumes arising from the exploded bomb 
had a very offensive odor. 

Almost universally the credit for the 
outrage is given to the Parnellites. The 
explosion was heard two miles away. The 
attention of the watchmen on duty at the 
time was diverted bya sham fight be- 


tween two men in the vicinity of the 
building. 

“PRIESTLY MUD.” 
Jolin O'Connor Reserves Mementos of 


Sunday's Row for Campaign Purposes. 


Lonpoy, Oct. 27.—John O’Connor, the 
Parnellite M. P., who was pelted with 
mud by priests on Sunday and compelled 
to retreat from a canvass he was conduct- 
ing in behalf of Redmond, had the mud 
scraped off on his return to his apart- 
ments, and is preserving it for exhibition, 
ashe tells his friends, as priestly mud. 
The incident has cecasioned considerable 
sensation and the general feeling is against 
the clergy, who are accused of interfering 
outside of their religious duties.

The 
run from Buffalo to the Erie depot in Ho- 
boken was made in nine hours and eleven 
minutes. The time, which is considered 
phenomenal, beats by far all the records 
made on this road. 


Destructive Prairie Fires.

ENTOMBED ALIVE. 


Horrible Discovery by the Friends of a 
Man Who Was Thought to Be Dead. 


PittsBURG, Oct. 27.—Two weeks ago 
Farmer George Heidecker of Green town- 
ship apparently died very suddenly of 
what was supposed to have been heart 
failure. The remains were buried four

Bloody marks of finger nails 
on the face, throat and neck told of the 
awful despair of the doomed man, who 
tore his own flesh in his terrible anguish. 
Several fingers had entirely been bitten 
off, and the bands torn with the teeth un- 
til they scarcely resembled those of a 
human being. 


A MANIAC’S DEED. 


Throws His Father from a Roof, Impal- 
ing Him on a Picket Fence. 

ROCKLAND, Me., Oct. 27.— Horace S. 
Hobbs, the widely-known labor and Peo- 
ple’s party man of this city, liesin a dan- 
gerous condition resulting from a terrible 
accident. Mr. Hobbs and son Lindley are 
slaters. They were at work ona housetop 
at Vinal Haven, when suddenly Lindley 
was seized with a fit of insanity, and 
threw his father from the roof.

The sympa- 
thy of the American colony is entirely 
with Captain Schley and his blue-jackets, 
and they are all glad to receive the news 
that annaies war vessel, the Boston, has 
sailed for these waters.

POWDER AND BALL. 

The new German army bread is named 
Caprivi brod, in compliment to Bismarck’s 
successor. 

Russia has a very powerful fleet of tor 
pedo boats, numbering about 150 vessels, 
and officered by men who are especially ex- 
pert in that kind of service. 

The effective range of the modern maga- 
zine rifle is not less than a mile, and the 
maximum range not less than two miles. 
There is danger from ricochet up to a dis- 
tance of a mile. 

Captain Grenet, the naval attache to the 
Italian embassy in England, has been ap- 
pointed to the command of the Lepanto, 
one of the finest ships in the Italian navy. 
He will be succeeded at the embassy in 
London by Captain Persico. 

The torpedo now being placed aboard 
aJl French warships is an 18-inch diame- 
ter weapon. The new torpedo is to havea 
speed of from thirty-two to thirty-three 
knots for 487 yards, and thirty knots for 
$75 yards. 

A few coastguard officers have been ap- 
pointed by the British admirality to visit 
places within thirty miles of coastguard 
stations with a view to procuring a supply 
of boys as recruits for the navy. Carpen- 
ters have also been authorized to beat up 
shipwrights for service afloat.

COUNCILMEN Bryant, Jones, Moxon 
and Pratt read the School Committee a 
sharp lesson at last evening’s Council 
meeting on spending money before it has 
been appropriated by the Council. 


THE REPORT that it is the intention of 
Quincy & Boston Street Railway Company, 
or its president, Mr. John R. Graham, to 
erect a building with large hall on the re- 
cently acquired Pierce property near the 
junction of Washington and Hancock 
street, is very welcome news. Quincy is 
suffering, yes, actually suffering, for want 
of a large hall. There is no suitable place 
for a grand political rally, a mass meeting 
of any kind, a grand concert or ball or 
entertainment. A really good thing, like 
the opera of Priscilla recently presented, 
has to put its tickets so high that people 
won't attend, while at popular prices a 
much larger hall would be crowded and a 
greater success financially. A large hall is 
one of the pressing needs of the city, and 
we hope that the project will materialize. 


THE TRANSFERRING of the $630 from the 
Common street appropriation created con- 
siderable of a breeze at last evening's 
Council meeting. As was to be expected 
the members from Ward Four opposed this 
transfer, claiming that it should be used on 
Reardon street, a small street near Common 
street, which has one house on itand was 
accepted and put in order by the city at an 
expense of $1600. The work on this 
street is not yet finished, thus the attempt 
to keep the $630 from being transferred 
and used in laying a new sidewalk around 
City Hall. 

Sometime ago, when the water, which 
comes from the hills near Common street, 
washed the sidewalk on the south side of 
the street, Mayor Fairbanks asked for and 
received an appropriation of $1200 to re- 
build the sidewalk and properly drain the 
street. Commissioner Ewell by construct- 
ingatrap and running a fifteen inch line 
of Akron pipe from the summit of the 
Common street, beneath the sidewalk to 
Adams street drained the street. Com- 
missioner Ewell used such good judgment 
that the street was properly drained for 
$570, and a balance of $630 was left, 
which the Mayor desires should be used in 
constructing a much needed sidewalk 
around City Hall, the Old Colony having 
built a brick sidewalk opposite City Hall 
at an expense of $570. 


MAyorR FAIRBANKS had presented to 
the Council last evening a request that the 
Committee on Public Buildings examine 
plans for an eight-room brick schoolhouse 
for South Quincy. A similar schoolhouse 
was built a short time ago, at Manchester, 
N. H., and won the prize for the best plan 
of an eight-room brick school, which was 
presented to the Manchester School Com- 
mittee, out of a large number of plans. 
The building on its completion attracted 
the attention of school superintendents 
from all parts of New England. There 
were but a very few minor defects in its ar- 
rangement, and it stands today as the 
model eight-room school building in this 
part of the country. 

The city of Malden in the mean time 
desired in one of its wards, an eight-room 
brick building. After an exhaustive ex- 
amination of various plans and build- 
ings the school committee and super- 
intendent of schools, decided in favor of 
the Manchester style of building, and the 
Belmont school was built. This is the 
building, with a few nuimportant changes, 
which Mayor Fairbanks desirgs the city to 
build. Architecturally it is a handsome 
building, built of pressed brick with free- 
stone trimmings. It will cost, when ready 
for occupancy about $31,900, this is some 
six or eight thousand dollars less than the 
proposed schoolhouse. 

After a careful study of the plans and 
specifications which Mayor Fairbanks 
recommends they appear to be far ahead 
for the purpose which they are intended, 
architecturally, and in point of economy, 
of the patched up plans which have been 
presented to the Council.

Another 
man left the room and latched the door be- 
hind him, and the steam was turned on 
full force. The door resisted all attempts 
to open itand no one heard Graves’ out- 
cries, if he made any. 

He was found a short time afterward un- 
conscious with his body scalded into a mass 
of blisters and his face almost unrecogniz- 
able. He had inhaled the scalding steam 
so that his internal organs were about as 
seriously injured as the surface of his body. 

His sister, who resides in Halifax, N. S., 
was visiting at Mr. Hugh McPhail’s in this 
city, and one can hardly imagine her feel- 
ings on hearing the dreadful accident read 
in the evening paper by a member of the 
family.

Janitors’ Salaries. 


As the subject of janitors’ salaries of the 
school buildings in this city will come up 
for consideration at the school committee 
meeting this evening, it might be well to 
inform the general public of the amount 
now received by these men. 

The janitors are paid by the year for 
their services which includes 313 working 
days outside of Sundays, on which day 
many of them are obliged to work. 

The salaries received by the day by the 
several janitors in this city in round num- 
bers are as follows: 

High, 55 cents per day; Adams, 
Coddington, $1.30; John Hancock, 
Washington, 96 cent; Willard, 
Atlantic, 31; Wollaston, $1. 

By these figures it can readily be seen 
that the janitor of the Willard receives 
nearly three as much per day as any of the 
others, and if he does not receive any too 
much for his labor the others certainly do 
not receive enough.

RUDENESS IN WOMEN. 

Too Often We Are Prone to Be Inconsid- 
erate of the Feelings of Others. 

An able writer strongly denounces the 
rudeness, which, however, he mildly terms 
inconsiderateness, found among women, 
and must we not, as a sex, plead guilty 
to this charge? Not that I wish to say 
that the opposite sex are any better than 
we; but it seems to me we ought to strive 
to be a little superior to them. They ex- 
pect it of us, you know, and why should 
we disappoint them? 

Who has not overheard, or perhaps been 
the victim of the pert remarks and criti- 
cisms of the young misses on the street or 
in the car! In shopping especially do we 
find ample opportunity to complain of the 
rudeness among the so called “gentler 
sex.” Can such persons truthfully be 
termed gentle? In many cases we are 
treated with the greatesteimpoliteness by 
even the salesladies whose principal qual- 
ifications should be pleasant manners. 

I have in mind a prominent dry goods 
house where the saleswomen, with few ex- 
ceptions, are so disobliging and imperti- 
nent that one feels relieved when shopping 
isover. I fully admit that these poor, 
tired girls are frequently the victims of 
extreme rudeness on the part of the lady (?) 
purchaser or shopper, but that is no excuse 
for her display of ill temper, for what else 
is this rudeness to those whom she is ex- 
pected to serve politely? There are ‘also 
scores of women who, in the presence of 
their own sex are, owing to their ill man- 
ners, simply unbearable, while, when gen- 
tlemen appear upon the scene, they imme- 
diately become the very embodiment of 
politeness and grace. 

I was recently urged to attend a “special 
bargain sale,” which opened at a certain 
hour, and I was not only greatly surprised 
but shocked at the extreme rudeness ex- 
hibited. The pushing, jostling, tearing of 
goods out of the hands of would be pur- 
chasers, to say nothing of the losing of 
tempers and exhibitions of anger, was such 
as cannot be described. I have firmly re- 
solved to never, never attend another 
“sale.” Icould go on and enumerate, per- 
haps, dozens of instances of not inconsid- 
erateness, but genuine rudeness among the 
women on the street or in the store, car 
and various other places. 

Kind words and pleasant manners cost 
nothing, except perhaps to the unac- 
customed; but what a comfort and pleas- 
ure they may be to those with whom we 
come in contact! Where politeness has 
been acquired in childhood, it comes nat- 
ural throughout life to be pledsant and 
agreeable in speech and manner; therefore, 
dear parents, let this be one of your prime 
duties, to teach your children to possess 
well bred manners and to give kind words 
wherever they may be. Where parents 
have failed, a teacher may frequently do 
wonders, and I think every teacher should 
consider it one of her principal duties to 
allow nothing but pleasant words and man- 
ners within the schoolroom. 

The teacher, however, who says, “George, 
close that door,” and expects George to 
say, “Miss Brown, please help me with 
this example,” will never meet with suc- 
cess. A child, especially a girl, in nine 
cases out of ten, considers the teacher at 
least a morsel of perfection, and whether 
in or out of school takes the unaware 
teacher as her model. When little Mabel, 
in playing school, proudly names herself 
“Miss Smith,” and sharply says to her ar- 
ray of doll pupils, “‘Stop that talking right 
away or I'll box your ears,”’ you can safely 
judge that Miss Smith is not especially 
gifted with pleasant voice or manners, two 
essential elements to successful teaching. 

Therefore, dear teachers, beware what an 
example you set these innocent children. 
You would be surprised to know how great 
an influence you have over them, but if 
you could see them in their homes or at 
their play you would be convinced, and I 
assure you, you cannot be too careful in 
your words and actions nor too stringent 
in the exacting of pleasant words and po- 
lite manners from all pupils in your pres- 
ence.—Emilie Hoffman in Housekeeper. 


Sand as a Purifier. 

Sand is more thana mere filter. Itis a 
purifier of great importance, and when 
properly used it will remove all impurities 
from water and liquids. Vinegar passed 
through a thick layer of sand loses most 
of its acid, and salt is also partly removed 
from substances passed through it. Oil is 
likewise arrested and retained in the sand. 
If there is sufficient acid and chemicals in 
the sand germs of disease are held in solu- 
tion and prevented from passing off into 
the water. This is caused by attraction of 
one body for another, and not merely by 
the lodgment of large particles in the sand, 
owing to the small interstices through 
which they have to pass. Sand can be 
greatly enhanced in value as a purifier by 
adding divided matter, such as alum. 

Another requisite for a good sand filter 
or purifier is to havea comparatively large 
sand surface over which the water must 
flow. Sand filters should be more gener- 
ally used for the drinking water and other 
liquids that may finally find their way into 
the drinking water.—New York Telegram.

The 
janitor’s services need not be supplemented 
by more than one hundred days, and a 
man could be hired to do that work for 
$1.50 a day, this would make the sum 
$880. 

The sum of $1,000 isa little more than 
we can pay when we take into considera- 
tion the sum paid other janitors. 

Fr. Roche was sorry this matter had 
been reopened and felt he had been treated 
unjustly. He agreed with Dr. Gordon 
that $2 a day was a fair salary, and as two 
men were required here all the time, that 
would bring the sum up to $1,400. 

Fr. Roche then produced a copy of the 
rules that had been posted in the Willard 
school. They had been placed there after 
the last meeting of the board. They 
were not signed by the School Committee 
or Superintendent. He then commented 
severely on these rules. Continuing Fr. 
Roach said the salary received by the Wil- 
lard janitor was not as good as that re- 
ceived by the others, and for illustration 
said at the John Hancock there were prac- 
tically 12 rooms and one fire and the salary 
was $5900. In the Willard building there 
was practically 42 rooms and 12 fires and if 
we reduce this salary we place it below tbe 
others in proportion, and it would be an 
injustice to do so. 

The motion to rescind was then put and 
carried.

Mr. and Mrs. Parry were over- 
joyed beyond measure when they became 
aware of the fact that their beloved 
child whom they had thought dead was 
only affected with a temporary cessation 
of vitality.—Scranton Republican. 


A Great Lacquer Artist. 

Artistic Japan has suffered another 
great lossin the death of Mr. Shibata 
Junzo, commonly known as Zeshin, who 
expired on the 13th of July, at the ripe 
age of eighty-five. A greater worker in 
lacquer probably never lived than this 
remarkable artist. Everything that 
came from his hands was of the most 
beautiful and refined character, and re- 
peatedly during the last ten years he 
gave practical demonstrations of the 
fact that the capacity of modern Japan- 
ese artisans to produce lacquer of the 
highest quality is in no respect inferior 
to the capacity of the great masters of 
former times. 

Zeshin was among the ten artists 
chosen last year to receive the special 
protection of the imperial household, 
and he had obtained more than a dozen 
gold, silver and copper medals for work 
shown by him at various exhibitions. 
He was a finished expert in every process 
of lacquer manufacture, and his decora- 
tive skill, exercised chiefly after the 
fashion of the Shijo school, perpetually 
furnished novel and exquisite examples. 
—Japan Mail. 


Music in the Thunder. 

A startling and most remarkable phe- 
nomenon occurred in Brookfield, Fair- 
field county, on Sunday night, Aug. 30, 
which will be remembered to life’s end 
by those who heard it. About the time

SURGEONS ARE KEPT BUSY 


Attending to Injuries Received ' by the 
Com batants-—Evgland Taking Precau- 
tions to Hgep Eugland Away from Her 
Indian Frontier—Other Foretgn News. 


Cork, Oct. 28.—The fact that the polic 
and military were thoroughly prepared 
for ariot yesterday alone prevented the 
city from becoming a scene of slaughter. 
After the convention a large body of po- 
lice closed about Messrs. Dillon and 
O’Brien to escort them to their hotel. Dil- 
lon passed a few words of commonplace 
with the inspector in command and that 
functionary listened very stfily and con 
descendingly. The incident was witnessed 
by the Parnellites, who howled in deri- 
For some distance the procession 
passed along without much serious dem- 
onstration, the crowds on the street, how- 
ever, growing more excited. The McCar- 
thyites, including a number of priests and 
the redoubtable Canon O’Mahony, 

Followed Dillon and O'Brien. 

Every now and then a Parnellite in the 
crowd would how] and swing a shillaleh 
around his head and make a dash for the 
McCarthyites. The police would then 
charge and restore order for the moment. 
At length the Parnellites grew uncontroll- 
able, and yells of “murderers,” England’s 
lickspittles,” and other epithets saluted 
the McCarthyites. The latter knew that 
they would soon be attacked, and came to 
a halt on their assailants. Missles of all 
kinds flew through the air,and the cries of 

defiance became louder and louder. The

the advar tage veered to either side, gave

It was a 
dangerous duty, for deadly missiles were 
flying on every hand, and the order was 
given to cut right between the two parties 
where the police would derive the volleys 
from both. 
Not a Constable Flinched. 

They formed as perectly as on parade and 
started on the gallop at the word of com- 
mand. The order was to strike only with 
the flats of their sabers, and there is no 
reason to believe that,under great provoca- 
tion, it was disobeyed. As the constables 
spurred forward, the volleys of mussiles 
grew thicker, foreach side was sure that 
if they missed each other they would at 
least hit a policeman. The police were 
persistent, however, and at length suc- 
ceeded in breaking up the riot, this re- 
sult, however, being largely due to the 
factthat the rioters themselves were ap- 
palled at the number of the wounded. 

A large number of wcunded were 
stretched bleeding and groaning in the 
streets. Many of the latter were taken to 
their homes and others to the hospitals. 


STiLL ANOTHER CHAPTER 


Is Added to the Long Drawn Ont His- 
tory of Frontier Complications. 


Lonpon, Oct. 28.—The foreign and 
Indian office continues to deny that the 
advances of Russia toward the British 
Indian frontier, or any designs which the 
czar may have in that direction, are caus- 
ing any uneasiness to the queen’s govern- 
ment, but private advices contradict these 
official utterances, showing, as they do, a 
state of unusual activity among the Brit- 
ish forces on the frontier, which can 
hardly be explained as purely accidental 
in its coincidence with the Russian men- 
acing movements. 

From intelligence which comes through 
a trustworthy source it can be stated that 
the visit of the viceroy of India to Cash- 
mere was partly designed to secure the 
services of the Cashmerian army on the 
extreme frontier at a moment’s notice, 
whenever the occasion may arise, the idea 
being to have them on hand to do effect- 
ive work without the necessity to have 
them await the arrival of reinforcements, 
An unusual number of British officers are 
now in Cashmere, secretly working at the 
reorganization of the forces, while a num- 
ber of half pay officers have settled there, 
ostensibly as colonists, but presumably to 
become familiar with the country, and be 
| ready to take commands in case of hostil- 

ities. 

The military council of the viceroy, ina 
|statement forwarded to the London 
| authorities, are unanimous in expressing 
the belief that Russia is steadily advanc- 
jing in the direction of Gilgit. This region 
| isin some respects like the Pamir piateau,in 
| that it has never been brought completely 

under governmental control, though it 
is counted by the British as a part of 
India. The council has ordered asmall 
| force of natives, officered by British and 
carrying mountain guns, to occupy and 
re-fortify the little half ruined fort of 
Chalt, situated thirty miles north of 
Gilgit. Stronger armameat is to follow. 
It is pretty certain Russia will retaliate in 
kind as soon as she learns of this action, 
which was specially sanctioned by Lord 
Salisbury with full knowledge of the risk 
involved.

LONDON, Oct. 28.—A scientific investiga- 
tion has been made as to the cause of the 
explosion in the office of The National 
Press, the Dublin McCarthyite paper, and 
experts are satisfied that it was caused by 
patural gas.

An Echo of England's Storm. 

LONDON, Oct. 28.—One effect of the 
great storm was seen vesterday in the 
washing ashore, near Gorleston,in Sussex, 
of the stern of the ship Margaret John, 
from Little Hampton. Four bodies were 
recovered from the wreck. Nothing is 
known of the fate of the rest of the crew.

HIDDEN UNDER A ROCK. 


Coy Goes Up a Mountain and Digs Up 
Whalen’s Coat and Vest. 

PiTtsFIELD, Mass.,Oct.28,—William Coy, 
the slayer of John Whalen, has revealed 
the hiding place of Whalen’s coat and 
vest, wuich he bad buried on the moun- 
tai: near where the body was found on 
the 13th. Coy told Sheriff Crosby that so 
mauy lies had been told abont Wialen’s 
clothes that he would settle the matter by 
going with them and digging up the 
cluthes. Accordingly Sheriff Crosby, De 
tective Pease.aud Coy drove to Washing: 
ton. 

Coy, handcuffed to Pease, led the way 
up the mountain road near which the 
body was found. He turned off on the 
opposite side from the grave and went to 
the bank of a small brook which flows 
down the mountain, stopping ata large 
shelving rock on the bank. He dug about 
afoot under the rock, reachtd in and 
pulled out the missing garments. The 
clothes were badly mildewed, and it will 
take a chemical analysis to determine if 
they are stained with blood. If soitisa 
point in corroboration of Coy’s self-de- 
fense story.

Paul Pfannkuche, a nephew of the presi 
dent of the company, were dug out of the 
ruins. Minnie Peck was severely cut and 
bruised and other employes were injured, 
but not seriously. The factory made 
fuses, cartridges, etc., for mining opera- 
tions, using preparations of gun cotton, 
dynamite, nitro-glycerine and gunpowder. 
The explosion was felt half a mile away. 
The loss on property is $7500.

MORE TALK ON THE TARIFF. 


Colonel Allen Says the Burdens Fall on 
the Rich, Not on the @oor — Governor 
Replies by Saying fhat the 


Colonel Misrepresents Facts. 


Russell 


FALL RIVER, Mass., Oct. 28,—Governor 
Russell spoke at a Democratic rally in this 
tity last night. He was accompanied by 
his brother, Colonel Russell, and Con- 
gressman McKinney of New Hampshire. 
A short parade was made through Main 
street before the rally. The reception ten- 
dered to the governor was hearty and gen- 
eral. The rally was held in the Academy 
of Music, which was packed to its greatest 
capacity. Mayor Coughlin presided, and, 
after a warm address, introduced Gov- 
eroor Russell, who spoke as follows: 

I have read with interest the speeches made 
»y our Republican opponents last evening. I 
had supposed, in view of recent events, that 
their nominal leader, and also their apparent 
leader, would havea word of apology or re- 
traction for false statements, personal to me, 
which they have made. I do not expect or 
wish them to cease their criticisms. On the 
contrary, I much prefer that they should con- 
tinueinthem. I hardly believe in their pres- 
ent temper that they are likely to stop their 
abuse of the character of men who have led 
upright and honorable lives for many years, 
and are respected and beloved in the com- 
munities in which they reside. 

But Mr. Lodge, with the greatest possible 
publicity, has charged me with 

Specific Neglect of Duty, 

based upon alleged facts,which are absolutely 
untrue and have been so declared publicly by 
me. Mr. Allen, following out the deliberate 
and prearranged program of the Republi- 
can party, has charged me with maligning 
my commonwealth in stating that some of her 
great industries under high taxation of their 
raw material had declined. In public speech 
he has admitted such a decline to be true. 

As I believe Mr. Lodge and Mr. Allen to be 
gentlemen, Isupposed they would take the 
first opportunity to retract false statements 
which are a personal reflection upon me. But 
not one word of retraction or apology does 
either deign to speak. I am quite content to 
let the matter rest there, having an abiding 
confidence in the justice and intelligence of 
our people. I do not wonder that such at- 
tacks have aroused the indignation of honest 
men of every party. 

Mr. Russell then discussed the tariff, 
saying that Mr. Allen recited that from a 
list one grade of gdoves, the highest, and 
omitted the other five grades that are 
cheaper. Said he: 

He mentions not one article in the list of 
upholstery goods. Of dress goods he mentions 
one out of six articles and omits entirely the 
cheaper goods, which are in use by the 
masses of the people. Otherclasses he omits 
entirely. Of underwear he gives one article, 
silk underwear, and omits entirely all the cot- 
ton and wool underwear in common use.

“Massachusetts, with her energy and her apti- 
tude for skillful industries, will take her 
chance in any fair competition. She does ob- 
ject to competing with her hands tied; she 
protests against law holding the knife that will 
cut the throat of her great industries.”

He Gives the Democrats a Raking Over 
and Predicts Victory Next Week. 

| WoRcEsTER, Mass., Oct. 28.—Colonel Al- 
len’s reception here last night was a great 
success.

GOTHAM - GETS $2,000,079 


Through the Generosity ef Mrs. Laura 


B. Hazard, Daughter of a Sister of the 
Dead Statesman—One of the Most In- 


teresting Will Cases on Record. 


NEw York, Oct. 28—The contest over 
the will of Samuel J. Tilden was ended by 
adecision of the second division of the 
court of appeals of this state, which sets 
aside as invalid the clause providing for 
the establishment of a library and free 
reading roomin this city. Were it not 
that previous to the decree of the court, 
one of the heirs had agreedtoa compro- 
mise with the trustees of the Tilden trust, 
the city would lose entirely the benefits 
which the statesman-philanthropist 
sired should accrue to it from his «state. 
As it is, however, the sum of 22,00).000 is 
assured for the carrying out Mr. Tiiden’s 
wishes notwithstanding the adverse de- 
cree of the court of appeals. 

Except for the contest the city would 
have received, for the purposes specifivd, 
at least $6,000,000. There is no possibility 
now for further litigation unless the 
counsel for the executors of the will 

Apply for a Reargument 

before the court, which has just handed 
down its decision. Itis not thought prob- 
able that this course will be taken, though 
no definite announcement has yet been 
made. The fact that at least $2,000,000 will 
be available for the founding of a free city 
library, The Tribune says today, is a sur- 
prise to all except the parties to the com- 
promise. No hint of it had been given 
out, and it was noteven known to the con- 
testing heirs, 

The amount will come from the shares 
of the residuary estate that would have 
gone to Mrs. Laura B. Hazard, the wife 
of William B. Hazard of this city. Mrs 
Hazard was the daughter of Mrs. 
Mary B. Pelton, a sister of Governor Til- 
den. She would have been entitled to one- 
half of the estate in litigation, but she 
was not one of the contesting heirs,though 
a decision revoking the Tilden trust clause 
would, of course, have benefitted her. By 
an agreement with the executors of the 
will, however, two thirds of her share of 
the estate is to go to the library fund 

Without Regard to the Outcome 

of the litigation. The suit now ended was 
instituted by the two sons of Henry A. 
Tilden, a brother of Samuel J. Tilden. The 
will had discriminated against these 
nephews in favor of their four sisters, each 
of whom received twice the amount that 
was left to their brothers. 

These nephews and nieces will be the 
beueficiaries of the decision and will re- 
ceive probably $600,000 each. They are 
George H. Tilden, Samuel J. Tilden, Jr., 
Mrs. Caroline B. Whittlesey, Mrs. Hen- 
rietta A. Swan of New Lebanon, Susan G. 
Tilden, the youngest daughter, who was 
recently married toa Mr. Sabin, and Mrs. 
Willis S. Payne. 

The decision of the court of appeals ends 
one of the most interesting will cases on 
record. That the.will of so eminent a 
lawyer should be open to contest was in 
itself a surprise, aud the announcement 
of the suit was received with astonish- 
ment. The case has

cause on the decision hung the possibility

The other heirs from time to time ex- 
pressed themselves as anxious tosee the li- 
brary established and have professed at 
times a readiness to compromise, but 
terms that the trustees would accept could 
not be reached.

The Cost of Curbstones, 


Boston taxpayers are kicking against the 
increased cost of curbstones. W. F. Bren- 
nan writes to the Heraid, ‘‘ For the infor- 
mation of those who are at present peti- 
tioning the city for curbstones, I would 
like to have it made public that, under the 
present management of our city affairs, it 
will cost about 33 per cent. more than 
formerly. In January, 1888, I paid a 
bill for curbing at 47 cents a foot, and for 
this year I am taxed the outrageous price 
of 61 1-2 cents a foot, which looks as if 
there was ‘something in it’ for those who 
contract for the work.” 

The purchasing agent says, ‘‘ We have a 
great dea] of heavy stone come by water, 
such as edgestones. In former years these 
have been supplied by the commissioner of 
public institutions from Deer island, but 
this year they have not been able to give 
the street department all that has been 
needed, so I have been oblige to buy 
elsewhere. 


The Portland Monument. 


A soldiers monument was dedicated at 
Portland, Maine, on Wednesday. It con- 
sists of a base and pedestal of gray Maine 
granite, surmounted by a bronze figure of 
Victory, of heroic size. It is located in 
what was formerly Market square, in the 
very centre of the city, but which now 
bears the name of Monument square. 
The figure faces to the west. On the 
Congress street side is a bronze group 
representing the different branches of the 
land forces, while on the opposite side is 
another group in bronze representing the | 
naval arms of the service. 

The figure of Victory and the bronze 
groups are the work of America’s famous 
sculptor, Franklin Simmons, and were 
modelled and cast at Rome. From the 
base of the monument a gentle slope of ; 
greensward is enclosed in a granite curbing } 
with a fence of gured iron. It is one of 
the handsomest monuments in the country. 
The monument cost $36,000.

Successful Launching of the New Steel 
Cruiser Detroit. 


BALTIMORE, Oct. 29.--The steel cruiser 
Detroit,the largest vessel ever constructed 
in a Baltimore shipyard, was launched 
from the Columbian iron works at 3:40 
o’clock yesterday afternoon. She slid into 
the water gracefully and without a hitch. 

The Detroit presented a beautiful ap- 
pearance lying on the ways, gaily be- 
decked with bunting. From her bow flew 
the Union Jack and at the stern the 
American colors were proudly unfurled to 
the breeze. A rope was stretched twenty 
feet above the deck from bow to stern, 
and the colors making up the interna- 
tional code of siguals were floating from 
it, reaching the entire length of the rope. 
At the bow of Uncle Sam’s new vessela 
stand was erected for the use of the little 
sponsor,F lorence N. Malster.the 4-year-old 
daughter of the president of the Colum- 
bian iron works, and her attendants. The 
sides of the stand were hid from view by 
the flags of various natious gracefully 
decorated. There was a great crowd pres- 
ent who cheered the handsome vessel as 
she left the ways. 

The Detroit is oneof the three sister 
ships of 2000 tons each,for which bids were 
accepted in November, 1889. It isa point 
of interest that this 2000 ton vessel is al- 
most identical in displacement with the 
two Chilian cruisers, President Errazuriz 
and President Pinto, built in France, of

A crucial test of early advantages—it 
had almost been written ‘‘the’’ crucial test 
—especially in the case of a woman, is note 
writing. In no one way does the veneer 
show through more plainly than when 
madam seats herself at her writing desk. 
There is an indescribable something about 
the elegant note or “‘little letter,’’ as the 
French call it, which, it would almost 
seem, One has to be born to. It cannot be 
easily acqnired, as one learns a new step 
in dancing or a fresh trick of managing 
one’s train. Yet the faultless note is worth 
striving for; it conveys to the cultured 
reader a sybtle and sure intelligence. 

The actual handwriting is immaterial so 
far as itconforms or not to the temporary 
dictum of fashion. It should not, how- 
ever, be crude or unformed, which at once 
betrays the writer’s want of practice in 
the art. Plain, good, uuruled stationery 
in white or delicate cream or other pale 
tint is always safe. Itis equally wise to 
confine one’s self to the use of black ink. 
The closing of « note is the rock upon 
which novice and unskillful writers of- 
tenest split. ‘‘Yours respectfully” ought 
never to be used to an acquaintance or 
friend. ‘Very truly yours,” ‘Sincerely” 
and “Cordially yours,” are admissable 
gradations of intimacy, while either pre- 
faced by “‘With regards” or ‘With warm 
regards,” becomes more familiar. “Your 
attached friend,” “Faithfully,” ‘*Devoted- 
ly yours” and ‘“‘Affectionately” strike yet 
closer notes of friendship. 

The best authorities absolutely veto the 
signature of a woman by her social title, 
except on a hotel register or in the visiting 
book of a public place where it is practi- 
cally leaving her card. If you are married 
sign yourself always Ellen M. Smith or E. 
M. Smith, and if the person to whom you 
are writing does not know your formal 
title, put [Mrs. John Smjtb] bracketed at 
the left and somewhat below the other 
signature. If you area widow the simple 
Mrs. before the signature is sufficient. An 
unmarried woman uses the prefix Miss in 
thesame way to convey similar informa- 
tion as to her sex and condition. From 
this rule, like that of returning your part- 
ner’s trump lead at whist, nothing but 
death or inability to write excuses one. 
The frequency, however, with which it is 
violated is the excuse for its reiteration.— 
Her Point of View in New York Times, 


Feminine Queerness. 

There is one feminine queerness which 
strikes one, in Shakesperean phrase, as so 
out of all whooping queer, that it seems as 
if it must be rooted deeper than in the ac- 
cidental. I mean theslavish feminine sub- 
servience to the fashion in dress which 
happens at the moment to obtain, regard- 
less absolutely of who sets the fashion, or 
whether the fashion be hygienic or hurtful, 
ugly or beautiful, Man may be so far con- 
trolled by the reigning mode as sometimes 
to wear, without protest. or reasoning, a 
very ugly thing only because his fellows 
wear it; us witness, O luughing posterity! 
the stovepipe hat. But man neither con-

to do so.

QUESTIONS ASKED. 


Governor Russell Demands 
Answers from Mr. Allen. 


“MONUMENTAL CAPITAL I” 


Is the Reference Made to the Governor 
by the Colonel, Who Also Refers to 
What He the 
Epoch'’’— A Temperance-Politics 


Terms * Calamity 


De- 
bate at Boston. 


LYNN, Mass.,Oct. 29.—Governor Russell, 
with General John W. Corcoran, visited 
| Lynn last nightand addressed a large 
| meeting in Music hall, the house being 
crowded. The governor was met by the 
| members of the Jefferson club and was 
|; driven to the residence of Quincy A. 
Towns, where he dined. In the evening 
| the party was driven to city hall, led by 
the Lynn brass band and greeted by red 
| fireand Roman candles. At the city ha'l 
| a reception was given the governor, after 
| which the latter was escorted to Music 
| hall. Chairman Dr. Joseph H. Potts, the 
| Democratic candidate for senator, was 
| chairman. 
Mr. Corcoran took the platform first 
|} and devoted himself to the tariff and 
touched upon Colonel Allen’s record in 
| the house, and repeated what he has pre- 
| viously said about the public schools, ar- 
| raining Mr. Lodge on the question. Gen- 
| eral Corcoran closed with a tribute to the 
governor, 

Governor Russell made his speech a per- 
sonal address to Colonel Allen very 
| largely. He said: “Mr. Allen, your duty 
| has only just begun. There is time yet 
|for you to do your duty, and tomorrow 
night and on this platform is the time 
and the place. I propose tonight to force 
you to declare your convictions tomorrow 
night. I give you notice and you have the 
opportunity.” 

Governor Russell then began with the 
constitutional amendment for the aboli- 
tion of the poll tax. He declared that the 
Democratic party had fought for its aboli- 
tion before the Republican party was born. 
“Mr. Allen,” said the governor, “I now 
demand, in thename of the people of the 
commonwealth, that you inform the 
people of this city and the state what your 
views are upon this question?” He went 
on and said: “Mr. Allen, your party pro- 
fesses to believe in temperance. I do not 
believe in a prohibitory law; do you, Mr. 
Allen?” He said he believed in the present 
law on the statute book. He had signed 
it. ‘Will you recommend its repeal, Mr. 
Allen?” he asked. 


He asked Mr. Allenif he would stand for 
pure and fair elections, and denounced the 
redistricting of the state as an inquitous 
gerrymander. Heclosed with this chal- 
lenge: “I propose tosay to bim (Mr. Al- 
len) tonight, and he will read it in the 
morning, that he must declare himself 
upon these matters or go before the peo- 
pleas afraid to express his convictions 
upon them.” 

The governor said he had been criti- 
cised from every Republican stump for 
his removal of Commissioner Osborne. He 
charged the latter with violating the law 
and with keeping gambling implements 
seized by the officers. 

Governor Russell closed with a rehearsal 
of his points on the tariff, citing a large 
number of trade circulars to sustain his 
assertion in regard toa rise in prices. He 
also read alist of 598 iron and steel indus- 
tries in Massachusetts and New England 
asking for relief from the tariff. 


ALLEN AT SPRINGFIELD. 


Calls the Governor a “Capital I’ and 
Says the Calamity Epoch Has Passed. 
SPRINGFIELD, Mass., Oct. 29.—A large 

Republican rally was held here last even- 

ing. Mayor Bradford presided, and the 

speakers were candidate Charles H. Allen, 

Lieutenant Governor Haile, Henry Cabot 

Lodge and Congressman Russell of Con- 

necticut. Mr. Allen said that in looking 

back on this campaign he was impressed 
with the fact that, so far as the Republi- 
can side of it is concerned, it has been dis- 
cussed on broad lines. ‘‘With our oppo- 
nents’ part of it,” he said, “I am free to 
confess that the lines have been narrower. 
With them it has been mainly the discus- 
sion of an imperious ego, taking the form 
of a desperate, determined effort to re- 
elect A monumental capital I to a position, 
which, from his own confession, we must 
believe is distressing to the last degree.” 
Mr. Allen then went on to speak of the 

position of the governor, hampered by a 
council not wholly friendly, and told of 
the wisdom of the constitution in placing 
such safeguards to protect the people from 
a too ambitious government. He then 
spoke of the desperate devices of the 
Democrats to obtain votes, said Massachu- 
setts had safely passed its calamitous 
epoch, quoted prices to show the benefits 
of the McKinley bill, and closed witha 
description of the blessings of the Massa- 
chusetts laborer, who may have American 
carpets, American paper, American furni- 
ture, pictures and tinware, all at prices 
within his means. 


PROHIBITION DISCUSSED 


By Reverend Hugh Montgomery and 


Sam Small at Boston. 

Boston, Oct. 29.—Tremont Temple was 
filled by Prohibitionists yesterday to listen 
to the joint debate ‘between Reverend 
Hugh Montgomery and Sam Small. Mr. 
Montgomery believes in sticking to the 
Republican party to forward the cause of 
temperance, while M.r. Small on the other 
hand thinks the liquor dealers are in 
league with the Republicans. The speak- 
ers were applaudet quite frequently by 
their various admirers, 

Mr. Montgomery showed that prohibi- 
tion in the states where it had been en- 
acted had owed its success to the action of 
the old parties. It was noticed that the 
interests of prohibition declined when the 
third party was organized; but Mr. Small, 
in very forcibte language, went on to show 
that the party to which he was allied had 
grown in strength and was a factor, in 
state, as well as national politics, and 
should not be used as a tool by any of the 
old parties, be they Democrats or Repub- 
licana. 

Mr. Montgomery related his political ex- 
perience with the Democratic party and 
his departure therefrom, and theu went on 
to argue that the evils of intemperance 
could best be suppressed through: the Re- 
publican party. The liquor dealers, he 
said, are organized, but not a political 
body. The liquor dealer acts wit either 
party which will do its work. 

Mr. Small, in his rejoinder, referred to 
the unsuccessful efforts of the anti-saloon 
party to accomplish something with the 
Republican party. Mr, Small accused the 
Republican party of Massrchusetts of

The Letter that Killeth. 

Mr. E. E. Williamson, of Wollaston, was 
@ looker-on at the Council meeting on 
Monday evening last for a few moments, 
that being the second time only that he 


has been present during the Council's ex- 


istence underacity form of government. 
When being questioned vy a LEDGER repre- 
sentative as tohis impressions he frankly 
said: 

“*T have never felt much inclined to 
make frequent visits to the Council cham- 
ber, as evidenced by the few times I have 
been present; but when I have been there 
for a few moments on two occasions I have 
got mere glimpses of the methods of tran- 
sacting the city’s business. One thing I 
have felt from the start, and last night's 
visit confirmed that opiuion and that is 
the taxpayers of Quincy have to pay 
dearly, it is probable, in regard to the 
rules which govern the Council. Parlia- 
mentary rules, in an assembly like the 
Couucil of Quincy, should be administered 
in the most liberal fashion. 

It is “the letter that killeth.’’ There 
must always be some rules; but the fuct 
that certain business is to be done in a 
patriotic manner, must be always kept in 
mind, and no rules must be allowed to 
thwart such a purpose. I do not doubt the 
Council has had good presiding officers; 
but much, very much in all meetings, de- 
pends on the clearness and well-defined 
views of the man who presides. The best 
things or the meanest things, may be the 
result of tact, genialness and quick-seeing 
qualities of the presiding officers, or the 
want of them. 

There is no comparison between the 
United States Senate, or the House of 
Representatives and the City Council. It 
is a pretty nice piece of parliamentary 
business to decide when a member is 
“speaking to the question.”” It requires a 
nice sense of things. Before calling a 
member to the question, an India rubber 
test should be applied, and considerable 
stretching indulged in. I have no doubt 
the business of the Council is well done; 
but I make this free comment because I 
see wherein lies the danger.”

| A Piano Fraud. 

| Attention has recently been drawn in 
| England to a species of fraud which is 
becuming somewhat common in this 
country. It appears that hundreds of 
pianos are annually brought over from 
Germany for the purpose only of being 
sold by auction. Occasionally they bear 
real names, and often purely apocryphal 
ones. But many of them boast name 
labels, which closely resemble those of 
eminent mannfacturers. The pianos are 
usually shipped without names and the 
name labelsare put on in London. There 
are makers in Berlin and other German 
cities who will ship any number of 
shoddy pianos without names at about 
eighty dollars each, and with them will 
send a gross or more of assorted name 
labels, so that the dealers, or, for the 
matter of that, the purchaser can choose 
any maker's name he pleases. 

Some eminent German firms who 
have agencies in London now take steps 
to prevent any imitation of their name. 
But unless the firms themselves take 
action the pianos go to the docks by doz- 
ens, and nobody seems to care that a 
fraud is being permitted upon the pub- 
lic. Itis satisfactory to know that the 
piano manufacturers of this country are 
becoming alive to the necessity of taking 
steps to prevent this injury to the public 
and to themselves. Not long ago a well 
known New York firm had occasion to 
take action inacase of this kind, and 
had the satisfaction of securing a ver-

Judge Flint, the Republican nominee for 
Representative in the Fifth Norfolk District 
from Weymouth, was born in Middleton, 
Mass., June 25, 1852.

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STEAMER OLIVER BIERNE. 


With a Cargo of Cotton She is Now & 
Total Loss. 


VickspurG, Miss., Oct. 80. — The fine 
steamer Oliver Bierne was laid up at Mil’- 
ikens Bend landing at 12 o’clock last 
night. She had quite alot of cabin pas 
sengers and something over 200 deckies 
white men, who were en route to various 
levee works below Vicksburg. Of the 
deckies she took on ninety-eight at Green- 
ville. At the landing seventy-five bales of 
cotton were taken on. The mate had 
soine trouble with the rousters, many of 
ahem quitting work, after which tne mate 
hired the levee men, paying them 25 cents 
per hour. 

This enraged the negroes, who made 
open threats against the mate and the 
boat. At 3:30 yesterday morning, the 
cotton in the deckroom was discovered on 
fire, and the boat was a mass of flame ina 
short time. Every effort was made ic 
save the lives of those on board, but it is 
feared the list of lost will reach twenty or 
more. The yawl was lowered to pick up 
those who jumped into the river. The 
boat had 708 bales of cotton on beard, and 
was lying at the landing where she 
burned, waiting for daylight to cross a bar 


| near there. The passenyers and crew who 


were saved, were shown every kindness by 
the citizens of Milliken’s Bend, who threw 
opeu their doors to receive them. 

A very old white lady was found cliog- 
ing toa bale of cotton floating down t.e 
river wear Duckport, about 1 o’clock in 
the morning. The old lady was alive but 
speechless. She soon died. Nothing on 
her person was found to identify her. Her 
arm was slightly burned. The bale was 
burned to the water’s edge. Boat and 
eargo area total loss. Besides the cott .n 
shecarried 100 tons of freight. The pas- 
sengers and crew lost nearly everything 
they had in the way of clothing and bag- 
gage, many leaving the burning boat in 
their nightclothes and bare feet. Tuere 
were a number of narrow escapes. 

Captain Thorwegan was the last to leave 


| the boat, having to slide down a guy rod 


from the upper deck. Pilot Massie escaped 
by passing through the flames to the stern 
of the boat and jumped into the river. He 
was severely burned. The mate let him- 
self down by a rope, holding alittle child 
by the clothing. The bodies of the pan- 
tryman and baker, chambermaid and her 
daughter have been recovered. The crew 
aud passengers all left for Vicksburg by 
the steamer Cheffield, with the exception 
of Mrs. Frazier andchild, Mrs. Dr. Wor- 
rell and E. M. Howell, whose injuries ure 
too severe to permit their traveling just 
yet. One report places the number of 
cabin passengers at twenty. When the 
fire broke out nearly everyone had retired 
for the night, and it spread with such 
rapidity that the engineer was unable to 
turn oo the hose. Five hundred bales of 
cotton on the lanijing narrowly escaped 
burning from falling cinders. 

The insurance value of the boat was 
placea at $61,000, though she was insured 
for only £46,000. Total loss of boat and 
cargo $100,000. The cotton was also in- 
sured. 

The fire was discovered in the cotton in 
the hole at 3:30 a. m., aud the flames 
spread so rapidly that many of the creW 
and passengers had very narrow escapes. 
The iist of those burned to death or 
drowned now run up to thirteen.

Sticks descended 
on skull, combatants grasped each other | 
and rolled in the dirt, and blows and kicks 
were exchanged with an energy that meant 
victory or hors de combat. Stones flew 
hither and thither, and O’Brien, attempt- 
ing to quiet the furious encounter, re- 
ceived a severe blow from a missile that 
was thrown. 

The police had not anticipated any seri- | 
ous riot at this point, owing to its remote- 
ness from Parnellite centres. It was some 
time, therefore, before they could effect- 
ually interfere. But at length they 
charged upon the combatants, striking 
right and left with their batons. The 
McCarthyites fell back, but not so the 
Parnellites. These obstinately held their 
ground, Jack O’Connor boldly facing the 
police and refusing to give way.

A RESIGNATION. 


The Adviser to King Malietoa is Dissat- 
isfied and Withdraws. 


SAN FRANcIsco, Oct. 30.—Advices from 
Apia, Samva, dated Oct. 15, state that 
Baron Senft Von Pilsach, president of the 
municipal council and adviser to King 
Malietoa, has resigned. The reason he 
assigns is that certain white residents ot 
Soma have been writing letters to the 
king about German currency and other 
matters, ard the king wrotedirect to them 
in reply. P.lsach claimed that no one 
should either write or speak to King Mal- 
fetoa before first securing the president’s 
permission, thereby assuming the position 
cfdictator of tue islands. Before he re- 
signed a memorial had been prepared by 
the consuls of the three treaty powers, 
petitioning the three governments for the 
recall of Baron Pilsach on account of in- 
experience and reckless hehavior in 
office. The memorial is also signed by 
Herbert Louis Stevenson and by all the 
residents of Apia except some Germans. 
The baron intimated to the consuls that 
he would hand over the funds 
charge to them, but afterward decided 
that he had no power under the treaty to 
do so, although he had drawn $6000 from 
them in the form of duties collected by 
tnem before the arrival of the president.

Earthquakes Continue. 

YoROHAMA, Oct. 30.—There have been 
terrible earthquakes along the southern 
coast of Nipou (Hindoo), the principal isl- 
and of Japan. The shocks were most se- 
verely felt at- Osaka and at Kobe, where 
most of the foreign merchants, etc., of the 
port of Hiozo have their homes. The 
shocks traversed the island ina westerly 
direction along the shores of the bay of 
Osaka, at the head of which Hiogo is situ- 
ated. These two suburbs of Hiogo (Osaka 
and Kobe), which are connected by rail- 
road, and whose houses are mostly lightly 
built, have suffered considerable damage. 


Hundreds of houses have been destroyed, | 


but the extent of the fatalities is still un- 
known, and may remain so for some time 
to come, owing to the destruction of the 
telegraph lines. There has been consider- 
able damage done along the coast.

Another peculiarity about the law is 
that if on the body there had been $1000, 
not one cent of that could be used in trac- 
ing out his identity and if it should hap- 
pen that the body was never claimed, not 
one cent could be used for burial purposes, 
and the body would be consigned to a 
pauper’s grave, while the money would be 
paid into the State treasury.

His parents, 
Samuel K. and Sarah F. Worthen, five 
years after moved to the rural districts of 
Bristol, where they have since and now re- 
side.

Letter Issued by Assistant Sec- 
retary Grant 


REGARDING COLLEGE FLAGS 


The Law Laid Down Under Direction of 
Secretary of War—A Big Suit by Heirs 
of a Confederate — The Government's 
Defense. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 31.—Assistant Secre- 
tary of War Grant has issued a letter in 
regard to the use of any flag except the 
United States flag at colleges where an 
army Officer is detailed: 

“TI now have, the letter says, the honor 
to acknowledze the receipt of your letter 
fu which you regret kind of flag or flays 
used by the military organization of your 
college. 

“I am directed by the secretary of war to 
invite your attention to the fact that un- 
der thelaw and by the application of 
rules of your college, an officer of the 
United States has been detailed asa pro- 
fessorof military science and tactics at 
your Institution. The authorities of col- 
leges have aso asked for and received 
from the nationai government arms and 
ammunition for the purpose of military 
instruction. 

“The secretary of war is of ths opinion 
that the law of congress and the action of 
the coilege authorities in accepting arms 
and ammunition and the detail of an 
army officer for the purpose of military in- 
struction, establishes the national charac- 
ter of instruction. Under these facts he 
considers that the national government 
has the right to inquire, and should insist, 
thaton all occasions when a flag should 
be required by the United States army tac- 
tics or regulations the flag of the United 
States be used.” 


SE FOF $4,500,000. 


Heirs of a Confederate Say the Govern- 
ment Infringed a Patent. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 81.—Four and a half 
millions are asked of the United States in 
asu:t brought yesterday in the court of 
claims by the heirs of tue late George W. 
Morse of Louisiana for infriuging his 
breech-loadinz rifle patents in the manu- 
facture of the Springfield rifle. 

The government defense, sustained by 
war records, is that Morss wasa Confed- 
erate and manufactured rifles for the Con- 
federacy. For the same reason the patent 
office twenty years ago refused to extend 
Morse’s patents. But congress later ex- 
tended them by special act, so that the 
Morse heirs think they have a claim, at 
least, for royulty. 


Interest of Importance. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 31.—The secretary of 
the treasury is required to proclaim quar- 
terly the value of the standard coins in 
circulation in various parts of the world, 
as estimated by the director of the mint. 
Since July 1 last this value has been taken 
at the custom house at the value of the 
coins at the time of exportation of the 
merchandise from the fereign countries, 
instead of at the time of importation into 
the United States, as was formerly the 


THEY REFUSED TO VACATE. 


A General Row Ensues with Disastrous 
Results. 


Fort WAYNE, Ind., Oct. 31,—Advices 
received here from Continental, a small 
station across the Ohio line, gives particu- 
lars of a bloody fight in which three men 
were injured, ore fatally. A man named 
John Courtney, with his wife and several 
men of bud repute, occupied a house be- 
longing to Mathew Lucey. Lucey ordered 
the people to vacate, but they refused, 
whereupon Lucey, with the assistance of 
Jatk Norwalk and Dell Doty, undertook 
w put them out. Lucey broke in the door 
and was met inside by Courtney with an 
axe, with which he was terribly cut. His 
arm was nearly severed and he received 
an awful wound on the head. Norwalk 
and Doty, coming to Lucey’s aid, were also 
terribly hacked; a piece of Norwalk’s 
skull was chipped off and Doty was badly 
cut about the head andneck. Doctors say 
Lacey will die, and Norwalk’s injuries are 
probably fatal. No arrests have yet been 
made, 


A RASCAL OF NOTE. 


While Preaching Religion He was Swind- 
ling His Followers, 

DUBLIN, Oct. 81.—Rev. Sam Stanhope 
has been arrested in this city for theft and 
swindliny, and proves to be a rascal of 
considerable note. The particular offense 
for which he was first brou,ht to task 
was stexling of a stove. Immediately 
afterward charges were preferred against 
him of obtaining clerical garments by 
| false representations. Stanhope is the 

founder of a sect known as the Saviour’s 
Missionary army. Since hia disgrace it 
has been learned that while he was preach- 
ing religion to his followers, he was 
swindling most of them out of small sums 
of money, ani many other victims have 
now charges against him. As he stood on 
the dock, he assumed an attitude of prayer 
and martyriom. He made no effort to 
find bail, saying that prison walls had no 
terrors for a servant of the lord. It is 
probable that he will have an opportunity 
to test the correctness of his thoughts for 
some time to come.

CHRIST THE TRUE VINE. 


LESSON V, FOURTH QUARTER, INTER- 
NATIONAL SERIES, NOV. 1. 


Text of the Lesson, John xv, 1-16—Com- 
mit Verses, 4, 5—Golden Text, John xv, 
8—Commentary by the Rev. D. M. 
Stearns. 


{Complied from Lesson Helper Quarterly by 
permission of H.8, Hoffman, publisher, Phil- 
adelphia.] 

1. “I am the true vine, and My Father is 
the husbandman.” 

Having arisen to go He still talks with 
them. Israel was the vineyard of the Lord 
of Hosts and the men of Judah His pleas- 
ant plant. He also called Israel a vine 
which He had brought out of Egypt (Isa. 
v. 8; Ps. Ixxx. 8). But Israel was only a 
type of Him who now spake with them. 

2. “Every branch in Me that beareth not 
fruit He taketh away.” 

“And every branch that beareth fruit, 
He purgeth it that it may bring forth more 
fruit.” 

Now He speaks of the eleven, who were 
really His but needed cleansing, that they 
might be more fruitful. Anything of self 
hinuers fruitfulness, and all filthiness, 
both of flesh and spirit, must be cleansed. 
This also is His work, and He will see to it 
if we are only willing (II Cor. vii, 1; Ezek. 
xxxvii, 25-27). 

8. “Now ye areclean through the word 
which I have spoken unto you.” 

The revised version says, ‘Already ye are 
clean,” reminding us of His words in xiii, 
10, ‘“‘He that is washed is clean every whit; 
and ye areclean.”” Every one in Christ is 
washed, justified, sanctified and made meet 
for the inheritence of the saints (I Cor. vi, 
11; Col. i, 12). The moment we are in Him 
Heis our righteousness, and we are ac- 
cepted in Him (II Cor. vy, 21; Eph. i, 6). He 
stands for us, and we stand in Him com 
plete. 

4. “Abide in Me and I in you. As the 
branch cannot bear fruit of itself, excent it 
abide in the vine, no more can ye except ye 
abide in Me.” 

5. “lam the vine, ye are the branches. 
He that abideth in Me, and I in him, the 
same bringeth forth much fruit; for with- 
out Me ye can do nothing.” 

We all know that the grapes are gath- 
ered from the branches of the vine and not 
from the stalk, and also that grapes grow 
only on the new growth of the branches 
put forth year by year. What then is this 
abiding which He makesso much of and 
by which alone we can bear fruit? What 
can it be but conscious occupation of the 
heart with Christ; a continuous faith in 
Christ crucified, risen, interceding and 
coming again. 

6. “If a man abide notin Me, he is cast 
forth as a branch, and is withered; and 
men gather them, and cast them into the 
fire and they are burned.” 

A believer may be stripped of his gifts 
and opportunities which he failed to im- 
prove, and be thus left as a warning to 
others, and finally saved as by fire (1 Cor. 
iii, 11-15), or if only a nominal Christiza 
as Judas, he will finally be cast into the 
lake of fire (Math. xxv, 41). 

7. “If ye abide in Me and [My words abide 
in you, yeshall ask what ge will, and it 
shall be done unto you.” 

8. “Hereinis My Father glorified, that 
ye bear much fruit; soshall ye be My dis- 
ciples.” 

9. “As the Father hath loved Me, so have 
I loved you; continue ye in My love.” 

Here is t'e2 source of all tre service and 
fruit bearing—the love of God. Whocan 
estimate the love of God to Flis only begot- 
ten Sou? And yet that Son:says to all who 
are truly in Him that His lo've tous is as 
the Father’s love to Himsel:f—everlasting, 
unchanging, a love that lays; down its life 
for its enemies, a love that bi:ars with such 
as Peter and continues to love him through 
all his wanderings, boastisags and denials. 

10. “If ye keep My commandments ye 
shall abide in My love; ev en as I have kept 
My Father’s commandme nts and abide in 
His love.” 

11. “These things haveI spoken unto you, 
that My joy might remain in you, and that 
your joy might be full.” 

It was the delight of t’ne Lord Jesus to 
do the Father’s will; it vras: His meat and 
drink (Ps. xl, §; John iv, 34). This was 
His joy, and the time willl come when the 
will of God shall be done on earth asin 
heaven; the prospect of this: enabled Him 
to endure the cross and disregard tne 
shame (Heb. xii, 1,2). When the will of 
God becomes our delight, and His way is 


glory of His kingdom is «ver before us, 
then shail we bave E.is jo:y abiding in us 
and be filled with it in proportion as we 
are filled with His sp‘.rit. See Rom. xiv, 17. 

12. “This is my commandment, that ye 
love one another as [ have Ictved you.” 

13. “Greater love hath no iman than this, 
that a man lay down his life for his friends.” 

This is the height of human love, to die 
for a friend; but see the love of God, for 
“God commendeth His love toward usin 
that while we were yet sinners ‘Christ died 
for us,” “Christ died for the ungodly” 
(Rom. v, 6-8). 

14. “Ye are My friends if ye do whatso- 
ever | command you.” 

15. “Henceforth I call you not servants; 
for the Servam. knoweth not what his lord 
doeth.” 

Paul took pleasure in calling hiimself the 
servant of the Lord Jesus, meanirig by that 
his very bond slave; as one wham Jesus 
had taken captive from the enem.y, but be 
rejoiced to he the servant of Jesus because 
he had beeva set free from the bondage of 
sinand Satan, and he knew it .and was 
fully pervs;uaded of it. He was like one who 
Bang: 

I could not work my sou! to save, 
For that my Lord has done; 

But | could work like any slave 
From love to God's dear Son. 

“But | have called you friends, for all 
things that | have heard of My Father | 
have made known unto you.” 

Just as we tell our secrets only to our 
most intimate friends, so Jesus reveals: 
Himself fully only to those who prove 
themselves His friends by keeping His 
words, as He said in cnapter xiv, 23. 

16. “Ye bave not chosen Me, but I have 
chosen you and ordained you, that ye 
should go and bring forth fruit, and that 
your fruit should remain.” 

In Eph. i, 4, it says that we were chosen 
n Christ before the foundation of the 
world. But it is also written: in the same 
connection that we were chos«'n to be haly 
and without blame before Him in love; not 
chosen simply to be saved, but; chosen to 
bear fruit that might abide to the glory o. 
God; not chosen merely that wa might be 
happy in timaand in eternity, bu:t chosen to
